ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  HON.  KEVIN  H. 
WHITE,  MAYOR  OF  BOSTON 

I  have  served  as  Mayor  of  Boston  for  one 
year.  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office 
following  a  decade  of  physical  regeneration  which 
had  dramatically  changed  the  face  of  the  city. 
But  as  great  progress  was  made  in  physical 
reconstruction  (during  that  decade)  too  often 
human  needs  were  ignored  and  antagonisms  were 
allowed  to  fester.  In  fact,  many  of  these  needs 
and  antagonisms  were  aggravated  by  the  very 
renewal  process  which  was  so  vital  to  the  city's 
future. 

When  I  took  a  pledge  to  the  people  of  Boston 
on  the  first  day  of  1968,  1  determined  that  this 
administration  would,  without  diminishing  the 
city's  physical  growth,  focus  its  attention  upon 
those  social,  economic,  and  psychological  factors 
which  had  alienated  too  many  of  Boston's 
citizens  from  the  process  of  government. 

During  these  past  twelve  months  we  have 
established  these  objectives  knowing  they  would 
not  be  achieved  in  a  year  or  even  much  longer. 
But  we  have  made  a  start. 

We  have  opened  neighborhood  City  Halls  in 
every  part  of  the  city,  thus  reducing  the 
communication  gap  which,  in  our  complex 
society,  can  develop  between  the  people  and  any 
administration. 

We  have  worked,  and  will  continue  to  work, 
to  place  more  police  officers  in  the  city's  streets 
and  to  improve  their  training  and  equipment.  We 
have  opened  new  pohce  stations  and  are  about  to 
begin  construction  of  others.  We  have  inaugurated 
a  community  relations  program  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  superintendent. 

We  have  established  a  special  task  force  to 
study  departmental  operations,  and  I  will  shortly 
announce  its  findings  and  direct  implementation 
of  its  recommendations.  The  year  1968  witnessed 
activity  of  importance  to  both  the  present  and 
the  future.  More  streets  were  paved  or  resurfaced 
than  in  any  other  year  in  this  city's  three-century 
history. 

More  trees  were  planted,  and  more  play- 
grounds had  floodUghts  installed.  All  of  this  was 
capped  by  the  Park  Department's  presentation  to 
the  City  Council  of  a  proposed  $4.5  million 
program  to  improve  the  city's  recreational 
facilities  and  to  reduce  juvenile  delinquency.  In 
the  field  of  health  a  study  was  conducted  of  the 
problems  of  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  its 
recommendations  are  already  being  implemented. 

During  this  same  twelve  months  we  submitted 
to  the  federal  government  a  Model  Cities 
application,  designed  to  serve  the  neighborhoods 
of  this  city  ~  both  black  and  white.  The 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
has  aheady  approved  the  city's  Workable  Pro- 
gram, releasing  substantial  monies  for  badly 
needed  code  enforcement.  "Summerthing"  proved 
an  enormous  success.  The  "Infill  Housing  Pro- 
gram" promises  to  provide  vital  low-income 
housing. 

But  these  are  past  accomplishments  and 
present  activities.  I  have  referred  to  them  solely 
as  examples  of  the  focus  and  philosophy  of  this 
administration.  It  does  not  serve  the  purpose  of 
this  message  to  dwell  further  on  them.  But, 
rather,  this  is  a  time  to  reflect  upon  the  present 
conditions  of  our  city  and  its  prospects  for  the 
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future.   This   is  a  time  not  for  self-deception  or 
self-congratulation,  but  for  sober  self-analysis. 

Let  us  face  the  stark  realities. 

In  1968  Boston's  real  property  owner  paid 
taxes  to  the  city  at  a  rate  of  $129.20  per 
thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation.  This  is  a 
staggering  burden  which  has  been  borne  not  only 
by  the  taxpayers  themselves,  but  also  by  their 
tenants,  clients,  and  customers.  Added  to  this  is 
the  depressing  effect  such  a  tax  rate  has  on  the 
city's  leadership,  for  it  tends  to  enlist  against 
community  progress  and  improvement  the  very 
members  of  society  who  ought  most  to  favor 
such  advances.  It  is  now  apparent  to  everyone 
concerned  with  the  fiscal  affairs  of  municipalities 
that  the  cities  cannot  survive  if  property  taxes 
continue  at  such  a  level. 

And  yet,  despite  general  recognition  that 
Boston  and  other  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  are 
in  serious  fiscal  difficulty,  we  enter  1969 
dependent  upon  the  same  inadequate  sources  of 
revenue;  confronted  by  ever-increasing  fiscal 
demands;  and  still  frustrated  by  the  lack  of 
serious  concern  exhibited  by  federal  and  state 
governments. 

Barring  a  totally  unforeseen  improvement  in 
the  city's  fiscal  situation,  Boston's  real  property 
tax  has  to  increase. 

This  cannot  be  prevented  by  closing  the 
neighborhood  city  halls  or  by  cancelling  "Sum- 
merthing."  And  it  cannot  be  prevented  by  a 
reordering  of  priorities.  The  city  must  pay  for  its 
public  school  system  and  for  its  police  and  fire 
protection;  we  must  pay  our  burdensome  share  of 
MBTA  and  MDC  expenditures;  we  must  con- 
tribute to  veterans'  and  retirement  pensions;  we 
must  continue  to  shoulder  the  entire  burden  of 
Suffolk  County  costs;  and  we  must  continue  to 
pay  debt  service  upon  funds  which  this  and  prior 
administrations  have  been  compelled  to  borrow. 

With  all  of  this,  and  at  the  same  time,  the  city 
must  honor  collective  bargaining  agreements 
entered  into  with  city  employees.  Boston's 
employees  are  entitled  to  be  compensated  at  rates 
commensurate  with  the  duties  they  perform;  yet 
the  city  does  not  have  unlimited  money,  and 
rational  decisions  must  be  made  regarding  the 
amount  of  municipal  revenue  which  can  be 
justifiably  devoted  to  employee  salaries.  Whatever 
those  judgments,  collective  bargaining  inevitably 
imposes  new  and  unavoidable  expenses  upon  the 
dty. 

All  of  these  expenses  cannot  be  avoided,  and 
no  administration  can  unilaterally  reduce  or 
eliminate  these  costs. 

But  what  we  can  and  will  do  by  ourselves  is 
to  subject  the  budget  of  every  municipal 
department  to  a  secondary  examination  for 
expenditures  which  can  be  curtailed  or  post- 
poned. Even  this  will  not  prevent  a  tax  increase, 
but  it  will  reduce  it. 

The  adoption  of  this  rigid  economy  will  test 
the  patience  of  many  of  our  citizens  who  will 
question  why  a  given  program  has  been  cut  back 
or  a  particular  project  delayed.  Our  only  answer 
is  that  choices  must  be  made  between  desirable 
ends  -  schools  or  municipal  salaries,  housing  or 
police,  hospitals  or  code  enforcement.  These  are 
not  easy  choices,  but  they  must  be  made.  And 
we  must  have  the  political  courage  to  enforce 
them. 

But   even   as   we   make   these   decisions  and 


practice  strict  economy,  we  are  and  will  be 
dependent  upon  action  by  the  new  administration 
on  Beacon  Hill  and  by  the  General  Court,  which 
will  either  relieve  the  cities  of  some  of  their 
burdens  or  grant  the  cities  new  sources  of 
revenue  with  which  to  cope  with  them. 

We  are  'also  dependent  upon  a  serious  and 
continuing  commitment  to  the  cities  on  the  part 
of  the  federal  government.  The  attitude  of  the 
new  administration  on  this  subject  is  not  yet 
clear.  But  its  members  must  realize  that  the  cities 
cannot  sustain  themselves  without  sensible  and 
flexible  distribution  of  generous  amounts  of 
federal  funds. 

If  federal  funds  are  cut  back,  everything  is 
jeopardized  -  education,  housing,  manpower, 
health  services,  and  (perhaps  the  most  visible 
symbol  of  all)  the  Boston  skyline. 

So  money  is  one  of  our  most  vital  needs.  But, 
contrary  to  the  opinion  of  some,  adequate  funds 
will  not  by  themselves  solve  all  of  this  city's 
problems.  They  will  be  solved  only  by  a 
confrontation  between  the  citizens  of  this  city 
and  bitter  facts  of  community  life  —  a 
confrontation  which  many  in  the  past  have  been 
reluctant  to  face. 

We  Uve  in  an  age  when  quality  education  is  a 
necessity  and  lack  of  it  can  irretrievably  prejudice 
a  lifetime.  During  the  past  year  community 
attention  has  frequently  focused  upon  deficien- 
cies in  school  buildings,  upon  black  student 
unions  and  the  teaching  of  black  history,  upon 
dress  codes.  These  issues  are  important,  and 
deserve  to  be  resolved.  But  they  must  not  distract 
us  from  the  meaningful  consideration  of  far  more 
fundamental  questions. 

Is  Boston's  public  school  system  providing 
high-calibre  education  for  all  of  its  students  - 
black  and  white,  rich  and  poor,  advanced  and 
average?  Are  the  pubUc  schools  adapting  to  the 
needs  to  serve  a  growing  minority-group  popula- 
tion? And  what  is  to  be  done  to  create  effective 
forms  of  community  participation  in  the  educa- 
tional decision-making  process? 

These  are  not  rhetorical  questions.  They 
deserve  the  close  and  continuing  attention  of 
Boston's  school  officials  and  of  Boston's  public. 
Nor  will  this  administration  shield  itself  behind 
the  veil  of  lack  of  legal  responsibility.  1  hope  that 
1969  may  see  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  of 
cooperation  between  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Mayor's  Office,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be 
guaranteed  that  our  schools  will  truly  serve  the 
young  people  of  this  city. 

Nor  can  I  avoid  a  reference  to  perhaps  the 
most  disturbing  of  the  city's  problems  —  its 
continuing  ethnic  divisions  which  seem  to  resist 
every  effort  at  resolution.  The  times  cry  out  for 
cooperation  and  a  common  purpose;  yet  we  face 
them  as  a  divided  people.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  there  wiU  be  no  security  and  no  fulfillment 
to  be  found  in  Boston  as  long  as  white  and  black 
remain  symbols  of  groups  in  conflict. 

The  highest  aspiration  of  this  administration 
win  be  to  reconcile  this  city's  people.  We  cannot 
entertain  demands  because  they  are  made  by 
blacks;  but  neither  will  we  reject  them  for  that 
reason.  The  finest  contribution  that  we  could 
conceivably  make  to  this  city  is  the  creation  of 
an  atmosphere  in  which  every  man  might 
recognize  the  hirman  dignity  and  worth  of  every 
other  man.    Only  then  will  there  be  solutions  to 
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substantial  problems  whose  racial  overtones  now 
prevent  any  attempts  at  realistic  treatment. 

This  administration  is  a  bridge  between  the 
sixties  and  the  seventies,  between  the  middle 
third  and  the  final  third  of  the  twentieth  century. 
And  it  is  now  that  we  must  charge  ourselves  with 
the  responsibility  of  modernizing  many  aspects 
(structural  and  fiscal)  of  our  city  government  to 
cope  with  the  coming  issues  of  the  seventies. 

We  need  relief  by  the  State  Legislature, 
particularly  with  regard  to  our  abiUty  to  raise 
revenue.  We  need  to  act  upon  the  "home  rule" 
authority  so  that  Boston  can  decide  important 
local  questions  for  itself.  And  we  need  metropoli- 
tan cooperation  of  a  kind  that  will  bring  regional 
resources  to  bear  upon  problems  which  cannot  be 
treated  solely  on  a  community  basis. 

This  administration  is  moving  forward  on  each 
of  these  fronts. 

In  December  we  presented  an  estensive 
legislative  program  for  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Court  during  1969.  As  I  indicated  at  that 
time,  a  single  legislative  session  cannot  resolve  the 
accumulated  problems  of  a  century.  But  it  can 
make  a  beginning  toward  equipping  the  cities  and 
towns  with  the  tools  and  flexibiUty  necessary  to 
combat  the  realities  of  the  seventies.  We  have 
asked,  among  other  things,  for  a  change  in  the 
city's  fiscal  cycle,  so  that  Boston  may  reduce  its 
borrowing  and  debt-service  requirements.  We  have 
asked  for  authorization  for  certain  forms  of 
municipal  taxation,  so  that  fiscal  support  of  the 
city  will  not  weigh  so  heavily  upon  Boston's 
property  owners  and  tenants.  We  have  asked  for 
alteration  ot  the  deficit  apportionment  formula 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author- 
ity, so  that  Boston  will  be  compelled  to  pay  no 
more  than  its  fair  share  of  the  expense  of  public 
transportation. 'We  have  asked  for  clarification  of 
the  law  to  permit  implementation  of  the 
'Turnkey  Housing  Program,"  so  that  public 
housing  may  be  more  efficiently  constructed.  We 
have  asked  for  expansion  of  the  authority  of 
police  cadets,  so  that  regular  officers  may  be 
released  from  routine  tasks  for  vital  law  enforce- 
ment work.  And  we  have  asked  for  the 
institution  of  local  merit  systems,  so  that  the 
individual  cities  and  towns  may  develop  civil 
service  procedures  more  relevant  to  their  particu- 
lar personnel  needs.  This  administration  wiU 
devote  its  energy  without  reservation  to  attempt- 
ing to  secure  the  passage  of  these  and  other 
measures  of  cbnsequence  of  this  city's  future. 

Last  summer  I  appointed  a  Boston  Home  Rule 
Commission,  and  directed  it  to  undertake  a 
thorough  examination  of  this  city's  governmental 
structure  and  procedures.  At  the  present  time  we 
are  too  frequently  subject  to  rules  and  systems  of 
another  age,  immobilizing  us  when  efficiency  and 
imagination  are  so  vital  Subcommittees  of  the 
Home  Rule  Commission  are  presently  at  work 
upon  questions  involving  structure  of  government, 
decentralization,  fiscal  reform,  personnel,  and 
housing  and  land  use.  Recommendations  by  the 
commission  will  be  presented  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval,  and  -  if  accepted  by  the  Council  - 
will  be  submitted  to  the  General  Court  or  to  the 
people  by  referendum  for  final  acceptance.  I  am 
gratified  by  the  progress  which  has  already  been 
made  toward  a  necessary  modernization  of 
Boston's  charter,  and  I  ask  the  people  of  this  city 
to  lend  their  full  support  to  these  efforts. 


Nor  can  we  forget  what  may  ultimately  be  the 
saviour  of  the  cities  —  creative  and  purposeful 
forms  of  metropoUtan  cooperation.  The  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  has  351  separate 
cities  and  towns,  each  -  with  a  few  exceptions  - 
attempting  to  provide  all  basic  services  to  its 
residents.  Some  communities  can  afford  to  do  so. 
Many,  including  the  larger  cities,  find  increasingly 
that  the  cost  of  such  services  imposes  too  great  a 
burden  upon  their  dwindling  resources.  The 
provision  of  services  on  a  community-by-com- 
munity basis  has  become  a  luxury  which  many 
municipalities  cannot  afford. 

Metropolitan  cooperation  does  not  mean 
metropolitan  government.  The  City  of  Boston 
will  sponsor  a  metropclitan  conference  designed 
to  explore  methods  of  meaningful  cooperation 
and  coordination  among  communities  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area.  The  conference  wiU  not 
simply  treat  the  easy  questions.  Its  focus  wUl  be 
upon  education,  housing,  manpower,  law  enforce- 
ment -  and  how  such  matters  might  better  be 
dealt  with  on  a  regional  basis  than  by  the 
traditional  municipal  approach. 

Boston's  future  lies  in  either  of  two  direc- 
tions. We  can  mobilize  the  resources  which  are 
available,  endow  xhem  with  the  spirit  of  a 
concerned  people,  and  transform  this  city  into  a 
place  of  hope  and  satisfaction  and  inspiration  to 
every  man.  Or  we  can  yield  to  fear,  to  suspicion, 
to  that  callous  disregard  which  can  threaten  the 
best  of  societies,  and  watch  our  city  deteriorate 
as  a  haven  for  the  human  spkit. 

Boston  is  poor  in  some  material  respects;  but 
it  is  rich  in  its  peole  and  in  its  tradition.  And  it  is 
always  the  people  who  determine  the  future  of  a 
city.  When  the  history  of  these  times  is  written, 
historians  will  judge  whether  we,  the  people, 
obeyed  the  best  of  our  instincts  -  or  the  worst. 

Let  it  be  said  that  we  confronted  the 
challenge  with  honor  and  a  determination  to 
succeed. 

Let  it  be  said  that  we  put  aside  anger  and 
distrust. 

Let  it  be  said  that  we  created  a  city  which 
granted  to  each  of  its  people  a  generous  share  of 
satisfaction,  and  a  fuU  measure  of  peace.

In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in 
letter  of  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
dated  November  6,  the  foDowing  report  is 
submitted  with  refeence  to  order  of  City  Council 
adopted  November  1,  1968. 

Investigation  by  this  office  discloses  that  the 
Container  Marine  Lines,  mentioned  in  the  Council 
Order,  together  with  many  other  marine  freight 
lines  and  freight  conferences,  filed  tariffs  with  the 
Federal  Maritime  Commission  which  would  mark- 
edly favor  the  Port  of  New  York  in  comparison 
with  the  Port  of  Boston. 

The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  and  Patter- 
son, Wylde  &  Co.,  Inc.,  fUed  a  complaint  against 
these  tariffs  with  the  Federal  Maritime  Com- 
mission and  at  the  same  time  entered  a  suit  in 
the  Federal  Court  seeking  an  injunction  pre- 
venting the  operation  of  these  tariffs. 

I  am  informed  that  concurrently  Philadelphia 
parties  have  commenced  a  similar  suit  in  the 
Federal  Court  there  and  that  a  preliminary 
injunction  has  issued  from  that  court. 

As  of  this  morning  there  appeared  to  be  a 
good  chance  that  the  offending  tariffs  will  be 
withdrawn  by  the  filers.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1969,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  at  an  early  meeting  an  order  author- 
izing the  issuance  as  needed  during  the  year  of 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  re- 
ceipts. This  method  of  financing  is  made  necessary 
by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal 
tax  calendar  the  major  portion  of  the  city's 
revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  the  city  could  issue  in  1969  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total 
tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1968  together  with  the 
amount  received  .  from  excise  taxes  on  motor 
vehicles  and  trailers  and  payments  made  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year 
1968.  The  total  amount  of  the  tax  levy  for  1968 
amounted  to  $203,102,400.  In  1968  a  total  of 
$75,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During  the  year  1968 
it  was  necessary  to  issue  $59,000,000.  At  the 
present  time  it  appears  that  the  1969  requirements 
for  this  type  of  financing  will  be  $75,000,000.

2.  A  committee  on  Confirmations  and  Claims, 
to  consist  of  three  members,  to  which  shaU  be 
referred  appointments  which  are  required  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  council  and  claims  against  the 
city. 

3.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  nine  members,  to  which 
shaU  be  referred  matters  as  to  which  reference  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole  may  appear  necessary  or 
desirable. 

4.  A  committee  on  Housing  and  Urban  Re- 
newal, to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  which  shaU 
be  referred  matters  concerning  city  planning,  hous- 
ing and  urban  redevelopment,  rehabiUtation,  and 
renewal. 

5.  A  committee  on  Legislation,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  to  which  shaU  be  referred  orders 
concerning  ordinances,  resolutions  expressing  opin- 
ions, principles,  facts  or  purposes,  memorials  to  the 
General  Court  or  the  Congress  and  matters  relating 
to  the  eighty-ninth  article  of  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  commit- 
tees or  its  delegate  shaU  appear  before  the  com- 
mittees of  the  General  Court  to  represent  the 
interest  of  the  city  when  authorized  so  to  do  by 
vote  of  the  council. 
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6.  A  committee  on  Public  Heaith  and  Safety,  to 
consist  of  three  members,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  matters  concerning  public  health,  hospi- 
tals, detention  centers,  jails,  sanitoria,  and  public 
safety. 

7.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands  and  Licenses, 
to  consist  of  three  members,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  matters  concerning  public  lands  and  peti- 
tions for  licenses  and  permits. 

8.  A  committee  on  Public  Services,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  matters 
concerning  public  works,  parks,  playgrounds,  recre- 
ation, and  transportation. 

9.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  seven 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  matters 
concerning  rules,  committee  procedures  and  coun- 
cil equipment,  facilities,  staff,  and  supplies.

APPROVING  LEGISLATION  REQUIRING 

NON-UNION  MEMBERS  TO  PAY  COST 

OF  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  20,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Under  existing  law  an  employee  organization  is 
required  to  bargain  collectively  not  only  in  behalf 
of  its  members  but  also  in  behalf  of  employees 
who  are  not  members  but  who  are  part  of  the 
department  or  other  bargaining  unit.  The  purpose 
of  this  order  is  to  require  the  "free-riders"  to  pay 
their  fair  share  of  the  cost  of  collective  bargaining 
and  representation.  This  does  not  require  union 
membership  as  a  condition  of  employment:  rather, 
it  permits  the  City  of  Boston  or  County  of  Suffolk, 
after  agreement  with  any  particular  employee 
organization,  to  deduct  from  the  salary  of  each 
employee  so  represented  an  agency  service  fee  to 
defray  the  cost  of  collective  bargaining  and  repre- 
sentation, and  to  remit  such  deductions  to  the 
employee  organization. 

I  recommend  early  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying order  so  providing.

Whereas,  The  incoming  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth will  desire  to  be  fully  apprised  of  the 
concerns  of  the  City  Council  with  regard  to  present 
transportation  planning  in  Boston  metropolitan 
area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston;

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  INDUSTRIAL 
AND  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Sixty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  EstabUshing  a  Development 
and  Industrial  Commission. 
Be   it   ordained   by    the   Boston  City   Council   as 
follows: 
The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  lOA,  inserted 
by   chapter  15,  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  lOB 

Development  and  Industrial 

Commission 
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SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Development  and  Industrial  Com- 
mission, consisting  of  fifteen  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor.  The  development  and 
industrial  commissioners  first  appointed  shall  serve 
according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective 
appointments,  in  the  case  of  three  commissioners, 
for  a  term  expiring  five  years,  in  the  case  of  three 
other  commissioners,  for  a  term  expiring  four 
years,  in  the  case  of  three  other  commissioners,  for 
a  term  expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  three 
other  commissioners,  for  a  term  expiring  two 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  three  other  commis- 
sioners, for  a  term  expiring  one  year,  from  January 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  As 
the  term  of  any  commissioner  so  appointed,  or  of 
any  subsequent  commissioner,  expires,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
commissioner  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  commissioners  as  chairman  and  the 
other  as  vice-chairman.  The  commission  shall  elect 
a  secretary  who  need  not  be  a  commissioner. 

The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  commissioners  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

SECTION  2.  The  mayor  may,  upon  nomination 
of  the  development  and  industrial  commission, 
appoint  an  executive  director  for  such  commission, 
who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  and 
receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the 
commission,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall 


from  time  to  time  determine.  The  commission  may 
employ  such  other  experts,  assistants,  and  em- 
ployees as  the  commission  may  think  necessary  or 
expedient. 

SECTION  3.  The  development  and  industrial 
commission  shaU  conduct  research  into  industrial 
conditions,  iinvestigate  and  assist  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  educational  or  commercial  projects, 
including  projects  involving  private  enterprise,  for 
the  purpose  of  expanding  or  strengthening  the 
local  economy,  and  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  unofficial  bodies  organized  for  said 
purposes,  and  may  advertise,  prepare,  print  and 
distribute  books,  maps,  charts,  and  pamphlets 
which  in  its  judgment  will  further  the  purposes  for 
which  it  is  established.  The  commission  shall  have 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  conferred  or  imposed  by 
section  eight  A  of  chapter  forty  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions  when  appointed.

tion. 

Attached  is  a  copy  of  the  response  prepared 
by  Mr.  EUis  Ash,  Administrator  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  in  consultation  with  Hale 
Champion  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity. I  think  it  wiU  give  to  members  of  the  Council 
the  essential  information  required  now  for  the 
questions  asked. 

I  wish  to  assure  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  of  my  personal  interest  in  the  develop- 
ment of  elderly  housing  in  East  Boston.  I  am 
aware  that  the  Planning  Department  of  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority  has  been  examin- 
ing East  Boston  from  the  standpoint  of  oppor- 
tunities for  housing  developments  to  serve  the 
neighborhood.  I  wiU  insure  that  any  site  possibili- 
ties for  elderly  housing  are  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Housing  Authority.

The  foUowing  information  is  furnished  in  an- 
swer to  the  questions  presented  to  you  by  the 
City  Council  with  respect  to  low-income  elderly 
housing  in  East  Boston. 

The  questions  and  responses  are  listed  below 
in    the    order    they    appear    in    the    resolution 
adopted  by  the  City  Council. 
1.  Does  the  number  of  elderly  citizens  in  East 
Boston  on  fixed  or  low  income  justify  the  con- 
struction of  low-income  housing  for  the  el- 
derly in  East  Boston? 

Response 

There  is  ample  evidence  to  justify  the  need  to 
construct  or  otherwise  provide  low-income 
housing  for  the  elderly  in  East  Boston.  This 
need  has  been  recognized  by  the  Housing 
Authority  for  many  years,  and  several  at- 
tempts have  been  made  to  develop  elderly 
housing  on  specific  sites  in  East  Boston. 
Among  the  sites  given  major  attention  includ- 
ing considerable  preUminaiy  planning  are  the 
foUowing: 

1.  Ashley  and  Boardman  streets. 

2.  Milton,  Harmony,  and  Homer  streets. 

3.  Rear    property    of    661-707    Bermington 
street. 

4.  Land    between    Saratoga   and   Bennington 
streets,  both  sides  of  Westbrook  street. 

5.  Saratoga    street    at    West    street    (Caruso 
Farm). 

Site    No.    1    developed   extensive   opposition 
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from  the  neighborhood.  Reference  to  the 
newspapers  in  the  latter  part  of  June  and  in 
July,  1962,  wUl  demonstrate  the  resistance. 
The  location  of  this  project  became  an  issue 
before  the  City  Council,  and  various  members 
of  the  Council  at  that  period  expressed  in 
various  vi^ays  their  opposition  to  the  project. 
Although  the  Housing  Authority  had  invested 
considerable  time  and  funds  in  the  preUminary 
stages  of  development,  the  resistance  caused 
the  Housing  Authority  to  abandon  the  site. 
Site  No.  2  is  now  owned  by  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority.  The  Port  Authority's  position 
has  been  that  it  will  not  sell  it.  The  reason 
given  is  that  the  site  must  be  retained  in 
connection  with  an  extension  of  runways 
where  instrument  landing  is  contemplated.  Of 
course  we  have  no  authority  to  compel  them 
to  sell. 

Site  No.  3  was  used  for  the  development  of 
the  John  Bosco  Center. 

Site  No.  4  was  utilized  in  part  by  private 
development  to  a  degree  where  construction 
by  the  Housing  Authority  was  not  feasible. 
Site  No.  5  was  absorbed  by  the  First  Realty 
Company  of  Boston  even  though  the  Housing 
Authority  had  made  pubUc  for  more  than  a 
year  its  intention  to  develop  elderly  housing 
on  the  site.  Again  in  this  instance  there  was 
rather  extensive  coverage  in  the  press  regard- 
ing the  problem. 

I  think  there  is  ample  evidence  that  very 
specific  efforts  have  gone  into  the  creation  of 
elderly  housing  in  East  Boston,  but  all  at- 
tempts thus  far  have  been  unsuccessful  due  to 
a  variety  of  community  pressures  and  other 
circumstances.  The  need,  however,  clearly  re- 
mains and  is  substantially  justified. 

2.  Is  there  sufficient  space  on  either  or  both  of 
the  two  city-owned  lots  -  one  at  the  corners 
of  Paris  and  Meridian  streets,  one  at  the 
corner  of  New  and  Summer  streets  -  to  con- 
struct such  housing  for  the  elderly? 

Response 

The  vacant  lot  on  the  corner  of  Paris  and 
Meridian  streets  consists  of  only  4,640  square 
feet.  It  is  presently  used  for  private  parking. 
This  site  is  too  small  for  a  housing  devel- 
opment. 

The  site  at  the  corner  of  New  and  Sumner 
streets  is  owned  by  the  city  and  is  a  paper 
street  called  "Border  street."  The  Massachu- 
setts Turnpike  Authority  has  an  easement 
from  the  city  on  this  site  because  the  newest 
tunnel  to  East  Boston  is  constructed  under 
this  site.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the 
Turnpike  Authority  is  not  amenable  to  devel- 
opment of  any  facility  at  this  location. 

3.  Is  there  sufficient  space,  and  can  such  space 
be  made  reasonably  available  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  housing  at  either  of  the 
following  sites: 

A.  Lot    at    the    corners    of   West    Eagle    and 
Princeton  streets 


Response 

This  lot  is  located  adjacent  to  a  heavy 
industrial  area.  The  site  contains  less  than 
a  quarter-acre  and  in  our  judgment  would 
not  be  suitable  for  elderly  housing. 

B.  Belle  Isle,  opposite  Suffolk  Downs 

Response 

The  Belle  Isle  area  is  an  extensive  salt 
marshland.  The  area  is  not  easily  accessible 
to  stores,  churches,  public  transportation, 
and  other  facilities  essential  to  the  needs 
of  elderly  residents.  In  addition,  site  devel- 
opment costs  would  be  of  such  magnitude 
as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the  Housing 
Authority  to  contemplate  development  un- 
less assistance  was  found  from  other 
sources  to  absorb  extensive  site  develop- 
ment costs.  As  circumstances  now  stand, 
this  site  is  not  regarded  to  be  feasible  for 
elderly  housing. 

C.  The  lot  occupied  by  the  old  Immigration 
Station  on  Sumner  street 

Response 

The  lot  occupied  by  the  Old  Immigration 
Station  is  identified  as  287  Marginal  street. 
The  building  is  now  privately  owned  ac- 
cording to  our  information  and  is  in  use. 
Approximately  half  of  the  building  rests 
on  pilings  over  the  harbor.  We  do  not 
regard    this    as    a    feasible    site. 

D.  The  lot  opposite  the  Curtis  Guild  School 

Response 

This  lot  is  approximately  6,650  square  feet 

in    area.    The    rear    of   the    lot   is   at   an 

elevation    approximately    70    feet    higher 

than    the    frontage.    Its    small    size    and 

topography  make  this  site  impractical  for 

consideration. 

4.  Are  there  other  sites  in  East  Boston  which 

would    be    suitable   for   the    construction   of 

low-income  housing  for  the  elderly? 

Response 

There  are  other  possibilities  now  under 
investigation  in  cooperation  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority.

CREATION  OF  SOUTH  END  URBAN 
RENEWAL  PROJECT  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  on  May  13, 

1968,  approved,  in  principle,  the  creation  of  an 

elected  Urban  Renewal  Committee  in  the  South 

End; and 

Whereas,  Increased  community  involvement  is 

mandatory  for  the  success  of  any  urban  renewal 

program;  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  there  be  established  as  the  official 
representative  of  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  Area  Community  an  organization  to  be 
called  the  South  End  Project  Advisory  Committee 
(SEPAQ,  provided  that  this  would  not  abridge  the 
right  of  other  groups,  such  as  businessmen,  clergy- 
men, or  neighborhood  organizations,  to  address 
directly  the  BRA,  City  Council,  and  other  officials 
on  urban  renewal  matters. 

2.  That  the  SEPAC  shall  receive  funds  for  its 
staff  and  program  through  the  BRA  in  order  to 
carry  out  its  responsibilities,  and  shall  be 
authorized  to  seek  additional  public  or  private 
funds  for  its  programs. 

3.  That  the  SEPAC  be  delegated  a  range  of 
meaningful  powers  and  authority  vis-a-vis  urban 
renewal  activities  in  the  South  End,  such  as:  (a) 
prior  review  of  all  contracts  awarded  by  the  BRA; 
(b)  review  of  all  project  planning  during  the 
preliminary  stages,  periodical  review  during  the 
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progress  of  the  planning,  and  continuing  review 
during  the  implementation  of  the  plans;  (c)  prior 
review  of  all  matters  to  be  presented  to  the  BRA 
Board,  with  the  written  position  of  SEPAC,  as 
prepared  by  SEPAC,  to  be  made  known  to  the 
Board;  (d)  hiring  and  firing  of  its  own  staff. 

4(a)  That  the  SEPAC  shaD  be  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  seventeen  districts  originally 
set  up  by  the  BRA  in  1962.  Each  district  shall  have 
one  representative  for  each  500  residents  or  major 
fraction  thereof,  as  determined  by  the  latest  police 
listing  available,  and  each  representative  will  have 
one  vote.  Each  district  will  have  at  least  one  vote. 
In  addition  to  the  elected  voting  members  of  the 
SEPAC,  there  will  be  two  members  appointed  by 
the  South  End  Businessmen's  Association  and  two 
members  appointed  by  the  South  End  Interagency 
Council,  with  each  of  these  additional  members 
having  one  vote. 

(b)  That  all  candidates  for  election  to 
SEPAC  must  be  eligible  to  vote  for  themselves  in 
the  area  in  which  they  seek  election.  That  all 
residents  of  the  South  End  Project  Area  who  are 
Usted  on  the  police  listing  or  on  a  supplementary 
list  shall  be  eligible  to  vote.  The  supplementary  list 
shall  be  composed  of  those  residents  of  the  South 
End  twenty  years  of  age  or  older  who  register  with 
the  Election  Department  at  least  one  month  prior 
to  the  election  and  whose  residence  is  verified  by 
the  Election  Department.  At  least  sixty  days  prior 
to  the  election  the  pohce  lists  for  the  entire  South 
End  shall  be  publicly  posted  in  at  least  one 
location  in  each  election  district. 

(c)  That  the  term  of  membership  shall  be 
two  years.  If  the  population  shift  within  a  district 
warrants  a  change  in  representation,  upon  petition 
by  fifty  residents  of  that  district  an  off-year  special 
election  may  be  held  in  that  district. 

(d)  That  nomination  of  candidates  for  the 
SEPAC  shaU  be  by  petition  with  valid  signatures  of 
fifty  residents  or  10  percent  of  the  population  of 
the  district,  whichever  is  less.  Validation  shall  be 
by  the  Election  Commission. 

(e)  That  all  elected  members  of  SEPAC  shall, 
during  their  term  of  office,  live  in  their  district  or 
resign. 

(f)  That  the  election  of  the  SEPAC  shall  be 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Election  Department,  using  voting  ma- 
chines, with  at  least  one  voting  place  being 
provided  in  each  of  the  seventeen  districts.

Whereas,  Boston  suffers  from  the  unfair  dis- 
advantage of  being  forced  to  use,  as  a  source  of 
fuel,  oil  with  a  natural  high  content  of  sulphur 
which  is  generally  conceded  to  be  a  hazardous  air 
pollutant;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  present  method  of  allotting 
the  various  quotas  of  oil  that  is  consumed  here, 
Boston  is  the  dumping  ground  of  "dirty"  residual 
oil  which  other  areas  will  not  accept,  and  Boston 
has  no  effective  means  of  acquiring  another  salu- 
tary source  of  oil  with  lower  sulphur  content; 
and 

Whereas,  The  untapped  natural  resources  of 
oil  along  the  New  England  coast  might,  if  this 
source  were  exploited,  not  only  provide  more 
revenue  to  our  area  but  also  provide  us  with  a 
lower  sulphur  content  oil  for  consumption  in 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  now  exist  no  minimum  stan- 
dards of  air  pollution  abatement  solely  and 
specifically  for  the  benefit  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  No  definite  duties  of  the  Air  Pollu- 
tion Control  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston 
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have  been  specifically  set  out;  now  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  hereby  is, 
requested  to  instruct  the  Air  Polution  Control 
Commission  to  forbid  the  use  of  oil  with  a 
sulphur  content  greater  than  1  percent;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  this  body  be  on  record  as 
requesting  that  investigation  be  made  as  to  the 
caliber  and  quality  of  oil  that  might  be  harvested 
from  the  New  England  coast  for  consumption  in 
Boston  and  its  environs,  and  that  Boston  follow 
the  strictest  policy  of  clean  air  practices  and 
procedures.

BUDGET  FOR  1969 


The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  3,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith  the  operating  budget  for  the  city,  county,  and  income  departments  for  1969.  The 
original  requests  of  the  departments  which  aggregated  $189,266,202  have  been  reduced  by  $13,373,531. 
Every  item  contained  herein  has  withstood  critical  study  and  represents  what  I  consider  to  be  a  minimum 
level.  Yet  no  essential  service  to  the  public  is  impaired  by  this  budget.  The  level  of  police  and  fire  protection 
and  other  essential  city  services  wiU  not  be  decreased. 

Still  it  is  a  budget  which  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  to  me  because,  in  my  judgment,  it  does  not  do  all 
that  might  be  done  to  meet  the  problems  of  our  city.  Instead,  it  represents  a  series  of  compromises  which 
balance  the  critical  need  for  governmental  services  on  one  hand  against  a  tax  rate  that  is  already  too  high  on 
the  other. 

Like  most  American  cities,  Boston  is  caught  in  a  dilemma.  There  is  the  constant  need  for  ever  greater 
expenditures:  to  provide  better  education  for  our  youth,  to  renovate  a  worn-out  physical  plant,  to  provide 
more  poUce  protection,  to  speed  the  flow  of  traffic,  and  generally  to  make  this  the  kind  of  place  where 
people  want  to  live  and  work.  But,  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  only  open-ended  source  of 
money  to  pay  for  these  expanding  needs  is  the  property  tax,  and  it  seems  clear  that  now  the  rate  is 
approaching  the  dimension  that  exacerbates  the  problems  of  the  city  by  driving  out  those  people  and 
businesses  that  we  desperately  need. 

You  are  familiar  with  many  of  the  factors  which  underlie  Boston's  fiscal  problems.  As  a  core  city  we 
must  serve  a  daytime  population  that  is  twice  as  large  as  the  residential  population.  These  commuters  do  not 
pay  property  taxes  in  Boston.  Nearly  one  half  of  the  total  property  value  in  Boston  is  exempt  from  taxation 
because  it  is  in  some  form  of  governmental  or  nonprofit  use.  Both  the  daily  influx  of  population  and  the 
high  proportion  of  nontaxable  property  are  part  of  the  facts  of  life  for  Boston.  We  must  provide  the 
necessary  governmental  services  if  the  entire  metropolitan  area  is  to  be  kept  viable.  But  these  factors  should 
entitle  Boston,  and  other  central  cities,  to  a  special  measure  of  consideration  at  the  State  House  and  in 
Washington. 

In  the  preceding  paragraphs,  I  indicated  that  we  have  pared  all  controllable  items  in  our  expenditure 
program  to  a  minimum  level  What  the  taxpayer  must  realize  is  that  these  items  -  represented  by  this 
operating  budget  -  constitute  less  than  60  percent  of  all  the  expenditures  that  this  city  must  make.  Our 
financial  problems  are  compounded  by  the  toge  uncontrollable,  and  sometimes  inequitable,  items  which  must 
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be  funded  with  property  taxes.  One  example  of  an  inequity  is  the  cost  of  the  Suffolk  County  budget  which 
is  entirely  assumed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  providing  a  subsidy  to  the  citizens  of  the  other  Suffolk  County 
communities  of  Chelsea,  Winthrop,  and  Revere.  Another  inequitable  and  uncontrollable  item  is  the  city's 
share  of  the  ever- increasing  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  deficit.  We  are  assessed  for  our  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  but  we  are  not  permitted  to  help  shape  the  MDC 
program,  nor  do  we  have  any  authority  over  the  spending  of  this  agency. 

As  Mayor,  I  can  exercise  little  direction  over  the  school  budget,  although  spending  for  school  purposes 
accounts  for  one  fifth  of  all  the  expenditures  which  the  city  must  make.  There  are  other  large  items  over 
which  a  mayor  has  little  control;  the  costs  of  pensions  as  well  as  debt  service,  for  example,  are  fixed 
obligations  which  must  be  met  irrespective  of  other  priorities.  This  also  applies  to  statutory  exemptions 
granted  by  the  Legislature  to  the  elderly,  veterans,  and  other  hardship  cases. 

All  of  the  foregoing  problems  are  an  old  story  to  those  who  have  been  immersed  in  municipal  affairs  for 
any  length  of  time.  Yet  this  year  there  is  a  new  problem  to  be  added  to  the  list.  The  future  of  the  State 
Local  Aid  Fund  presents  one  of  the  most  serious  clouds  on  Boston's  fiscal  horizon.  Over  the  past  three  years 
the  "valuation  distribution,"  which  is  made  to  all  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  has  been 
eroding  steadily.  In  1967  this  distribution  meant  $25.2  milUon  for  Boston.  In  1968  the  amount  had  slipped 
to  $18.4  million.  When  the  state  took  over  the  administration  of  welfare  in  July  of  1968,  costs  came  out  of 
the  Local  Aid  Fund  rather  than  from  the  State  General  Fund.  Thus,  while  many  cities  and  towns  had  been 
expecting  a  windfall  as  a  result  of  the  take-over,  the  actual  result,  because  of  rising  welfare  costs,  has  been  a 
net  decrease  in  the  amount  available  to  local  governments.  Unless  the  State  Legislature  acts  to  replenish  the 
fund,  the  valuation  distribution  will  nearly  disappear  in  1969. 

In  cooperation  with  officials  from  other  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns,  we  are  preparing  recom- 
mendations, buttressed  with  factual  information,  as  to  the  financial  condition  of  various  local  governments,  in 
order  to  urge  the  State  Legislature  toward  remedial  action.  The  consequences  of  state  inaction  are 
unprecedented  increases  in  property  tax  rates  in  every  local  government  in  the  Commonwealth. 

We  have  prepared  an  analysis  of  Boston's  financial  problems.  I  had  considered  pubUshing  this  analysis  as  a 
part  of  the  budget  presentation,  but  because  the  School  Committee  does  not,  under  the  statutes,  present  its 
budget  to  me  until  February  3,  I  have  decided  to  wait  until  late  in  February.  At  that  time,  I  will  be  sending 
you  a  special  message  that  will  put  this  budget  in  the  context  of  Boston's  overall  financial  picture.  This  delay 
wiU  also  permit  you  to  make  your  own  preliminary  evaluation  of  this  budget. 

However,  even  before  this  analysis  is  available,  I  must  warn  you  that  we  are  predicting  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  tax  rate.   There  are  two  major  unresolved  problem  areas  that  will  affect  this  increase. 

The  revenue  program  that  is  now  before  the  Legislature  is  not  adequate  to  restore  the  Local  Aid  Fund  to 
its  1968  level,  and  there  is  no  assurance  that  the  Legislature  will  act  to  provide  even  this  unsatisfactory  level 
of  relief.  Furthermore,  there  are  salary  increases  likely  to  be  negotiated  through  collective  bargaining  which 
will  exert  additional  upward  pressure  on  the  rate.  Therefore,  1  am  taking  the  unusual  step  of  re-examining 
this  budget  to  see  if  there  are  not  some  additional  savings  that  might  be  made.  On  February  5  1  am  beginning 
a  series  of  extraordinary  budget  meetings  with  department  heads  in  an  effort  to  cut  all  expenditures,  even  to 
the  point  of  eliminating  or  reducing  any  nonessential  functions  that  we  can  find.  1  hope  that  the 
Commonwealth  will  act  to  relieve  the  crises  of  the  Local  Aid  Fund.  If  the  Legislature  acts,  there  will  be  a 
great  deal  of  pressure  to  restore  budget  cuts  and  to  provide  supplemental  budgets  to  upgrade  the  quality  of 
various  governmental  services.  However,  my  first  priority  is  to  provide  some  stability  in  the  property  tax  rate. 

I  invite  your  careful  scrutiny  of  this  budget.  Perhaps  you  will  be  able  to  find  additional  economies  which 
we  have  overlooked.  I  am  sure  you  will  see  fit  to  act  in  a  responsible  and  expeditious  manner.

Budget  Presentation 

The  1969  budget  for  the  city,  county,  and  income  departments  has  been  prepared  this  year  with  the 
realization  that  a  most  stringent  approach  to  departmental  requests  must  be  exercised  due  to  fiscal  reverses  to 
the  city  beyond  our  control.  The  ever-present  need  and  demand  for  new  revenues  to  the  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth  is  neither  a  new  theme  nor  an  original  cry  for  help. 

This  year  the  amount  available  to  Boston  via  the  Local  Aid  Fund  will  be  sharply  diminished  because  of 
the  Commonwealth's  use  of  this  money  to  finance  the  welfare  program.  The  revenue  program  which  the 
Acting  Governor  has  placed  before  the  Legislature  will  not  restore  the  fund  to  its  1968  level,  and,  obviously, 
it  wiU  not  be  adequate  to  meet  the  growing  financial  demands  placed  on  the  municipalities  by  its  citizens. 
Not  only  is  additional  financial  support  important  to  every  local  government  in  the  Commonwealth,  but  it 
must  be  trom  a  source  that  expands  at  the  same  pace  as  the  rest  of  the  economy.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
local  governments  are  turning  more  and  more  toward  the  federal  government  as  the  best  hope  for  local  tax 
relief.  The  resources  of  our  nation  must  be  directed  on  a  much  larger  scale  toward  the  critical  needs  of  the 
cities. 

City  Budget 

Personal  Services:  This  account  presents  an  increase  of  $4,586,000,  covering  permanent  employees, 
overtime,  and  temporary  help.  The  underlying  cause  for  this  increase  was  the  result  of  collective  bargaining  in 
1968,  including  a  salary  adjustment  in  April  of  1969  which  has  been  computed  in  this  year's  appropriation. 
It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  no  provision  has  been  made  to  meet  future  collective  bargaining  in  1969 
with  our  civilian  employees  or  for  any  agreement  which  might  be  met  with  our  police  or  firefighters. 

Contractual  Services:  The  increase  in  this  category  of  $1.3  million  is  confined  to  three  departments  for 
the  bulk  of  this  rise.  Public  Works  increased  $600,000  due  to  negotiated  labor  contracts  with  rubbish 
contractors  and  increased  roadway  repair.  Buildings  Division,  Real  Property  Department,  as  a  result  of 
occupancy  of  the  new  City  Hall,  $337,000.  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  indicates  an  increase  of 
$190,000  to  accelerate  maintenance  and  renovations  of  the  physical  plant. 

Supplies  and  Materials:  Medical  suppUes  at  the  City  Hospital  account  for  the  increase  of  $269,601  in  this 
item. 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations:  The  assumption  of  aU  welfare  obligations  by  the  state  indicates  a 
reduction  in  our  relief  payments  of  $31,140,000.  Veterans'  benefits  have  increased  by  $500,000,  based  on  a 
projection  of  1968  costs. 

Equipment:  This  account  shows  a  net  increase  of  almost  $300,000,  which  can  be  credited  directly  to 
demands  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department. 

Structures  and  Improvements:  Major  improvements  to  bridge  repairs  and  an  expanded  street  lighting 
program  account  for  an  increase  of  almost  $100,000  in  this  account. 

Special  Appropriations:  Appropriations  listed  below  have  increased  as  indicated:

Hospital  and  Insurance  Plan 500,000 

Reserve  Fund 100,000

County  Budget 
The  salary  increases  in  the  county  budget  reflect*  $993,000  of  a  total  growth  slightly  in  excess  of 
$1,000,000.   Such  increases  were  attributable  to  collective  bargaining,  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  and 
judicial  action  of  our  justices. 

Income  Budget 
Salaries,  again  show  the  major  requirements  for  higher  budgets.  Personal  Services  reflect  $458,000  of  a 
gross   increase   of   $682,000.   This   can   be    documented   by   an   80   percent   increase   in  data  processing, 
specifically.  Sewer  and  Water  Departments.

ORDINANCE  ENABLING  CENTRALIZATION 
OF  PURCHASE  OF  SERVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-eight. 

An  Ordinance  Enabling  the  Centralization  of  the 

Purchase  of  Services. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  16  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  line  3  the  words  "material  or  sup- 
plies" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  — 
material,  supplies  or  services  -  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "all"  in  line  7  the  word:-  services. 

SECTION  2.  Section  5  of  chapter  4  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  line  3,  and  also  in  line  5,  and  also  in 
line  6,  the  words  "material  or  supplies"  and  insert- 


ing in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  words:  — 
materials,  supplies  and  services. 

SECTION  3.  This  ordinance  shaU  take  effect 
on  January  1,  1969.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Coun.  Mcdonough,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  on  Janu- 
ary 20,  1969,  was  referred  a  resolution  approving 
urban  renewal  plan  and  feasibility  of  relocation  for 
the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project  and  an 
order  for  loan  of  $4,503,000  for  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project,  has  considered  the  same 
and  hereby  reports: 

The  dominant  feature  of  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  Project  is  the  proposal  by 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to  redevelop  the 
greater  portion  of  the  former  Boston  Terminal  Cor- 
poration's railroad  station  and  passenger  terminal 
area,  comprising  some  twenty  acres.  The  com- 
mittee is  satisfied  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  made  a  thorough  effort  to  eUcit  devel- 
oper interest  in  this  area,  that  the  Port  Authority's 
proposal  is  clearly  the  best  proposal  made,  and  that 
implementation  of  that  proposal  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  As  to  the 
quahty  of  the  Port  Authority  proposal,  the  com- 
mittee particularly  notes  that  the  Authority 
appears  to  be  in  a  strong  position  to  finance  the 
project,  that  the  Authority  has  engaged  an  out- 
standing architectural  firm  to  produce  plans,  and 
that  the  Authority's  schematic  plans  show  a  com- 
prehensive development  plan  in  which  a  generous 
portion  of  the  space  is  to  be  devoted  to  pubUc  and 
semipubhc  activity  in  connection  with  the  trans- 
portation terminaL 

The  committee  further  notes  that  the  two  Cen- 
tral Business  District  Projects  aheady  approved 
(School-Franklin  and  Boylston-Essex)  are  of  only 
modest  scope,  and  that  the  more  massive  redevel- 
opment contemplated  by  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  is  needed  to  restore  the  general  feel- 
ing of  confidence  respecting  the  strengthening  and 
rebuilding  of  downtown  Boston  which  prevailed  in 
the  fall  of  1967,  when  it  was  hoped  that  large-scale 
CBD  renewal  could  proceed  on  the  basis  of  the 
overall  CBD  renewal  plan  then  being  considered.      ^ 

The  committee  also  notes  that  the  approval  of 
the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  may  facili- 
tate planning  for  a  new  stadium  at  the  southerly 
end  of  the  South  Station  area  and  will  provide  for 
a  so-called  moving  sidewalk  over  Dewey  Square 
and  along  Summer  Street. 

The  committee  notes  that  the  contemplated 
agreement  for  payments  in  Ueu  of  taxes  by  the 
Port  Authority  was  negotiated  for  several  months 
by  the  proper  parties,  i.e.,  representatives  of  the 
Port  Authority,  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing, 
and  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  com- 
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mittee  relies  on  that  negotiating  process  as  having 
produced  a  generally  fair  and  reasonable  agree- 
ment. At  any  rate,  considerable  additional  negotia- 
tion between  members  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Port  Authority  to  increase  those  payments  have 
proven  fruitless,  and  further  negotiation  promises 
only  additional  delay  in  starting  the  project. 

The  committee  beUeves,  however,  that  the 
approval  of  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
should  incorporate  certain  changes  and  conditions 
respecting  the  proposed  Port  Authority  develop- 
ment, and  has  prepared  a  new  draft  of  the  approval 
resolution  to  achieve  those  changes  and  conditions. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee respectfully  recommends  that  the  resolution 
approving  urban  renewal  plan  and  feasibility  of  re- 
location for  the  South  Station  Urban  Project  ought 
to  be  adopted  as  it  appears  in  the  accompanying 
new  draft  and  that  the  order  for  the  loan  of 
$4,503,000  ought  to  pass. 


Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  federal  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(hereinafter  called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies  for 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal 
projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  respective  project 
area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
locality  in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in 
the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to 
be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban  re- 
newal plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound 
needs  of  the  locaUty  as  a  whole,  for  the  rehabiUta- 
tion  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban  renewal  area 
by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban  renewal  plan 
conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the  development  of 
the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the  urban  renewal  plan 
gives  due  consideration  to  the  provisions  of  ade- 
quate park  and  recreational  areas  and  faciUties  as 
may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement, 
with  special  consideration  for  the  health,  safety, 
and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  general 
vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan;  (5)  the 
objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  cannot  be 
achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation  of 
the  project  area;  and  (6)  if  the  urban  renewal  plan 
permits  the  new  construction  of  housing  for  tran- 
sient use,  there  exists  in  the  area  a  need  for  addi- 
tional units  of  such  housing; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  has  entered 
into  a  planning  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  such  act  with  HUD,  pursuant  to  which  fed- 
eral funds  were  provided  for  the  undertaking  of 


surveys  and  plans  in  the  "project  area"  hereinafter 
referred  to; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  an  urban  re- 
newal plan  for  the  South  Station  Project  Area 
dated  May,  1968,  being  entitled  "Urban  Renewal 
Plan  -  CBD  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
Project  No.  Mass.  R-82C,"  which  consists  of  a  title 
page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two  pages,  twenty-two 
pages  of  text,  and  four  maps  (hereinafter  called 
"the  project  area"  and  "the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan"),  duly  approved  by  the  Authority 
on  May  23,  1968,  and  submitted  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  approval,  and  the 
Mayor  has  also  submitted  to  the  Council  copies  of 
each  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  program  prepared  by  the  Authority 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  that  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  (hereinafter  called  the  "Relo- 
cation Program"); 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  determining  the  project 
area  to  be  a  decadent,  blighted,  deteriorated, 
and  deteriorating  area,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  notice  of  such  determination  duly  pub- 
lished in  the  December  4,  1965,  issue  of  the 
"City  Record"; 

(3)  Resolutions  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  August  2,  1967,  among  other  things  reaf- 
firming the  said  October  14,  1965,  determina- 
tion, approving  the  South  Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan  conforms 
to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  locaUty  as  a 
whole,  and  approving  the  conditions  under 
which  relocation  payments  will  be  made;  and 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  on  December  11,  1967,  among  other 
things  reaffirming  the  said  October  14,  1965, 
determination,  approving  the  Central  Business 
District  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan 
conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the  condi- 
tions under  which  relocation  payments  will  be 
made; 

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the  City 
of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  HUD 
and  pursuant  to  a  temporary  loan  contract  under 
said  Title  I,  the  Authority,  as  provided  by  law, 
prior  to  the  completion  of  the  urban  renewal  plan, 
conducted  so-called  "early  land  acquisition"  activi- 
ties in  the  Central  Business  District  Project  Area 
by,  among  other  things,  acquiring  parts  of  said 
project  area  and  conducting  relocation  activities 
and  demolition  and  clearance  operations  therein, 
all  after  the  Authority  had  held  a  public  hearing 
after  due  and  proper  notice,  had  received  and 
heard  extensive  evidence,  data,  exhibits,  views,  and 
opinions,  and  had,  in  its  resolution  adopted  Oc- 
tober 14,  1965,  made  certain  findings  and  conclu- 
sions concerning  the  buildings  and  conditions 
within  the  Central  Business  District  Project  Area; 
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Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
project  area,  and  has  found  and  determined  and 
has  reaffirmed  that  the  character  and  conditions  of 
the  project  area  set  forth  in  its  resolution  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  do  exist,  and  that  the  project 
area  is  a  decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare, 
and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community 
because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in 
need  of  major  maintenance  and  repair,  and  because 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced, 
and,  under  existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable 
that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  and  economic 
conditions,  and  because  of  inadequate  Ught,  air, 
and  open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage,  and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise; and  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
been  fully  apprised  by  the  Authority  and  are  aware 
of  the  foregoing  facts  and  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available,  additional  financial  assistance 
for  the  project;  making  available,  additional  finan- 
cial assistance  for  the  project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  section 
70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 
performs  the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  and  the 
Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  urban  renewal 
plan  conforms  to  the  general  plan,  and  the  City 
Council  has  duly  considered  both  of  said  plans  as 
well  as  said  findings: 

Whereas,  The  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  project  area  prescribes  certain  land 
uses  for  the  project  area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  re- 
moval of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pubUc  ways,  the 
establishment  of  new  street  patterns,  the  location 
and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains  and  other 
public  facilities,  and  other  pubhc  action; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  community  a  competent  inde- 


pendent analysis  of  the  local  supply  of  hotel  and 
other  transient  housing,  and  the  Mayor  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  a  report  of  said  analysis, 
to  wit,  "Transient  Housing  Demand  Analysis,"  by 
Larry  Smith  &  Co.,  Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under  section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  section 
110(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  project  area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the  Authority 
and  HUD; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  relocation  program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and  data 
respecting  said  program  which  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  project  area  and  of  the  general  factors  affecting 
the  availability  of  proper  housing  in  the  city  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may 
be  displaced  from  the  project  area  and,  in  light  of 
such  knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have 
considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  reloca- 
tion; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  relocation  program  and  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  that 
title  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from 
participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and 
carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended;  , 

WTiereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  project  and 
the  urban  renewal  plan  was  held,  after  due  notice 
of  the  date,  time,  place,  and  purpose  thereof,  at 
which  evidence  was  received  and  opinions  were 
heard  by  the  City  Councillors  from  residents  of 
and  business  people  from  the  project  area  and 
other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  concerning  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project  Plan  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
considered  and  reviewed  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  aforesaid 
relocation  program,  the  transient  housing  demand 
analysis,  the  Authority's  resolutions,  determina- 
tions, and  findings  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and 
the  City  Council's  resolution,  action,  and  finding 
hereinbefore  referred  to;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforesaid  pubhc  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  project  area  and  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby 

Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  findings  and  conclusions  made  in 
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the  aforementioned  resolution  adopted  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1967,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed; 

(2)  That  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  area  in 
that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  safety, 
health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the 
Boston  community  because  of  the  existence  of 
buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in  need  of  major 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  buildings  have 
been  torn  down  and  not  replaced,  and,  under 
existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the 
buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a 
substantial  change  in  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  and 
open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land  coverage, 
and  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot 
sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improba- 
ble that  the  area  wiU  be  redeveloped  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise; 

(3)  That  the  project  area  is  a  blighted,  deteri- 
orated, and  deteriorating  area; 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance 
with  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with 
the  sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the 
renewal  of  the  area  by  private  enterprise; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
conforms  to  the  general  plan  of  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
gives  due  consideration  to  the  provision  of 
adequate  park  and  recreational  areas  and  facili- 
ties, as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing 
in  the  project  area; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined, 
as  a  result  of  a  competent  independent  analysis 
of  the  local  supply  of  transient  housing,  that 
there  exists  in  the  project  area  a  need  for 
additional  units  of  such  housing; 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more 
extensive  rehabihtation  of  the  project  area; 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  deter- 
mined that  the  program  for  the  proper  reloca- 
tion of  the  individuals  and  families  displaced  in 
carrying  out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dweUings  in  conformity  with  accepta- 
ble standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably 
and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper 
prosecution  and  completion  of  the  project;  and 
that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available 
or  to  be  made  available  to  such  displaced 
individuals  and  families  are  at  least  equal  in 


number  to  the  number  of  displaced  individuals 
and  famiUes,  are  not  generally  less  desirable  in 
regard  to  pubhc  utiUties  and  pubhc  and  com- 
mercial facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the 
displaced  individuals  and  famihes  in  the  project 
area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices  within  the 
project  area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  and  are  reasonably 
accessible  to  their  places  of  employment; 

(11)  That  the  South  Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  is  hereby  approved  and  the  City 
Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  the 
South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting; 

(12)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  faciUtate 
the  effectuation  of  the  South  Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and 
determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  such 
plans,  and,  accordingly,  the  City  Council  hereby 
(a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out 
the  urban  renewal  plan;  (b)  requests  the  various 
officials,  departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the 
city  having  administrative  responsibiUties  in  the 
premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to 
exercise  their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and 
take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  mea- 
sures designed  to  effectuate  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

(13)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance 
with  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and, 
accordingly,  the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  such 
appUcation  or  applications  for  such  financial  assist- 
ance under  said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved  and 
ratified;  and 

(14)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured  of  fuU  compliance  by  the  City  Council 
with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI  of 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964; 

(15)  That  none  of  the  aforesaid  resolves  Nos.  1 
to  14,  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  until  there  has 
been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  an  instrument  under 
seal  wherein  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
agrees  with  the  city: 

a.  That  unless  the  Massachusetts  Port  Au- 
thority obtains  a  building  permit  under  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  will  in  the  course  of  its  review 
of  the  construction  plans,  obtain  the  City 
Building  Commissioner's  approval  thereof,  and 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  will  pay  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
city's  Building  Department  incident  thereto,  a 
sum  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  payable  under  Ordinances  of  1968,  chap- 
ter 7,  on  the  stated  cost  of  the  Port  Authority's

portion  of  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Project; 

b.  That  any  agreement  made  pursuant  to 
St.  1967,  c.  719,  will  provide,  among  other 
things: 

(i)  That  after  the  expiration  of  forty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  (presently 
estimated  to  be  the  spring  of  1970)  by  the 
MPA  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the 
construction  of  the  development,  any  party 
may  give  written  notice  to  the  others  of  its 
desire  to  renegotiate  the  payment-in-Ueu-of- 
taxes  provisions  of  such  agreement.  As  soon 
as  practicable  after  such  notice  is  received, 
the  parties  will  endeavor  in  good  faith  to 
renegotiate  the  terms  of  the  sections  speci- 
fied in  such  notice  in  the  light  of  the  factors 
that  led  to  the  fixing  of  the  terms  originally 
contained  in  such  sections  adjusted  to  re- 
flect changes  in  circumstances  that  take 
place  after  such  agreement  is  entered  into.  If 
the  parties  are  unable  to  agree  on  a  revision 
of  such  terms,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
for  decision  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators, 
one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of  Assess- 
ing of  the  city,  one  by  the  MPA  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  chosen,  and  a  decision 
of  the  majority  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  on  all  parties.  The  costs  of 
arbitration  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the 
city  and  the  MPA. 

(ii)  That  space  occupied  by  the  Port 
Authority  in  the  South  Station  development 
(other  than  for  construction,  alteration, 
maintenance,  repair,  operation  or  manage- 
ment of  the  project)  will  be  treated  as 
though  the  Port  Authority  is  paying  fair 
market  rental  value  therefor; 

(iii)  That  "gross  income"  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  the  total  of  all  receipts  of 
the  Port  Authority  on  account  of  the  South 
Station  Project  and  of  any  lessees  or  opera- 
tors operating  elements  or  portions  for  the 
Port  Authority,  without  any  deductions 
whatsoever  and  before  costs  and  expenses 
(such  costs  and  expenses  including  but  not 
limited  to  maintenance  costs,  salaries, 
wages,  and  any  and  all  other  operating 
costs) ;  and 

(iv)  That  the  Port  Authority  will  annu- 
ally cause  to  be  provided  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Assessing  of  the  City  of  Boston  a 
statement,  certified  by  the  Port  Authority's 
independent  certified  public  accountants,  of 
all  income  received  by  the  Port  Authority 
on  account  of  the  project,  element  by 
element,  during  the  calendar  year  preceding 
the  date  of  the  statement,  such  statement  to 
include  such  further  information  as  sound 
accounting  practice  would  require  in  the 
circumstances  in  order  to  verify  that  pay- 
ments made  under  such  agreement  are  cor- 
rect; 

c.  That  the  Port  Authority  will,  before  the 
expiration  of  two  months  after  the  adjourn- 


ment of  the  current  session  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  request  a  ruling  from  the 
federal  Internal  Revenue  Service  respecting  the 
tax-exempt  status  of  Port  Authority  bonds  for 
the  financing  of  the  Port  Authority's  construc- 
tion in  the  project  area: 

d.  That  the  Port  Authority  will  start  con- 
struction of  the  second-stage  garage  not  later 
than  five  years  after  completion  of  the  hotel, 
office  building,  trade  mart,  garage,  and  trans- 
portation center  contemplated  for  the  first 
stage  of  the  Port  Authority's  project,  provided 
that  within  such  five  years  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  has,  by  contract  or  other- 
wise, funds  available  for  the  construction  of 
ingress  and  egress  ramps  of  a  design  approved 
by  the  Port  Authority  (which  approval  shall  not 
be  unreasonably  withheld),  it  being  understood 
that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  will  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  such  funds  and 
design  such  ramps.  If  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
above  proviso  but  the  Port  Authority  fails  to 
carry  out  its  agreement,  the  Port  Authority  will 
promptly  reconvey  to  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, on  the  following  terms,  so  much  of  the 
southerly  portion  of  the  site  as  is  not  then 
occupied  by  the  garage  and  necessary  facilities 
ancillary  thereto:  payment  of  a  price  which 
bears  the  same  relation  to  the  total  price  paid 
by  the  Port  Authority  to  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  the  site  as  the  area  reconveyed 
bears  to  the  total  area  of  the  site.  If  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  above  proviso  and  the  Port 
Authority  has  not  started  construction  within 
such  five-year  period,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority and  the  Port  Authority  shall  have  an 
additional  three-year  period  to  agree  on  an 
alternative  plan  for  the  development  of  the  area 
above  referred  to.  Failing  agreement  during 
such  additional  period,  the  Port  Authority  wiU 
promptly  thereafter  reconvey  such  area  to  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  on  the  terms  set 
forth  above.  However,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority shall  not  thereafter  dispose  of  such  area 
for  parking  garage  purposes  without  first  offer- 
ing to  dispose  of  such  area  to  the  Port 
Authority  for  such  purposes  on  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  available  to  any  other  developer. 
Ordered,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  estimated 
that  the  sum  of  $4,503,000  is  necessary  for 
defraying  such  part  of  the  development,  acquisi- 
tion, or  operating  costs  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Project  (to  which  the  federal  government, 
pursuant  to  federal  legislation,  has  agreed  to  render 
financial  assistance)  as  wiU  not  be  met  by  loans, 
contributions,  or  grants  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment or  otherwise;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section 
26CC  of  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  as  made  applicable  by  sections  26AAA 
and  26BBB  of  said  chapter  121,  the  sum  of 
$4,503,000  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropri- 
ated to  be  expended  in  aid  of  the  Boston  Redevel- 
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opment  Authority  for  defraying  such  part  of  the 
development,  acquisition,  or  operating  costs  of  the 
South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project  (to  which 
the  federal  government,  pursuant  to  federal  legisla- 
tion, has  agreed  to  render  financial  assistance)  as 
wDl  not  be  met  by  loans,  contributions,  or  grants 
from  the  federal  government  or  otherwise;  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Collector-Treasurer 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  report,  Coun. 
ATKINS  offered  the  following  substitute  resolu- 
tion approving  urban  renewal  plan  and  feasibility 
of  relocation  for  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Project: 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(hereinafter  called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies  for 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal  proj- 
ects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  respective  project 
area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
locality  in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in 
the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to 
be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban  re- 
newal area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provisions  of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 
the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan; 
(5)  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  cannot 
be  achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation 
of  the  project  area;  and  (6)  if  the  urban  renewal 
plan  permits  the  new  construction  of  housing  for 
transient  use,  there  exists  in  the  area  a  need  for 
additional  units  of  such  housing: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  has  entered 
into  a  planning  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  such  act  with  HUD,  pursuant  to  which 
federal  funds  were  provided  for  the  undertaking  of 
surveys  and  plans  Ln  the  "project  area"  hereinafter 
referred  to; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  an  urban 
renewal  plan  for  the  South  Station  Project  Area 
dated  May  23,  1968,  being  entitled  "Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  -  CBD  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Area,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-82A,"  and  consists  of  a 


title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two  pages, 
twenty-two  pages  of  text,  and  four  maps  (herein- 
after caUed  "the  Project  Area"  and  "the  South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan"),  duly  approved  by 
the  Authority  on  May  23,  1968,  and  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for 
approval,  and  the  Mayor  has  also  submitted  to  the 
Council  copies  of  each  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  program  prepared  by  the  Authority 
for  the  relocation  of  individulals  that  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  (hereinafter  called  the  "Reloca- 
tion Program") ; 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  determining  the  project 
area  to  be  a  decadent,  blighted,  deteriorated, 
and  deteriorating  area,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  notice  of  such  determination  duly  pub- 
lished in  the  December  4,  1965,  issue  of  the 
"City  Record"; 

(3)  Resolutions  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  August  2,  1967,  among  other  things  reaf- 
firming the  said  October  14,  1965,  determina- 
tion, approving  the  South  -Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan  conforms 
to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  locality  as  a 
whole,  and  approving  the  conditions  under 
which  relocation  payments  will  be  made;  and 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  on  December  11,  1967,  among  other 
things  reaffirming  the  said  October  14,  1965, 
determination,  approving  the  Central  Business 
District  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan 
conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the  condi- 
tions under  which  relocation  payments  will  be 
made; 

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the  City 
of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with  the  author- 
ization of  the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of 
HUD  and  pursuant  to  a  temporary  loan  contract 
under  said  Title  I,  the  Authority,  as  provided  by 
law,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  urban  renewal 
plan,  conducted  so-called  "early  land  acquisition" 
activities  in  the  Central  Business  District  Project 
Area  by,  among  other  things,  acquiring  parts  of 
said  project  area  and  conducting  relocation  activi- 
ties and  demolition  and  clearance  operations 
therein,  all  after  the  Authority  had  held  a  public 
hearing  after  due  and  proper  notice,  had  received 
and  heard  extensive  evidence,  data,  exhibits,  views, 
and  opinions,  and  had,  in  its  resolution  adopted 
October  14,  1965,  made  certain  findings  and 
conclusions  concerning  the  buildings  and  condi- 
tions within  the  Central  Business  District  Project 
Area; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
project  area,  and  has  found  and  determined  and 
has  reaffirmed  that  the  character  and  conditions  of 
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the  project  area  set  forth  in  its  resolution  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  do  exist,  and  that  the  project 
area  is  a  decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare, 
and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community 
because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in 
need  of  major  maintenance  and  repair,  and  because 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced, 
and,  under  existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable 
that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  and  economic 
conditions,  and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air, 
and  open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage,  and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise; and  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
been  fully  apprised  by  the  Authority  and  are  aware 
of  the  foregoing  facts  and  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available,  additional  financial  assistance 
for  the  project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  section 
70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 
performs  the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  and  the 
Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  conforms  to  the  General  Plan;  and  the  City 
Council  has  duly  considered  both  of  said  plans  as 
well  as  said  findings; 

Whereas,  The  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  project  area  prescribes  certain  land 
uses  for  the  project  area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and 
removal  of  streets,  aUeys,  and  other  pubhc  ways, 
the  estabUshment  of  new  street  patterns,  the 
location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains 
and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  pubhc  action; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  community  a  competent  inde- 
pendent analysis  of  the  local  supply  of  hotel  and 
other  transient  housing,  and  the  Mayor  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  a  report  of  said  analysis, 
to  wit,  "Transient  Housing  Demand  Analysis,"  by 
Larry  Smith  &  Co.,  Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under  section  104  of  Title  1  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 


make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  section 
110(d)  of  said  Title  1,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  project  area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the  Authority 
and  HUD; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  relocation  program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and  data 
respecting  said  program  which  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  project  area  and  of  the  general  factors  affecting 
the  avaUabiUty  of  proper  housing  in  the  city  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may 
be  displaced  from  the  project  area  and,  in  light  of 
such  knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have 
considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  reloca- 
tion; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  relocation  program  and  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  CivU  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  that 
title  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from 
participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and 
carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  1  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  project  and 
the  urban  renewal  plan  was  held,  after  due  notice 
of  the  date,  time,  place,  and  purpose  thereof,  at 
which  evidence  was  received  and  opinions  were 
heard  by  the  City  Councillors  from  residents  of 
and  business  people  from  the  project  area  and 
other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  concerning  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project  Plan  were  so  heard:  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
considered  and  reviewed  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  aforesaid 
relocation  program,  the  transient  housing  demand 
analysis,  the  Authority's  resolutions,  determina- 
tions, and  findings  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and 
the  City  Council's  resolution,  action,  and  finding 
hereinbefore  referred  to;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforesaid  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  project  area  and  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  findings  and  conclusions  made  in 
the  aforementioned  resolution  adopted  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1967,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed; 

(2)  That  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  area  in 
that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  safety, 
health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the 
Boston  community  because  of  the  existence  of 
buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,    obsolete,    and    in    need    of    major 
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maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  buildings  have 
been  torn  down  and  not  replaced,  and,  under 
existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the 
buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a 
substantial  change  in  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  and 
open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land  coverage, 
and  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot 
sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improba- 
ble that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise; 

(3)  That  the  project  area  is  a  blighted,  deteri- 
orated, and  deteriorating  area; 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance 
with  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  renewal 
of  the  area  by  private  enterprise; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  con- 
forms to  the  general  plan  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives 
due  consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
park  and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be 
desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement,  with 
special  consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  project  area; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined,  as 
a  result  of  a  competent  independent  analysis  of  the 
local  supply  of  transient  housing,  that  there  exists 
in  the  project  area  a  need  for  additional  units  of 
such  housing; 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more 
extensive  rehabilitation  of  the  project  area; 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying  out 
the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings 
in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards  is  feasible 
and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected  to 
permit  the  proper  prosecution  and  completion  of 
the  project;  and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling 
units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least  equal 
in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced  individuals 
and  families,  are  not  generally  less  desirable  in 
regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  commer- 
cial facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families  in  the  project  area,  are 
available  at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial 
means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment; 

(11)  That  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  is  hereby  approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is 


hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting; 

(12)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and 
determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  such 
plans,  and,  accordingly,  the  City  Council  hereby 
(a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out 
the  urban  renewal  plan;  (b)  requests  the  various 
officials,  departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the 
city  having  administrative  responsibiUties  in  the 
premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to 
exercise  their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and 
take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  mea- 
sures designed  to  effectuate  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

(13)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance 
with  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and, 
accordingly,  the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  such 
appUcation  or  applications  for  such  financial  assist- 
ance under  said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved  and 
ratified;    and 

(14)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council 
with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI  of 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1 964. 

(15)  That  the  approval  herein  given  is  condi- 
tioned on  compliance  by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
memorandum  of  understanding  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof. 


Memorandum  of  Understanding 

Regarding  the  Development  of  South 

Station  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
("MPA")  has  been  authorized  by  chapter  719  of 
the  Acts  of  1967  to  redevelop  the  so-called  South 
Station  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
("BRA")  has  selected  the  MPA  as  the  developer  of 
the  South  Station  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  MPA  proposes  to  develop  such 
area  by  constructing  thereon  a  development  (the 
"Development")  containing  the  following  ele- 
ments -  a  merchandise  mart,  an  office  building 
primarily  for  tenants  whose  business  is  related  to 
the  Port  of  Boston,  a  motor  hotel,  a  parking  garage 
(each  of  the  foregoing  being  sometimes  referred  to 
as  an  "element"),  a  transportation  complex  and 
related  facilities  -  aU  in  accordance  with  outline 
plans  prepared  by  Sert,  Jackson  Associates  and 
heretofore  furnished  the  BRA;  and 

Whereas,  The  MPA  proposes  to  issue  revenue 
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bonds  to  finance  the  construction  of  the  develop- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  Said  chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1967 
provides  that  the  MPA  may  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  BRA,  if  approved  by  the  mayor  of 
the  city,  to  provide  for  the  making  of  payments  to 
the  city  in  Ueu  of  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  The  BRA  has  made  it  a  condition  of 
its  selection  of  the  MPA  as  the  developer  of  the 
South  Station  area  that  such  an  agreement  be 
entered  into;  now,  therefore,  it  is  the  understand- 
ing of  the  City  Council  that  the  parties  will  agree  as 
follows: 

I  —  General 

1.  So  long  as  the  MPA  is  the  owner  of  the 
premises  (the  "Site")  to  be  redeveloped  by  it  in  the 
South  Station  area  (the  external  boundaries  of 
which  are  outlined  in  the  property  map  "Central 
Business  District  South  Station  Area,  R-82C," 
dated  June  15,  1968,  prepared  by  the  BRA,  a  copy 
of  which  has  been  furnished  to  the  MPA),  and  so 
long  as  the  MPA  is  not  in  default  hereunder  (a 
default  for  this  purpose  being  the  failure,  within  90 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  city,  timely  to 
make  the  payments  required  of  it  hereunder  to  the 
date  of  payment,  at  the  rate  of  6  percent  per 
annum),  no  taxes  in  the  nature  of  real  estate  taxes 
will  be  assessed  by  the  city  upon  the  site,  upon  the 
MPA  in  respect  of  the  site,  or  upon  any  lessee  of 
any  part  thereof,  whether  or  not  such  taxes  are 
otherwise  permitted  by  law. 

2.  The  payments  by  the  MPA  to  the  city 
provided  for  herein  shall  be  made  on  or  before 
September  1  in  each  year  in  respect  of  the 
preceding  calendar  year. 

3.  It  is  understood  that  the  MPA  does  not 
necessarily  plan  to  operate  all  elements  of  the 
development  itself  but  may  instead  enter  into 
agreements  with  others  for  the  operation  thereof. 
In  such  event  the  effective  annual  gross  income 
(referred  to  in  Part  II  hereof)  in  respect  of  the 
elements  so  operated  shall  mean  the  actual  receipts 
during  the  calendar  year  in  question  of  the 
respective  operators  on  account  of  the  use  of  the 
element  in  question.  If  an  independent  operator  is 
not  availed  of  for  any  given  element,  the  actual 
receipts  of  the  MPA  on  account  of  the  use  9f  that 
element  during  the  calendar  year  in  question  shaU 
constitute  its  effective  annual  gross  income  in 
respect  of  that  element.  It  is  also  understood  that 
the  MPA  may  occupy  space  in  the  office  building. 
In  such  event  the  effective  annual  gross  income  of 
the  office  building  shall  include  an  allowance  for 
the  rental  value  of  such  space  computed  at  the  rate 
of  $6  per  year  for  each  square  foot  of  area  within 
all  floor  space  occupied  by  the  MPA  within  the 
office  building  (or  other  unit  within  the  site),  if 
such  occupancy  is  primarily  for  a  business  not 
directly  related  to  the  construction,  alteration, 
maintenance,  repair,  operation,  or  management  of 
the  development.  For  the  purpose  of  this  clause, 
area  shall  be  computed  in  the  same  manner  that  it 


is   computed   for  other  tenants  using  the   same 
facility. 

4.  It  is  planned  that  the  development  will 
contain  space  to  be  leased  to  retail  store  operators 
and  to  provide  bus,  rent-a-car,  and  like  ground 
transportation  facilities.  Plans  for  these  aspects  of 
the  development  are  not  far  enough  advanced  to 
permit  reliable  estimates  of  the  elements  -  such  as 
original  cost  of  space,  amount  of  space,  gross  and 
net  income  —  that  enter  into  the  fixing  of  the 
amount  of  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  in  respect- 
thereof.  As  soon  as  such  estimates  are  available  the 
parties  will  endeavor  in  good  faith  to  negotiate  an 
agreement  setting  the  amount  of  such  payments  in 
the  light  of  the  factors  entering  into  the  agree- 
ments contained  in  Part  II  hereof,  but  any  pay- 
ments made  under  an  agreement  under  this  section 
4  shall  not  apply  to  any  overall  minimum  payment 
by  the  MPA  set  forth  in  Part  II.  If  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  on  the  amount  of  such  payments, 
the  matter  shall  be  referred  for  decision  to  a  board 
of  three  arbitrators,  one  chosen  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Assessing  of  the  city,  one  by  the  MPA, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen,  and  a  decision 
of  the  majority  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  on  aU  parties.  The  costs  of  arbitration  shall 
be  shared  equally  by  the  city  and  the  MPA. 

5.  On  or  before  September  1  in  the  year 
after  the  first  year  in  which  the  first  element  of  the 
development  is  complete  and  ready  for  occupancy, 
and  on  or  before  September  1  in  each  year 
thereafter,  the  MPA  will  furnish  the  Commission  of 
Assessing  of  the  city  with  a  statement,  certified  by 
the  MPA's  independent  certified  public  account- 
ants, of  aU  income  received  by  the  MPA  on 
account  of  the  development,  element  by  element, 
during  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of  the 
statement. 

II  —  Amount  of  Payments 

6.  So  long  as  the  MPA  is  the  owner  of  the 
site,  the  MPA  will  make  the  following  payments  to 
the  city  in  Ueu  of  real  estate  taxes  or  taxes  in  the 
nature  of  real  estate  taxes  at  the  times  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  herein  set  forth,  always  provided 
that  if  the  city  should  assess  taxes  in  the  nature  of 
real  estate  taxes  on  or  in  respect  of  the  site 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  I  hereof,  the 
obligation  of  the  MPA  to  make  payments  to  the 
city  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  cease  in  regard  to  the 
specific  element  so  assessed  by  the  city. 

6.1.  In  respect  of  the  calendar  year  in  which 
the  MPA  acquires  title  to  the  site  (or  more  than  60 
percent  thereof  by  area)  from  the  BRA  (the  "First 
Year"),  no  payment  shall  be  made  to  the  city  in 
lieu  of  taxes. 

6.2.  In  respect  of  the  calendar  years  following 
the  first  year  in  which  the  MPA  acquires  60 
percent  or  more  of  the  site,  the  MPA  shall  make 
the  following  payments  to  the  City  of  Boston: 

1.  $100,000,  first  year  after  acquisition. 

2.  $380,000,  second  year. 

3.  $660,000,  third  year. 

4.  $700,000,  fourth  year,  or  20  percent  of 
gross  income  on  all  elements. 
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5.  $1,000,000,  fifth  year,  or  20  percent. 

6.  $1,100,000,  sixth  year,  or  21  percent. 

7.  $1,150,000,  seventh  year,  or  22  percent. 

8.  $1,200,000,  eighth  year,  or  23  percent. 

9.  $1,250,000,  ninth  year,  or  24  percent. 

10.  $1,300,000,  tenth  and  all  foUowing  years, 
or  25  percent. 

6.3.  "Work  Stoppage"  section  will  need  to  be 
rewritten  in  accordance  with  6.2. 

6.4.  Renegotiation  of  Agreement 

After  the  expiration  of  forty  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  (presently  estimated  to  be  the  spring 
of  1970)  by  the  MPA  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance 
the  construction  of  the  development,  either  party 
may  give  written  notice  to  the  others  of  its  desire 
to  renegotiate  the  provisions  of  this  agreement  or 
of  the  comparable  provisions  of  any  agreement 
entered  into  pursuant  to  this  agreement  or  both. 
As  soon  as  practicable  after  such  notice  is  received, 
the  parties  wiU  endeavor  in  good  faith  to  renegoti- 
ate the  terms  of  the  sections  specified  in  such 
notice  in  the  light  of  the  factors  that  led  to  the 
fixing  of  the  terms  originally  contained  in  such 
sections  adjusted  to  reflect  changes  in  circum- 
stances that  have  taken  place  since  this  agreement 
was  entered  into.  If  the  parties  are  unable  to  agree 
on  a  revision  of  such  terms,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  decision  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators, 
one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing  of 
the  city,  one  by  the  MPA  and  the  third  by  the  two 
so  chosen,  and  a  decision  of  the  majority  of  the 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  aU  parties. 
The  costs  of  arbitration  shall  be  shared  equally  by 
the  city  and  the  MPA.

CAMP  CURTIS  GUILD  AS  SENTINEL  ABM 
SITE 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Defense  and  the  President  of  the  United  States 
have  designated  Camp  Curtis  Guild  -  located  in 
parts  of  Reading,  Lynnfield,  and  Wakefield  -  as 
the  site  of  the  nation's  first  Sentinel  Anti-Ballistic 
Missile  System;  and 

Whereas,  Many  residents  of  Reading,  Lynnfield, 
and  Wakefield  have  expressed  concern  about  the 
possible  impact  such  an  installation  might  have  on 
their  communities;  and 

Whereas,  Many  citizens  of  Boston  have  ex- 
pressed their  alarm  at  the  potential  danger  posed  to 
the  city  by  the  installation  of  such  a  site  so  close  to 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  metropohtan  Boston,  the 
Commonwealth,  and  other  parts  of  the  country 
have  questioned  both  the  technical  justification  of 
this    so-called    'Thin    Missile"    system,   aimed   at 


providing  defense  against  Red  Chinese  missiles 
which  have  not  yet  been  produced,  and  the  $5  to 
$6  biUion  expenditure  necessary  to  buUd  the 
defense;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  other  metropol- 
itan cities  and  towns,  and  other  communities 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  nation  are 
experiencing  great  financial  crises,  at  least  part  of 
the  solution  to  which  will  involve  a  reallocation  of 
national  resources  so  as  to  return  more  of  the 
federal  revenues  to  the  cities  and  towns;  and 

Whereas,  Both  Senators  Edward  M.  Kennedy 
and  Edward  W.  Brooke  have  urged  a  reconsidera- 
tion by  President  Nixon  of  the  decision  to  buUd 
the  Sentinal  Anti-BaUistic  Missile  Site;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  develop  a  unified 
metropohtan  Boston  response  to  the  various  ques- 
tions posed  by  the  ABM  site  designation,  and  to 
formulate  a  mechanism  by  which  that  response  can 
be  articulated  and  implemented;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

1.  We  support  the  position  taken  by  Senator 
Edward  Kennedy,  calling  for  a  freeze  on  any 
further  expenditures  of  funds  or  developments  at 
Camp  Curtis  Guild  for  the  proposed  Sentinel 
Anti-BalUstic  Missile  System,  pending  a  fuU  review 
by  the  Congress  and  President. 

2.  We  urge  the  other  cities  and  towns  through- 
out metropolitan  Boston  to  take  a  similar  stand. 

3.  We  instruct  the  Committee  on  PubUc  Wel- 
fare to  explore  the  feasibihty,  by  communicating 
with  the  various  cities  and  towns,  of  establishing  a 
Metropohtan  Boston  Elected  Officials  Emergency 
Council  on  Camp  Curtis  Guild,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  it  wiU  be  more  effective  for 
the  metropohtan  area  to  proceed  as  a  unit  rather 
than  separately. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Public  Welfre  will  report 
back  to  the  Council  within  three  weeks  on  the 
results  of  its  investigations. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

1969  CAPITAL  BUDGET  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  3,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  conformance  with  section  6  of  chapter  642 
of  the  Acts  of  1966,  I  am  submitting  herewith 
for  your  consideration  an  appropriation  and  loan 
order  which,  with  certain  cash  appropriations 
within  the  annual  budget  and  proposed  transfer 
orders  as  shown  in  the  attached  table,  will  enable 
the  carrying  forward  of  the  capital  projects  of  the 
city  during  1969.  These  new  city  funds,  of 
course,  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other 
sources  such  as  federal  grants  which  may  be  made 
for  urban  beautification,  state  funds  under  chap^ 
ter  90,  and  remaining  balances  in  the  accelerated 
highway  program,  for  instance,  and  the  existing 
loan  authorizations  from  previous  years. 

New  capital  appropriations  are  being  kept 
minimal  in  view  of  the  financial  strictures  on  the 
city,  and  this  capital  budget  is  just  slightly  more 
than  half  of  the  one  submitted  last  year  at  this 
time.  The  major  emphasis  this  year  is  in  the  areas 
under  the  PubUc  Works  Department  where  the 
continuing  program  of  city-wide  street,  sewer, 
and  water  main  reconstruction,  with  provision  for 
some  extensions  of  these  services  into  newly 
developed  areas,  is  being  maintained.  A  new 
bridge  loan  is  being  sought,  as  the  last  such 
appropriation  for  these  purposes  made  in  1956  is 
now  all  but  exhausted.  Also  included  is  construc- 
tion financing  for  the  two  new  poUce  stations 
approved  for  design  and  site  acquisition  last  year. 

Already  available  for  the  capital  improvements 
program  are  sustantial  appropriations  from  pre- 
vious years.  For  example,  there  are  over  $56 
million  for  new  school  construction;  $18  million 
for  new  Central  Library  Addition,  and  over  $13 
million  for  the  new  construction  program  at 
Boston  City  Hospital  in  unissued  loans  which 
have  been  provided  for  by  the  Council  with  the 
Mayor's  approval,  and  consequently  no  new  ap- 
propriations are  beUeved  necessary  at  this  time. 

I  beUeve  this  capital  budget  to  be  minimal  as 
stated,  and  to  cover  only  essential  appropriations. 
However,  my  staff  will  continue  to  review  details 
with  respect  to  the  items  involved  with  a  view 
towards  further  paring  if  possible.

Report  on  order  (referred  January  13)  approv- 
ing legislation  for  transfer  of  certain  land  to  State 
College  in  Boston  —  recommending  passage  of  the 
order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  a  statue  provide  that  - 

1.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  of 
general  or  special  law,  the  board  of  trustees  of  state 
colleges,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  but 
without  further  authority,  may,  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  convey  to  the  City 
of  Boston  for  public  street  uses  the  lands  shown  as 
Parcels  A  and  B,  and  for  park  road  uses  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  C,  on  Universal  Engineering 
Corporation  plan  dated  January  15,  1969,  and 
entitled  "Plan  of  Land  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
for  Property  Transfer  for  State  College  at  Boston, 
Evans  Way  Relocation  and  Huntington  Avenue 
Widening,"  a  copy  of  which  plan  is  on  file  with  the 
state  secretary. 

2.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  of 
general  or  special  law  or  any  easement  in  the 
public,  said  city,  acting  by  its  public  improvement 
commission  with  the  approval  of  its  mayor,  but 
without  further  authority,  may,  in  the  manner 
provided  for  laying  out  and  discontinuing  public 
ways  in  said  city,  dedicate  to  public  street  uses  the 
parcel  of  park  land  owned  by  said  city  and  shown 
as  Parcel  D  on  said  plan. 

3.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  of 
general  or  special  law,  said  city,  acting  by  its 
mayor,  may  convey  to  the  commonwealth  for  the 
purposes  of  the  state  college  at  Boston  the  parcel 
of  park  land  owned  by  said  city  and  shown  as 
Parcel  E  on  said  plan;  provided,  however,  that  such 
conveyance  shall  have  been  authorized,  after  two 
separate  readings,  by  two  separate  votes  of  two 
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thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council  of  said 
city,  the  first  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had 
only  after  the  granting  of  such  authorization  shall 
have  been  recommended  to  said  city  council  by  the 
parks  and  recreation  commission  of  said  city,  and 
the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  such  conveyance  shall  not  be 
made  for  less  than  such  minimum  amount  as  may 
be  specified  in  the  authorization  aforesaid.

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  resolution 
(referred  February  3)  approving  urban  renewal 
plan  and  feasibility  of  relocation  of  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project  —  recommending  passage 
of  the  resolution  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(hereinafter  called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  pro- 
vide financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies  for 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal  proj- 
ects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shaU  require  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  respective  project 
area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
locaUty  in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in 
the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to 
be    undertaken    in    accordance    with   the   urban 


renewal  plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban  re- 
newal area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provisions  of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 
the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan; 
(5)  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  carmot 
be  achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation 
of  the  project  area;  and  (6)  if  the  urban  renewal 
plan  permits  the  new  construction  of  housing  for 
transient  use,  there  exists  in  the  area  a  need  for 
additional  units  of  such  housing; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  has  entered 
into  a  planning  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  such  act  with  HUD,  pursuant  to  which 
federal  funds  were  provided  for  the  undertaking  of 
surveys  and  plans  in  the  "Project  Area"  hereinafter 
referred  to; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  an  urban 
renewal  plan  for  the  South  Station  Project  dated 
May,  1968,  being  entitled  "Urban  Renewal  Plan  - 
CBD  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Area,  Project 
No.  Mass.  R-82C,"  which  consists  of  a  title  page,  a 
table  of  contents  of  two  pages,  twenty-two  pages 
of  text,  and  four  maps  (hereinafter  called  the 
"project  area"  and  "the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan"),  duly  approved  by  the  Authority 
on  May  23,  1968,  and  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  approval,  and 
the  Mayor  has  also  submitted  to  the  Council  copies 
of  each  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  program  prepared  by  the  Authority 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  that  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  (hereinafter  called  the  "Reloca- 
tion Program"); 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  determining  the  project 
area  to  be  a  decadent,  blighted,  deteriorated, 
and  deteriorating  area,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  riotice  of  such  determination  duly  pub- 
Ushed  in  the  December  4,  1965,  issue  of  the 
"City  Record"; 

(3)  Resolutions  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  August  2,  1967,  among  other  things  reaf- 
firming the  said  October  14,  1965,  determina- 
tion, approving  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan  con- 
forms to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  local- 
ity as  a  whole,  and  approving  the  conditions 
under  which  relocation  payments  will  be  made; 
and 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  on  December  11,  1967,  among  other 
things  reaffirming  the  said  October  14,  1965, 
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determination,  approving  the  Central  Business 
District  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that  said  plan 
conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the  condi- 
tions under  which  relocation  payments  will  be 
made; 

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the  City 
of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  HUD 
and  pursuant  to  a  temporary  loan  contract  under 
said  Title  I,  the  Authority,  as  provided  by  law, 
prior  to  the  completion  of  the  urban  renewal  plan, 
conducted  so-called  "early  land  acquisition"  activi- 
ties in  the  Central  Business  District  Project  Area 
by,  among  other  things,  acquiring  parts  of  said 
project  area  and  conducting  relocation  activities 
and  demolition  and  clearance  operations  therein, 
all  after  the  Authority  had  held  a  public  hearing 
after  due  and  proper  notice,  had  received  and 
heard  extensive  evidence,  data,  exhibits,  views,  and 
opinions  and  had,  in  its  resolution  adopted  Octo- 
ber 14,  1965,  made  certain  findings  and  conclu- 
sions concerning  the  buildings  and  conditions 
within  the  Central  Business  District  Project  Area; 
Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
project  area,  and  has  found  and  determined  and 
has  reaffirmed  that  the  character  and  conditions  of 
the  project  area  set  forth  in  its  resolution  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965.  do  exist,  and  that  the  project 
area  is  a  decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare, 
and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community 
because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in 
need  of  major  maintenance  and  repair,  and  because 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced 
and,  under  existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable 
that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  and  economic 
conditions,  and  because  of  inadequate  Ught,  air, 
and  open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage,  and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise; and  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
been  fully  apprised  by  the  Authority  and  are  aware 
of  the  foregoing  facts  and  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available,  additional  financial  assistance 
for  the  project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  section 
70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 


performs  the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965—1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  and  the 
Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  urban  renewal 
plan  conforms  to  the  general  plan,  and  the  City 
Council  has  duly  considered  both  of  said  plans  as 
well  as  said  findings; 

Whereas,  The  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  for  the  project  area  prescribes  certain  land 
uses  for  the  project  area  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning, the  vacating  and 
removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways, 
the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns,  the 
location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains 
and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  public  action; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  community  a  competent  inde- 
pendent analysis  of  the  local  supply  of  hotel  and 
other  transient  housing,  and  the  Mayor  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  a  report  of  said  analysis, 
to  wit,  "Transient  Housing  Demand  Analysis,"  by 
Larry  Smith  &  Co.,  Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under  section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  section 
110(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  project  area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the  Authority 
and  HUD; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  relocation  program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and  data 
respecting  said  program  which  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevaUing  in 
the  project  area  and  of  the  general  factors  affecting 
the  availability  of  proper  housing  in  the  city  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may 
be  displaced  from  the  project  area  and,  in  Ught  of 
such  knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have 
considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  reloca- 
tion; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  relocation  program  and  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  that 
title  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from 
participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and 
carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
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under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  project  and 
the  urban  renewal  plan  was  held,  after  due  notice 
of  the  date,  time,  place,  and  purpose  thereof,  at 
which  evidence  was  received  and  opinions  were 
heard  by  the  City  Councillors  from  residents  of 
and  business  people  from  the  project  area  and 
other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  concerning  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project  Plan  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
considered  and  reviewed  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  aforesaid 
relocation  program,  the  transient  housing  demand 
analysis,  the  Authority's  resolutions,  determina- 
tions, and  findings  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and 
the  City  Council's  resolution,  action,  and  finding 
hereinbefore  referred  to;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforesaid  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  project  area  and  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore  it  is 
hereby 

Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  findings  and  conclusions  made  in 
the  aforementioned  resolution  adopted  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1967,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed; 

(2)  That  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  area  in 
that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  safety, 
health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the 
Boston  community  because  of  the  existence  of 
buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in  need  of  major 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  buildings  have 
been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and,  under 
existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the 
buildings  will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a 
substantial  change  in  business  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  and 
open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land  coverage, 
and  because  diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot 
sizes,  and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improb- 
able that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise; 

(3)  That  the  project  area  is  a  blighted,  deterio- 
rated, and  deteriorating  area; 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance 
with  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  wUl 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  renewal 
of  the  area  by  private  enterprise; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  con- 
forms to  the  general  plan  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives 
due  consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
park  and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be 


desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement,  with 
special  consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  project  area; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined,  as 
a  result  of  a  competent  independent  analysis  of  the 
local  supply  of  transient  housing,  that  there  exists 
in  the  project  area  a  need  for  additional  units  of 
such  housing; 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more 
extensive  rehabilitation  of  the  project  area; 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying  out 
the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings 
in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards  is  feasible 
and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected  to 
permit  the  proper  prosecution  and  completion  of 
the  project;  and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling 
units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  famiUes  are  at  least  equal 
in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced  individuals 
and  families,  are  not  generally  less  desirable  in 
regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  commer- 
cial facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families  in  the  project  area,  are 
available  at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial 
means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment; 

(11)  That  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  is  hereby  approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is 
hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting; 

(12)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and 
determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  such 
plans,  and,  accordingly,  the  City  Council  hereby 
(a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out 
the  urban  renewal  plan;  (b)  requests  the  various 
officials,  departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the 
city  having  administrative  responsibilities  in  the 
premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to 
exercise  their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and 
take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  mea- 
sures designed  to  effectuate  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

(13)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  1  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance 
with  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and, 
accordingly,  the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  such 
apphcation  or  applications  for  such  financial  assist- 
ance under  said  Title  1  is  hereby  approved  and 
ratified;  and 

(14)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured   of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council 
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with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI  ofi 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

(15)  That  none  of  the  aforesaid  resolves  Nos.  1 
to  14,  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  until  there  has 
been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  an  instrument  under 
seal  wherein  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
agrees  with  the  city: 

a.  That  unless  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  obtains  a  building  permit  under  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  before  approving  the  construc- 
tion plans,  shall  submit  them  to  the  Building 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  his 
review  and  approval,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  will  pay  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  city's  Building 
Department  incident  thereto,  a  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  which  would  be  payable  under 
chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968  on  the 
cost  of  the  Port  Authority's  portion  of  the 
South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project; 

b.  That  any  agreement  made  pursuant  to 
St.  1967,  c.  719,  will  provide,  amonig  other 
things: 

(i)  That  after  the  expiration  of  forty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  (presently 
estimated  to  be  the  spring  of  1970)  by  the 
MPA  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the 
construction  of  the  development,  any  party 
may  give  written  notice  to  the  others  of  its 
desire  to  renegotiate  the  payment-in-lieu-of- 
taxes  provisions  of  such  agreement.  As  soon 
as  practicable  after  such  notice  is  received, 
the  parties  will  endeavor  in  good  faith  to 
renegotiate  the  terms  of  the  sections  speci- 
fied in  such  notice  in  the  light  of  the  factors 
that  led  to  the  fixing  of  the  terms  originally 
contained  in  such  sections  adjusted  to  re- 
flect changes  in  circumstances  that  take 
place  after  such  agreement  is  entered  into.  If 
the  parties  are  unable  to  agree  on  a  revision 
of  such  terms,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
for  decision  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators, 
one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of  As- 
sessing of  the  city,  one  by  the  MPA,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  chosen,  and  a  decision 
of  the  majority  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  on  all  parties.  The  costs  of 
arbitration  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the 
city  and  the  MPA. 

(ii)  That  "gross  income"  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  the  sum  of  (a)  the  total  of 
all  receipts  of  the  Port  Authority  oA  ac- 
count of  the  South  Station  Project  and  of 
any  lessees  or  operators  operating  elements 
or  portions  of  the  project  for  the  Port 
Authority,  without  any  deductions  whatso- 
ever and  before  costs  and  expenses  (such 
costs  and  expenses  including  but  not  limited 
to  maintenance  costs,  salaries,  wages,  and 
any  and  all  other  operating  costs);  and  (b) 
the  fair  market  rental  value,  from  time  to 
time,  of  any  and  all  space  occupied  by  the 
Port  Authority  in  said  project  (other  than 
for   construction,  alteration,  maintenance. 


repair,    operation,  or  management  of  the 
project);  and 

(iii)  That  the  Port  Authority  will  aimu- 
aUy  cause  to  be  provided  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Assessing  of  the  City  of  Boston  a 
statement,  certified  by  the  Port  Authority's 
independent  certified  public  accountants,  of 
all  income  received  by  the  Port  Authority 
on  account  of  the  project,  element  by 
element,  during  the  calendar  year  preceding 
the  date  of  the  statement,  such  statement  to 
include  such  further  information  as  sound 
accounting  practice  would  require  in  the 
circumstances  in  order  to  verify  that  pay- 
ments made  under  such  agreement  are  cor- 
rect; 

c.  That  the  Port  Authority  will,  before  the 
expiration  of  two  months  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  current  session  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  request  a  ruling  from  the 
federal  Internal  Revenue  Service  respecting  the 
tax-exempt  status  of  Port  Authority  bonds  for 
the  financing  of  the  Port  Authority's  construc- 
tion in  the  project  area; 

d.  That  the  Port  Authority  will  start  con- 
struction of  the  second-stage  garage  not  later 
than  five  years  after  completion  of  the  hotel, 
office  building,  trade  mart,  garage,  and  trans- 
portation center  contemplated  for  the  first 
stage  of  the  Port  Authority's  project,  provided 
that  within  such  five  years  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  has,  by  contract  or  other- 
wise, funds  available  for  the  construction  of 
ingress  and  egress  ramps  of  a  design  approved 
by  the  Port  Authority  (which  approval  shall  not 
be  unreasonably  withheld),  it  being  understood 
that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  will  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  such  funds  and 
design  such  ramps.  If  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
above  proviso  but  the  Port  Authority  fails  to 
carry  out  its  agreement,  the  Port  Authority  will 
promptly  reconvey  to  the  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  on  the  following  terms,  so  much  of 
the  southerly  portion  of  the  site  as  is  not  then 
occupied  by  the  garage  and  necessary  facilities 
ancillary  thereto:  payment  of  a  price  which 
bears  the  same  relation  to  the  total  price  paid 
by  the  Port  Authority  to  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  the  site  as  the  area  reconveyed 
bears  to  the  total  area  of  the  site.  If  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  above  proviso  and  the  Port 
Authority  has  not  started  construction  within 
such  five-year  period,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority and  the  Port  Authority  shall  have  an 
additional  three-year  period  to  agree  on  an 
alternative  plan  for  the  development  of  the  area 
above  referred  to.  Failing  agreement  during 
such  additional  period,  the  Port  Authority  will 
promptly  thereafter  reconvey  such  area  to  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  on  the  terms  set 
forth  above.  However,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority shall  not  thereafter  dispose  of  such  area 
for  parking  garage  purposes  without  first  offer- 
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ing  to  dispose  of  such  area  to  the  Port 
Authority  for  such  purposes  on  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  available  to  any  other  developer. 
The  report  was  accepted,  yeas  6,  nays  2: 
Yeas  —  Councillors  Atkins,  Kerrigan,  McDon- 
ough,  O'Leary,  Saltonstall,  Timilty  -  6. 
Nays  —  Councillors  Foley,  Langone  -  2. 

Minority  Report  of  Councillor  McDonough 

Mr.  President,  I  shall  attempt  to  sum  up  the 
situation  as  I  see  it  with  regard  to  the  South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  its  development 
to  date,  both  before  it  came  to  the  City  Council 
and  since  it  has  been  before  this  body. 

The  plan  of  the  South  Station  Project  the 
Council  is  currently  being  asked  to  approve  arose, 
as  I  understand  it,  out  of  a  study  b^un  about  six 
years  ago  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  a  committee  made  up 
of  downtown  business  people  who  are  concerned 
by  the  blight  spreading  throughout  many  parts  of 
the  downtown  business  district.  Along  with  the 
Boylston-Essex  and  School-Franklin  projects,  it 
represents  a  rather  small  but  vital  part  of  the 
overall  plan  to  improve  Boston's  central  business 
district.  Both  the  COBD  and  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  have  given  approval  of  the  plan 
as  it  is  before  us. 

During  the  time  prior  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  approval,  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  discussed  the  possibility  of  project 
development  with  both  private  developers  and  the 
at  least  semipublic  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
(MP A);  and  development  plans  were  submitted  by 
both  the  private  developers  and  the  MPA,  as  I 
understand  it.  The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  after  perusing  both  plans,  found  the 
Port  Authority  plan  was  superior,  and  during  the 
ensuing  months,  if  not  years,  discussions  and 
negotiations  were  carried  on  between  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority. 

These  discussions  resulted  in  certain  general 
understandings  as  to  what  would  be  built  by  the 
Port  Authority  in  conformance  with  the  Redevel- 
opment Authority's  plan,  and  what  amounts  of 
money  would  be  paid  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes  by 
the  Port  Authority.  I  further  understand  that  no 
executed  written  agreement  concerning  these 
matters  yet  exists.  The  result  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Port  Authority 
discussions,  at  least  in  the  opinion  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  have  been  sufficiently 
encouraging  to  justify  proceeding  with  the  project 
to  the  point  of  seeking  approval  of  their  urban 
renewal  plan  by  the  City  Council  and  other 
appropriate  governmental  agencies,  and  also  seek- 
ing City  Council  authorization  to  borrow  what  will 
be  the  city's  share  of  the  project  cost. 

The  plan  has  been  before  the  City  Council 
awaiting  action  since  May,  1968,  some  seven  and  a 
half  months.  For  the  first  seven  months  or  so  it 
was  before  the  City  Council  Urban  Renewal 
Committee,  and  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee 


during  that  time  held  numerous  hearings  on  the 
matter. 

The  prime  concern  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Committee  and  its  then  chairman  had  to  do  with 
the  agreements  reached  between  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Port  Authority, 
particularly  in  the  amounts  to  be  paid  the  city  in 
lieu  of  taxes.  I  think  it  can  be  fairly  said  that  the 
chairman  was  of  the  opinion  the  Port  Authority 
should  pay  more  than  a  minimum  of  $1,000,000 
or  20  percent  of  the  gross  income  of  the  project 
when  built  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes.  An  impasse 
was  reached  on  this  issue,  the  Urban  Renewal 
Committee  insisting  on  more  in  lieu  of  taxes,  and 
the  Port  Authority  insisting  that  additional  pay- 
ments are  not  financially  feasible. 

In  this  posture  the  matter  was  discharged  from 
the  Urban  Renewal  Committee  on  January  20  of 
this  year  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
where  a  hearing  was  held  concerning  it  on  January 
24.  At  that  hearing  several  suggestions  and  amend- 
ments were  made  by  yourself,  Mr.  President,  as 
well  as  Councillor  SaltonstalL 

In  my  preparation  of  a  committee  report  I  tried 
to  incorporate  in  the  resolution  which  was  re- 
ported out  on  Monday,  February  3,  the  amend- 
ments suggested  by  yourself  and  Councillor  Salton- 
stall, and  you,  Mr.  President,  on  that  occasion 
objected  to  the  wording  of  one  of  your  amend- 
ments as  I  incorporated  it  in  the  resolution. 

The  report  was  not  accepted  by  the  City 
Council,  and  the  matter  was  again  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  whence,  after  another  com- 
mittee meeting  and  discussion  held  Friday,  Febru- 
ary 7,  it  is  now  reported  in  the  same  form  as  it  was 
reported  last  week,  on  February  3,  except  for  the 
amendment  offered  by  you.  Councillor  O'Leary, 
concerning  the  payment  of  building  code  fees, 
which  has  been,  I  now  understand,  rewritten  to 
your  satisfaction. 

I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  the  matter  now  at 
long  last  is  in  a  form  which  can  be  passed  by  the 
City  Council  If  so,  we  don't  appear  to  be  over  the 
final  hurdle  even  then.  There  appears  to  be  serious 
question  as  to  whether  the  amendments  to  the 
resolution  which  have  been  made  a  part  of  the 
resolution  by  the  committee's  report  will  make  the 
resolution  and  the  project  which  would  be  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  that  resolution  unac- 
ceptable to  the  Port  Authority.  I  hope,  Mr. 
President,  that  this  is  not  so,  for  I  think  the 
renewed  South  Station  area  such  as  the  project 
would  be  likely  to  bring  about  is  absolutely 
essential  if  our  downtown  area  is  to  survive  as  a 
vital  commercial  center. 

Speaking  for  myself  as  an  individual,  I  would  be 
entirely  willing  to  vote  for  the  resolve  as  it  was 
submitted  to  us  by  the  Mayor  without  any 
amendments  rather  than  run  the  risk  of  depriving 
Boston  of  the  project. 

Placed  on  file. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  resolve  by 
striking  out  Resolve  No.  15,  subsection  d,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"That    the    Port    Authority    will    start    con- 
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struction  of  the  second-stage  garage  not  later  than 
five  years  after  completion  of  the  first-stage  garage. 
Failure  by  the  Port  Authority  to  so  begin  construc- 
tion will  operate  to  entitle  the  city  to  itself 
construct  the  second-stage  garage,  whether  directly 
or  by  lease,  and  will  further  operate  to  give  the  city 
complete  access  for  the  purpose  of  construction 
and  subsequent  usage."

"That  the  revenue  producing  capacity  of  any 
facility  to  be  constructed  in  the  South  Station 
Project  Area  be  used  only  to  support  borrowing  by 
the  Port  Authority  for  other  facilities  in  the  South 
Station  Project  Area. 

'That  no  revenues  from  any  faciUty  in  the 
South  Station  Project  Area  be  pledged  or  com- 
mitted to  the  retirement  of  bonded  debt  by  the 
MPA  upon  any  facilities  or  properties  of  any  kind 
not  contained  in  the  South  Station  Project  Area."

Whereas,  Despite  the  many  long  hours  spent  by 
employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in 
receiving  and  dispatching  the  thousands  of  com- 
plaints, there  are,  at  this  very  hour,  more  than  170 
streets  in  the  Hyde  Park-Roslindale-Dorchester  area 
that  are  totally  inaccessible; 

Whereas,  Residents  of  the  entire  city  are  now 
demanding  to  know  why  the  city's  response  has 
been  so  inadequate;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Ser- 
vices be  requested  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the 
foregoing  within  two  weeks  and  submit  a  report  to 
the  Council  concerning  same.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  HOUSING 
MANAGEMENT  LICENSING  BOARD 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  management  of  private  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  an  area  vital  to  the  health, 
safety,  welfare,  and  sense  of  well-being  of  large 
numbers  of  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Little  or  no  evidence  is  required  to 
show  that  the  owner  or  his  designated  managing 
agent  is  qualified  to  manage  rental  housing  units; 
and 

Whereas,  In  other  areas  affecting  health,  safety, 
and  welfare,  such  as  the  food  industry,  plumbing 
and  electrical  trades,  real  estate  sales,  and  certain 
lodging  facilities,  competence  and  standards  must 
be  officially  approved;  and 

Whereas,  Investors  with  little  or  no  knowledge 
or  experience  in  the  management  of  rental  housing 
are  free  to  buy  and  manage  such  rental  housing; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  evidence  of  abuses  resulting 
from  poor  or  incompetent  management  which 
affect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  citizens  are  not  being  provided 
with  those  necessary  services  which  ordinarily  are 
part  of  the  contractual  and/or  common  law  rela- 
tionships between  landlord  and  tenant,  nor  with 
the  necessary  facilities  required  by  the  state  Sani- 
tary Code; and 

Whereas,  The  licensing  of  housing  management 
would  insure  that  property  managers  would  under- 
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stand  basic  concepts  of  good  management  and  thus 
insure  benefits  to  both  landlords  and  tenants;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  recognizes  a  serious  threat  to  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Said  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  deems  that  public  exigency  requires  that 
certain  measures  be  taken  to  insure  more  efficient 
and  competent  management  of  rental  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  established  in  and  for 
the  City  of  Boston  a  Housing  Management  Licens- 
ing Board,  hereinafter  called  the  "Board."  Said 
Board  shall  consist  of  five  members,  experienced  in 
the  area  of  real  estate,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  approved  by 
the  City  Council.  Said  Board  shall  serve  without 
compensation.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall 
serve  only  so  long  as  does  the  Mayor  who  appoints 
them. 

Section  II.  (A)  The  Board  shall  examine,  re- 
view, and  determine  the  qualifications  of  each 
person,  firm,  or  entity  desirous  of  managing  or 
operating  any  building  or  buildings  within  the  city 
which  contain  three  or  more  rental  units. 

(B)  If  the  Board  finds  that  any  such  applicant  is 
knowledgeable  of  his  responsibilities  and  duties  as 
a  manager  of  rental  housing  and  is  of  good  moral 
character,  it  shaU,  upon  payment  of  a  licensing  fee 
to  be  established  by  the  Board,  issue  to  such 
applicant  a  housing  management  license.  Said 
license  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issue,  unless  sooner  revoked  or  suspended  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  Board  shall  also  issue 
renewal  Licenses  upon  payment  of  the  requisite  fee. 

(C)  The  license  or  certified  copy  thereof  of 
every  manager  of  rental  housing  units  shall  be 
prominently  displayed  in  a  pubUc  area  of  every 
building  in  the  city  containing  three  or  more  rental 
housing  units  and  which  is  managed  or  operated  by 
such  licensed  housing  manager. 

Section  III.  No  building  containing  three  or 
more  rental  housing  units  shall  be  managed  or 
operated  by  any  person,  firm,  or  entity  not 
licensed  by  the  Board  except  for  buildings  (a) 
owned  and  operated  by  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  or  the  City  of  Boston;  (b)  fully  occupied 
by  members  of  one  famUy;  or  (c)  occupied  in  part 
by  the  owner  as  his  permanent  residence. 

Section  IV.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman 
from  its  own  membership  who  shall  serve  for  a 
period  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  shall  receive  an  expense  allowance  of  $2,000 
per  annum.  The  Board  shall  hire  an  administrator 
and  such  other  employees  as  are  necessary  in 
carrying  out  the  functions  thereof.  The  precise 
duties  of  any  such  personnel  and  the  procedures 
for  examination  and  licensing  shall  be  established 
by  the  Board,  and  shall  be  called  the  Housing 
Management  Licensing  Code.  The  said  code  shall 


not  go  into  effect  until  after  approval  by  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor.  Changes  in  the  code,  once 
approved,  may  be  proposed  by  the  Board,  Mayor, 
or  Council. 

Section  V.  Upon  the  written  complaint  of  any 
interested  party  that  any  licensed  housing  manager 
has  failed  and  neglected  properly  to  maintain  any 
building  under  his  control  or  management,  or  has 
failed  and  neglected  to  render  necessary  basic 
services  therein,  the  Board  may  require  said 
licensed  housing  manager,  the  property  owner,  the 
complainant,  and  any  other  parties  who  have 
knowledge  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  to  appear  at  a 
hearing  before  said  Board,  If,  after  hearing,  the 
Board  finds  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  licensed 
housing  manager  has  exhibited  a  disregard  of 
responsible  management  practice  and  /or  has  failed 
and  neglected  to  render  basic  necessary  services, 
the  Board  may  suspend  or  revoke  the  Ucense  of 
such  licensed  housing  manager  for  such  time  as  the 
Board  deems  appropriate  under  the  circumstances, 
but  not  exceeding  six  months.  In  addition,  the 
Board  may  impose  a  fine  upon  said  licensed 
housing  manager  not  exceeding  $200  for  each 
violation  per  day. 

Section  VI.  The  Board  may  impose  a  fine  of  up 
to  $200  upon  any  owner  of  a  building  containing 
three  or  more  rental  housing  units  who  operates 
said  building  without  a  licensed  housing  manager  as 
provided  in  section  III.  In  addition  thereto,  the 
Board  may  assess  an  additional  penalty  of  $100  per 
diem  for  such  period  of  unlicensed  operation. 

Section  VII.  The  Board  may  reconsider  any 
decision  made  by  it  and  may  reinstate  any  license 
which  has  been  suspended  and  reissue  any  License 
which  has  been  revoked. 

Section  VIII.  (A)  Decisions  of  the  Board  shall 
be  by  at  least  a  majority  thereof  and  shall  be  in 
writing  signed  by  the  members  making  the  same, 
and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
therefor,  including  determination  of  each  issue  of 
fact  or  law  necessary  thereto,  and  shall  be  sent  to 
each  interested  party.  No  renewal  of  a  license  shall 
be  refused,  and  no  license  shall  be  suspended  or 
revoked,  except  after  a  hearing,  of  which  at  least 
ten  days'  written  notice,  including  a  statement  of 
the  grounds  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint  or 
charges,  if  any,  which  the  Board  proposes  to 
consider,  shall  be  given  to  the  appUcant  for  renewal 
or  the  licensee,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  appear 
personally  and  by  counsel  at  such  hearing  and  to 
cross-examine  witnesses  and  to  produce  evidence. 
The  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  aU 
hearings. 

(B)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  refusing  to  grant  or  renew,  or  suspending  or 
revoking  a  license,  after  a  hearing,  may  appeal  to 
the  approriate  District  Courts. 

Section  IX.  All  proceeds  and  revenues  obtained 
from  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Management 
Licensing  Board  shall  be  appUed  first  to  the 
expenses  of  the  Board  and  its  staff.  Such  additional 
funds  as  are  collected  shall  be  divided  equally 
between  the  Board  and  the  City  of  Boston. 
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Section  X.  No  Board  member  nor  any  staff 
person  may,  during  his  employment  or  service, 
have  any  financial  dealings  with  anyone  licensed  by 
the  Board.  Nor  may  such  Board  member  or  staff 
person  be  employed  by  or  receive  financial  benefits 
of  any  kind  from  anyone  licensed  by  the  Board  for 
three  years  following  such  employment  or  service. 
In  cases  of  violations  of  this  section  the  penalties 
contained  in  and  the  procedures  outlined  by  the 
Massachusetts  "Conflict  of  Interest"  statute  shall 
apply.  Any  suspected  violations  of  this  section 
shall  be  investigated  first  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  then,  if  need  be,  by  the  District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County.  No  person  found  in 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  eligible  for 
continued  employment  by  the  city,  nor  shall  be 
eligible  for  contractual  relations  with  the  city 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  nor  shall  be  eligible  for 


subsequent  employment  by  the  city  until  after  five 
years  have  elapsed.

AMENDED  APPROPRIATION  AND  TAX  ORDER 
FOR  1969 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  24,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  my  budget  message  of  February  3,  1969,  I 
indicated    that    I    would    undertake   a    series   of 


extraordinary  budget  meetings  with  department 
heads  to  see  if  some  additional  reductions  might 
not  be  made  in  view  of  the  predicted  increase  in 
the  tax  rate.  This  series  of  meetings  has  been 
completed.  The  purpose  of  this  communication  is 
to  amend  the  annual  appropriation  order  sub- 
mitted to  your  Honorable  Body  on  February  3, 
1969,  by  substituting  therefor  the  appropriation 
order  transmitted  herewith. 

The  appropriation  order  accompanying  this 
communication  aggregates  $167,309,183  for  both 
city  and  county  departments.  This  is  $1,187,242 
less  than  the  February  3,  1969,  submission.  A  total 
of  $352,500  has  been  pared  from  certain  categories 
in  the  original  budget  exclusive  of  personal  ser- 
vices. The  budgeted  amount  for  personal  services 
has  been  reduced  by  $834,742,  which  represents  a 
1  percent  reduction  in  this  item  for  every  city  and 
county  department  except  Health  and  Hospitals, 
"City  Record,"  North  and  South  Associate  Medical 
Examiners,  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  and  Zoning 
Commission. 

One  percent  may  seem  to  be  a  relatively  small 
decrease;  but  I  want  to  remind  you  that  the 
calculations  in  the  budget  as  first  submitted  only 
permitted  continuation  of  the  existing  level  of 
services.  Therefore  this  reduction  means  that  de- 
partment heads  wUl  be  forced  to  tighten  their 
operations  by  holding  jobs  vacant,  and  instituting 
very  careful  hiring  poUcies.  There  is  not  enough 
money  in  any  city  or  county  budgetary  account  to 
permit  a  business-as-usual  approach;  economies 
must  be  effected  in  order  to  stay  within  the  budget 
totals.  Yet  I  am  convinced  this  can  be  done 
without  any  significant  decrease  in  the  services 
which  the  public  now  enjoys. 

I  believe  the  accompanying  appropriation  order 
is  as  stringent  as  possible  without  impairing  the 
services  to  which  the  pubhc  is  entitled;  and  so  I 
submit  it  to  you  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
be  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

An  order  passed  in  City  Council  on  December 
30,  1968,  put  to  you  certain  questions  which  you 
have  referred  for  my  comment. 

First:  What  are  the  specific  provisions  of 

the  charter  which  can  only  be  changed  by 

means  of  a  Charter  Revision  Commission? 

Section    4    of    the    Home    Rule    Amendment 

prescribes  that  present  charter  provisions  relating 

to  the  composition,  mode  of  election,  and  terms  of 

office  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  can  only  be 

changed    by    the    Charter   Revision   Commission 

procedure. 

Second:  What  are  the  specific  require- 
ments for  creating  a  Charter  Revision  Com- 
mission were  such  a  commission  to  be 
created  in  1969? 
Section  3  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
delineates  these  requirements  as:  (1)  a  petition  for 
the  adoption  or  revision  of  a  charter  signed  by  at 
least  15  percent  of  the  number  of  legal  voters 
residing  in  the  city  at  the  1968  state  election;  (2) 
determination  and  certification  by  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  the  sufficiency  and 
validity  of  the  signatures;  and  (3)  adoption  by  the 
City  Council  (concurrence  of  the  Mayor  not 
required)  of  an  order  providing  for  submitting  to 
the  voters  the  question  of  adopting  or  revising  a 
charter  and  for  the  nomination  and  election  of  a 
charter  commission  at  the  municipal  election  next 
held  at  least  sixty  days  after  adoption  of  the  City 
Council  order.  The  vote  on  the  question  submitted 
and  the  election  of  the  Charter  Commission  takes 
place  at  the  same  time.  The  Charter  Commission 
consists  of  nine  voters  of  the  city  elected  at  large 
without  party  or  political  designation. 

Third:      What     specific     categories    of 

changes  may  be  effected  by  action  of  the 

voters  by  procedure  other  than  through  a 

Charter  Revision  Commission? 

Section    4    of   the    Home   Rule   Amendment 

empowers  the  City  Council  by  a  two-thirds  vote 

with   the   concurrence   of  the  Mayor  to  propose 

charter  amendments  relating  to  any  matter  except 

the  composition,  mode  of  election  or  appointment, 

and  terms  of  office  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 

Charter  amendments  so  proposed  are  required  to 

be  published  and  submitted  to  the  voters  in  the 

same  maimer  as  a  charter  revision. 

Fourth:   What  are  the  specific  responsi- 
bilities of  the  City  Council  for  either  initiat- 
ing or  expediting  charter  changes? 
Within  the  Umits  aforesaid,  the  City  Council  has 
the  power,  but  is  not  required,  to  propose  charter 
amendments.  On  the  other  hand,  the  City  Council

has  the  duty  to  adopt,  within  thirty  days  of  receipt 
of  certification  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners that  a  voters'  petition  for  the  adoption  or 
revision  of  a  charter  contains  sufficient  valid 
signatures,  an  order  providing  for  the  submission  to 
the  voters  of  the  question  of  adopting  or  revising  a 
charter  and  for  the  nomination  and  election  of  a 
Charter  Commission. 

In  addition,  under  section  10  of  the  Home  Rule 
Procedures  Act  (G.L.,  c.  43B,  s.  10),  the  City 
Council  has  the  duty  to  consider  and  vote  upon 
any  suggested  charter  amendment  which  it  would 
have  the  power  to  propose  and  which  is  not 
substantially  the  same  as  an  amendment  already 
considered  and  voted  upon  by  it  within  the  last 
twelve  months,  and  which  is  suggested  to  it  in  a 
written  request  signed  by  the  Mayor  or  any 
member  of  the  City  CouncU  or  is  suggested  to  it  by 
a  petition  in  a  specified  form  signed  and  completed 
by  at  least  200  registered  voters,  which  written 
request  or  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk.  Not  later  than  three  months  after  a  sug- 
gested amendment  is  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  the 
City  Council  shall  order  a  public  hearing  to  be  held 
thereon  before  it  or  before  a  committee  selected  or 
established  by  it  for  the  purpose.  Such  hearing 
shall  be  held  not  later  than  four  months  after  the 
fiUng  date  of  the  suggested  amendment.  Final 
action  shall  be  taken  on  such  suggested  amendment 
not  later  than  six  months  after  such  filing  date. 

If  the  final  report  of  a  Charter  Commission 
recommends  the  adoption  or  revision  of  a  charter, 
the  City  Council  is  required  to  order  the  proposed 
charter  or  charter  revision  to  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  for  their  approval  at  the  first  regular  city 
election  held  at  least  two  months  after  the  submis- 
sion of  said  final  report,  and  to  cause  such  final 
report  to  be  printed  and  a  copy  to  be  distributed 
to  each  residence  of  one  or  more  registered  voters. 
(G.L.,  c.  43B,  s.  11.) 

In  conclusion,  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to 
point  out  that  any  provision  of  a  city  charter  may 
be  changed  by  the  Legislature  under  section  8  of 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment  (1)  on  petition  fUed 
or  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  municipality  or 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  or  (2)  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  following  a 
recommendation  by  the  Governor.

population,  publicizing  of  services  available  to 
promote  health  and  welfare,  training  laboratories 
for  the  development  of  skUled  media  personnel, 
etc. ;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  status  of  cable  television 
Licensing  is  vague,  and  the  city  has  no  aimounced 
plan  for  developing  fair  and  equitable  regulations 
to  govern  the  availability  of  local  franchises; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  memorandum  outlining  the  current  legal 
status  of  municipalities  in  regulating  the  availa- 
bihty of  cable  television  franchises  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
suggest  guidelines  by  which  the  City  of  Boston 
might  proceed  to  devise  regulations  covering  this 
new  industry. 

3.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
investigate  procedures  in  use  by  other  states  or 
cities  throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
nation  from  which  Boston  might  benefit.

F.  Provision  of  municipal  services  (fire,  poUce, 
streets,  parks  and  recreation,  health  and 
welfare,  garbage  and  refuse  collection,  con- 
formance with  building  and  housing  and 
sanitary  codes,  etc.) 

G.  Development  programs  regarding  physical  or 
social  conditions  or  facilities  in  the  pubhc 
housing  program

Whereas,  To  carry  out  and  complete  the  proj- 
ect, the  Authority  will  need  financial  assistance 
from  the  United  States  of  America  under  Title  1 
of  the  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1949  (as 
amended),  herein  called  "Title  I,"  and  also  local 
grants-in-aid;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  under 
Title  I  for  financial  assistance  from  the  United 
States  of  America  in  the  form  of  loans  and 
grants;  now 

Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the  benefits  to 
accrue  to  the  city  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project  and  of  the  mutual  agreements  herein 
contained,  and  for  other  good  and  vauable  con- 
sideration, the  Authority  and  the  city  do  hereby 
agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  plan,  and  as  funds  are 
made  available  will  commence  and  carry  out  each 
successive  phase  of  the  project  as  expeditiously  as 
possible. 

2.  To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  project  the 
Authority  will  comply  with  all  conditions,  statu- 
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tory  or  otherwise,  necessary  to  obtain  a  capital 
grant  from  the  United  States  of  America  under 
Title  I  in  the  maximum  amount  allowed  by  law. 

3.  The  city  will  make  local  grants-in-aid  to 
the  Authority  equal,  in  the  aggregate,  to  one 
third  of  the  actual  net  project  cost  of  the  project 
as  finally  determined  in  accordance  with  Title  I 
and  approved  by  the  federal  government's  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development;  and, 
to  provide  such  local  grants-in-aid  to  the  Author- 
ity, the  city  will  raise  and  appropriate,  or  borrow, 
in  aid  of  the  Authority,  pursuant  to  section  26CC 
of  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachu- 
setts or  other  provision  of  law,  such  sums  as  may 
be  necessary  for  defraying  such  part  of  the 
acquisition  and  development  costs  of  the  project 
as  wiU  not  be  met  by  loans,  contributions,  or 
grants  from  the  federal  government  through  its 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

4A.  It  is  currently  estimated  that  the  local 
grants-in-aid  described  in  paragraph  3  hereof  will 
aggregate  $4,503,000.  The  city  hereby  agrees  to 
make,  from  time  to  time  upon  demand  of  the 
Authority  therefor,  payments  to  the  Authority 
on  account  thereof. 

B.  If,  during  the  course  of  the  project,  any 
revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost  determined  in 
accordance  with  Title  I  and  approved  by  the 
federal  government's  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  is  higher  than  the  current  or 
an  intermediate  estimate,  the  city  wUl,  upon 
demand  by  the  Authority,  pay  to  the  Authority 
such  sums  of  money  as  will,  when  added  to  all 
other  local  grants-in-aid  made  or  to  be  made  with 
respect  to  the  project,  total  one  third  of  such 
revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost. 

C.  Upon  completion  of  the  project  by  the 
Authority  and  the  final  determination  in  accord- 
ance with  Title  I  and  approval  by  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  aforesaid  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  thereof,  the  city  will 
make  to  the  Authority  such  additional  cash  pay- 
ment, if  any,  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the 
total  local  grants-in-aid  for  the  project  up  to  an 
amount  equal  to  one-third  of  said  actual  net 
project  cost  as  so  finally  determined  and  ap- 
proved. If,  upon  such  completion  and  final  deter- 
mination and  approval,  the  local  grants-in-aid 
theretofore  made  with  respect  to  the  project  shall 
total  an  amount  in  excess  of  one-third  of  said 
actual  net  project  cost  as  so  finally  determined 
and  approved,  such  portion  of  the  excess  as  was 
paid  in  cash  shall  be  refunded,  without  interest, 
by  the  Authority  to  the  city. 

5.  Upon  receipt  of  appropriate  moneys  from 
the  city  pursuant  to  paragraph  4  hereof,  the 
Authority  will  commence,  and  thereafter  dili- 
gently prosecute  to  completion,  construction  of 
the  public  facilities  and  improvements  required 
by  the  plan  for  the  project. 

6A.  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the  vacating 
of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of- 
way  within  the  project  area  as  may  be  necessary 
in  carrying  out  the  plan,  and  the  laying  out  as 


pubUc  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways, 
with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  project 
area  in  accordance  with  the  plan;  and  the  Au- 
thority agrees  not  to  sue  the  city  for  any  dam- 
ages for  any  such  vacating  or  laying  out;  and  the 
Authority  further  agrees  to  reimburse  the  city  for 
any  damages  paid  to  others  under  chapter  79  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  (as  amended) 
or  any  other  provision  of  law  for  any  such 
vacating  or  laying  out. 

B.  The  city,  acting  by  its  mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  boards  or  officers  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change,  or  modify, 
to  the  extent  necessary  or  desirable  to  permit 
carrying  out  the  project,  the  statutes,  ordinances, 
rules,  and  regulations  regulating  land  use  in  Bos- 
ton and  prescribing  health,  sanitation,  and  safety 
standards  for  buildings  in  Boston. 

C.  The  city  will  convey  to  the  Authority,  or 
consent  to  the  taking  by  the  Authority  of,  any 
real  property  or  rights  therein  owned  by  the  city 
which  is  subject  to  acquisition  by  the  Authority 
pursuant  to  section  401  of  the  plan.  The  fair 
market  value  of  such  property  or  rights  will  be 
applied  in  reduction  of  the  city's  one-third  share 
under  paragraph  3  hereof  of  the  actual  net  proj- 
ect cost,  provided  that  such  fair  market  value  is 
approved  as  a  local  grant-in-aid  by  the  federal 
government's  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

7.  The  city  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
"workable  program"  heretofore  adopted  by  it, 
and  shall  cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  and  in  such  other  lawful 
ways  as  may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  the  project  in  all 
its  phases. 

8.  The  Authority  recognizes  that  the  city,  in 
accordance  with  section  26R  of  chapter  121  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  may  require 
payments  in  Ueu  of  taxes,  betterments,  and  spe- 
cial assessments  on  all  property  held  by  the 
Authority  as  part  of  the  project.  The  city  hereby 
agrees  that  if  such  payments  are  required  pur- 
suant to  said  section  26R  or  a  corresponding 
provision  of  subsequent  law,  they  shall  not  be 
required  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  pay- 
ments eligible  as  project  costs  under  the  applica- 
ble regulations  of  the  federal  government's  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  in 
effect  from  time  to  time.  Nothing  in  this  agree- 
ment shall  prevent  assessing,  at  its  fair  cash  value, 
any  property  within  the  project  area  after  con- 
veyance of  such  property  by  the  Authority. 

9.  The  city,  recognizing  the  requirements  of 
Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  and  of 
the  regulations  and  policies  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating 
that  title,  agrees  that  every  public  facility  or 
improvement  provided  as  a  noncash  local  grant- 
in-aid  hereunder  will  be  available  to  and  serve  all 
persons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion, 
sex,  creed,  or  national  origin. 

10  The  city  will  take  appropriate  steps  to 
assure  that  no  member  of  its  governing  body  nor 
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any  other  city  official  who  exercises  any  func- 
tions or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or  approval 
of  the  project  shall,  prior  to  the  completion  of 
the  project,  voluntarily  acquire  any  personal  in- 
terest, direct  or  indirect,  in  any  property  included 
in  the  project  area,  or  in  any  contract  or  pro- 
posed contract  connected  with  the  carrying  out 
of  the  project.

Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston  have  respec- 
tively caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed 
as  of  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

INFORMATION  RE  SCHOOL  LUNCH 
PROGRAM 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  The  school  lunch  program  adminis- 
tered by  the  Boston  School  Committee  in  the 
public  schools  of  Boston  is  intended  to  supply  a 
nutritious  noontime  meal  to  children  attending 
the  public  schools;  and 

Whereas,  The  school  lunch  program  as  pres- 
ently administered  includes  only  nine  of  the  148 
elementary  public  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  lack  of  nutritious  diet  can  seri- 
ously affect  the  health  of  children  of  elementary 
school  age;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  its  citizens  to  determine  how 
children  in  the  elementary  schools  can  obtain 
adequate  nutrition  through  the  provision  of  a 
noontime  meal  in  the  pubhc  schools;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  explore  the  immediate 
and  long-range  needs  for  school  lunch  programs 
in  elementary  schools  and  the  costs  of  alternate 
plans  for  providing  such  programs,  it  is  essential 
to  gather  information  regarding  (a)  the  effects  on 
young  children  of  having  no  noontime  meal  pro- 
vided in  the  pubhc  schools;  (b)  the  alternative 
means  for  providing  school  lunches  economically; 
(c)  the  special  capabihties  within  city  govern- 
ment, the  pubhc  school  administration,  the  pri- 
vate business  sector,  and  the  colleges  and  universi- 
ties of  greater  Boston  to  devise  innovative  and 
economical  school  feeding  programs;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston  that 

1.  Pubhc  hearings  be  held  by  the  Pubhc  Wel- 
fare Committee  of  the  City  Council  in  an  effort 
to  gather  all  relevant  information  concerning  the 
nutritional  needs  of  elementary  school  children 
and  the  alternative  effective  means  of  fulfiUing 
these  needs  through  school  lunch  or  other  hke 
programs. 

2.  The  Boston  School  Committee  be  invited 
to  participate  jointly  with  the  City  Council  at 
these  hearings  in  order  to  estabhsh  a  cooperative 
and  coordinated  approach  to  the  collection  of 
data,  taking  of  testimony,  and  development  of 
positive  school  lunch  programs.

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INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
RULES 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Rules,  to  whom  was 
referred  on  October  14,  1968,  an  order  (Docket 
No.  327)  concerning  the  use  of  paintings  and 
objects  of  art  in  the  Council  Chambers  in  the  new 
City  Hall,  having  considered  the  same,  offers  this 
interim  report. 

Your  committee  has  determined  that  the  City 
Council  is  in  possession  of  small  portraits  of  every 
president  of  the  Aldermanic  Body  since  the  found- 
ing of  the  city  in  the  year  1822.  They  are  in  the 
form  of  photographs  printed  on  bronze  plates. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Council 
indicate  it  wishes  the  portraits  be  put  on  perma- 
nent display  in  the  new  Council  area.  Your 
committee  further  recommends  that  the  portraits 
be  displayed  in  the  new  chamber  in  a  manner  so  as 
to  make  theft  impossible.  In  the  School  Street 
building  they  were  displayed  in  locked  glass  cases. 
A  broken  set  would  be  annoying. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  interior 
decorating  consultant  to  the  Government  Center 
Commission  be  asked  to  examine  the  bronze 
portraits  and  recommend  how  and  where  in  the 
Council  Chambers  they  should  be  displayed. 

The  Council  is  also  in  possession  of  four  oil 
paintings  -  one  of  George  Washington,  one  of 
Major  Anderson,  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort 
Sumter,  and  two  others. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Boston 
Art  Commission  be  requested  to  examine  the 
portraits  and  make  recommendation  to  the  CouncO 
as  to  their  quality  and  condition. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  accompanying  resolve  expressive  of  the  above 
so  that  the  matter  may  proceed  to  a  final  decision 
as  to  use  and  location. 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  possesses  bronze 
portraits  of  all  presidents  of  the  Boston  Aider- 
manic  Body  since  the  founding  of  the  city; 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  possesses  four  oil 
paintings  hung  previously  in  the  building  on  School 
street  in  the  Council  Chambers;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  desires  that  the 
portraits  of  former  presidents  be  put  on  permanent 
display  in  a  physically  secure  manner  in  the 
Council  Chamber  in  the  new  City  Hall;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  requests  the 
interior  decorating  consultant  to  the  Government 
Center  Commission  to  examine  the  bronze  por- 
traits and  make  suggestions  as  to  how  and  where

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  spent  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  and  time  planning 
for  the  installation  of  automatic  data-processing 
equipment  and  the  hiring  of  personnel  to  operate 
this  equipment;  and 

Whereas,  The  field  of  automatic  data  processing 
is  a  rapidly  changing  and  growing  area  of  industrial 
technology;  and 

Whereas,  Some  data-processing  equipment  has 
been  either  purchased,  rented,  or  leased  by  at  least 
the  following  city  or  county  departments;  Registry 
of  Deeds,  Boston  Municipal  Court,  Roxbury  Dis- 
trict Court,  Boston  City  Hospital,  Boston  Police 
Department,  School  Department,  Fire  Department, 
Administrative  Services  Department;  and 

Whereas,  Disclosures  at  recent  budget  hearings 
held  by  the  Appropriations  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee raise  serious  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
adequate  planning  and  coordination  has  preceded 
the  apparent  expenditure  of  milUons  of  dollars  on 
data-processing  equipment;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  institute  an 
immediate  investigation  to  determine: 

1.  How  much  money  has  been  spent  by  the 
city  in  the  purchase,  rental,  or  leasing  of  automatic 
data-processing  equipment. 

2.  How  much  money  has  been  spent  on  sal- 
aries, wages,  or  consultative  contracts  concerning 
such  equipment,  its  operation,  maintenance,  sup- 
plies, or  evaluation.

Gentlemen: 

On  December  19,  1968,  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  approved  the  St.  Botolph 
Street  Elderly  Housing  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  This 
approval,  together  with  other  findings  and  deter- 
minations required  under  chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws,  was  made  by  the  Authority  after 
consideration  of  statements,  views,  and  opinions 
expressed  at  a  public  meeting  held  by  the  Au- 
thority on  November  21,  1968,  to  consider  the 
plan. 

The  Authority  must  secure  approval  of  the 
plan  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  121  of  the  General 
Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949. 
This  approval  must  include  certain  findings  and  is 
to  be  made  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing. 
Federal  requirements  specify  that  such  notice 
should  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks,  with  the  first  notice  to  be 
published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  hearing. 

The  plan  submitted  herewith  appears  to  have 
broad  support  throughout  the  St.  Botolph  Street 
Project  Area  and  surrounding  areas;  and  it  is  my 
belief  that  it  serves  the  citizens,  especially  the 
elderly,  in  the  area,  as  well  as  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  recommend  its  early 
approval. 

Also  submitted  herewith  are  an  order  of  the 
Council  approving  the  plan  and  order  of  the 
Council  authorizing  the  Collector-Treasurer  to 
borrow  the  funds  necessary  for  the  share  of  the 
net  project  cost  payable  by  the  City  of  Boston.

I  enclose  for  your  consideration  the  urban 
renewal  plan  and  related  materials,  as  listed  in  the 
attachment  hereto,  for  the  St.  Botolph  Street 
Elderly  Housing  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

At  its  meetings  of  October  31,  1968,  and 
December  19,  1968,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  approved  the  urban  renewal  plan  and 
made  other  findings  and  determinations  required 
under  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Authority  must 
secure  approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council.   Such  approvals  must  include 


certain  findings,  and  are  to  be  made  after  due 
notice  and  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  City 
Council  Federal  requirements  specify  that  such 
notice  should  be  published  at  least  once  a  week 
for  two  successive  weeks,  with  the  first  notice  to 
be  published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  hearing. 

Informal  agreement  on  the  project  has  been 
given  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority. The  plan  is  in  complete  harmony  with 
the  general  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  will 
complement  the  renewal  activities  currently  under 
way  in  the  South  End  and  Fenway  areas. 

Single  purpose  projects  have  been  authorized 
by  recent  amendments  to  the  federal  urban  re- 
newal regulations.  The  St.  Botolph  Street  Elderly 
Housing  Urban  Renewal  Area  consists  of  approxi- 
mately 1.1  acres  generally  located  between  Garri- 
son and  Follen  streets  on  St.  Botolph  street.  The 
proposed  project  area  presents  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  utilize  these  provisions  to  provide  much 
needed  elderly  housing  to  serve  the  residents  of  the 
South  End  and  Fenway  Projects.  It  is  anticipated 
that  a  building  up  to  seven  stories  high,  containing 
150  to  175  dwelling  units,  be  developed  on  the  site 
by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  Development 
negotiations  are  proceeding  expeditiously. 

Net  project  cost  is  projected  at  $1,170,500, 
with  a  capital  grant  of  $780,300  and  the  local 
share  at  $390,200. 

I  urge  that  you  approve  the  plan  and  supporting 
documentation  and  submit  the  approved  plan  and 
related  documentation  to  the  City  Council  for 
consideration.

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blighted   open   area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
project  area  under  M.G.L.,  chapter  121. 

10.  That  financial  assistance  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land  in  the 
project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance  with  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area  and, 
accordingly,  the  fiUng  by  the  local  public  agency  of 
an  appUcation  or  applications  for  such  financial 
assistance  under  Title  I  is  hereby  approved. 

Ordered,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  estimated

Under  date  of  August  9,  1968,  and  November 
7,  1968,  Mr.  Robert  D.  Londergan,  associate 
counsel,  submitted  communications  to  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  in  behalf  of  the  John 
Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  request- 
ing the  discontinuance  of  a  portion  of  Stuart 
street,  Boston  Proper  District,  on  the  northerly 
side  from  Clarendon  street  approximately  75  feet 
westerly,  together  with  an  offer  to  purchase  the 
city's  interest  in  the  discontinued  area. 

A  duly  advertised  public  hearing  was  held  on 
September  10,  1968.  At  said  hearing  Mr.  Londer- 
gan explained  that  the  discontinued  portion  was 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  proposed  tower 
office  building  by  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company.  There  was  no  opposition  at 
said  public  hearing.  Following  the  public  hearing 
the  Public  Improvement  Commission  voted  to 
discontinue  said  portion  of  Stuart  street  as  shown 
on  the  accompanying  plan.

This  license  is  desired  for  use  in  connection 
with  the  new  tower  office  building  which  John 
Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  proposes 
to  erect  on  a  site  bounded  by  Clarendon  street, 
Stuart  street,  Trinity  place,  and  St.  James  avenue. 
The  site  of  the  new  tower  building  is  included  in

Gentlemen: 

On  January  7,  1969,  I  received  your  order 
passed  December  30,  1968,  in  which  you  pur- 
ported to  direct  me  under  the  provisions  of  section 
17F  of  chapter  276  (sic)  of  the  Acts  of  1951  to 
supply  answers  within  sixty  days  to  questions 
relating  to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  East  Boston  Development  Com- 
mission. 

Because  I  know  we  all  agree  on  the  impor-

1948,  c.  452,  s.  17F,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c. 
376,  s.  1). 

Since  I  am  required,  however,  by  section  1  of 
chapter  17  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  to 
furnish  opinions  on  any  subject  or  question  sub- 
mitted to  me  by  the  City  Council,  I  shall  regard 
your  reference  as  an  inadvertence  and  offer  the 
following  answers  to  your  extensive  questions: 

1.  What  is  the  total  amount  of  property 
owned,  leased,  and/or  rented  in  the  City  of  Boston 
by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  and  the 
Massachusetts    Turnpike   Authority? 

a.  Port  Authority 

The  total  assessed  value  of  real  estate  owned 
by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  as  of 
February  1,  1969,  was  $139,296,300,  plus  a 
pipeline  in  Ward  1  from  Chelsea  Creek  to 
Marginal  Dock  valued  at  $750,000.  The  total 
property  leased  and/or  rented  by  the  Port 
Authority  is  at  least  900,000  square  feet  at  the 
Boston  Army  Base  in  Ward  6  which  is  leased 
from  the  United  States  Government  until  1973. 

Information  with  regard  to  acquisitions 
since  January  1,  1968,  or  the  Port  Authority's 
leases,  not  available  in  the  Assessor's  Office, 
had  to  be  obtained  from  the  Suffolk  County 
Registry  of  Deeds.  It  is  possible  that  additional 
property  leased  to  the  Port  Authority  by  others 
or  owned  by  the  Port  Authority  and  leased  to 
others  was  not  found  and  therefore  is  not 
included  in  these  figures. 

b.  Turnpike  Authority 

The  total  assessed  value  of  real  estate  in 
Boston  belonging  to  the  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority,  as  of  January  1,  1968,  was 
$15,104,600.  In  addition,  since  January  1, 
1968,  according  to  records  in  the  Suffolk 
County  Registry  of  Deeds,  the  Turnpike  Au- 
thority acquired  1,575  square  feet  for  $7,500. 

2.  What  is  the  total  amount  of  taxes  or 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  paid  to  the  City  of 
Boston  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  and 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority? 

Neither  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
nor  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  pays 
taxes  to  the  city  or  makes  to  the  city  any 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes.  See  St.  1952,  c.  354, 
s.  13,  and  St.  1956,  c.  465,  s.  17. 

On  the  other  hand,  taxes  are  assessed  against 
the  lessees  of  certain  property  owned  by  the 
Port  Authority  in  accordance  with  St.  1956,  c. 
465,  s.  17.  The  total  assessed  value  of  such 
property  is  $5,541,600,  and  all  of  it  is  in  Ward 
6.  The  Port  Authority  holds  for  its  own  use 
$8,022,100  worth  of  property  which  could 
legally  be  taxed  if  it  were  leased. 

3.  Docs  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment,  have  the  power  to  change 
the  usage  or  require  a  change  in  the  usage  of  any  of 
the  land  or  property  now  owned,  leased,  or  rented 


by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  or  the  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike  Authority? 

It  is  assumed  that  the  term  "leased  or  rented 
by"  in  the  question  refers  to  property  owned 
by  others  but  occupied  by  either  Authority 
under  a  lease  or  other  rental  arrangement,  and 
not  to  property  owned  by  either  Authority  but 
occupied  by  others  under  a  lease  or  rental 
agreement. 

In  my  opinion,  the  answer  to  the  question  is 
no  with  regard  to  any  property  presently  in  use 
for  purposes  related  to  the  functions  of  the 
Port  Authority  or  the  Turnpike  Authority. 

The  Port  Authority  was  created  by  St. 
1956,  c.  465,  as  amended.  Under  that  act  the 
Authority  was  given  very  broad  powers.  It  was 
created  as  "a  body  pohtic  and  corporate" 
which,  although  within  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  "shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  regulation  of  that  department 
"or  of  any  department,  commission,  board, 
bureau,  or  agency  of  the  Commonwealth" 
except  as  provided  in  the  act.  It  was  "consti- 
tuted a  public  instrumentality,  and  the  exercise 
by  the  Authority  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the 
performance  of  an  essential  governmental  func- 
tion." (S.  2.)  The  powers  granted  included, 
among  others,  the  powers  to  operate  the 
projects  under  its  control,  and  "to  acquire  in  its 
own  name,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  and  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  deem  proper  or  by  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  .  .  .  such  public 
or  private  lands  ....  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  .   .  .   ." 

The  Turnpike  Authority  was  created  by  c. 
354  of  the  Acts  of  1952.  Its  status  as  a  body 
politic  performing  essential  governmental  func- 
tions and  its  powers  to  operate  the  projects 
described  in  the  act  and  to  acquire  property 
by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  are  similar  to 
those  of  the  Port  Authority. 

The  status  of  both  authorities  has  been 
described  as  analogous  to  that  of  a  municipal 
corporation.  See  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  334 
Mass.  721,  734;  and  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  v.  Commonwealth.  347  Mass.  524, 
527.  The  City  of  Boston,  of  course,  possesses 
the  powers  of  a  municipal  corporation  and  can, 
in  general,  exercise  its  powers  to  their  full  ex- 
tent within  its  municipal  boundaries.  The  ques- 
tion is  raised  as  to  the  extent  to  which  the  city 
may  exercise  the  powers  it  would  otherwise 
have  over  geographical  areas  with  the  city  but 
over  which  those  authorities  have  control. 

Under  the  Home  Rule  amendment,  action 
cannot  be  taken  by  the  municipality  alone 
which  is  inconsistent  with  previously  enacted 
statutes.  Moreover,  new  zoning  regulations 
may  not  be  applied  to  prevent  existing  use. 
St.  1956,  c.  665,  s.  4. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  deter- 
mined that  the  Turnpike  Authority  is  "suffi- 
ciently governmental  in  character  so  that  the 
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actual  construction  and  operation  of  the  turn- 
pike, its  essential  government  function,  and 
action  reasonably  related  to  that  function 
should  not  be  prevented  by  a  zoning  statute 
applicable  to  one  municipality  or  by  a  local 
zoning  ordinance  or  by-law."  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Court  held  that  local  zoning  provi- 
sions would  be  applicable  "to  land  owned  by 
the  authority  which  has  become  wholly  excess 
to  the  authority's  essential  turnpike  function." 
Village  on  the  Hill,  Inc.  v.  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority,  348  Mass.  107,  118.  The 
reasoning  of  the  Court  applies  as  well  to  the 
Port  Authority.  Thus,  the  power  of  the  city 
to  regulate  the  use  of  property  by  either 
Authority  through  the  zoning  power  would  be 
limited  to  those  activities  which  are  new  and 
which  are  not  essential  to  the  Authorities' 
function. 

Similarly,   the  city's  power  to  take  prop- 
erty presently  owned  by  either  Authority  by 
eminent  domain  is  limited.  It  is  well  settled 
that  land  appropriated  to  one  public  use  can- 
not be  diverted  to  another  inconsistent  public 
use   without  plain,  explicit  legislative  author- 
ity. Robbins  v.  Department  of  Public  Works 
1969   Adv.    Sh.  249;  Commonwealth  v.  Mass 
Turnpike  Authority, 346  Mass.  250;  Common- 
wealth V.  Mass.  Turnpike  Authority,  349  Mass. 
1;  Appleton  v.  Massachusetts  Parking  Author- 
ity,   340    Mass.    303;   Sacco    v.   D.P.W.,    352 
Mass.    670.    Thus,    the    city    could    not    take 
property    by    eminent    domain    which    either 
Authority  is  using  or  has  definite  plans  to  use 
in  connection  with  its  statutory  purpose. 
4.  Does  the  city  have  the  power  to  create  an 
East  Boston  Development  Commission,  to  which 
would  be  given  power  of  eminent  domain,  whose 
functions  would  be  to  make  plans  for  and  sponsor 
or  execute  the  industrial,  commercial,  and  social 
development  of  East  Boston? 

The  power  of  the  city  to  create  an  East 
Boston  Development  Commission  exists.  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  5.  The  more  difficult  question 
concerns  the  powers  which  may  be  given  to 
such  a  commission. 

The  city's  power  to  take  property  by 
eminent  domain  for  "municipal  purposes"  ex- 
ists by  virtue  of  a  delegation  from  the  state. 
See  c.  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  amending  the 
Acts  of  1909,  c.  486,  s.  31.  Ordinarily  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  must  be  specifically 
granted  by  state  legislation.  Among  the 
powers  given  to  the  Public  Facilities  Commis- 
sion by  c.  642,  however,  is  the  power  to 
delegate  any  of  its  powers  to  any  other  body 
politic  or  corporate  incurring  expenses  which 
the  city  appropriates  money  to  defray.  See  St. 
1966,  c.  642,  s.  3  (0  (ii). 

Nevertheless,  without  state  legislation  such 
a  commission  could  not  initiate  land  assembly 
and  redevelopment  projects  as  defined  in 
G.  L.,  c.  121,  s.  26J,  since  the  power  to  do  so 
belongs  exclusively  in  Boston  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment   Authority   (G.    L.,   c.   121,  s. 


26QQ).  The  power  to  plan,  undertake,  and 
carry  out  urban  renewal  projects  has  also  been 
given  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(G.  L.,  c.  121,  s.  26 YY).  These  powers  are 
exclusive  at  least  insofar  as  approving  the 
required  urban  renewal  plan  is  concerned.  See 
G.  L.,  c.  121,  s.  26ZZ,  and  Acts  of  1960, 
c.  652,  s.  12  (giving  the  BRA  the  powers  of 
planning  boards).  Further  state  legislation 
would  be  required  to  provide  a  new  institu- 
tion with  basic  urban  renewal  powers.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  creation  of  such  a  commission 
to  function  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  to  per- 
form some  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority's delegable  functions  would  be  permis- 
sible. 

G.  L.,  c.  40,  s.  8 A,  would  authorize  the 
creation  of  a  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission  "for  the  promotion  and  develop- 
ment of  the  industrial  resources  of  said  city  or 
town."  There  is  no  indication,  however,  that 
such  a  commission  could  function  other  than 
on  a  city-wide  basis. 

5.  Could  such  a  Development  Commission  be 
composed  of  East  Boston  residents,  chosen  by 
popular  election,  who  would  upon  election  be- 
come special  municipal  employees? 

Assuming  the  power  to  establish  such  a 
commission,  its  creation  with  members  chosen 
as  proposed  can,  1  believe,  be  worked  out  in 
harmony  with  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  5.  The 
Model  Neighborhood  Board,  while  not  pres- 
ently a  city  agency,  is  composed  of  neighbor- 
hood residents  chosen  in  a  special  election.  G. 
L.,  c.  268A,  allows  the  City  Council  to  desig- 
nate the  incumbents  of  such  positions  as 
special  municipal  employees. 

6.  Could  such  a  Development  Commission  be 
given  the  power  to  acquire  land  near  or  adjacent 
to  the  MPA  and  MTA  to  prevent  the  use  of  such 
lands  for  purposes  detrimental  to  the  health, 
safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
city?  I 

In  general  and  within  the  framework  set 
out  in  my  answer  to  Question  4,  a  municipal 
agency,  properly  exercising  its  power  to  take 
property  by  eminent  domain  for  a  valid  muni- 
cipal purpose,  may  take  and  keep  such  prop- 
erty, and  it  may  not  subsequently  be  taken  by 
any  other  public  agency  or  authority  without 
specific  state  legislation  authorizing  it  to  do 
so. 

7.  Would  such  a  Development  Commission 
need  to  be  created  by  legislation,  ordinance,  or  a 
combination  of  both? 

In  view  of  my  answer  to  Question  4,  the 
mechanism  of  creating  such  a  commission 
would  depend  on  the  powers  which  were  to 
be  given  to  it.  As  a  practical  matter,  legisla- 
tion would  eliminate  potential  legal  contro- 
versies.

ORDERS 

City  of  Boston 
Law  Department,  March  10,  1969. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

It  appears  that  on  the  first  Monday  in  Febru- 
ary the  Mayor  submitted  to  you  the  annual 
budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and 
county  for  the  current  fiscal  year  with  accom- 
panying appropriation  orders.  It  further  appears 
that  on  the  last  Monday  in  February  the  Mayor 
purported  to  amend  those  appropriation  orders 
by  substituting  therefor  other  appropriation  or- 
ders aggregating  $1,187,242  less  than  the  appro- 
priation orders  submitted  on  the  first  Monday  in 
February.  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  City  Council  is  to 
consider  the  original  appropriation  orders  sub- 
mitted on  the  first  Monday  in  February  or  the 
substitute  appropriation  orders  submitted  on  the 
last  Monday  in  February. 

The  submission  of  the  annual  budget  and 
accompanying  appropriation  orders  is  provided 
for  by  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  which,  so  far  as 
here  relevant  (see  St.  1941,  c.  604,  s.  1),  reads  as 
follows: 

"All  appropriations,  other  than  for  school 
purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue,  or  any 
source  other  than  loans  shall  originate  with  the 
mayor,  who,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in 
February  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city 
council  the  annual  budget  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for  the  current 
fiscal  year,  and  may  submit  thereafter  such 
supplementary  appropriation  orders  as  he  may 
deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce  or 
reject  any  item,  but,  except  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any 
item  in,  nor  the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any 
item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget. 
Not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April  the 
city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on  the 
annual  budget  by  adopting,  reducing,  or  reject- 
ing it,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do 
the  items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the 
budget  as  recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be 
in   effect  as  if  formally  adopted  by  the  city 

council  and  approved  by  the  mayor " 

In  many  respects  the  provisions  just  quoted 
stand  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  provisions  in  G.  L.  c. 
44,  ss.  32  and  33,  and  G.  L.  c.  59,  s.  23  (fourth 
paragraph),  which  govern  the  budget  in  other  cities 
and  were  considered  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  in  Bell  v.  Assessors  of  Cambridge,  306  Mass. 
249,  decided  on  June  14,  1940,  about  a  year 
before  St  1941,  c.  604,  was  enacted.  I  think  it 
significant,  however,  that  the  above-quoted  special 
law  for  Boston,  while  providing  for  supplementary 
appropriation  orders,  is  not  only  wholly  silent  with 
respect  to  otherwise  amending  the  annual  budget, 
but  contains  an  explicit  provision  that  in  the  event 
of  your  failure  to  take  definite   action  on  the 


annual  budget  by  the  first  Monday  in  April,  "the 
items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved 
by  the  mayor"  These  considerations  lead  me  to 
conclude  that  the  original  appropriation  orders 
submitted  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  con- 
tinue before  your  Honorable  Body  and  require 
definite  action  by  adoption,  reduction,  or  rejection 
not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April 

In  my  opinion,  the  substitute  appropriation 
orders  submitted  on  the  last  Monday  in  February 
require  only  such  consideration  as  your  Honorable 
Body  may  wish  to  accord  them.  Without  endeavor- 
ing to  deal  with  every  possible  course  of  action, 
may  I  say  that  your  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  Finance,  to  whom,  I  understand,  both  mes- 
sages from  the  Mayor  have  been  referred,  may 
report  making  any  of  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: (1)  that  the  appropriation  orders  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  on  the  last  Monday  in  February  be 
rejected,  but  that  like  reductions  be  made  in  the 
appropriation  orders  submitted  by  the  Mayor  on 
the  first  Monday  in  February;  (2)  since  the 
difference  from  the  foregoing  is  in  reality  a  matter 
of  form  and  not  of  substance,  both  series  of 
appropriation  orders  having  originated  with  the 
Mayor,  that  the  appropriation  orders  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  be 
adopted  in  the  new  draft  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
on  the  last  Monday  in  February;  or  (3)  that  the 
appropriation  orders  submitted  by  the  Mayor  on 
the  last  Monday  in  February  be  rejected  and  the 
appropriation  orders  submitted  by  the  Mayor  on 
the  first  Monday  in  February  be  adopted.  In  such 
case,  the  Mayor  may,  under  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s. 
17D  (as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1), 
"approve  some  of  the  items  in  whole  or  in  part  and 
disapprove  other  of  the  items  in  whole  or  in  part; 
and  such  items  or  parts  of  items  as  he  approves 
shall,  upon  his  signing  the  same,  be  in  force^and 
such  items  or  parts  of  items  as  he  disapproves  by 
filing  with  the  city  clerk  his  written  objections 
thereto  shall  be  void."  In  other  words,  the  Mayor, 
by  exercise  of  his  absolute  veto  power,  may 
achieve  what  he  has  sought  by  his  message  on  the 
last  Monday  in  February.  By  submitting  that 
message  he  has  afforded  you  the  opportunity  of 
making  the  reductions. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  emphasize  that  the  first 
course  of  action  is  clearly  preferable  to  the  second, 
because  the  first  follows  the  literal  language' of  the 
governing  statute  and  does  not  depend  on  the 
validity  of  the  opinions  respecting  the  secoVid  and 
is,  therefore,  much  less  likely  to  invite  litigation.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  requesting  the  rescission  of  the 
loan  order  of  $1,440,000  for  the  construction  of 
outdoor  swimming  pools  which  was  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  January  20,  1969,  and  which  I 
approved  on  January  22,  1969,  and  also  the 
rescission  of  the  acompanying  appropriation  order 
of  $60,000  for  the  same  purpose,  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  January  6,  1969,  and  which  I 
approved  on  January  8,  1969. 

In  the  interim  the  program  of  construction  of 
outdoor  swimming  pools  has  been  reevaluated,  and 
it  is  our  opinion  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  would 
be  better  served  by  pools  which  would  be  totally 
enclosed  and  heated,  and  therefore  available  for 
use  throughout  the  year,  rather  than  by  outdoor 
pools  which  would  have  a  comparatively  short 
recreational  season.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  am 
requesting  the  rescission  of  these  orders  and  your 
approval  of  the  accompanying  orders  for  the  same 
amount  of  money,  but  which  are  drafted  in  such  a 
way  as  to  permit  the  construction  of  enclosed 
pools. 

I  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  orders  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

By  letter  dated  November  27,  1968,  1  requested 
your  Honor  to  arrange  to  have  an  order  placed 
before  the  City  Council  for  a  bond  issue  for  the 
construction  of  swimming  pools  at  the  cost  of 
$1,500,000.  This  order  was  forwarded  to  the  City 
Council  with  a  letter  from  your  Honor  dated 
December  9,  1968. 

On  Friday,  December  27,  1968,  the  Committee 
On  Appropriations  and  Finance  held  a  public 
hearing  in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  at  which 
time  the  committee  heard  Docket  404,  "Appro- 
priation of  $60,000  for  Construction  of  Outdoor 
Swimming  Pools,"  and  Docket  408,  "Loan  of 
$1,440,000  for  Construction  of  Outdoor  Swim- 
ming Pools."  The  appropriation  of  $60,000  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  January  6,  1969, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  January  8,  1969.

The  original 
contract  was  for  $90,000  for  expert  witnesses  and 
for  the  recodification  of  the  Building  Code  Fees. 
Under  the  contract  of  last  year  we  are  allowing 
$10,000  for  printing  of  new  code.  The  balance 
from  last  year  remains  to  pay  this. 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority

The  committee  feels  that  this  reduction  in  the 
personal  services  account  will  not  harm  the  opera- 
tion of  this  department.

After  projecting 
the  payroll  Dr.  Roy  Hamilton  said  that  he  could 
operate  without  impairing  any  essential  services  at 
the  hospital.

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Minority  Report  of  Coun.  TIMILTY,  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriation  and  Finance. 

In  a  city  where  the  tax  rate  has  been  climbing 
to  a  point  where  business  is  discouraged  from 
locating  here,  in  a  city  where  people  by  the 
droves  -  as  many  as  ten  thousand  each  year  -  are 
moving  to  the  suburbs,  it  is  time  that  Boston  took 
a  bold  new  step  toward  curtailing  its  expenses  and 
stabilizing  its  tax  rate.  The  first  step  in  this 
direction  must  be  the  reporting  out  and  subsequent 
approval  of  a  realistic  budget. 

The  facts  and  figures  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  during  the  last  two  months  are  evidence 
that  the  present  administration  is  unwilling  to 
cooperate  in  such  a  move.  The  most  blatant 
statistic  in  this  regard  is  the  net  increase  of  600 
employees  on  the  city  payroll  since  January  1, 
1968.  Such  an  increase  is  totally  repugnant  to  the 
trend  in  municipalities  throughout  the  country 
today  to  economize. 

1  therefore  suggest  and  recommend  that  the 
City  Council  remove  the  slack  from  the  budgets  of 
the  following  departments: 

1.  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  (in  10 
Item),  $1,500,000. 

Last  year  this  department  returned  a  surplus  of 
$2,400,000  to  the  City  Treasury  to  be  used  for 
general  purposes.  Despite  this  fact,  this  depart- 
ment's personnel,  reporting  before  the  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  Committee,  requested  extra 
funds  for  increments  and  vacancies.  This  suggested 
cut  of  $1,500,000  would  still  allow  for  increments 
and  vacancies  and  would  in  no  way  impair  the 
general  services  which  the  institutions  of  this 
department  offer.  The  vacancies  for  which  this 
department  requests  additional  funds  are  the  same 
vacancies  which  have  existed  for  five  years  without 
being  filled. 

2  Mayor's  Office,  Office  of  Public  Service, 
$700,000. 

It  would  indeed  be  a  gesture  of  "public  service" 
if  the  City  Council  rid  the  city  of  this  window 
dressing.  The  objectives  of  this  department  are  well 
founded,  but  at  a  time  when  the  city's  debt  figure 
is  soaring,  at  a  time  when  new  schools  are  needed 
as  well  as  increased  police  protection,  safer  fire 
apparatus,  and  better  equipment  for  the  Public 
Works  Department.  Action  by  the  City  Council  on 
this  one  item  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  the  most 
significant  financial  contribution  the  City  Council 
could  make.  Such  a  reduction,  if  approved  by  the 
Council,  would  place  this  body  on  record  as 
informing  this  administration  that  we  shall  not 
allow  rampant  patronage  to  become  an  integral 
part  of  city  government. 

3.  Parks  and  Recreation  Department, 
$150,000. 

Such  a  reduction  if  confined  to  the  personnel 
portion  of  this  department's  budget  request  should 
not  deter  its  abiUty  to  improve  and  maintain  the 
premises  under  its  jurisdiction  nor  should  it  curtail 
an  adequate  recreational  program. 

4.  "Summerthing"  (Item  29  -  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation), $125,000. 


Such  a  reduction  would  represent  the  City 
Council's  recognition  of  the  priorities  warranted  by 
only  the  most  essential  departments  and  the 
services  they  perform. 

5.  Fire  Department,  $15,000. 

This  surplusage  occurs  in  the  area  of  personnel, 
which  the  department  can  well  afford  to  do 
without. 

6.  Department  of  Public  Works,  $50,000. 
Again   with  regard   to   personnel,    the   budget 

request  of  this  department  represents  an  urmeces- 
sary  expenditure  which  should  be  eliminated. 

If  these  recommendations  are  accepted  by  the 
City  Council,  the  end  result  would  be  a  more 
realistic  fiscal  plan  on  which  the  city  could 
operate.  There  would  be,  if  approval  is  forth- 
coming, in  excess  of  $2,500,000  in  savings  without 
any  impairment  of  the  services  expected  by  the 
taxpayers.

DEATH  OF  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER 

Coun.  FOLEY  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  On  Friday,  March  28,  1969,  General  of 
the  Armies  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  passed  away; 

Whereas,  General  Eisenhower  served  his  coun- 
try as  President  of  the  United  States  from  1952 
until  1959; 

Whereas,  General  Eisenhower,  a  lieutenant- 
colonel  at  the  outset  of  World  War  II,  was 
promoted  to  general,  and  subsequently  com- 
manded the  invasion  of  North  Africa,  Sicily,  Italy, 
the  invasion  of  France  through  Normandy,  and  the 
invasion  and  occupation  of  Germany; 

Whereas,  In  the  immediate  post  World  War  II 
period  General  Eisenhower  served  as  Chief  of  Staff 
of  the  United  States  Army  and  President  of 
Columbia  University; 

Whereas,  In  the  history  of  the  United  States 
two  other  men  have  served  as  the  senior  combat 
commander  in  a  major  war  and  later  as  President  of 
the  United  States,  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  and 
General  George  Washington; 

Whereas,  As  contrasted  with  his  World  War  II 
experiences,  the  period  of  General  Eisenhower's 
presidency  was  marked  by  the  early  conclusion  of 
the  Korean  conflict  and  peace  thereafter; 

Whereas,  Upon  his  assumption  of  the  Presi- 
dency, General  Eisenhower  resigned  his  rank  as

3394    RE    LICENSE    OF    TROMBLY    MOTOR 

COACH  COMPANY

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  on  Decem- 
ber 16,  1968,  granted  approval  to  the  petition  of 
the  Trombly  Motor  Coach  Company  to  operate 
bus  service  between  the  towns  of  Lawrence, 
Andover,  North  Andover,  and  Sullivan  Square  in 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
signed  the  Council  order  granting  approval;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  has  now  passed 
and  sent  to  the  Governor  for  signing  a  bill  which 
would  nullify  the  action  taken  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  which  violates  the  entire  spirit  if  not 
the  letter  of  the  1966  Home  Rule  Amendment; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Governor  has  not  yet  signed  the 
bill,  and  ought  to  be  informed  of  both  our  previous 
action  and  our  strong  opposition  to  the  present 
legislation  awaiting  his  signature:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  That  we  express  our  strong  opposition  to 
House  and  Senate  Bills  3394  which  would  deprive 
the  City  of  Boston  of  the  right  to  govern  the  use  of 
its  streets  by  commercial  vehicles. 

2.  We  urge  the  Governor  ofthe  Commonwealth 
to  return  the  bill  to  the  Legislature  without 
signature  or  to  veto  the  bUl  as  being  in  conflict 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution. 

3.  We  urge  the  Governor  to  immediately  con- 
vene a  meeting  between  representatives  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  Mayor,  Boston  City  Council,  and  the 
towns  of  Lawrence,  Andover,  North  Andover, 
together  with  representatives  of  the  State  Depart- 
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ment  of  Public  Utilities  and  the  Trombly  Motor 
Coach  Company. 

4.  We  call  upon  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tive to  the  General  Court  from  the  City  of  Boston 
to  join  us  in  protecting  our  city  from  this  and 
future  such  efforts  directed  at  further  crippling  the 
control  of  the  city  over  its  affairs.  The  resolution 
was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


COURTS  MAKE  MINIMAL  USE  OF  FUNDS  RE 
INDIGENT  DEFENDANTS

preme Court  have  mandated  that  all  defendants  be 
entitled  to  and  must  be  provided  adequate  legal 
representation  before  the  criminal  courts  of  the

Supreme  Court  require  that,  vifhen  necessary,  state 
and  local  governments  pay  such  amounts  as  called 
for  to  guarantee  adequate  representation  for  indi-

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  an  organization,  the  Massachusetts 
Defenders  Committee,  which  has  the  avowed  pur- 
pose and  responsibility  of  providing  legal  represen- 
tation for  indigent  defendants  before  the  courts  of 
the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  serves  as  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Suffolk  County;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  desirous  of  deter- 
mining whether  the  need  exists  for  Boston  tax- 
payers to  pay  for  legal  representation  of  indigents 
or  whether  the  services  of  the  Massachusetts 
Defenders  Committee  eliminates  the  need  for 
supplementary  funds;  and 


Whereas,  The  City  Council  must  act  on  the 
annual  budget  by  April  7  according  to  statutory 
provisions,  and  will  not  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  consider  the  need  for  municipally  financed  legal 
representation  as  compared  with  the  legal  repre- 
sentation provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Defenders 
Committee  without  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that; 

1.  The  justices  of  the  Municipal  Courts  of 
Suffolk  County  be  requested  to  make  minimal  use 
of  the  funds  provided  by  this  budget  for  hiring 
private  counsel  to  represent  the  indigent  defend- 
ants who  appear  before  their  courts  until  after  the 
City  Council  has  held  a  public  hearing  to  which 
they  and  the  Massachusetts  Defenders  Committee 
will  be  invided. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance be  urged  to  convene  a  hearing  on  this  matter 
within  three  weeks.

VISIT  TO  COUNCIL  OF  STUDENTS

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  PORTION  OF  NEPTUNE  ROAD 

The  foUowing  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  14,  1969. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  Home  Rule 
Petition  for  legislation  which  would  authorize  the 
City  of  Boston  to  take  from  the  Port  Authority  the 
disputed  portion  of  Neptune  road. 

I  beUeve  this  is  a  desirable  safeguard  for  the 
city's  position.  As  you  know,  the  city  is  chal- 
lenging in  the  Superior  Court  the  validity  of  the 
Port  Authority's  taking  of  this  portion  of  Neptune 
road  in  February.  The  Port  Authority  has  refused 
to  assure  us  that  it  will  await  the  outcome  of  the 
court  case  before  proceeding  onto  the  land  to  cut 
down  the  trees  which  provide  so  important  a 
buffer  to  airport  noise  and  activity  for  the  im- 
mediate neighborhood.  Nor  has  the  city  been 
successful  in  obtaining  an  injunction  against  the 
Port  Authority's  proposed  action. 

Therefore,  in  my  view,  it  is  necessary  at  this 
time  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  authorize  us  to  take 
back  the  land  from  the  Port  Authority  so  that  no 
irreparable  damage  will  be  done  to  it. 

I  appreciate  that  it  may  be  argued  that  this 
action  appears  to  contradict  the  city's  position  that 
the  Port  Authority's  taking  is  invalid.  I  do  not 
believe,  however,  that  the  city's  position  will  be 
weakened  by  obtaining  this  additional  power  from 
the  General  Court,  regardless  of  what  the  outcome 
of  the  court  case  may  be.

corded on  February  25,  1969,  with  Suffolk  Deeds, 
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Book  8266,  page  596,  and  now  or  formerly 
constituting  a  portion  of  Neptune  road  in  said  East 
Boston  district.

Snow  Removal  on  City  Hall  Square 

This  memo  serves  to  answer  various  questions 
and  allegations  raised  in  the  press  recently  and  also 
to  give  background  information  with  regard  to  the 
whole  question  of  snow  on  the  plaza. 
1.   Snowplowing.  The  plaza  has  been  structurally 
designed  to  support  the  weight  of  heavy  truck- 
ing, including  large  fire  engines,  on  the  surface. 
There  is,  thus,  no  truth  to  the  statement  that  it 
cannot  support  the  weight  of  a  snowplow.  The 
only  areas  not  designed  for  heavy  truck  loading 
are  those  parts  of  the  plaza  built  as  part  of  the 
City    Hall    proper    contract,    and    there   snow 
melting  coils  have  been  provided  at  the  major 
entrances  to  the  building. 

During  the  design  of  the  plaza,  and  in  fact  until 
a  year  after  construction  of  it  had  started,  we 
received  no  decision  as  to  what  city  agency  was 
going  to  maintain  and  operate  it.  The  most 
likely  departments  were  Pubhc  Works,  Parks, 
and  Real  Property,  and  we  consulted  with  all 
three  with  regard  to  the  question  of  snow 
removal.  In  particular  we  had  many  meetings 
and  discussions  with  members  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  as  they  had  had  the  most 
experience  with  snow  removal  and  seemed  at 
that  time  to  be  the  most  likely  agency  to  be  in 
charge.  It  was  finally  not  until  September, 
1968,  that  it  was  decided  that  the  plaza  would 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Real  Property 
Department. 

From  the  beginning  it  had  always  been  planned 
that  parts  of  the  plaza  would  be  plowed  when 
snow  comes,  but  never  that  the  entire  surface 
would  be  plowed  clear.  In  1965,  in  consultation 
with  the  Government  Center  Commission,  we 
worked  out  a  series  of  proposed  paths  corre- 
sponding to  maximum  circulation  through  the 
space  that  should  be  kept  plowed  during  winter 
months.  In  this  regard  the  plaza  has  been 
designed  so  that  there  are  ramps  connecting  all 
major  paved  areas  to  prevent  plows  from  having 
to  climb  the  stone  steps.  With  regard  to  the 
method  of  plowing,  many  discussions  were  held 
through  1965  and  1966  with  Commissioners 
Haley  and  Flaherty  and  Mr.  Garvin  of  the 
PubUc  Works  Department.  In  addition,  discus- 
sions were  held  with  persons  concerned  with 
other  large  paved  areas,  including  airports  and 
similar  brick  paved  areas  at  the  Christian 
Science  Church.  It  was  recognized  quite  early 


that  the  lowest  maintenance  of  a  brick-paved 
surface  would  be  with  brick  laid  in  mortar  with 
a  mortar  joint  on  top  of  a  concrete  slab  on 
grade,  and  this  was  the  method  that  was 
employed.  To  further  minimize  the  mainte- 
nance from  deterioration  of  the  mortar  joints  a 
latex  additive  (Dareweld  C)  was  employed,  as 
laboratory  tests  indicated  that  it  gave  far 
superior  resistance  to  frost  action.  No  problems 
were  foreseen  by  the  Public  Works  Department 
in  cleaning  snow  from  the  surface.  They  men- 
tioned the  possibility  of  using  small  sidewalk 
plows  with  wooden  edges  on  the  plow  blade  or 
the  possibihty  of  using  motorized  brushes  or 
snow  blowers.  For  existing  much  more  difficult 
installations  of  brick  laid  in  sand  on  an  earth 
bed,  the  city  presently  uses  four-wheel-drive 
Jeeps  with  rubber-edged  plows,  and  experiences 
no  serious  difficulties.  The  only  area  where 
hand  shoveling  or  brushing  would  be  required  is 
on  the  granite  steps  themselves.  We  agreed  that 
a  path  much  wider  than  four  feet  should  be 
maintained  and  could  see  no  reason  why  it 
cannot  be. 

2.  Salting.  From  the  recommendation  of  the 
testing  laboratory  employed  on  the  job  we 
recommended  to  both  BRA  and  the  Real 
Property  Department  that  no  salt  be  used  on 
the  brick-paved  surface  this  winter.  Previous 
experience  had  shown  that  while  there  is  still 
some  residual  curing  and  hydration  in  the 
mortar,  it  is  susceptible  to  severe  deterioration 
from  salt;  however,  after  the  first  year,  salt  can 
be  used,  and  mortar  will  not  be  injuriously 
attacked. 

3.  Snow  Melting.  There  was  considerable  investiga- 
tion about  the  possibihty  of  putting  snow- 
melting  coils  along  the  main  circulation  paths 
on  the  plaza.  In  a  meeting  of  August,  1966,  the 
PubUc  Works  Department  recommended  that 
no  snow-melting  piping  be  installed  due  to  their 
past  experience  with  difficult  maintenance  of 
such  a  system.  The  two  systems  most  fre- 
quently used  at  present  involve  either  rurming 
hot  water  through  pipes  or  embedding  electric 
heating  wires  in  the  concrete  slab  below  the 
brick  work.  Experience  with  past  instaOations 
has  shown  that  both  systems  are  plagued  by 
frequent  maintenance  problems  from  break- 
downs within  them.  This  would  particularly  be 
true  for  the  majority  of  the  installation,  which 
would  be  in  a  slab  on  grade.  Very  slight  changes 
in  settlement  or  expansion  or  contraction  can 
produce  leaks  in  the  piping  or  breaks  in  the  fine 
electrical  wiring.  In  addition,  the  installation 
costs  on  both  systems  are  very  high,  and  the 
electric  load  required  by  the  electric  system 
would  also  be  considerable.  It  would  have  been 
hardly  more  advisable  to  put  snow-melting 
equipment  in  the  approaches  to  City  Hall  than 
it  would  be  in  any  other  city  sidewalk. 
Snow-Melting  Pit.  In  1966  there  was  consid- 
erable discussion  about  the  possibility  of 
putting  a  snow-melting  pit  within  the  plaza  to 
take  care  of  not  only  the  snow  removed  from 
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the  plaza  but  also  from  the  adjacent  streets; 
however,  it  proved  that  the  most  suitable 
location  for  such  a  pit,  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  site  with  access  from  New  Congress 
street,  was  directly  over  the  subway,  and  a 
depressed  pit  could  not  be  built.  In  addition,  it 
was  felt  that  with  the  rather  small  percentage  of 
the  total  plaza  area  that  would  in  all  probability 
be  plowed  there  was  no  necessity  for  removing 
the  snow  that  would  be  piled  at  the  side  of  each 
of  the  paths.  Thus  the  idea  for  the  snow- 
melting  pit  was  dropped.

1.  To  assure  that  all  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  adequately  represented  by  their 
respective  recognized  or  designated  exclusive  bar- 
gaining agents  in  bargaining  collectively  on  ques- 
tions of  wages,  hours,  and  other  conditions  of 
employment,  the  collector-treasurer  of  said  city 
shall  deduct  from  each  payment  of  salary  made  to 
each  such  employee  during  the  life  of  a  collective 
bargaining  agreement  so  providing,  and  pay  over  to 
the  exclusive  bargaining  agent  of  such  employee  as 
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an  agency  service  fee,  such  sum,  proportionately 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  collective  bargain- 
ing and  contract  administration,  as  the  collective 
bargaining  agreement  shall  state;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  sum  shall  not  be  deducted  from  any 
payment  of  salary  made  before  the  collective 
bargaining  agreement  has  been  formally  executed 
pursuant  to  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  employees  in 
the  bargaining  unit. 

2.  To  assure  that  all  employees  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk  shaU  be  adequately  represented  by  their 
respective  recognized  or  designated  exclusive  bar- 
gaining agents  in  bargaining  collectively  on  ques- 
tions of  wages,  hours,  and  other  conditions  of 
employment,  the  county  treasurer  shall  deduct 
from  each  payment  of  salary  made  to  each  such 
employee  during  the  life  of  a  collective  bargaining 
agreement  so  providing,  and  pay  over  to  the 
exclusive  bargaining  agent  of  such  employee  as  an 
agency  service  fee.  such  sum,  proportionately  com- 
mensurate with  the  cost  of  collective  bargaining 
and  contract  administration,  as  the  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  shall  state;  provided,  however, 
that  such  sum  shall  not  be  deducted  from  any 
payment  of  salary  made  before  the  collective 
bargaining  agreement  has  been  formally  executed 
pursuant  to  a  vote  of  a  npjority  of  all  employees  in 
the  bargaining  unit. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing 
order  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following 
paragraph: 

All  employees  in  the  collective  bargaining  unit 
shall  be  entitled  to  serve  as  one  of,  and  vote  for, 
the  persons  whose  responsibility  it  will  be  to 
represent  the  bargaining  unit  in  collective  bargain- 
ing.

CABLE  TELEVISION  ORDINANCE

General  Provisions. 

1.  This  ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be 
cited  as  the  "Boston  Cable  Television  Ordi- 
nance." 

2.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  word 
"shaU"  is  always  mandatory  and  not  merely 
directory;  the  term  "City"  means  the  City  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts;  the  term  "Company" 
means  any  entity  eligible  to  become  a  grantee 
of  rights  under  this  ordinance;  the  term  "Coun- 
cU"  means  the  City  CouncU  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

3.  The  Company  shaU  fUe  a  written  notice  with 
the  City  Clerk  giving  the  names  and  addresses 
of  its  officers,  owners,  and  agent. 

4.  The  Company  shaU  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a 
written  statement  signed  in  its  name  and  behalf 
and  acknowledged  before  a  notary  pubUc  in  the 
foUowing  form:

(5)  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause, 
phrase,  or  portion  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any 
reason  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  portion 
shaU  be  deemed  a  separate,  distinct,  and  inde- 
pendent provision,  and  such  holding  shaU  not 
effect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions 
hereof. 

Section  II 
Grant  of  Authority 

(1)  City  hereby  grants  to  Company  permission  and 
authority  to  construct,  erect,  operate,  and 
maintain  in,  upon,  along,  across,  above,  over, 
and  under  its  streets,  aUeys,  easements,  and 
public    places    the    Company's    poles,    wires. 
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cables,  underground  conduits,  manholes,  and 
other  television  conductors  and  fixtures  neces- 
sary for  the  maintenance  and  operation  in  that 
portion  of  the  City  on  the  map  attached  hereto 
and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "CATV  Area")  of  a  cable 
television  system  for  the  interception,  trans- 
mission, and  distribution  of  audio  and  video 
signals,  including  television,  to  the  extent  that 
such  use  will  not  interfere  with  the  pubUc's  use 
or  City's  use,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  City 
may  lawfully  permit  the  use  of  the  above- 
described  properties  for  the  purposes  set  forth. 

(2)  City  hereby  grants  Company  permission  and 
authority  to  obtain  the  use  of  faciUties  of  any 
public  utility  operating  in  the  City  subject  to 
the  regulations  imposed  upon  said  utility  by 
City.  Any  permission  to  Company  herein 
granted  to  use  the  facilities  of  any  public  utility 
is  subordinate  to  the  rights  of  City  to  use  such 
utility  faciUties. 

(3)  Company  shall  have  the  authority  to  promul-

customers;  provided  that  such  rules,  regula- 
tions, terms,  and  conditions  shall  not  be  in 
confUct  with  the  provisions  hereof,  the  ordi- 
nances of  City,  or  the  law  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 


Section  III 
Duration,  Cancellation,  and  Option 

(l)The  authority  and  rights  herein  granted  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  and  shall  continue  in  force  and  effect 
for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years  commencing  on 
said  date,  unless  sooner  terminated  as  provided 
herein;  provided,  however,  that  if  within  thirty 
(30)  days  from  the  date  of  final  designation  by 
the  City,  Company  has  not  accepted  these 
terms  as  herein  provided  in  subsection  (4)  of 
Section  1  hereof,  and  fully  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  Section 
V  hereof,  and  subsection  (4)  of  Section  Vlll 
hereof,  it  shall  be  void  and  of  no  further  force 
and  effect. 

(2)  If  Company  should  fail  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  default  in 
any  of  its  obligations  and  shall  fail  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  written  notice  from  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  to  correct  such  default,  non- 
compliance, or  breach,  or  if  Company  be- 
comes insolvent  or  is  adjudged  a  bankrupt.  City 
may,  at  its  option,  forthwith  revoke  the  permis- 
sion granted  hereunder  in  whole  or  in  part. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  that  delay  is  due  to  the  action 
of  any  governmental  agency,  legislative  body, 
or  court,  and  notwithstanding  that  delay  is  due 
to  strike  or  act  of  God,  if  Company  has  not 


commenced  construction  of  the  system  per- 
mitted by  this  ordinance  within  twelve  (12) 
months  from  the  effective  date  of  its  final 
designation  by  the  City,  the  City  may,  at  its 
option, forthwith  revoke  the  permission  granted 
hereunder  in  whole  or  in  part.  A  "home,"  for 
purposes  of  this  ordinance,  means  a  single- 
family  dwelling  or  a  unit  of  a  multiple  dwelling 
but  not  a  unit  of  a  hotel  or  motel.  "Service 
Available,"  for  purposes  of  this  subsection, 
means  Company  has  a  wire  or  cable  within  100 
feet  of  ground  level  of  the  home  from  which 
said  home  can  be  served  upon  request. 

(4)  In  the  event  that  the  permission  granted  here- 
under is  terminated,  either  by  expiration  of 
time  or  as  above  set  forth,  and  City  does  not 
exercise  its  option  to  purchase  Company's 
properties  as  set  forth  in  subsection  (6)  of  this 
Section  III,  then,  upon  ninety  (90)  days  written 
notice  from  the  Mayor,  Company  shall  remove 
all  of  its  equipment  installed  on  all  streets, 
alleys,  easements,  and  public  places.  If  Com- 
pany should  fail  to  remove  any  of  said  equip- 
ment upon  said  termination  and  notice,  then 
City  shall  have  the  right  to  remove  it  at  the  cost 
and  expense  of  Company,  and  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  and  may  recover  from  Company 
and/or  the  surety  on  Company's  performance 
bond  any  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  City  in 
so  removing  said  equipment. 

(5)  No  use  of  any  property  by  Company  nor  any 
payment  made  by  it  in  connection  with  such 
use  shall  create  or  vest  in  Company  any 
ownership  of  or  interest  in  any  of  the  prop- 
erties occupied  or  used  or  in  connection  with 
which  any  expense  has  been  undertaken  by 
Company  as  a  result  of  the  exercise  by  Com- 
pany of  the  rights  and  privileges  enumerated  in 
this  ordinance. 

(6)  The  City  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  it 
revokes  the  permission  granted  hereunder  as  set 
forth  in  subparagraph  (2)  or  subparagraph  (3) 
of  this  Section  III  or  at  any  time  within  five  (5) 
years  of  the  expiration  of  the  permission 
granted  hereunder  but  prior  to  the  last  twelve 
(12)  months  of  said  term,  with  same  to  be 
effective  upon  the  expiration  of  the  permission 
granted  hereunder,  to  purchase  or  cause  to  be 
purchased  the  property  of  Company  devoted  to 
public  service  hereunder.  If  City  elects  to 
exercise  such  purchase  right,  the  values  of  such 
property,  if  not  agreed  between  the  parties, 
shall  be  determined  in  an  appropriate  proceed- 
ing filed  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction.  The 
City  shall  not  purchase  such  property  of  Com- 
pany unless  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters  residing  in  the  CATV  Area  voting 
thereon  in  a  municipal  election. 

Section  IV 
Use  of  Public  Property 

(l)All  transmission  and  distribution  structures, 
lines,  and  equipment  erected  by  Company 
within  the  City  shall  be  so  located  as  to  cause 
minimum  interference  with  the  proper  use  of 
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streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways  and 
places,  and  to  cause  minimum  interference  with 
the  rights  or  reasonable  convenience  of  prop- 
erty owners  who  adjoin  any  of  the  said  streets, 
alleys,  or  other  public  ways  and  places. 

(2)  Company  is  hereby  prohibited  from  erecting 
poles  or  other  aboveground  wire-holding  or 
cable-holding  structures  in  any  location  where 
its  subscribers  can  be  reached  from  poles  or 
other  wire-holding  or  cable-holding  structures 
already  existing  and  belonging  to  a  public 
utility  operating  in  the  City.  In  specific  loca- 
tions which  cannot  be  reached  by  the  use  of 
poles  and  structures  of  such  a  public  utility 
Company  may  construct  its  own  poles.  This 
subsection  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
Company  from  instaUing  any  portion  or  all  of 
its  system  underground. 

(3)  Company  is  hereby  prohibited  from  erecting 
poles  or  installing  cables,  wires,  or  other  facili- 
ties aboveground  in  any  area,  subdivision,  or 
city  block  in  which  all  other  public  utility 
systems  utUize  completely  underground  trans- 
mission systems.  In  any  area,  subdivision,  or 
city  block  of  City  where  public  utility  lines  are 
hereafter  placed  underground  Company  shall 
forthwith  remove,  install,  and  operate  all  of  its 
cables,  Unes,  and  other  facilities  underground. 

(4)  In  case  of  any  disturbance  by  Company  of 
pavement,  sidewalk,  driveway,  or  other  sur- 
facing. Company  shall,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense  and  in  the  manner  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  City,  replace 
and  restore  all  paving,  sidewalk,  driveway,  or 
surface  disturbed  in  as  good  condition  as  before 
said  work  was  commenced,  and  shall  maintain 
the  restoration  in  an  approved  condition  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

(5)  In  the  event  that  at  any  time  during  the 
permission  granted  hereunder  the  City  shall 
elect  to  narrow,  widen,  relocate,  alter,  or 
change  the  grade  of  any  street,  alley,  or  other 
public  way,  or  to  vacate  or  abandon  same, 
Company,  upon  reasonable  notice  by  City,  shall 
remove,  relay,  and  relocate  its  poles,  wires, 
cables,  underground  conduits,  manholes,  and 
other  appurtenant  fixtures  at  its  own  expense 
and  without  claim  for  reimbursement  from  City. 
Whenever,  by  reason  of  the  construction,  recon- 
struction, or  maintenance  of  any  public  struc- 
ture or  facility,  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  City  for 
Company  to  remove,  relocate,  change,  alter,  or 
modify  any  of  its  facilities.  Company  shall 
promptly  do  so  upon  reasonable  notice  by  City, 
at  Company's  own  expense  and  without  claim 
for  reimbursement  from  City. 

(6)  Company  shall  not  place  poles  or  other  fixtures 
where  the  same  will  interfere  with  any  gas, 
electric,  or  telephone  fixtures,  water  hydrant  or 
main,  sewer  line,  or  drainage  facility,  and  all 
such  poles  or  other  fixtures  shall  be  placed  as 
directed  by  the  Public  Works  Department  or 
City  and  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  usual  travel  or  use  of  streets,  alleys,  or 


pubhc  ways.  Company  shall  make  no  excava- 
tion in  the  streets,  alleys,  and  public  places 
without  first  procuring  a  written  permit  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  City,  and 
all  work  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  City. 

(7)  Where  a  property  owner  requests  in  writing  that 
Company  relocate  its  poles  and  fixtures  located 
on  the  street  or  easement  adjacent  to  the 
property  of  such  property  owner,  Company 
shall  relocate  such  poles  or  fixtures,  where 
possible,  within  a  reasonable  time  and  at  the 
expense  of  such  requesting  property  owner. 

(8)  Company  shall,  on  the  request  of  any  person 
holding  a  building  moving  permit  issued  by 
City,  temporarily  raise  or  lower  its  wires  and 
cables  to  permit  the  moving  of  buildings.  The 
reasonable  expense  of  such  temporary  removal, 
raising,  or  lowering  of  wires  and  cables  shall  be 
paid  by  the  person  requesting  the  same,  and 
Company  shall  have  the  authority  to  require 
such  payment  in  advance.  Company  shall  be 
given  not  less  than  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
advance  notice  to  arrange  for  such  temporary 
changes. 

(9)  Company  shall  have  the  authority,  to  the 
extent  that  City  may  lawfully  grant  same,  to 
trim  trees  upon  and  overhanging  streets,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  and  public  places  of  City  so  as  to 
prevent  the  branches  of  such  trees  from  coming 
in  contact  with  the  wire  and  cables  of  Com- 
pany, provided  that  City  shall  have  the  option 
to  do  such  trimming  at  the  expense  of  Com- 
pany. 

Section  V 
Indemnity,  Insurance,  and  Security 

(1)  Company  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
City,  its  officers  and  employees,  from  any  and 
all  claims,  damages,  lawsuits,  judgments,  and 
UabUity  arising  out  of  or  resulting  from  the 
construction,  operation,  or  maintenance  of  its 
system,  or  the  granting  of  the  permission 
granted  hereunder,  or  Company's  operations 
hereunder.  These  damages  shall  include,  but 
shall  not  be  Umited  to,  infringement  of  any 
copyright,  trademark,  or  franchise.  Company 
shall  pay  to  City  any  expenses  incurred  by  City 
in  defending  itself  with  regard  to  damages 
above  set  forth,  including  reasonable  value  of 
services  rendered  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 

(2)  Within  30  days  after  its  final  designation  by  the 
City,  Company  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk, 
and  shall  maintain  throughout  the  term  of  the 
permission  granted  hereunder,  a  performance 
bond  running  to  City,  with  a  corporate  surety 
licensed  to  do  business  in  Massachusetts,  in  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000),  approved  by  said  Clerk,  condi- 
tioned that  Company  shall  well  and  truly 
observe,  fulfill,  and  perform  each  term  and 
condition  of  this  ordinance  including  the  in- 
demnity provision  above  set  forth,  and  that  in 
case  of  any  breach  of  condition  of  the  bond. 
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the  amount  thereof  shall  be  recoverable  from 
the  principal  and  surety  thereof  by  the  City  for 
all  damages  resulting  from  the  failure  of  Com- 
pany to  well  and  faithfully  observe  and  perform 
any  provision  of  this  ordinance. 
(3)  Company  shall  procure,  file  with  the  City  Clerk 
simultaneously  with  the  acceptance  of  this 
ordinance,  and  keep  in  force  throughout  the 
term  of  the  permission  granted  hereunder,  at  its 
own  cost  and  expense,  a  general  comprehensive 
liabiUty  insurance  poUcy,  insuring  liability  on 
the  part  of  the  named  insured  occasioned  by 
the  operation  of  Company  under  this  ordinance 
with  minimum  liabihty  limits  as  follows:  two 
hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  for 
personal  injury  or  death  of  one  person;  five 
hundred  thousand  doUars  ($500,000)  for  per- 
sonal injury  or  death  in  one  single  accident;  and 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  for 
property  damage  in  one  single  accident.  Such 
policy  shall  be  written  by  an  insurance  com- 
pany authorized  to  do  business  in  Massachu- 
setts and  having  an  agent  on  whom  process  can 
be  served  in  Suffolk  County.  The  policy  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  City  and  shall 
name  Company,  City,  and  the  officers  and 
employees  of  City  as  named  insureds.  If  the 
original  poUcy  is  not  filed  and  kept  on  file  with 
the  City  Clerk,  then  a  certificate  and  certified 
copy  thereof  shall  be  so  kept  on  file,  and  such 
poUcy  shall  provide  that  it  cannot  be  cancelled 
nor  the  coverage  reduced  without  ten  (10)  days 
notice  to  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  VI 
Operation  of  System 

(1)  Company  shall  install  and  maintain  its  wires, 
cables,  fixtures,  and  other  equipment  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  National 
Electrical  Code  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Undervwiters  and  in  accordance  with  sound 
engineering  practice,  and  same  shall  at  all  times 
be  kept  and  maintained  in  a  safe,  suitable, 
substantial  condition,  and  in  good  order  and 
repair.  All  aboveground  wires  and  cables 
crossing  a  highway,  road,  or  street  shall  be  at 
least  twenty-two  (22)  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  traffic  lane; 

(2)  The  Company  shall: 

(a)  Use  facilities  capable  of  distributing  color 
TV  signals  and  when  the  signals  Company 
distributes  are  received  in  color  they  shall  be 
distributed  in  color  where  technically  feasi- 
ble. 

(b)  Receive  and  distribute  and  furnish  to  its 
subscribers  the  television  signals  of  at  least 
seven  (7)  television  broadcasting  stations 
licensed  by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission;  and  Company  shall  produce  a 
picture,  whether  in  black  and  white  or  in 
color,  that  is  undistorted,  free  from  ghost 
images,  and  accompanied  with  proper  sound 
on  typical  standard  production  TV  sets  in 
good  repair,   insofar   as   permitted   by  the 


signals  received  by  Company  and  the  state 
of  the  art. 

(c)  Carry  in  their  entirety  as  received  all  pro- 
grams of  broadcasting  stations  distributed 
by  Company,  with  armouncements  and  ad- 
vertisements and  without  addition  or  dele- 
tion, unless  prevented  from  so  doing  by  the 
non-duplication  provisions  of  subsection  (5) 
of  this  Section  VI  or  other  restrictions 
that  may  be  imposed  by  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission. 

(d)  Transmit  signals  of  adequate  strength  to 
produce  good  pictures  with  good  sound  at 
all  outlets  without  causing  crossmodulation 
in  the  cables  or  interfering  with  other 
electrical  or  electronic  systems. 

(e)  Demonstrate  by  instruments  and  otherwise 
to  subscribers  that  a  signal  of  adequate 
strength  and  quality  is  being  delivered. 

(f)  Render  efficient  service,  make  repairs 
promptly,  and  interrupt  service  only  for 
good  cause  and  for  the  shortest  time  possi- 
ble. Such  interruptions,  insofar  as  possible, 
shall  be  preceded  by  notice  and  shall  occur 
during  periods  of  minimum  use  of  the 
system. 

(g)  Shall  maintain  an  office  in  the  City  which 
shall  be  open  during  allusual  business  hours, 
have  a  listed  telephone,  and  be  so  operated 
that  complaints  and  requests  for  repairs  or 
adjustments  may  be  received  during  all  usual 
business  hours  and  during  all  hours  of  tele- 
cast distribution. 

(h)  Maintain  a  sufficient  staff  to  service  ade- 
quately all  of  the  equipment  which  it 
furnishes,  during  all  hours  of  telecast  distri- 
bution. 

(i)  Distribute  television  signals  in  accordance 
with  emergency  procedures  of  Civil  Defense 
and  other  disaster  authorities. 

(j)  Make  three  channels  available,  provide 
studio  facilities  within  the  city  Umits  of 
City,  and  provide  the  necessary  telecasting 
equipment,  all  without  charge,  for  proper 
use  for  programs  to  be  originated  by  the 
City.  Such  te'ecasting  equipment  shall  be 
broadcast-quality  equipment  meeting  Fed- 
eral Communications  Commission  standards 
and  shall  produce  a  picture  and  sound  which 
meets  Federal  Communications  Commission 
good  engineering  standards. 

(k)  Install  a  system  with  the  capability,  equip- 
ment, faculties,  and  personnel  necessary  to 
immediately  interrupt  signals  being  dis- 
tributed on  any  one  channel  or  on  all 
channels  at  once  (and  as  soon  as  technically 
feasible  to  transmit  another  program  or 
signal  in  the  place  of  the  signal  or  program 
interrupted)  in  order  to  provide  adequate 
civil  defense  and  disaster  service  infor- 
mation and  to  prevent  the  distribution  of 
defamatory  and  other  programs  which  for 
any  reason  may  be  actionable. 

(1)  Make  at  least  one  (1)  channel  available  for 
broadcast   originations  on  common  carrier 
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basis,  and  provide  necessary  studios  and 
equipment  therefor  meeting  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  standards. 

(3)  The  permission  herein  granted  is  not  and  shall 
not  be  in  derogation  of  any  copyright  or  other 
private  proprietary  interests  and  is  granted 
without  prejudice  to  any  right  of  the  owner  of 
any  such  copyright  or  other  private  proprietary 
interest  to  forbid  any  use  thereof  without  the 
license  or  other  permit  of  such  owner. 

(4)  Company  is  specifically  prohibited  from  engag- 
ing in  the  business  of  selling,  repairing,  or 
installing  television  receivers,  radio  receivers,  or 
accessories  for  such  receivers  within  the  City 
during  the  term  of  the  permission  granted 
hereunder. 

(5)  Company  shall  not  simultaneously  distribute  to 
its  subscribers  any  program  of  any  kind  being 
broadcast  by  any  local  television  station  located 
in  Suffolk  County,  nor  distribute  any  program 
which  is  to  be  broadcast  by  any  such  local 
station  48  hours  before  such  program  is  broad- 
cast by  the  local  station  and  for  a  period  of  48 
hours  after  such  broadcast,  except  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  said  local  stations,  provided 
Company  has  received  notice  in  writing  from 
such  local  station  72  hours  in  advance  of  the 
program's  scheduled  presentation  over  such 
local  station.  Company  guarantees  to  operate 
its  cable  system  in  such  a  manner  as  to  produce 
no  degradation  of  reception  by  persons  within 
the  City  of  the  signals  of  such  local  television 
stations. 


Section  Vll 
Rates  and  Charges 

(1)  Company  shall  not,  as  to  rates,  charges,  service 
facilities,  rules,  regulations^  or  in  any  other 
respect,  make  or  grant  any  preference  or 
advantage  to  any  person,  nor  subject  any 
person  to  any  prejudice  or  disadvantage,  pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  to  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a 
graduated  scale  of  charges  and  classified  rate 
schedules  to  which  any  customer  coming  within 
such  classification  would  be  entitled,  provided 
that  such  rates  have  been  approved  by  the  Qty 
Council  and  Mayor. 

(2)  The  following  rates  and  charges  are  hereby 
authorized  for  service  performed  by  Company 
under  this  ordinance,  and  the  rates  and  charges 
of  Company  shall  not  exceed  the  following: 

(a)  The  residential  rate  shall  not  exceed  $5.50 
per  month  per  connection  to  any  individual 
dwelling  unit  or  to  any  unit  of  a  multiple 
unit  dwelling. 

(b)  Extensions  to  more  than  one  television  set 
in  the  same  individual  dwelling  unit  or  the 
same  unit  of  a  multiple  unit  dwelling  shall 
not  exceed  $1.00  per  set  per  month. 

(c)  Commercial  rates  shall  not  exceed  $5.50 
per  month  per  connection  to  a  commercial 
establishment,  and  the  commercial  monthly 


charge  for  additional  outlets  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $3.00  per  set. 

(d)  The  charge  for  installation  of  a  connection 
to  any  exterior  wall  shall  not  exceed 
$18.00,  provided  that  Company  is  author- 
ized to  make  free  installations  during  cer- 
tain periods  of  time  after  notice  to  the 
public.  Interior  wiring  will  be  done  on 
request  at  the  customer's  expense. 

(e)  The  charge  for  reconnecting  after  discon- 
connection  by  Company  shall  not  exceed 
$5.00. 

(3)  Company  shall  furnish  one  drop  and  monthly 
service  without  charge  to  all  offices  of  munici- 
pal departments  and  agencies  in  the  CATV  Area 
and  to  all  schools  and  other  facilities  operated 
by  the  City  in  the  CATV  Area,  upon  request. 

(4)  Company  shall  make  no  charge  for  programs 
except  those  charges  expressly  authorized 
herein.  Company  shall  receive  no  consideration 
whatsoever  for  or  in  connection  with  its  service 
to  its  subscribers  other  than  in  accordance  with 
this  section. 

(5)  Company  shall  receive  no  deposit,  advance 
payment,  or  no  connection  charge  shall  be 
received  from  any  subscriber  or  potential  sub- 
scriber more  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to 
connection.  No  subscriber  shall  be  required  to 
contract  for  service  for  a  period  in  excess  of 
one  (1)  month.  This  subsection  (5)  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prohibit  monthly  billing  in  ad- 
vance. 

(6)  After  seventy-five  percent  (75  percent)  of  the 
homes  in  the  CATV  Area  have  service  available. 
Company  shall  provide  service  to  any  home  in 
said  area  within  two  (2)  months  after  written 
demand  by  the  occupant  accompanied  by 
payment  of  one  (1)  month  advance  service 
charge. 

(7)  A  fuU  schedule  of  rates  shall  be  filed  with  City 
Clerk. 

Section  VIII 
Reports  and  Prohibition  of  Transfer 

(l)On  each  February  1  during  the  term  of  the 
permission  granted  hereunder  Company  shall 
file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  sworn  report,  verified 
by  audit,  showing: 

(a)  The  gross  receipts  of  Company  from  the 
operation  of  its  business  withing  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  City  under  this  ordinance 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year  ending 
December  31. 

(b)  How  said  receipts  were  expended,  showing 
specifically  the  expense  of  labor,  materials, 
supplies,  services,  and  salaries  of  officers, 
directors,  or  any  stockholders. 

(c)  The  amount  of  said  receipts  spent  for 
betterment  or  improvements. 

(d)  The  rates  for  service  rendered  to  the  public. 

(e)  A  list  of  all  shareholders  and  number  of 
shares  held  by  each,  and  if  held  in  trust  then 
the  names  of  the  beneficiaries  thereof,  and 
if  any  shareholder  is  a  corporation  then  a

list  of  its  shareholders  and  the  number  of 
shares  held  by  each,  and  if  any  are  held  in 
trust  then  the  beneficiaries  thereof. 

(2)  Company,  upon  reasonable  notice,  shall  pro- 
duce for  City  to  copy  or  inspect  all  of 
Company's  contracts,  and  engineering,  account- 
ing, financial,  and  statistical  reports,  and  cus- 
tomer service  records  relating  to  its  property 
and  operation  under  this  ordinance  as  well  as  its 
stockholder  records. 

(3)  The  permission  granted  hereunder  is  not  trans- 
ferable, and  Company  shall  not  sell  or  transfer 
its  system  to  another,  nor  transfer  any  rights 
under  this  ordinance  to  another,  nor  lease  nor 
rent  the  use  of  any  channel  of  its  system, 
except  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council 
and  Mayor  expressed  by  ordinance . 

(4)  Simultaneously  with  the  acceptance  of  this 
ordinance  Company  shall  file  a  sworn  Ust  of 
shareholders  showing  the  number  of  shares  held 
by  each  and  if  held  in  trust  then  the  names  of 
the  beneficiaries  thereof,  and  if  any  shareholder 
is  a  corporation  then  a  list  of  its  shareholders 
and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  and  if 
any  are  held  in  trust  then  the  beneficiaries 
thereof. 

(5)  Company  shall  not  issue  additional  shares  of 
stock,  nor  shall  any  of  the  shares  of  stock  nor 
the  beneficial  interest  therein  nor  the  shares  of 
a  corporate  shareholder  nor  the  beneficial 
interest  therein  be  sold,  transferred,  assigned,  or 
pledged  without  the  consent  of  Council  ex- 
pressed by  ordinance  if  such  issue,  sale,  trans- 
fer, assignment,  or  pledge  results  in  a  change  of 
the  right  of  control  of  Company  from  the 
persons  having  the  right  of  control  of  Company 
on  the  day  this  ordinance  is  accepted. 

(6)  No  "municipal  employee,"  as  said  term  is 
defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  26  8 A  of  the 
General  Laws,  of  the  City  shaU  be  a  stock- 
holder, director,  officer,  or  employee  of  Com- 
pany or  of  a  corporate  stockholder  holding 
more  than  10  percent  interest  in  Company 
during  the  term  of  the  permission  granted 
hereunder. 

Section  IX 
Compensation  to  City 

The  Company  shall  be  charged,  for  the  use  of 
the  City's  public  ways,  an  amount  equal  to 
five  percent  (5  percent)  of  Company's  gross 
receipts. 

Section  X 
Ownership  and  Control 

(1)  A  majority  of  the  operating  control  and  no  less 
than  40  percent  of  the  financial  ownership  of 
every  Company  shall,  at  all  times,  be  vested  in 
residents  of  the  area  to  be  served. 

(2)  No  Company  shall  own  more  than  one  CATV 
system  within  the  City,  nor  shall  any  person 
hold  financial  interest  in  more  than  one. 

(3)  No  Company  which  already  owned  a  daily 
newspaper,  or  a  radio  station  of  more  than 
10,000  watts,  or  a  television  station  whose 
Grade  B  Contour  includes  the  City  of  Boston 


shall  also  be  eligible  to  own  a  CATV  system  in 
Boston. 

Section  XI 
Designation  and  Acceptance 

(l)No  Company  shall  be  licensed  to  operate  a 
CATV  system  except  after  specific  designation 
by  the  City  Council  and  Mayor. 

(2)  The  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  shall  not  grant 
a  license  to  any  Company  to  operate  a  CATV 
system  in  Boston  until  after  the  Company  has 
been  approved  by  a  majority  of  those  residents 
in  the  area  to  be  served  voting  on  the  question 
on  a  municipal  ballot.

Whereas,  It  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
administration  to  order  the  sewing  upon  the 
uniforms  of  Boston  police  officers  labels  upon 
wliicli  !vill  appear  the  name  of  the  officer  in  spite 
of  the  elimination  by  the  Council  of  a  sum  of 
money  in  the  annual  budget  earmarked  for  that 
purpose; 

\Vhereas,  It  appears  that  identification  of  the 
officer  by  badge  number  can  be  accomplished  by 
adding  to  the  equipment  issued  each  uniformed 
officer  a  helmet  with  his  badge  number  painted 
prominently  thereupon; 

Whereas,  Identification  by  number  rather  than 
by  name  has  the  further  advantage  of  making  it 
possible  for  the  Boston  Police  Department  to 
protect  police  personnel  from  harassment  while 
still  maintaining  control  of  poUce  officers; 

Whereas,  Purchase  and  permanent  attachment 
of  label  would  be  much  more  costly  than  the 
painting  of  large  numbers  upon  helmets;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  administration  is  urged  to 
substitute  a  policy  of  identification  of  officers  by 
the  attachment  or  painting  upon  helmets  of  a 
number  as  large  as  necessary  to  insure  positive 
identification  by  number  rather  than  by  attached 
name  label

The  power  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
use  and  government  of  the  parks  and  other 
public  places  under  its  control  has  recently  been 
confused  by  a  decision  of  a  justice  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court  sitting  in  the  Superior  Court 
and  holding  that  the  exercise  of  such  power 
must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961. 
Although  the  Corporation  Counsel  disagrees 
with  the  holding,  there  is  no  appeal  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  misdemeanor  cases.  Ilence, 
a  corrective  change  by  ordinance  is  essential. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  section  8  be 
rewritten  so  as  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  has  the  power 
vested  by  the  General  Laws  in  Boards  of  Park 
Commissioners  generally  and  by  special  act  in 
the  original  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  in 
Boston.

On  January  27,  1969,  the  City  Council  passed 
an  order  requesting  that  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  apply  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  establishment  of  a  school  zone 
under  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  to  be 
located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Beethoven  School 
on  Washington  street.  West  lloxbury. 

It  was  ordered  further  that  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Departnienl  be  re(iuested  to  conduct  a 
city-wide  survey  to  discover  other  areas  that 
might  also  qualify  for  similar  stale  funds.  The 
following  is  a  rejiort  on  the  matter. 

Investigation  of  the  area  revealed  that  there 
is  a  fire  station  control  signal  so  close  to  the 
proposed  sciiool  zone  location  that  the  installa- 
tion would  be  confusing  to  drivt^rs  and  |)e(l('slri- 
ans  and,  tlicrcfore,  impracticable!  to  inidcrluke. 
It  was  determined,  however,  that  an  additional 
traffic  control  signal,  providing  pedestrian 
crossing,  ctjuld  be  used  to  accomplish  essentially 
the  same  |)iir|)ose.  It  so  happens  that  this 
section  of  VVasliiiiglon  street  is  owiKid  and 
maintained  b>  iIk?  Stale  Dcparlnicnt  of  Public 
Works.  Accordingly,  we  prcscMited  the  problem 
to  them,  and  they  have  agreed  to  install  the 
additional  pedestrian  control  signal  with  their 
funds  prior  to  reopening  the  school  this  fall. 
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In  respect  to  the  city-wide  survey,  I  learned 
that  some  time  past  this  department  had  set  up 
a  study  procedure,  working  jointly  with  police 
and  school  officials,  in  respect  to  all  of  the  city's 
school  crossing  points.  Tliey  have  established 
criteria  as  to  whether  a  point  should  be  con- 
trolled by  crosswalks  or  crossing  guards,  school 
zone  controls  or  traffic  signals. 

Their  initial  conclusions  are  reviewed  an- 
nually. We  have  conducted  a  review  again  and 
do  not  find  any  at  which  it  would  be  appropriate 
to  install  a  school  zone  control  which  is  available 
under  chapter  616.  Accordingly,  we  have  no 
proposals  to  make  use  of  that  fund  at  this  time.

REPORT  OF  BOSTON  FINANCE  COM- 
MISSION RE  EXPO  BOSTON  76 
CORPORATION 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  April  28,  1969. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Because  of  the  current  interest,  public  dis- 
cussion, and  far-reaching  implications  of  the 
proposed  bicentennial  exposition  in  Boston  in 
1976,  this  commission  lias  reviewed  studies  of 
Expo  Boston  76  Corporation  plans  made  by 
various  consultants.  Among  the  areas  con- 
sidered were  the  following: 

(1)  The  merits  of  the  plan. 

(2)  The  economic  impact  and  stimulus  on 
employment  patterns  of  the  city  and  the 
state. 

(3)  The  benefits  to  the  city  and  the  stat«. 

(4)  The  permanent  facilities  to  the  inherited 
by  the  city  and  their  reuse. 

(5)  The  development  of  recreational  facili- 
ties. 

(6)  The  clfoct  on  the  t^ix  structure. 

(7)  The  proposed  method  of  funding. 


The  purpose  of  initialing  this  review  was  to 
determine  if  the  location  of  the  exposition  in 
Boston  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
and  the  state. 

Massive  expenditures  of  funds  are  necessary 
to  build  and  operate  any  international  exposition. 
In  order  to  justify  such  expenditures — especially 
when  a  good  portion  of  these  expenditures  must 
come  from  tlie  public  sector — the  end  result 
must  be  something  more  than  a  gigantic  parly. 
Expo  Boston's  plan  would  not  only  have  the 
exposition  serve  as  an  "urban  laboratory"  during 
the  exposition  period,  but,  of  greater  importance 
locally,  it  would  also  leave  behind  the  beginning 
of  a  permanent  new  harbor  community  for  the 
City  of  Boston. 

We  consider  both  these  ends  to  be  of  great 
merit  for  these  reasons: 

First,  solution  of  major  urban  problems  which 
are  crippling  our  cities  today  must  be  found  if 
the  city  is  to  survive;  and 

Second,  the  City  of  Boston  is  in  desperate  need 
of  new  land,  new  recreation  facilities,  new 
housing  facilities,  new  properties  to  broaden  its 
shrinking  tax  base,  and,  in  particular,  new 
housing  facilities  for  the  elderly  and  others  on 
fixed  incomes. 

Expo  Boston  76  has  laid  down  the  following 
conditions  under  which  they  are  proceeding: 

(1)  Total  taxpayer  investment  from  the  City 
of  Boston  will  not  be  more  than  15  per- 
cent of  total  development  costs,  or 
$75,000,000. 

(2)  The  state's  investment  will  not  exceed 
35  percent,  or  $175,000,000. 

(3)  The  federal  government's  share  of  the 
total  costs  must  be  50  percent,  or  $250,- 
000,000. 

Under  the  Expo  Boston  plan,  the  city  would 
borrow  the  $75,000,000  over  a  six-year  period 
for  development  of  the  site. 

If  the  proposed  land  and  buildings  erected 
for  the  exposition  are  li(iuidalo(l  properly  at.  the 
end  of  the  ExiJosiLlon,  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  that  the  $75,()()0,()()()  investment  by  the 
city  and  the  $175,000,000  investment  by  the 
state  will  be  completely  recovered. 

What  is  envisioned  in  the  exposition/new 
community  plan  proposetl  by  I'^xpo  Bost,on 
is  a  totally  integrated  new  community  which 
is  more  than  just  a  housing  dcvcloptuotil. 
'IMic  initial  housing  (to  accoriniKidalc  up  to 
30,000  exjiosition  visitors  duriiif;  l')7f))  will  be 
able  to  handle  at  loasl  1(1,(10(1  fitnilics  after 
llie  exposition.  Some  of  this  olnionsly  should 
be  subsidized  lK)Using  for  the  elderly  under 
tiie  control  of  the  city.  I?iit,  if  llu;  present 
planning  concept  is  followed,  there  will  also 
be  a  mix  of  nu'ddle-  and  nppcr-ini-ome  housing 
which  can  he  sold  or  leased  to  piivate  groups, 
thus  providing  ncnv  proju-rty  tax  revenues  for 
Boston,  currently  projected  at  $12  inillion 
annually. 

Taxable  projierty  will  also  be  crcaled  when 
structures  and  piivilions  nscd  l)y  ((iinnicrcial, 
instilulionid,  and  internal ional  (^xliihilions  dur- 
ing the  exposition  are  converl-ed  to  permanent 
commercial  or  light  industrial  use  by  private 
organizations. 

'F'hc  conmiission  has  been  pari  i(  nl.irly  im- 
pressed by  the  fact  that,  most  of  the  f>9()-acre 
bite  projjoscd  to  house  the  exposilion/uew  com- 
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munity  will  be  on  land  which  today  is  non- 
existent. Some  400  acres  will  be  created  by 
landfill  and  a  system  of  pier-platforms.  A 
third  system  of  land  creation  proposed  would 
consists  of  "floating"  or  "flexible"  platforms. 
Because  of  the  experimental  nature  of  this  latter 
concept  the  commission  is  unwilling  to  speculate 
on  its  value  as  real  property.  But  the  rest  of  the 
plan  is  entirely  feasible  and  can  add  needed  new 
space  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Of  particular  im- 
portance is  the  fact  that  the  construction  of  the 
grounds  will  not  entail  the  razing  of  existing 
neighborhoods,  with  resultant  displacement  of 
citizens  and  of  existing  taxable,  income-pro- 
ducing properties. 

In  addition,  the  proposal  put  forth  by  Expo 
Boston  will  create  new  resources  for  recreational 
purposes.  Boston  today  has  very  limited  recre- 
ation space.  Bridging  the  channel  from  Colum- 
bia Point  to  Thompson  Island  will  bring  the 
150-acre  island  within  reach  of  all  of  the  people 
of  the  city,  thereby  providing  more  green  space, 
more  beaches,  and  more  park  facilities  for 
Boston. 

The  plan  to  utilize  water  as  open  space  for 
the  exposition/new  community  will  create  more 
moorings  and  marina  facilities  for  Boston's 
growing  boating  population.  The  construction 
of  new  fishing  piers  on  the  site  will  add  even 
more  to  the  recreational  facilities. 

All  totaled,  the  new  open  space-recreation 
area  planned  for  the  site  will  amount  to  about 
351  acres.  This  in  and  of  itself  is  a  major  con- 
tribution to  a  city  which  today  has  too  little 
to  otter  in  this  area. 

The  in-depth  report  recently  completed  for 
Expo  Boston  by  Arthur  D.  Little  is  of  par- 
ticular importance  in  estimating  the  monetary 
impact  upon  Boston. 

Inherent  in  every  exposition  is  the  fact  that  it 
does  in  many  ways  stimulate  the  economy  of  the 
host  city  and  of  the  region.  (This  is  true  whether 
or  not  the  exposition  is  a  "success"  as  in  Seattle 
in  1962  and  Montreal  in  1967;  or  a  "failure"  as 
in  New  York  in  1964-65  and  San  Antonio  in 
1968.) 

First,  construction  and  operation  of  an  ex- 
position mean  the  creation  of  new  jobs.  Ac- 
cording to  the  ADL  report,  total  employment 
in  the  Greater  Boston  area  will  increase  by  ap- 
proximately 148,000,  generating  an  increase  of 
$657.7  million  in  new  personal  income  for 
Greater  Boston  residents. 

Breakdown  of  the  $2.2  billion  in  direct  visitor 
spending  which  ADL  projects  because  of  Expo 
Boston  is  as  follows:  $400  million  at  the  exposi- 
tion site;  $1.3  billion  additional  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area;  an  additional  $200  million  in  the 
rest  of  Massachusetts;  and  an  additional  $200 
million  in  the  rest  of  New  England. 

The  ADL  team  reports  that  the  exposition 
would  result  in  two  times  the  current  tourist 
spending  in  the  Commonwealth  and  seven  to 
eight  times  the  amount  currently  spent  in 
Boston. 

Major  categories  of  expenditures  in  Greater 
Boston  are  for:  (1)  meals  ($644  million);  over- 
night accommodations  ($467  million);  entertain- 
ment and  attractions  ($259  million);  transporta- 
tion ($118  million);  retail  purchases  ($128 
million);  parking,  admissions,  and  other  ($71 
million). 


Second,  new  employment  and  new  income 
mean  new  tax  revenue.  Massachusetts  will 
benefit  from  Expo  in  the  amount  of  approxi- 
mately $136  million  in  tax  receipts — primarily 
from  income,  sales,  meals,  room  occupancy, 
and  gasoHne  taxes.  Tax  receipts  resulting  from 
construction  of  the  exposition  site  will  be 
generated  during  the  entire  period  of  construc- 
tion, but  will  increase  rapidly  beginning  about 
1972-73,  and  reach  a  peak  in  1975.  According 
to  the  ADL  report  the  state  will  receive  an 
estimated  $25.3  million  in  additional  tax 
revenue  during  construction  of  Expo  76. 

Reuse  of  the  exposition  site  for  a  new  com- 
munity after  the  exposition  closes  will  generate 
additional  property  tax  revenue  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Boston  Expo  76  has  been  criticized  by  some  on 
the  basis  that  it  would  result  in  a  significant 
increase  in  the  Boston  tax  rate.  Justification 
for  this  is  based  upon  a  recent  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  for  the  City  of  Montreal.  The  com- 
mission is  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  pro- 
ponents or  opponents  of  Expo  can  at  this  time 
properly  make  such  a  prognosis.  The  Montreal 
tax  rate  rose  because  of  a  number  of  factors, 
almost  all  of  which  had  no  relation  to  the 
Montreal  Fair.  Included  in  these  factors  were 
increased  costs  for  municipal  employees  and 
equipment,  increased  number  of  city  employees, 
and  an  expenditure  of  $3  million  over  the  normal 
expenditure  for  snow  removal,  and  increased 
costs  related  to  the  operation  of  the  Metro 
system. 

The  Finance  Commission,  while  obviously 
interested  in  the  broad  questions  of  pollution 
abatement  and  protection  of  the  marine  ecology 
of  the  proposed  exposition  site,  is  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  any  firm  judgments  in  these  fields. 
However,  during  the  course  of  this  investigation 
the  commission  found  ample  evidence  that  the 
Expo  Boston  76  Corporation  has  been  devoting 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  these 
critical  matters.  It  is  apparent  that  their  ap- 
proach has  been  careful  and  that — given  the 
guidance  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  other  consultants — Expo  Bos- 
ton will,  in  fact,  prove  to  be  a  major  factor  in 
accelerating  abatement  of  existing  harbor 
pollution. 

Under  the  plan  as  presently  proposed  Expo 
Boston  76  can  be  one  of  the  biggest  factors  in  the 
continued  healthy  growth  of  the  economies  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  city.  It  will  have  a 
major  positive  impact  on  every  sector  of  the 
economy  and  will  leave  a  rich  legacy  in  the  form 
of  the  proposed  new  community.

The  Committee  on  Ordmances  and  Resolu- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  December  16,  1968, 
an  ordinance  providing  for  registration  of  kec|)ers 
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of  shops  for  the  barter,  rental,  or  sale  of  printed 
matter  or  motion  picture  films  restricted  to 
adults,  recommends  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine. 

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Registration  of 
Keepers  of  Shops  for  the  Barter,  Rental,  or 
Sale  of  Printed  Matter  or  Motion  Picture 
Films  Restricted  to  Adults. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  23  the  following  caption  and 
sections : 

Registration  of  Keepers  of  Shops  for  Barter. 

Rental,  or  Sale  of  Printed  Matter  or  Motion 

Picture  Films  Restricted  to  Adults. 

Section  23A.  On  and  after  September  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  no  person 
shall  in  any  year  keep  a  shop  for  the  barter, 
rental,  or  sale  of  printed  matter  or  motion 
picture  film  if  such  shop  is  not  open  to  the  public 
generally  but  only  to  one  or  more  classes  of  the 
public  excluding  minors  under  eighteen  years  of 
age  unless  in  such  year  or  in  the  preceding 
December  for  such  year  such  person  has  reg- 
istered with  the  city  clerk  as  provided  in  section 
twenty-three  B  and  the  number  assigned  to  him 
upon  such  registration  is  clearly  and  con- 
spicuously imprinted  on  all  printed  matter  and 
motion  picture  films  in  such  shop;  nor  shall  any 
person  keeping  a  shop  for  the  barter,  rental,  or 
sale  of  printed  matter  or  motion  picture  film  in 
any  year  keep  a  part  of  his  stock  segregated  as 
available  only  to  one  or  more  classes  of  the 
public  excluding  minors  under  eighteen  years  of 
age  unless  in  such  year  or  in  the  preceding 
December  for  such  year  such  person  has  reg- 
istered with  the  city  clerk  as  provided  in  section 
twenty-three  B  and  the  number  assigned  to  him 
upon  such  registration  is  clearly  and  conspicu- 
ously imprinted  on  ail  printed  matter  and 
motion  picture  films  constituting  a  part  of  the 
stock  so  segregated;  nor  shall  any  person  in  any 
year  at  any  place  in  the  city  barter,  rent,  or  sell, 
or  offer  for  barter,  rental,  or  sale,  any  printed 
matter  or  motion  picture  film  bearing  a  legend 
restricting  it  to  adults  only  or  to  one  or  more 
classes  of  the  public  excluding  minors  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  unless  in  such  year  or  in  the 
preceding  December  for  such  year  such  person 
has  registered  with  the  city  clerk  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-three  B  and  the  number  assigned 
to  him  upon  such  registration  is  clearly  and 
conspicuously  imprinted  on  such  printed  matter 
or  motion  picture  film. 

Section  23B.  Any  person  desiring  that  a 
registration  number  be  assigned  to  him  for  the 
purpose  of  section  twenty-three  A  shall  make 
application  therefor  to  the  city  clerk  in  a 
writing  setting  forth:  (1)  his  name  and  place  of 
residence,  (2)  the  address  of  such  shop  or  place, 
(3)  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all 
persons  having  a  financial  interest  in  the  business, 
and  (4)  the  names  and  business  addresses  of  all 
persons  supplying  the  printed  matter  or  motion 
picutre  film  to  be  offered  for  barter,  rental,  or 


sale.  Any  person  making  application  as  afore- 
said shall  from  time  to  time  during  the  year 
as  circumstances  change  file  supplementary 
writings  with  the  city  clerk  setting  forth  such 
changes.  Unless,  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  of  section  twenty-three  A,  the  appUcant 
has  violated  section  twenty-eight  or  section 
twenty-eight  A  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy-two  of  the  General  Laws  and  been  finally 
adjudged  guilty  of  such  violation,  the  city  clerk 
shall  assign  to  the  applicant  a  registration 
number. 

Section  23C.  Whoever  violates  any  provision 
of  section  twenty-three  A,  or  whoever  makes  a 
false  or  fraudulent  representation  in  making  an 
application  under  section  twenty-three  B,  or 
whoever  neglects  or  fails  to  file  supplementary 
writings  as  required  by  section  twenty-three  B 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
day  on  which  such  violation  occurs  or  during 
which  such  violation  continues. 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  clause  (283)  the  following 
clause: 

(283A)  Registration  of  Certain  Persons 
Bartering,  Renting,  or  Selling  Printed  Matter 
or  Motion  Picture  Films  Restricted  to  Adults. 
The  fee  of  the  city  clerk  for  receiving  and  fiUng 
an  apphcation  under  section  23B  of  chapter  28 
of  these  ordinances  and  assigning  a  registration 
number  to  the  applicant  shall  be  five  dollars.

I  can  readily  understand  why  the  Police  Depart- 
ment honored  the  request  for  the  absence  of  police 
during  the  parade  and  memorial  service  in  honor  of 
the  late  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  but  the 
desecration  of  the  American  Flag  by  an  alleged 
participant  in  the  memorial  parade  is  beyond  my 
comprehension.  It  was  not  only  an  affront  to  the 
memory  of  this  great  American  who  loved  the  Flag 
but  to  every  decent  and  law  abiding  citizen  who 
either  participated  in  or  witnessed  this  service.

Reference  is  made  to  a  communication  received 
from  Mr.  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director  of  Adminis- 
trative Services,  forwarding  a  copy  of  City  Council 
order  dated  April  14,  1969,  and  expressing  your 
concern  regarding  the  enforcement  of  the  state 
statute  relating  to  the  public  defacement  or  con- 
temptuous treatment  of  the  American  Flag.  I 
concur  with  your  strong  endorsement  of  this 
CouncU  order  and  assure  you  that  the  Police 
Department  has  made  every  effort  to  prosecute 
those  responsible  for  the  pubUc  desecration  of  the 
Flag  which  prompted  this  order. 

Police  investigation  reveals  that  on  the  after- 
noon of  Friday,  April  4,  1969,  a  parade  was  held  in 
the  Roxbury  District  as  part  of  a  memorial  service 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  At  the 
special  request  of  the  organizers  of  this  memorial 
tribute  the  police  were  requested  not  to  be  present, 
and  therefore  no  police  officer  witnessed  the 
incident  in  question.  News  photographs  of  this 
parade  later  depicted  an  American  Flag  being 
dragged  through  the  streets  by  a  motor  vehicle, 
Massachusetts  Registration  Y93-361,  'owned  by 
Charles  W.  Williams,  125  Ruthven  street,  Roxbury. 
A  complaint  was  made  by  the  poUce  in  Roxbury 
Court  against  Charles  W.  Williams  for  publicly 
desecrating  the  Flag  of  the  United  States.  At  a 
hearing  on  April  18,  1969,  at  which  time  all 
available  witnesses  were  present,  this  complaint 
was  denied  by  Mr.  Keesler  Montgomery,  Clerk  of 
Court,  as  in  his  judgment  the  poUce  were  unable  to 
prove  that  Williams  was  operating  this  motor 
vehicle  at  the  time  of  the  offense. 

May  I  assure  your  Honor  that  the  police  took 
every  legal  action  possible  on  this  occasion  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  statute  which  penal- 
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izes  those  who  publicly  deface  or  treat  contemptu- 
ously the  American  Flag,  and  you  may  be  certain 
that  they  will  continue  to  do  so  if  a  similar 
incident  arises  in  the  future.

Authority,  along  with  the  president  and  other 
representatives  of  the  United  States  Bicentennial 
World  Exposition  Corporation,  made  a  presenta- 
tion to  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the  proposed 
plans  to  be  submitted  to  the  federal  government 
regarding  the  World  Exposition  to  be  held  in 
Boston  to  celebrate  the  bicentennial  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  and  Declaration  of  Independence.

The  City  Council  order  dated  March  24,  1969, 
requesting   that   "the   proposed  site  for  the  new 


South  Wing  and  Nurses  Home  be  converted  to  a 
temporary  parking  facility"  has  been  referred  to 
me  by  Mr.  Edward  T.  SuUivan,  Director  of  the 
Administrative  Services  Department.  The  matter 
has  been  discussed  with  Mr.  Robert  Vey,  Associate 
Director  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  due 
to  the  keen  interest  of  that  department  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in  proceeding 
with  Phase  I  construction  in  the  South  Department 
area  of  the  hospital  compound.  Accordingly,  I 
respectfully  advise  your  Honor  as  follows: 

1.  Complete  evacuation  of  the  remaining  buildings 
in  South  Department  will  take  place  not  later 
than  April  30,  1969.  DemoUtion  contractor  will 
resume  work  immediately  thereafter.  This  in- 
cludes razing,  clearing  of  area,  and  excavation. 
Work  drawings  and  specifications  are  ready  for 
public  advertisement.  The  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Facilities,  the  architectural  firm,  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  are  most 
hopeful  that  construction  will  begin  not  later 
than  mid- July. 

Due  to  these  facts  it  would  seem  injudicious  to 
spend  money  for  the  purpose  of  filling  in  the 
area  mentioned  in  the  City  CouncU  order, 
leveling  it,  and  topping  it  for  temporary  parking 
purposes.  At  best,  its  availability  would  be  for 
not  more  than  two  months.  Rough  estimate  of 
cost  for  work  to  be  done  approximates  $7,500. 
For  these  reasons  we  carmot  comply  with  the 
order  of  the  City  Council 

2.  Negotiations  are  under  way  and  near  fruition 
for  the  use  of  a  sizable  vacant  lot  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Traffic  Department  Headquarters  on 
Southampton  street  to  park  approximately  165 
cars.  This  area  should  be  available  in  three  to 
four  weeks. 

Negotiations  are  also  under  way  to  consider  use 

of  another  nearby  area  on  Southampton  street 

for  approximately  80  cars. 

The  parking  situation  is  a  critical  one  and  must 

be  considered  on  a  long-range  basis.  The  temporary 

use  of  the  South  Department  will  not  solve  the 

problem  and  will  interfere  with  the  construction 

program.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to  which 
was  referred  an  order  (Docket  No.  428)  and  two 
resolutions  (Dockets  Nos.  427  and  429),  all  relative 
to  urban  renewal  in  the  South  End,  hereby 
recommends  disposition  of  the  matters  covered 
thereby  by  passage  of  a  resolution  in  the  form 
attached  hereto. 

Whereas,  It  is  a  firmly  established  national 
poUcy  that  maximum  opportunity  should  be  pro- 
vided for  citizen  involvement  in  the  planning, 
development,  and  execution  of  urban  renewal 
projects,  and  that  such  involvement  should  be 
achieved  through  the  establishment  in  each  urban 
renewal  of  a  project  area  committee  made  up  of 
representative  residents  of  the  project  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  been 
active  during  the  last  year  in  encouraging  the 
formation  of  an  elected  project  area  committee  in 
the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area  ("the 
South  End")  to  act  as  an  appropriate  charmel  for 
citizen  involvement  in  that  project;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  while  recognizing  that  it 
has  no  power  to  force  the  election  of  a  project  area 
committee  in  the  South  End,  much  less  to  decide 
how  much  authority  should  be  delegated  to  such  a 
committee  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity (BRA),  beUeves  that  it  would  be  useful  for  all 
concerned  if  the  Council  were  to  express  its  views 
as  to  how  a  South  End  Project  Area  Committee 
might  be  constituted;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  rec- 
ommends to  the  Mayor,  the  BRA,  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  ("the  Board"),  and  the 
people  of  the  South  End  that  a  South  End  Project 
Area  Committee  (SEPAC)  be  estabUshed  in  accord- 
ance   with   the   steps   outlined   below: 

1.  The  members  of  SEPAC  should  be  elected  at 
the  earhest  practicable  date  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Board.  All  residents  of  the  South  End  who 
were  at  least  twenty  years  of  age  on  January  1, 
1969,  should  be  eligible  to  vote  in  the  election  and 
to  serve  on  SEPAC.  The  Board  should  establish 
reasonable  rules  regarding  proof  of  eligibility. 

2.  SEPAC  members  should  be  elected  from 
fourteen  compact  and  contiguous  districts  to  be 
defined  by  the  Board  in  such  a  way  that  they  will 
be  as  equal  in  population  as  may  be,  provided  that 
no  district  as  initially  defined  shall  vary  from  the 
population  norm  by  more  than  10  percent. 

3.  Two  members  of  SEPAC  should  be  elected 
from  each  of  the  fourteen  districts,  and  seven 
members  should  be  elected  at  large  from  the  entire 
South  End.  To  be  eUgible  for  election  as  a  member 
from  a  particular  district  the  candidate  should 
himself  be  eligible  to  vote  in  that  district.  Eligibil- 
ity to  serve  as  a  SEPAC  member  should  depend 
upon  continued  residency  in  the  district  from 
which  such  member  was  elected  or,  in  the  case  of 
at-large  members,  upon  continued  residency  in  the 
South  End. 
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4.  Nomination  of  each  candidate  for  election 
to  SEPAC  should  be  by  petition  signed,  in  the  case 
of  any  district  candidate,  by  fifty  persons  eligible 
to  vote  in  the  district  involved  and,  in  the  case  of 
an  at-large  candidate,  by  one  hundred  persons 
eUgible  to  vote  in  the  South  End.  Each  eligible 
voter  in  the  South  End  should  be  permitted  to  sign 
nomination  papers  for  up  to  seven  at-large  candi- 
dates and  for  up  to  two  district  candidates.  The 
validity  of  signatures  on  nomination  papers  should 
be  determined  by  the  Board. 

5.  The  term  of  office  for  SEPAC  members 
should  be  for  two  years  ending  on  June  30  in  the 
case  of  district  members  and  four  years  ending  on 
June  30  in  the  case  of  at-large  members.  The 
by-laws  of  SEPAC  should  provide  for  appropriate 
filling  of  vacanies  created  by  the  death,  disability, 
ineligibility,  or  resignation  of  any  SEPAC  member. 
Additionally,  such  by-laws  might  provide,  among 
other  things,  for  the  appointment  of  non-voting 
members  in  case  certain  interests  in  the  community 
appear  to  require  such  representation. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  as  follows: 

6.  The  Council  stands  ready  to  assist  in  the 
taking  of  any  of  the  foregoing  steps,  or  adaptations 
thereof,  and  spcifically  to  participate  in  the  appro- 
priation of  such  funds  as  may  reasonably  be 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  necessary  for  the 
election  and  staffing  of  SEPAC. 

7.  Until  the  members  of  SEPAC  have  been 
elected  there  should  be  a  strict  moratorium  on  any 
further  demolition  of  residential  property  in  the 
South  Emd  by  BRA,  except: 

(a)  Abandoned  residential  buildings  ordered 
or  recommended  to  be  torn  down  by  the 
Building  Department  or  the  Police  Department 
in  the  interest  of  public  safety;  and 

(b)  Residential  buildings  required  to  be 
torn  down  in  order  to  permit  the  immediate 
construction  of  new  housing,  provided  that 
before  any  such  demolition  may  commence 
BRA  shall  have  provided  at  least  equal  accom- 
modations in  the  South  End  for  each  of  the 
residents  of  the  buildings  to  be  demolished. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  resolution 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  in 
paragraph  1  on  page  2  the  following  words: 
"hopefully  within  two  months." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  resolution 
by  changing  in  paragraph  5,  page  3,  the  first 
sentence  to  read:  "The  term  of  office  for  SEPAC 
members  shall  be  for  one  year  ending  on  June  30 
in  the  case  of  district  members  and  two  years 
ending  on  June  30  in  the  case  of  at-large  mem- 
bers."

AMENDMENT    TO    RESOLUTION    ADOPTED 
FEBRUARY  14,   1969,  AND  APPROVED  FEB- 
RUARY 26,  1969,  RE  SOUTH  STATION  URBAN 
RENEWAL  PROJECT

Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  5,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

1  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  resolution 
amending  the  resolution  passed  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  February  24,  1969,  and  approved  by  me  on 


February  26,  1969,  respecting  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Area. 

I  recommend  its  adoption.

The  resolution  passed  in  City  Council  on 
February  24,  1969,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on 
February  26,  1969,  respecting  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  Resolve  No.  (15)  and  substituting 
therefor  a  new  Resolve  (15)  as  follows: 

(15)  That  none  of  the  aforesaid  Resolves 
Nos.  1-14,  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  until  there 
has  been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  an  instru- 
ment under  seal  wherein  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  agrees  with  the  city: 

(a)  That,  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Building  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, the  Port  Authority  will  furnish  to  the 
Commissioner  a  certificate  or  certificates 
from  the  Port  Authority's  architects  and/or 
engineers,  who  shall  be  registered  to  practice 
in  Massachusetts,  that  the  Port  Authority's 
plans  for  the  project  conform  to  generally 
accepted  or  proven  constructidn  methods. 

(b)  That  the  Port  Authority  will  pay  a 
purchase  price  of  $60,000  plus  the  fair  value 
(not  to  exceed  $3,430,000)  of  the  land  for 
uses  in  accordance  with  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  said  fair  value  to  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  customary  pro- 
cedures under  federal  law  and  regulations. 

(c)  That  any  agreement  made  pursuant 
to  St.  1967,  c.  719,  will  provide,  among 
other  things: 

(i)  That  after  the  expiration  of  forty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  (presently 
estimated  to  be  1970)  by  the  Port 
Authority  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance 
the  construction  of  the  development, 
any  party  may  give  written  notice  to  the 
others  of  its  desire  to  renegotiate  the 
payment-in-lieu-of-taxes  provisions  of 
such  agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable 
after  such  notice  is  received  the  parties 
will  endeavor  in  good  faith  to  renegoti- 
ate the  terms  of  the  sections  specified  in 
such  notice  in  the  light  of  the  factors 
that  led  to  the  fixing  of  the  terms 
originally  contained  in  such  sections 
adjusted  to  reflect  changes  in  circum- 
stances that  take  place  after  such  agree- 
ment is  entered  into.  If  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  on  a  revision  of  such 
terms,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  for 
decision  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators,' 
one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing  of  the  city,  one  by  the  Port 
Authority,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so 
chosen,  and  a  decision  of  the  majority  of 
the  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding 
on  all  parties.  The  costs  of  arbitration 
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shall  be  shared  equally  by  the  city  and 
the  Port  Authority. 

(ii)  That  it  is  understood  that  the 
Port  Authority  does  not  necessarily  plan 
to  operate  aU  elements  of  the  develop- 
ment itself  but  may  instead  enter  into 
agreements  with  others  for  the  operation 
thereof.  In  such  event  the  "effective 
annual  gross  income"  in  respect  of  the 
elements  so  operated  shall  mean  the 
actual  receipts  during  the  calendar  year 
in  question  of  the  respective  operators 
on  account  of  the  use  of  the  element  in 
question.  If  an  independent  operator  is 
not  availed  of  for  any  given  element,  the 
actual  receipts  of  the  Port  Authority  on 
account  of  the  use  of  that  element 
during  the  calendar  year  in  question  shall 
constitute  its  "effective  annual  gross 
income"  in  respect  of  that  element,  in 
each  case  without  any  deductions  what- 
soever and  before  costs  and  expenses 
(such  costs  and  expenses  including  but 
not  hmited  to  maintenance  costs,  sala- 
ries, wages,  and  any  and  aU  other  operat- 
ing costs).  It  is  also  understood  that  the 
Port  Authority  may  occupy  space  in  the 
office  building.  In  such  event  the  effec- 
tive annual  gross  income  of  the  office 
building  shall  include  an  allowance  for 
the  fair  market  rental  value,  from  time 
to  time,  of  any  and  aU  space  occupied  by 
the  Port  Authority  in  said  development 
(other  than  for  construction,  alteration, 
maintenance,  repair,  operation,  or  man- 
agement of  the  development).  For  the 
purpose  of  the  preceding  sentence,  area 
shall  be  computed  in  the  same  manner 
that  it  is  computed  for  other  tenants 
using  the  same  facility. 

(iii)  That  the  Port  Authority  will 
annually  cause  to  be  provided  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Assessing  of  the  City  of 
Boston  a  statement,  certified  by  the  Port 
Authority's  independent  certified  public 
accountants,  of  all  income  received  by 
the  Port  Authority  on  account  of  the 
project,  element  by  element,  during  the 
calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of  the 
statement,  such  statement  to  include  such 
further  information  as  sound  accounting 
practice  would  require  in  the  circum- 
stances in  order  to  verify  that  payments 
made  under  such  agreement  are  correct. 

(d)  That  the  Port  Authority  will,  before 
the  expiration  of  two  months  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  current  session  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  request  a 
ruling  from  the  federal  Internal  Revenue 
Service  respecting  the  tax-exempt  status  of 
Port  Authority  bonds  for  the  financing  of 
the  Port  Authority's  construction  in  the 
project  area. 

(e)  That  forthwith  after  the  earliest  to 
occur  of  the  following  events: 


(i)  The  design  and  financing  of  a 
stadium  for  the  South  Station  vicinity 
are  completed,  and  the  time  has  arrived 
when  design  and  commencement  of  con- 
struction of  the  second  stage  garage  is 
necessary  in  order  to  complete  its  con- 
struction not  later  than  the  time  the 
stadium  is  completed. 

(ii)  Thirty  days  after  an  independent 
analysis  requested  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  made  by  an  appro- 
priate consultant  has  demonstrated  a 
need  for,  and  the  economic,  feasibility 
of,  the  additional  parking  spaces  to  be 
provided  by  the  second  stage  garage,  and 
such  analysis  has  been  furnished  the  Port 
Authority.  The  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity may  request  an  independent  analysis 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  no  more  than 
three  times  during  the  ten-year  period 
after  the  conveyance  by  the  Redevel- 
opment Authority  to  the  Port  Authority 
of  Disposition  Parcels  C-1,  C-2,  and  C-3. 
The  first  such  request  shall  be  made  no 
earUer  than  one  fuU  year  after  the  first 
stage  garage  has  been  placed  in  opera- 
tion, and  at  least  two  years  shall  elapse 
between  an  earlier  request  and  the  next 
subsequent  request.  Such  consultant 
shall  be  chosen  by  agreement  between 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Port  Authority  after  reasonable  prior 
written  notice  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  the  Port  Authority.  If 
within  thirty  days  after  such  notice  they 
faU  to  agree  on  the  selection  of  a 
consultant,  they  shall  appoint  a  third 
person  who  with  the  agreement  of  either 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  or  the 
Port  Authority  shall  select  such  consul- 
tant. 

(ui)  Ten  years  have  elapsed  after  the 
conveyance  by  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority to  the  Port  Authority  of  the 
aforesaid  parcels.  ^ 

the  Port  Authority,  if  adequate  provision 
has  then  been  made  for  the  construction  by, 
and  wholly  at  the  expense  of,  others  than 
the  Port  Authority  of  adequate  ramps  con- 
necting such  garage  with  then  existing  ways 
open,  with  or  without  payment  of  toU,  to 
public  travel  ("adequate"  for  purposes  of 
this  sentence  meaning  satisfactory  to  the 
Port  Authority,  the  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, and  the  Commissioner  of  PubUc  Works 
of  the  city),  wiU  commence  the  design  of 
the  second  stage  garage  (and  notify  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  of  such  com- 
mencement), and  thereafter  diligently  com- 
plete such  design,  and  thereupon  forthwith 
commence  construction  of  the  garage  pur- 
suant thereto  and  prosecute  the  same  to 
completion. 

(f)  If  adequate  provision  has  not  been 
made  as  aforesaid,  the  Port  Authority  shall 
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nevertheless  design  and  construct  such  sec- 
ond stage  garage,  but  shall  also  design  and 
construct  such  ramps  in  accordance  with 
plans  approved  by  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, which  approval  shall  not  be  unrea- 
sonably withheld;  and  the  Port  Authority 
shall  not  be  required  to  commence  con- 
struction of  the  second  stage  garage  until 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  given 
such  approval  and  there  has  been  conveyed 
to  the  Port  Authority  all  lands  necessary  for 
such  ramps  as  set  forth  in  said  approved 
plans  (and  the  cost  of  such  lands  shall, 
without  limiting  the  definition  of  "cost" 
below,  constitute  part  of  the  cost  of  such 
ramps).  The  Port  Authority  may  annually, 
until  it  has  been  fully  reimbursed  for  the 
cost  of  designing  and  constructing  such 
ramps,  set  off  against  amounts  to  be  paid  by 
the  Port  Authority,  under  the  agreement 
between  the  Port  Authority  and  the  Rede- 
velopment Authority  with  respect  to  pay- 
ments by  the  Port  Authority  in  lieu  of 
taxes,  such  amount,  not  less  than  one 
twentieth  of  the  cost  of  the  ramps,  as  such 
agreement  shall  provide.  For  the  purposes 
hereof,  "cost"  shall  have  the  meaning  pres- 
ently set  forth  in  section  1(d)  of  the  Port 
Authority's  enabUng  act  (chapter  465  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  as  amended).  In  addition 
"cost"  shall  also  include  interest  on  the 
unpaid  balance  of  said  costs,  such  interest  to 
be  calculated  from  the  various  dates  any 
such  costs  are  paid  by  the  Port  Authority  to 
the  dates  that  the  amounts  thereof  are 
recouped  by  such  setoff  or  otherwise  repaid. 
For  this  purpose  interest  shall  be  calculated 
at  a  rate  per  annum  equal  to  the  effective 
interest  rate  for  any  term  bonds  issued  by 
the  Port  Authority  to  finance  the  second 
stage  garage  or  the  major  portion  thereof.  If 
no  such  bonds  are  issued,  the  effective 
annual  interest  rate  for  the  issue  of  term 
bonds  of  the  Port  Authority  next  preceding 
commencement  of  construction  of  the  sec- 
ond stage  garage  shall  be  used. 

(g)  Until  the  Port  Authority  has  been 
fully  reimbursed  for  designing  and  con- 
structing the  ramps,  the  Port  Authority  will 
annually  cause  to  be  provided  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Assessing  of  the  city,  prior  to 
October  first,  a  statement,  certified  by  the 
Port  Authority's  independent  certified  pub- 
lic accountants,  of  aU  costs  to  be  set  off  by 
the  Port  Authority,  such  statement  to  in- 
clude such  further  information  as  sound 
accounting  practice  would  require  in  the 
circumstances  in  order  to  verify  that  such 
setoff  is  correct. 

(h)  Immediately  after  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  conveys  any  substantial 
portion  of  the  land  comprising  said  parcels 
to  the  Port  Authority  (and  as  part  of  the 
same  transaction),  the  Port  Authority  shall 
deUver  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority  a 


recordable,  specifically  enforceable  option 
to  repurchase  so  much  of  the  southerly 
portion  of  Parcel  C-3  as  is  not,  at  the  time 
of  exercise  of  said  option,  occupied  by  the 
first  stage  garage  and  the  necessary  facilities 
ancillary  thereto,  which  option  shall  be  exer- 
cisable if  the  Port  Authority  fails  to  comply 
with  (e)  or  (f)  above.  The  amount  payable 
to  the  Port  Authority  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  upon  the  exercise  of  such 
option  (i)  shall  bear  the  same  relation  to  the 
total  price  paid  by  the  Port  Authority  to  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  said  parcels  as 
the  area  subject  thereto  bears  to  the  total 
area  of  said  parcels  plus  (ii)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  interest  (calculated  at  a  rate  per 
annum  equal  to  the  effective  interest  rate 
for  any  term  bonds  issued  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  finance  the  project  or  the 
major  portion  thereof)  on  the  amount  com- 
puted under  (i)  above  for  the  period  from 
the  date  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority's 
conveyance  of  Parcel  C-3  to  the  Port  Au- 
thority to  the  date  of  exercise  of  such 
option.  Such  option  (or  the  land  disposition 
agreement)  shall  also  provide  that  if  the 
option  is  recorded  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority will  record  an  appropriate  document 
evidencing  the  lapse  of  such  option  as  soon 
as  the  Port  Authority  commences  construc- 
tion of  the  second  stage  garage  (as  evidenced 
by  its  award  of  the  first  construction  con- 
tract with  respect  thereto).  After  exercising 
such  option,  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
shall  be  free  to  dispose  of  said  premises  to 
others  for  uses  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan,  provided  that  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  shall  not  thereafter  dispose 
of  said  premises  for  purposes  involving  one 
or  more  of  a  parking  garage,  merchandise  or 
trade  mart,  or  hotel  or  motel  without  first 
offering  to  convey  said  premises  to  the  Port 
Authority  for  such  purposes  on  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  available  to  any  other 
developer.  The  deed  of  reconveyance  from 
the  Port  Authority  to  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  may  embody  suitable  covenants 
setting  forth  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
sentence.

have  indicated  that  I  will  place  a  relatively  high 
priority  on  the  alterations  and  repairs  budget 
because  of  the  deplorable  conditions  existing  in 
many  school  facilities.  At  the  same  time  I  have 
indicated  my  desire  to  maintain  the  instructional 
program  at  the  current  level  with  a  few  moderate 
increases  dictated  by  increases  in  population  and 
the  need  to  provide  special  programs  of  instruc- 
tion. 

At  my  direction  a  review  of  both  budgets  was 
undertaken  by  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  the  Deputy  Director  for  Fiscal  Affairs, 
and  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets.  Their  report,  which 
I  am  attaching,  contains  certain  recommendations 
for  both  the  general  school  purposes  and  the 
alterations  and  repairs  budgets. 

The  School  Committee,  under  the  applicable 
statutes,  has  aheady  appropriated  $2,525,248  for 
alterations  and  repairs.  The  recommendations  of 
the  staff  call  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$1,994,752  that  will  bring  the  alterations  and 
repairs  program  to  a  total  of  $4.5  miUion.  In  the 
report  the  specific  alteration  and  repair  projects 
have  been  spelled  out  nn  some  detail. 

In  addition,  there  is  the  recommendation  that 
the  general  school  purposes  budget  be  held  to 
$68,361,998,  in  order  to  continue  the  last  year's 
level  of  service.  Since  the  School  Committee  has 
appropriated  $65,859,143  for  general  school  pur- 
poses, an  additional  appropriation  of  $2,503,855 
will  be  required. 

Accordingly,  I  transmit  for  your  consideration 
and  adoption  two  appropriation  orders,  one  for 
$2,503,855  for  school  purposes,  and  one  for 
$1,994,752  for  the  alteration  and  repair  of  school 
buildings.  The  request  of  the  School  Committee 
covering  these  additional  appropriations  is  also 
enclosed.

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  April  2)  amending  the  County  Classi- 
fication and  Compensation  Plans,  Schedules  A  and 
B,  for  power  plant  engineer  and  steam  firemen 
group  -  recommending  that  the  order  ought  to 
pass.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  URBAN  RENEWAL 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  The  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to 
which  was  referred  on  May  5,  1969,  a  message 
from  the  Mayor  transmitting  a  proposed  resolution 
respecting  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Proj- 
ect, recommends  that  said  resolution  ought  to  pass 
in  the  amended  form  appended  hereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  passed  in  City 
Council  on  February  24,  1969,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  February  26,  1969,  respecting  the 
South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  Resolve  No.  (15)  and 
substituting  therefor  a  new  Resolve  (15)  as  fol- 
lows: 

(15)  That  none  of  the  aforesaid  Resolves 
Nos.  1-14,  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  until 
there  has  been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  an 
instrument  under  seal  wherein  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  agrees  with  the  city 
that,  after  the  first  issue  of  bonds  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  finance  the  Port  Authority's 
development  in  the  project  area,  the  Port 
Authority  shall  comply  with  the  following, 
provided,  however,  that  the  Port  Authority 
shall  perform  (d)  hereinbelow  within  the  time 
therein  set  forth. 

(a)  That,  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Building  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, the  Port  Authority  will  furnish  to  the 


Commissioner  a  certificate  or  certificates 
from  the  Port  Authority's  architects  and/or 
engineers  who  shaU  be  registered  to  practice 
in  Massachusetts  that  the  Port  Authority's 
plans  for  the  project  area  conform  to 
generally  accepted  or  proven  construction 
methods. 

(b)  That  the  Port  Authority  will  pay  a 
purchase  price  of  $60,000  plus  the  fair  value 
(not  to  exceed  $3,430,000)  of  the  land  for 
uses  in  accordance  with  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  said  fair  value  to  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  customary  pro- 
cedures under  federal  law  and  regulations. 

(c)  That  any  agreement  made  pursuant 
to  St.  1967,  c.  719,  will  provide,  among 
other  things: 

(i)  That  after  the  expiration  of  forty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  (presently 
estimated  to  be  1970)  by  the  Port 
Authority  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance 
the  construction  of  the  development, 
any  party  may  give  written  notice  to  the 
others  of  its  desire  to  renegotiate  the 
payment-in-Ueu-of-taxes  provisions  of 
such  agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable 
after  such  notice  is  received,  the  parties 
wiU  endeavor  in  good  faith  to  rene- 
gotiate the  terms  of  the  sections  spec- 
ified in  such  notice  in  the  light  of  the 
factors  that  led  to  the  fixing  of  the  terms 
originally  contained  in  such  sections 
adjusted  to  reflect  changes  in  circum- 
stances that  take  place  after  such  agree- 
ment is  entered  into.  If  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  on  a  revision  of  such 
terms,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  for 
decision  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators, 
one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing  of  the  city,  one  by  the  Port 
Authority,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so 
chosen,  and  a  decision  of  the  majority  of 
the  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding 
on  aU  parties.  The  costs  of  arbitration 
shall  be  shared  equally  by  the  city  and 
the  Port  Authority; 

(ii)  That  it  is  understood  that  the 
Port  Authority  does  not  necessarily  plan 
to  operate  aU  elements  of  the  develop- 
ment itself  but  may  instead  enter  into 
agreements  with  others  for  the  operation 
thereof.  In  such  event  the  "effective 
annual  gross  income"  in  respect  of  the 
elements  so  operated  shall  mean  the 
actual  receipts  during  the  calendar  year 
in  question  of  the  respective  operators 
on  account  of  the  use  of  the  element  in 
question.  If  an  independent  operator  is 
not  availed  of  for  any  given  element,  the 
actual  receipts  of  the  Port  Autliority  on 
account  of  the  use  of  that  element 
during  the  calendar  year  in  question  shall 
constitute  its  "effccth'e  annual  gross 
income"  in  respect  of  that  element,  in 
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each  case  without  any  deductions  what- 
soever and  before  costs  and  expenses 
(such  costs  and  expenses  including  but 
not  limited  to  maintenance  costs,  sala- 
ries, wages,  and  any  and  all  other  oper- 
ating costs).  It  is  also  understood  that 
the  Port  Authority  may  occupy  space  in 
the  office  building.  In  such  event  the 
effective  annual  gross  income  of  the 
office  building  shall  include  an  allowance 
for  the  fair  market  rental  value,  from 
time  to  time,  of  any  and  all  space 
occupied  by  the  Port  Authority  in  said 
development  (other  than  for  con- 
struction, alteration,  maintenance,  re- 
pair, operation,  or  management  of  the 
development).  For  the  purpose  of  the 
preceding  sentence,  area  shall  be  com- 
puted in  the  same  manner  that  it  is 
computed  for  other  tenants  using  the 
same  facility. 

(ui)  That  the  Port  Authority  will 
annually  cause  to  be  provided  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Assessing  of  the  City  of 
Boston  a  statement,  certified  by  the  Port 
Authority's  independent  certified  public 
accountants,  of  all  income  received  by 
the  Port  Authority  on  account  of  the 
project,  element  by  element,  during  the 
calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of 
statement,  such  statement  to  include 
such  further  information  as  sound  ac- 
counting practice  would  require  in  the 
circumstances  in  order  to  verify  that 
payments  made  under  such  agreement 
are  correct. 

(d)  That  the  Port  Authority  will,  before 
the  expiration  of  two  months  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  current  session  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  request  a 
ruling  from  the  federal  Internal  Revenue 
Service  respecting  the  tax-exempt  status  of 
Port  Authority  bonds  for  the  financing  of 
the  Port  Authority's  construction  in  the 
project  area. 

(e)  That  not  later  than  the  earliest  to 
occur  of  the  following  events: 

(i)  The  design  and  financing  of  a 
stadium  for  the  South  Station  vicinity 
are  completed,  and  the  time  has  arrived 
when  design  and  commencement  of  con- 
struction of  the  second  stage  garage  is 
necessary  in  order  to  complete  its  con- 
struction not  later  than  the  time  the 
stadium  is  completed. 

(ii)  Thirty  days  after  an  independent 
analysis  requested  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  made  by  an  appro- 
priate consultant  has  demonstrated  a 
need  for,  and  the  economic  feasibUity 
of,  the  additional  parking  spaces  to  be 
provided  by  the  second  stage  garage,  and 
such  analysis  has  been  furnished  the  Port 
Authority.  The  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity may  request  an  independent  analysis 


pursuant  to  this  paragraph  no  more  than 
three  times  during  the  ten-year  period 
after  the  conveyance  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  to  the  Port  Authority  of 
Disposition  Parcels  C-1,  C-2,  and  C-3. 
The  first  such  request  shall  be  made  no 
earlier  than  one  fuU  year  after  the  first 
stage  garage  has  been  placed  in  opera- 
tion, and  at  least  two  years  shall  elapse 
between  an  earlier  request  and  the  next 
subsequent  request.  Such  consultant 
shall  be  chosen  by  agreement  between 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Port  Authority  after  reasonable  prior 
written  notice  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  the  Port  Authority.  If 
within  thirty  days  after  such  notice  they 
fail  to  agree  on  the  selection  of  a 
consultant,  they  shall  jointly  appoint  a 
third  person  who  with  the  agreement  of 
either  the  Redevelopment  Authority  or 
the  Port  Authority  shall  select  such 
consultant. 

(iii)  Ten  years  have  elapsed  after  the 
conveyance  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  the  Port  Authority  of  the 
aforesaid  parcels, 
the  Port  Authority,  if  adequate  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  construction  by,  and 
wholly  at  the  expense  of,  others  than  the 
Port  Authority  of  adequate  ramps  con- 
necting such  garage  with  then  existing  ways 
open  to  pubUc  travel  ("adequate"  for  pur- 
poses of  this  sentence  meaning  satisfactory 
to  the  Port  Authority,  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  and  the  Commissioner  of  PubUc 
Works  of  the  City),  will  commence  the 
design  of  the  second  stage  garage  (and 
notify  the  Redevelopment  Authority  of 
such  commencement),  and  thereafter  dili- 
gently complete  such  design,  commence 
construction  of  the  garage  pursuant  thereto, 
and  prosecute  the  same  to  completion  (pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  earliest  event  to 
occur  is  that  described  in  (iii)  hereinabove, 
the  Port  Authority  shall  commence  con- 
struction not  later  than  the  occurrence  of 
such  event). 

(f)  If  adequate  provision  for  ramps  has 
not  been  made  as  aforesaid  within  thirty 
days  after  the  notice  that  the  Pprt  Author- 
ity has  commenced  the  design  of  the  second 
stage  garage,  the  Port  Authority  shall  never- 
theless forthwith  design  and  construct  such 
second  stage  garage,  and  shall  also  design 
and  construct  such  ramps  in  accordance 
with  plans  approved  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  which  approval  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld;  provided  that  the 
Port  Authority  shaU  not  be  required  to 
commence  construction  of  the  second  stage 
garage  until  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  given  such  approval  and  there  has  been 
conveyed  to  the  Port  Authority  all  lands 
necessary  for  such  ramps  as  set  forth  in  said 
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approved  plans  (and  the  cost  to  the  Port 
Authority  of  such  lands  shall,  without  limit- 
ing the  definition  of  "cost"  below,  con- 
stitute part  of  the  cost  of  such  ramps).  The 
Port  Authority  may  annually,  until  it  has 
been  fully  reimbursed  for  the  cost  of  design- 
ing and  constructing  such  ramps,  set  off 
against  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  Port 
Authority  under  the  agreement  between  the 
Port  Authority  and  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  respect  to  payments  by  the 
Port  Authority  in  Ueu  of  taxes,  such  amount 
not  less  than  one  twentieth  of  the  cost  of 
the  ramps,  as  such  agreement  shall  provide. 
For  the  purposes  hereof  "cost"  shall  have 
the  meaning  presently  set  forth  in  section 
1(d)  of  the  Port  Authority's  enabling  act 
(chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  as 
amended).  In  addition,  "cost"  shall  also 
include  interest  on  the  unpaid  balance  of 
said  costs,  such  interest  to  be  calculated 
from  the  various  dates  any  such  costs  are 
paid  by  the  Port  Authority  to  the  dates  that 
the  amounts  thereof  are  recouped  by  such 
setoff  or  otherwise  repaid.  For  this  purpose 
interest  shall  be  calculated  at  a  rate  per 
annum  equal  to  the  effective  interest  rate 
for  any  term  bonds  issued  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  finance  the  second  stage  garage 
or  the  major  portion  thereof.  If  no  such 
bonds  are  issued,  the  effective  annual  in- 
terest rate  for  the  issue  of  term  bonds  of  the 
Port  Authority  to  finance  the  project  or  the 
major  portion  thereof  shall  be  used. 

(g)  Until  the  Port  Authority  has  been 
fully  reimbursed  for  designing  and  con- 
structing the  ramps,  the  Port  Authority  will 
annually  cause  (Jp  be  provided  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Assessing  of  the  city  a  state- 
ment^ certified  by  the  Port  Authority's 
independent  certified  public  accountants,  of 
aU  costs  to  be  set  off  by  the  Port  Authority, 
such  statement  to  include  such  further 
information  as  sound  accounting  practice 
would  require  in  the  circumstances  in  order 
to  verify  that  such  setoff  is  correct. 

(h)  Immediately  after  the  Redevel- 
opment Authority  conveys  any  substantial 
portion  of  the  land  comprising  said  parcels 
to  the  Port  Authority  (and  as  part  of  the 
same  transaction)  the  Port  Authority  shall 
deliver  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority  a 
recordable,  specifically  enforceable  option 
to  repurchase  so  much  of  the  southerly 
portion  of  Parcel  C-3  as  is  not,  at  the  time 
of  exercise  of  said  option  occupied  by  the 
first  stage  garage  and  the  necessary  facilities 
ancillary  thereto,  which  option  shall  be 
exercisable  if  the  Port  Authority  fails  to 
comply  with  (e)  or  (f)  above.  The  amount 
payable  to  the  Port  Authority  by  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  upon  the  exercise 
of  such  option  shall  be  an  amount  which 
shall  equal  the  sum  of  (i)  an  amount  which 
shall  bear  the  same  relation  to  the  total 


price  paid  by  the  Port  Authority  to  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  said  parcels  as 
the  area  subject  thereto  bears  to  the  total 
area  of  said  parcels  plus  (ii)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  interest  (calculated  at  a  rate  per 
annum  equal  to  the  effective  interest  rate 
for  any  term  bonds  issued  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  finance  the  project  or  the 
major  portion  thereof)  on  the  amount  com- 
puted under  (i)  above  for  the  period  from 
the  date  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority's 
conveyance  of  Parcel  C-3  to  the  Port  Au- 
thority to  the  date  of  exercise  of  such 
option.  Such  option  (or  the  land  disposition 
agreement)  shall  also  provide  that,  if  the 
option  is  recorded,  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority will  record  an  appropriate  document 
evidencing  the  lapse  of  such  option  as  soon 
as  the  Port  Authority  commences  con- 
struction of  the  second  stage  garage  (as 
evidenced  by  its  award  of  the  first  con- 
struction contract  with  respect  thereto). 
After  exercising  such  option,  the  Redevel- 
opment Authority  shall  be  free  to  dispose  of 
said  premises  to  others  for  uses  in  accord- 
ance with  the  urban  renewal  plan,  provided 
that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  not 
thereafter  dispose  of  said  premises  for  pur- 
poses involving  one  or  more  of  a  parking 
garage,  merchandise  or  trade  mart,  or  hotel 
or  motel  without  first  offering  to  convey 
said  premises  to  the  Port  Authority  for  such 
purposes  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
available  to  any  other  developer.  The  deed 
of  reconveyance  from  the  Port  Authority  to 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  may  embody 
suitable  coy^ants  setting  forth  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoing  sentence, 
(i)  If  the  Redevelopment  Authority  exer- 
cises its  option  after  the  Port  Authority  has 
in  good  faith  timely  commenced  design  of 
the  second  stage  garage  and,  if  required,  the 
ramps,  and  diUgently  prosecuted  the  same 
but,  due  to  circumstances  beyond  its  con- 
trol is  unable  to  complete  such  design  and 
begin  construction  within  the  applicable 
time  limitations  specified  in  (e)  and  (f) 
above,  then  the  Port  Authority  shall  be 
reimbursed  as  follows  for  the  costs  (as  such 
term  has  been  defined  in  (0  hereinabove)  of 
such  design:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  Port 
Authority's  costs  of  design  of  the  second 
stage  garage,  to  be  paid  by  the  Rede- 
velopment Authority  in  addition  to  the 
above-mentioned  purchase  price  of  said  op- 
tion and  (ii)  an  amount  equal  to  the  Port 
Authority's  costs  of  design  of  the  ramps, 
which  may  be  set  off  against  amounts  to  be 
paid  by  the  Port  Authority  under  the 
aforesaid  agreement  with  respect  to  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes,  such  setoff  to  be 
made  under  like  terms  as  the  setoff  de- 
scribed in  (0  hereinabove,  provided  that  no 
reimbursement  shall  be  made  unless  the  Port 
Authority    has    transferred    to    the    Rede- 
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velopment  Authority  possession  and  full 
ownership  of  all  documents,  drawings,  and 
plans  the  cost  of  which  are  to  be  reimbursed 
to  the  Port  Authority. 

The  report  was  accepted .  Coun.  FOLEY  re- 
quested that  it  be  noted  for  the  record  that  he 
voted  "No"  on  the  acceptance  of  the  committee's 
report. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  to  amend  the  resolu- 
tion in  paragraph  15,  subsection  (a),  by  striking 
out  the  words  that  appear  after  the  words  "con- 
form to"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"Building  Officials  Conference  of  America  Stan- 
dards."

The  report  was  accepted.

Gentlemen: 

After  due  notice  and  a  pubUc  hearing,  the  City 
Council  on  February  24,  1969,  adopted  a  series  of 
resolves  approving  an  urban  renewal  plan  for  the 
South  Station  area.  The  Mayor  subsequently  app- 
roved this  series  of  resolves,  the  last  of  which 
recited  that  the  other  resolves  should  not  take 
effect  untU  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  an  instrument  under  seal 
wherein  it  would  make  certain  specific  agreements 
with  the  city.  Your  committee  currently  has  under 
consideration  amendments  to  that  last  resolve 
which  would  alter  somewhat  the  obligations  which 
the  Port  Authority  would  undertake  by  the  instru- 
ment, and  this  is  in  response  to  your  query 
whether  a  new  public  hearing  is  necessary  before 
the  City  Council  can  act  on  the  amendatory 
resolve. 

Under  G.  L.,  c.  121,  s.  26ZZ,  as  amended,  no 
urban  renewal  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Commonwealth's  Department  of  Community  Af- 
fairs for  approval  unless  it  has  been  approved,  in 
the  case  of  cities  having  a  local  government  like 
Boston's^ by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council  "after  due  notice  and  a  public 
hearing."  In  my  opinion,  the  public  hearing  (after 
due  notice)  which  preceded  the  City  Council's 
action  on  February  24,  1969,  satisfied  this  stat- 
utory requirement,  and  no  further  hearing  is 
required.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  no  change  in  the 
urban  renewal  plan  is  involved,  and  that  what  is 
currently  under  consideration  is  merely  when  the 
City  Council's  approval  is  to  become  effective. 
Clearly,  the  currently  contemplated  changes  could 
have  been  made  in  the  course  of  the  City  Council's 
action  on  the  matter  on  February  24,  1969, 
without  further  pubUc  hearing.  See,  generally^ 
Moskow  V:  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  349 
Mass.  553,  565.  Since  the  urban  renewal  plan  is  not 
being  changed  in  any  way,  I  perceive  no  basis  for 
concluding  that  a  pubUc  hearing  is  required  for  an 
amendatory  resolve  as  distinguished  from  an 
amendment  in  the  course  of  passing 'the  original 
resolves.  The  fact  that  the  urban  renewal  plan  is 
not  being  changed  in  any  way  is,  in  my  opinion, 
also  the  reason  why  there  is  no  necessity  for 
further  action  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.

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POSTPONE  REPLACEMENT  OF 

STREETCARS  BY  BUSES  ON 

WATERTOWN  LINE 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Per  the  recently  announced  MBTA 
experiment  involving  the  replacement  of  streetcars 
by  buses  on  the  Watertown-Park  Street  line,  a  net 
loss  of  seventeen  cars  will  result;  and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA's  argument  that,  due  to 
the  time  saving  involved,  nine  buses  can  adequately 
replace  seventeen  streetcars  does  not  recognize  the 
potential  traffic  congestion  in  Kenmore  Square; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Kenmore  Square  terminal,  now 
handling  210  buses  each  day,  does  not  have  the 
facilities  to  receive  such  an  increase  as  this  experi- 
ment would  propose;  and

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR 
REGISTRATION  OF  KEEPERS  OF  SHOPS  FOR 

THE  BARTER,  RENTAL,  OR  SALE  OF 
PRINTED  MATTER  OR  MOTION  PICTURE  FILMS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  16,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith  without  my  signature 
nnd  disapproved  the  ordinance  passed  by  your 
iionorable  Body  on  April  28,  1969,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Registration  of  Keep- 
ers of  Shops  for  the  Barter,  Rental,  or  Sale  of 
Printed  Matter  or  Motion  Picture  Films  Restricted 
to  Adults,"  and  presented  to  me  for  approval  on 
May  1,  1969. 

I  share  your  concern  about  the  distribution  of 
pornographic  materials  in  our  community.  The 
exposure  of  our  young  people  to  such  material  is 
particularly  troubling  to  all  of  us.  In  endeavoring 
to  curb  this  distribution,  however,  we  must  be 
extremely  careful  to  comply  with  constitutional 
requirements  lest  any  system  adopted  be  invali- 
dated by  a  court. 

My  objection  to  the  ordinance  as  presented  to  me 
is  its  vulnerability  to  constitutional  attack  on  the 
following  grounds: 

"1.  The  requirements  that  the  application  to 
the  City  Clerk  contain  the  names  and  places  of 
residence  of  all  persons  having  a  financial  in- 
terest in  the  business  and  the  names  and  business 
addresses  of  all  persons  supplying  the  printed 
matter  may  go  beyond  what  is  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  identification  purpose  of  the 
ordinance  and  tend  to  stifle  the  exercise  of 
protected  freedoms,  NACCP  v.  Alabama,  357 
U.  S.  449,  462-463,  and  377  U.  S.  288,  308.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  business  corporation 
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law  of  the  Commonwealth  (G.  L.,  c.  156B. 
s.  13),  the  foreign  corporation  registration 
requirements  (G.  L.,  c.  181,  s.  5),  and  the 
business  certificate  law  (G.  L.,  c.  110,  s.  5)  do 
not  require  disclosure  of  all  persons  having  a 
financial  interest  in  the-  business.  Furthermore, 
the  ordinance  requires  an  applicant  for  regis- 
tration to  list  all  of  his  suppliers,  even  if  only  a 
small  part  of  his  stock  is  to  be  segregated. 

"2.  The  prohibition  against  the  clerk's  as- 
signing a  registration  number  to  a  person  who 
has,  after  the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance, 
violated  G.  L.,  c.  272,  ss.  28  -  28A,  may  well 
constitute  a  prior  restraint  of  future  publication 
or  distribution.  TVeflA-  v.  Minnesota,  283  U.S. 
697,  720.  To  be  sure  such  a  violator,  when  he  is 
later  denied  a  registration  number,  loses  only  the 
freedom  to  exclude  minors  from  all  or  a  portion 
of  his  stock.  He  is  not  precluded  from  unre- 
stricted sale.  If,  however,  there  are  materials 
which  may  not  constitutionally  be  denied  to 
adults  though  they  may  be  withheld  from 
children  (compare  G.  L.,  c.  272,  s.  28,  with  s. 
28A;  seeJacobellisv.  Ohio,  378  U.  S.  184,  195; 
Commonwealth  v.  Corey^^  3J1  Mass.  331,  333), 
the  dealer  denied  registration  must  either  re- 
move from  his  stock  everything  not  proper  for 
children,  or  subject  himself  to  criminal  penalties 
by  posting  a  restriction  without  first  registering. 
Such  a  result,  I  believe,  is  not  permitted  under 
the  Supreme  Court's  interpretation  of  the  First 
Amendment.  Butler  v.  Michigan,  352,  U.  S.  380, 
383-384."

LEY offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  in  approving 
the  loan  order  for  the  construction  of  heated 
swimming  pools  (in  the  amount  of  $1,455,000) 
declares  that  (1)  such  facilities  should  be  available 
equally  to  all  districts  of  the  City  of  Boston  where 


not  otherwise  available,  (2)  that  this  body  is  wiUing 
to  so  appropriate. 

Ordered,  that  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  for  the  construction  of 
recreation  buildings  (with  swimming  pools);  and 
that,  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  clause  (3)  of  section  7  of  chapter  44 
of  the  Federal  Laws  to  issue  from  time  to  time 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Foley  the  foregoing 
orders  and  resolutions  were  laid  on  the  table.

Redevelopment  Authority  in  substantially  the 
following  form: 

Cooperation  Agreement  by  and  Between 
City  of  Boston  and  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  Respect  to  the  St.  Botolph 
Street  Elderly  Housing  Urban  Renewal  Area 

This  Cooperation  Agreement,  entered  into  as  of 
the  day  of  ,  1969,  by  and 

between  the  City  of  Boston,  a  municipal  cor- 
poration of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "city")  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  a  public  body 
politic  and  corporate  created  under  the  laws  of  said 
Commonwealth  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"authority"),  witnesseth  that; 

Whereas,  The  authority  has  adopted  an  urban 
renewal  plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "plan") 
for  the  St.  Botolph  Street  Elderly  Housing  Urban 
Renewal  Project  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"project"),  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  said  plan  has 
been  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  provides  for  the  acquisition, 
demolition,  and  removal  of  structures  in  the  area 
covered  by  said  project  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "project  area"),  the  installation  of  site 
improvements  and  public  facihties,  and  the  dispo- 
sition of  land  in  the  project  area  for  uses  in 
accordance  with  the  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  will  need  financial 
assistance  from  the  United  States  of  America  under 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Title  I"),  and  also  local 
grants-in-aid  in  order  to  carry  out  and  complete  the 
project;  and 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  such  local  grants-in-aid 
may  consist  of  among  other  things,  cash  grants; 
donations,  at  cash  value,  of  certain  real  property 
(exclusive  of  land  in  streets,  alleys,  and  other 
public  rights-of-way  which  may  be  vacated  in 
connection  with  the  project)  in  the  project  area; 
certain  demolition,  removal,  or  other  work  or 
improvements  in  the  project  area,  at  the  cost 
thereof;  and  the  provision,  at  their  cost,  of  public 
buildings  or  other  public  facilities  which  are 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  urban  renewal 
objectives  of  the  project  in  accordance  with  the 
plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  authority  has  applied  for  financial 
assistance  from  the  United  States  of  America  under 
Title  I  in  the  form  of  a  loan  and  grant; 


Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  benefits 
to  accrue  to  the  city  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project  and  of  the  mututal  covenants  herein 
contained  and  for  other  good  and  valuable  con- 
sideration, the  parties  do  hereby  covenant  and 
agree  as  follows: 

(1)  To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  project  the 
authority  will  comply  with  all  necessary  conditions, 
statutory  or  otherwise  to  obtain  a  capital  grant 
from  the  United  States  under  Title  I  in  the 
maximum  amount  by  law. 

(2)  The  authority  will  undertake  the  project  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  and  will  commence  and 
carry  out  within  a  reasonable  time  each  successive 
phase  of  the  project  as  funds  are  made  available. 

(3)  The  city  will  make  such  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  authority  in  a  total  amount  which,  when 
added  to  the  local  grants-in-aid  provided  to  this 
project  on  account  of  undertakings  by  any  other 
entity  and  the  local  grants-in-aid  assigned  by  the 
authority  to  this  project  from  other  projects  of  the 
authority,  will  equal  one-third  of  the  actual  net 
project  cost  of  this  project  as  finally  determined 
and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  in  accordance  with  Title  1  and 
in  accordance  with  a  loan  and  grant  contract  to  be 
entered  into  between  the  authority  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  which  one  third  is  currently 
estimated  at  $390,000. 

(4)  After  the  execution  of  said  loan  and  grant 
contract,  the  city,  acting  by  the  appropriate 
department  thereof,  upon  request  by  the  author- 
ity, and,  where  appUcable,  after  the  dedication  and 
laying  out  of  appropriate  streets  and  public  ways, 
and  the  dedication  or  conveyance  of  land  for 
parks,  playgrounds,  or  other  public  open  space  in 
accordance  with  the  plan,  will  commence  con- 
struction of,  and  thereafter  diligently  prosecute  to 
completion,  the  improvements  as  required  by  the 
plan  for  the  project  in  accordance  with  a  schedule 
to  be  established  by  the  Mayor  and  the  director  of 
the  authority,  and  to  be  submitted  to  such 
appropriate  department  or  officer  thereof  of  the 
city. 

Such  improvements  shall  consist  of  street  im- 
provements, street  lighting,  water  service,  street 
and  traffic  signs,  sewers  and  drains,  fire  alarms,  and 
police  signals.  The  nature  and  location  of  such 
improvements  are  to  be  determined  by  reference  to 
the  plan  for  the  project,  and  the  description 
thereof  by  reference  to  the  project  improvgments 
report  and  other  supporting  documentations,  which 
are  aprt  of  the  aforesaid  application  for  financial 
assistance. 

(5)  (a)  If  the  city,  acting  by  the  Mayor  or  the 
appropriate  department  thereof,  should  fail  to 
construct  any  of  the  improvements  set  forth  in 
paragraph  4  above,  in  accordance  with  such 
paragraph  then  the  city  shall,  upon  demand  by  the 
authority,  pay  to  the  authority  the  cost  of  each 
item  of  work  or  portion  thereof  to  which  such 
failure  relates,  which  cost  shall  be  the  amount 
contained  in  the  project  improvements  report  and 
other  supporting  documentation  to  the  application 
for  said  loan  and  grant  contract  referred  to  in 
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paragraph  4,  and  such  amount  paid  to  the  author- 
ity shall  be  considered  as  a  cash  local  grant-in-aid 
by  the  city  to  the  project. 

(5)  (b)  If  the  facilities  set  forth  in  paragraph  5 
above  are  not  constructed  pursuant  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Mayor  and  the  schedule  referred 
to  in  said  paragraph  5,  then  the  city  shall,  upon 
demand  by  the  authority,  pay  to  the  authority  the 
cost  of  each  such  facility  listed  in  paragraph  5  not 
so  constructed,  which  cost  shall  be  the  amount 
contained  in  the  supporting  documentation  to  the 
application  for  the  loan  and  grant  contract  referred 
to  in  paragraph  5,  and  such  amount  paid  to  the 
authority  shall  be  considered  as  a  cash  local 
grant-in-aid  by  the  city  to  the  project. 

(6)  (a)  If,  during  the  course  of  the  project, 
revised  estimates  of  net  project  cost  are  determined 
and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"HUD")  which  make  necessary  additional  local 
grants-in-aid  to  the  project,  the  city  will,  upon 
demand  by  the  authority,  pay  to  the  authority 
such  amounts  of  money  as  will,  together  with  all 
other  local  grants-in-aid  made  or  to  be  made  to  the 
project  in  accordance  with  the  previously  approved 
estimate  of  net  project  costs,  total  one  third  of 
such  revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost. 

(6)  (b)  Upon  completion  of  the  project  by  the 
authority  and  the  final  determination  and  approval 
as  aforesaid  of  the  actual  net  project  cost  thereof, 
the  city  will  make  such  additional  cash  payment,  if 
any,  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  total  local 
grants-in-aids  for  the  project  up  to  an  amount 
equal  to  one  third  of  said  actual  net  project  cost  as 
so  finally  determined  and  approved,  and  if,  upon 
such  final  determination  and  approval,  the  local 
grants-in-aid  theretofore  made  to  the  project  shall 
total  an  amount  in  excess  of  one  third  of  said 
actual  net  project  cost  as  so  finally  determined  and 
approved,  such  portion  of  the  excess  as  was  paid  in 
cash  shall  be  refunded,  without  interest,  by  the 
authority  to  the  city. 

(7)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the  vacating  of 
such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of-way 
within  the  project  area  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  authority,  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  carrying 
out  the  plan,  and  the  laying  out  as  pubUc  streets  or 
ways  of  all  streets  and  ways,  with  their  adjacent 
sidewalks,  within  the  project  area  in  accordance 
with  the  plan;  and  the  authority  further  agrees  not 
to  sue  the  city  for  any  damages  for  any  such 
vacating  or  laying  out;  and  the  authority  further 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  city  for  any  such  damages 
recovered  by  others  under  chapter  79  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended,  for 
such  vacating  or  laying  out. 

(8)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  boards  or  officers  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change,  or  modify, 
to  the  extent  necessary  or  desirable,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  authority,  to  permit  carrying  out  the 
project,  the  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations    regulating     land     use     in     Boston     and 


prescribing  health,  sanitation,  and  safety  standards 
for  buildings  in  Boston. 

(9)  The  authority  recognizes  that  the  city,  in 
accordance  with  section  26R  of  chapter  121,  may 
require  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  betterments,  and 
special  assessments  on  all  property  held  by  the 
authority  as  part  of  the  project.  The  city  hereby 
agrees  that  if  such  payments  are  required  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  such  payments  eligible  as  project 
costs  under  the  applicable  regulations  of  HUD  in 
effect  from  time  to  time,  and  further  agrees  that 
any  such  payments  required  will  be  based  upon 
assessments  in  the  tax  year  during  which  the 
property  is  acquired  by  the  authority. 

(10)  The  city  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
"workable  program"  heretofore  adopted  by  it,  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  authority  in  such  other 
lawful  actions  and  in  such  other  lawful  ways  as 
may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  under- 
taking and  carrying  out  of  the  project  in  all  its 
phases. 

(11)  The  city  will  take  steps  appropriate  to 
assure  that  no  member  of  its  governing  body  and 
no  other  city  official  who  exercises  any  functions 
or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or  approval  of  the 
project  shall,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
project,  voluntarily  acquire  any  personal  interest, 
direct  or  indirect,  in  any  property  included  in  the 
project  area,  or  in  any  contract  or  proposed 
contract  in  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project. 

(12)  It  is  further  understood  that  the  parties 
recognize  that  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  and  poUcies  of  HUD 
effectuating  the  title  prohibit  discrimination  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  sex,  or  national  origin  in  the 
policies,  practices,  and  uses  of  the  public  facilities 
proposed  for  credit  to  the  locality's  share  of  the 
cost  of  an  urban  renewal  project  receiving  financial 
assistance  from  the  United  States.  The  City  of 
Boston  covenants  that  the  public  facilities  herein 
proposed  as  local  grants-in-aid  will  be  available  to 
and  serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race,  color, 
sex,  or  national  origin.  Without  being  by  way  of 
limitation,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  that  this 
antidiscrimination  covenant  shall  accrue  to  the 
benefit  of  the  United  States  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment. 

(13)  This  agreement  shall  take  effect  as  a 
sealed  instrument. 

In  witness  whereof  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  have  respec- 
tively caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  as 
of  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

Dear  Councillor  Langone: 

As  I  indicated  last  Thursday,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Police  Department  and  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, we  have  been  working  on  a  redraft  of  the 
Park  Rules.  In  this  connection  the  questions  you 
raised  about  section  3,  pertaining  to  the  right  of 
free  speech  on  the  Common,  are  valid  ones.  While 
we  have  been  very  careful  in  administering  this 
section  to  protect  the  rights  of  any  individual  or 
group  to  voice  their  views,  it  is  true  that  the 
language  of  the  rule  could  be  construed  so  as  to 
deny  free  speech.

SPECIAL    LAW    RE    RECEIPT    OF    ALMS    IN 
PUBLIC  PLACES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  23,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

When  chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  1967  pro- 
vided for  the  direct  administration  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  the  pubUc  welfare  systems,  it 
abolished  all  city  and  town  boards  of  public 
welfare  and  transferred  their  powers  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  St.  1967,  c.  658, 
s.  79. 

Chapter  538  of  the  Acts  of  1909  has  long 
prohibited  the  receipt  of  alms  in  public  places  in 


Boston  without  a  Ucense  from  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor.  Ostensibly  these  licenses  are  now  to  be  issued 
by  the  State  Department  of  PubUc  Welfare,  an 
obviously  unjustifiable  intrusion  of  the  state  into 
local  affairs.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  adoption 
of  the  order  submitted  herewith  which  would 
enable  the  enactment  of  a  special  law  amending 
chapter  538  of  the  Acts  of  1909  so  as  to  provide 
that  the  Ucensing  authority  for  such  purpose  shall 
be  such  board  or  officer  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  ordinance.

Transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  for  a  Home 
Rule  petition  which  would  amend  the  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1957  (St.  1957,  c.  717)  so  as  to  allow 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  obtain 
maximum  advantage  of  its  increase  in  receipts. 

Presently  the  city  is  not  entitled  to  take  into 
account  the  realistic  projection  of  expected  income 
from  a  revenue  department  in  estabhshing  that 
department's  budget  for  the  coming  year.  The  city 
is  bound  by  the  actual  receipts  in  the  previous 
year.  This  limitation  is  particularly  burdensome  on 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  has 
greatly  increased  its  receipts  in  the  past  few  years 
through  more  efficient  billing  and  payment  of 
many  of  its  previously  uncollectible  charges 
through  the  Medicaid  and  Medicare  programs. 

I  am  aware  that  the  present  safeguard  was 
established  because  the  city  had  made  a  practice  of 
overestimating  receipts  and  found  itself  in  an 
unsound  financial  condition  as  a  result.  You  will 
note,  however,  that  the  legislation  here  proposed 
would  permit  the  city  to  include  only  such 
estimated  receipts  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Rate 
Setting  Commission  in  the  Executive  Office  for 
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Administration    and    finance    of    the    Common- 
wealth-

In  response  to  the  offer  of  federal  assistance  I 
have  directed  the  preparation  of  an  application  to 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Developh 
ment  seeking  $500,000  of  interim  assistance  funds.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
COMMITTEE 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Welfare,  submitted  the  following: 
1.  The  Committee  on  PubUc  Welfare,  to  whom  was 
referred  on  May  19,  1969,  a  message  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  two  neighborhood  faciUties  proj- 
ect appUcations,  and  two  resolutions,  makes  the 
following  report: 

1.  The  Neighborhood  Facilities  Act,  passed  by 
Congress  in  1965,  as  section  703,  Housing  and  Ur- 
ban Development  Act  of  1965,  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide federal  grant  assistance  in  meeting  the  devel- 
opment costs  of  neighborhood  faciUties  to 
accommodate  programs  of  community  service.  The 
grants  may  not  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  develop- 
ment cost  of  the  facilities,  or  three-fourths  in  an 
area  designated  as  a  redevelopment  area  under  sec- 
tion 401  of  the  Public  Works  and  Economic 
Development  Act  of  1965. 

2.  Grant  assistance  for  the  development  of 
neighborhood  facilities  projects  may  be  provided  to 
any  local  body  or  agency  which  possesses  authority 
under  state  or  local  law  to  undertake  the  project. 
Any  appUcation  by  other  than  the  local  governing 
body  must  be  approved  by  the  Mayor.  Each  appli- 
cant must  guarantee  its  willingness  and  abihty  to 
supply  the  remaining  one-third  or  the  one-fourth. 
The  public  body  applying  may  contract  with  a 
nonprofit  organization  to  own  or/ and  operate  such 
a  facility,  providing  the  organization  has  the  legal, 
technical,  and  financial  capacity  to  carry  out  the 
project.  Satisfactory  control  over  the  use  of  the 
facihty  must  be  retained  by  the  pubUc  body,  in- 
cluding land  use,  program  features,  management 
personnel,  etc.  Finally,  each  such  neighborhood 
facihty  must  be  consistent  with  the  comprehensive 
development  plan  of  the  city,  if  such  plan 
exists. 


3.  After  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the 
committee  makes  the  following  findings: 

a.  The  application  of  the  city,  on  behalf  of 
the  Lena  Park  Housing  Development  Corpora- 
tion, to  purchase  and  rehabilitate  the  YMHA 
Hecht  House  at  American  Legion  Highway  is  in 
order  and  complies  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 703. 

b.  The  application  of  the  city,  on  behalf  of 
the  Federated  Dorchester  Neighborhood 
Houses,  Inc.,  to  construct  a  new  facility  on  the 
site  now  occupied  by  the  Dorchester  House,  is 
in  order  and  compUes  with  the  provisions  of 
section  703. 

c.  Even  though  the  city  is  applicant  in  both 
cases,  there  wiU  be  no  "local  share"  cost  to  the 
City  Treasury  since  the  local  cost  is,  in  both  in- 
stances, being  met  by  the  nonprofit  organiza- 
tional sponsors. 

d.  According  to  a  letter,  attached  to  and 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  received  from  Mr. 
Hale  Champion,  director  of  the  city  planning 
agency,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
both  appUcations  are  consistent  with  the  city's 
comprehensive  development  plan. 

4.  It  is,  therefore,  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  that  both  appUcations  be  approved  and 
that  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  submit  them  on 
behalf  of  the  respective  agencies. 

5.  The  comrrittee  would  be  remiss,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, if  it  did  not  report  that  such  information 
received  at  the  public  hearing  gave  serious  reason 
for  great  concern: 

a.  The  federal  legislation  does  not  suggest 
that  there  be  a  limit  placed  on  the  number  of 
Section  703  appUcations  submitted  by  a  given 
city. 

u.  The  federal  legislation  gives  little  assist- 
ance to  a  city  in  deciding  which  of  several 
appUcations  are  high-  or  low-priority,  with  the 
exception  that  projects  in  either  urban  renewal 
or  model  cities  areas  are  given  priority.  In  the 
present  case,  neither  of  these  two  applications 
are  in  urban  renewal  or  model  cities  areas. 

c.  It  became  very  clear  that  neither  the 
BRA  nor  the  Mayor's  Office  has  developed  an 
overaU  and  comprehensive  neighborhood  faciU- 
ties program  for  Boston,  supplying  yardsticks 
for  estabUshing  need  or  providing  guidelines  for 
setting  priorities  as  between  possible  applicants. 
This  is  true  despite  testimony  that  the  BRA 
anticipates  receiving  numerous  other  Section 
703  applications  in  the  near  future. 

d.  It  will  be  dishonest  and  misleading  for 
the  city  to  give  the  impression  to  endless 
numbers  of  conscientious  and  dedicated  neigh- 
borhood groups  and  community  leaders  that  an 
infinite  amount  of  federal  money  is  available 
for  the  asking.  The  City  Council  should  not 
aUow  itself  to  become  a  part  of  such  municipal 
chicanery  or  public  deception. 

6.  It  is,  therefore,  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  estabhsh  a  body  of  knowledge- 
able  citizens  -  public   and    private  -  whose    man- 
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date  it  would  be  to  immediately  proceed  to 
evaluate  the  city's  need  in  the  light  of  available  and 
anticipated  federal  funds,  and  to  draw  up  a 
comprehensive  and  meaningful  neighborhood  facil- 
ities program  for  the  whole  City  of  Boston.

TO  HUD  FOR  GRANT  TO  ACQUIRE 

LAND  IN  NORTH  END  FOR 
PARK  AND  RECREATION  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 


City  Council, 

Boston,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  a  "Resolution  of  Applicant" 
which  authorizes  the  City  of  Boston  to  make 
application  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  an  open  space  grant  of 
$504,675  to  acquire  and  clear  land  in  the  North 
End  for  park  and  recreation  purposes.  This  land 
lies  between  the  Charles  River  and  Commercial  and 
Causeway  streets  and  between  the  Charlestown 
Bridge  and  the  property  of  the  Harbor  Police,  but 
excludes  the  new  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
Building. 

The  project,  exclusive  of  relocation  payments, 
is  estimated  to  cost  $907,350.  The  applicant  seeks 
a  grant  for  50  percent  of  this  amount.  A  further 
grant  of  100  percent  of  estimated  relocation 
payments  of  $51,000  is  sought.  These  relocation 
payments  will  be  made  to  businesses;  no  families 
are  to  be  displaced. 

The  local  share  of  the  cost  of  this  project  is 
estimated  to  be  $453,675.  On  January  20  City 
Council  voted  an  appropriation  and  loan  of 
$490,000  and  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  to  meet 
the  costs. 

I  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
"Resolution  of  AppUcant."

Whereas,  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961, 
as  amended,  provides  for  the  making  of  grants  by 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
to  states  and  local  public  bodies  to  assist  them  in 
the  acquisition  and  development  of  permanent 
interests  in  land  for  open-space  uses  where  such 
assistance  is  needed  for  carrying  out  a  unified  or 
officially  coordinated  program  for  the  provision 
and  development  of  open-space  land  as  part  of  the 
comprehensively  planned  development  of  the  ur- 
ban area;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  (herein  sometimes 
referred  to  as  "Applicant")  desires  to  acquire  a  fee 
simple  title  to  certain  land  known  as  294  Causeway 
street  and  529-551  Commercial  street  in  the  North 
End  of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  land  is  to  be  held 
and  used  for  permanent  open-space  land  for 
waterfront  park  and  recreation  use;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating  that 
title  provides  that  no  person  shall  be  discriminated 
against  because  of  race,  color,  or  natural  origin  in 
the  use  of  the  land  acquired;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  contract  for 
federal  grant  will  impose  certain  obUgations  and 
responsibilities  upon  the  appUcant  and  will  require 
among  other  things  (1)  assurances  that  families 
and  individuals  displaced  as  a  result  of  the  open- 
space  land  project  are  offered  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing,  (2)  compliance  with  federal  la- 
bor standards,  and  (3)  compliance  with  federal 
requirements  relating  to  equal  employment  oppor- 
tunity; and 
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Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the 
project  wUl  be  as  follows: 

Acquisition  of  fee  simple  title  to  said  land, 
$802,400;  necessary  demolition  and  removal  of 
improvements  to  said  land,  $83,200;  real  estate 
services,  $14,000;  project  inspection  fee  $5,000; 
relocation  services,  $2,750;  or,  exclusive  of  relo- 
cation payments,  a  total  of  $907,350;  plus  total 
amount  of  relocation  payments  to  be  made  to 
eligible  site  occupants  displaced  from  property  to 
be  acquired,  $51,000;  or  a  grand  total  of 
$958,350; and 

Whereas,  $500,000  has  been  appropriated  by 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
land  for  public  parks  and  playgrounds;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a 
grant  in  an  amount  authorized  by  Title  VII  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  which  amount 
is  presently  estimated  to  be  $504,675,  and  that  the 
applicant  will  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  from 
other  funds  available  to  it. 

2.  That  adequate  open-space  land  for  the  local- 
ity cannot  effectively  be  provided  through  the  use 
of  existing  undeveloped  or  predominantly  undevel- 
oped land. 

3.  That  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  to 
file  such  application  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development:  to  provide  addi- 
tional information  and  to  furnish  such  documents 
as  may  be  required  by  said  department;  to  execute 
such  contracts  as  are  required  by  said  department; 
and  to  act  as  the  authorized  correspondent  of  the 
Applicant. 

4.  That  the  proposed  acquisition  and  develop- 
ment is  in  accordance  with  plans  for  the  allocation 
of  land  for  open-space  uses,  and  that,  should  said 
grant  be  made,  the  applicant  will  acquire,  develop, 
and  retain  said  land  for  the  uses  designated  in  said 
application  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by 
the  applicant  with  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating 
Title  VI  of  the  CivU  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

6.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  displacees,  if 
any,  will  be  relocated  in  accordance  with  appli- 
cable regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 

7.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by 
the  applicant  with  the  federal  labor  standards 
imposed  under  Title  Vll  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1961,  as  amended.

Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  your  Honorable  Body  has 
the  authority  to  pass  the  order  introduced  by 
Councillor  William  J.  Foley,  Jr.,  on  May  19,  1969, 
reading  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  for  the  construction  of 
recreation  buildings  with  swimming  pools,  and 
that,  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  clause  (3)  of  section  7  of  chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  from  time  to  time 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount." 

St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  explicitly  states  that  the  City 
Council  may  originate  a  loan  order,  but  under  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  as  appearing  in  St.  1941,  c.  604, 
s.  1,  all  appropriations  to  be  met  from  any  source 
other  than  loans  shall  originate  with  the  Mayor. 
The  latter  is  significant  because  not  only  must  debt 
incurred  under  G.  L.,  c.  44,  s.  7,  be  within  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  prescribed  in  G.  L.,  c.  44,  s.  10, 
but  also  it  cannot  be  incurred  for  the  purposes  pf 
clause  (3)  unless  in  the  year  in  which  the  debt  is 
authorized  either  an  amount  equal  to  3  percent  of 
the  loan  has  been  appropriated  from  available 
revenue  or  voted  to  be  raised  by  taxation  or 
transferred  from  a  reserve  or  stabilization  fund  or 
from  an  available  appropriation  not  raised  by 
borrowing,  or  $150,000  has  been  so  appropriated, 
voted,  or  transferred  for  the  purposes  of  clause  (3). 

Accordingly,  if  you  ascertain  from  the  city's 
financial  officers  that  I  am  correct  in  thinking  that 
the  Mayor  has  not  originated  the  prerequisite 
appropriation  order  in  the  current  year,  thei^  is,  in 
my  opinion,  no  effective  action  which  your  Honor- 
able Body  may  take  upon  the  loan  order  con- 
cerning which  you  have  asked  my  opinion.

BOSTON  NARCOTICS  COMMISSION

Whereas,  The  use  of  narcotic  drugs  and  can- 
nabis is  reaching  a  rate  that  is  extremely  high  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Research  by  federal  government  agen- 
cies indicates  that  the  average  age  of  the  typical 
urban  drug  user  is  steadily  decreasing  and  the  use 
has  already  reached  many  urban  youngsters  in  their 
youth;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  been  witnessing  a  very  rapid 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  violent  crimes  which 
seem  to  be  related  to  the  use  of  or  the  need  to  use 
narcotics  or  harmful  drugs,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
is  plagued  by  their  crimes  so  that  our  elderly 
citizens  live  in  constant  fear,  and  our  parks  and 
streets  are  unsafe  for  all  of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  proper  development  of  many  of 
our  youth  has  been  tiiwarted  due  to  the  insidious 
increase  in  drug  abuse  and  narcotics;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  and 
hereby  is  requested  to  draft  an  ordinance  estab- 
lishing a  Boston  Narcotics  Commission  to  deal  with 
this  urgent  matter,  said  commission  to  include  two 


doctors  who  deal  with  the  medical  and  psycho- 
logical problems  of  Boston's  youth  and  one  Repre- 
sentative from  the  Boston  PoUce  Department,  the 
Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs,  the 
State  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  the  Boston 
School  Department,and  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and

INFORMATION  ON  TOWING  OF 
ILLEGALLY  PARKED  MOTOR  VEHICLES 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  April  1,  1968,  the  Council  passed 
an  order  accepting  the  provisions  of  chapter  228  of 
the  Acts  of  1966,  extending  to  the  City  of  Boston 
the  power  to  tow  illegally  parked  motor  vehicles 
throughout  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  On  April  3,  1968,  the  Mayor  approved 
the  said  order;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  that  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  has  neglected  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  aforesaid  action  of  the  Council  and 
Mayor  by  failing  to  amend  its  traffic  regulations  so 
as  to  permit  the  Police  Department  to  tow  illegally 
parked  vehicles  in  all  parts  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  need  for  towing  illegally  parked 
vehicles  in  congested  parts  of  the  city  increases 
year  by  year,  particularly  in  student-impacted  areas 
such  as  Allston  and  Brighton;  now,  therefore,  be  it

to  which  illegally  parked  vehicles  may  be  towed?

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  a  loan  order  of 
$250,000  be  made  under  provisions  of  chapter  44, 
section  7,  clause  14,  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
purpose  of  this  loan  would  be  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  traffic  control  signal  equipment  at 
various  locations  throughout  the  city.  The  loca- 
tions which  would  be  signalized  are  high  accident 
locations  which  presently  operate  with  serious 
hazard  to  motorists  and  pedestrians  aUke. 

The  reason  for  making  this  request  at  this  time 
is  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  chapter 
519  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  which  provides  state 
reimbursement  aid  in  the  amount  of  75  percent  of 
the  cost  of  installing  traffic  control  devices  as 
described  above.  Under  the  procedures  of  that  act 
three  quarters  of  the  amount  we  spend  would  be 


reimbursed  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city  upon 
completion  of  the  work. 

We  have  conferred  with  representatives  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  they  have 
assured  us  that  funds  are  available  which  they  can 
allocate  to  the  City  of  Boston  and,  in  fact,  that 
they  are  presently  reviewing  some  tentatively 
proposed  intersections  to  be  signalized  if  we  obtain 
the  necessary  finances.

SUPPLEMENTARY  BUDGET  FOR  VARIOUS  DEPARTMENTS  FOR  1969

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  number  of  communications  from  various  department  heads  requesting 
supplemental  funds,  together  with  the  appropriate  orders.  Rather  than  submitting  these  requests  one  at  a  time,  I 
believe  it  will  ease  your  task  to  consider  the  entire  package,  which  aggregates  $5,017,075,  at  once. 

In  addition,  I  am  submitting  a  loan  order  for  $250,000  for  new  or  improved  traffic  signals.  Seventy-five 
percent  of  this  amount  will  be  reimbursed  by  state  highway  safety  funds.  The  down  payment  required  to  be 
appropriated  from  current  funds  is  described  in  paragraph  2,  subsection  A,  below. 

There  will  be  at  least  one  more  supplemental  budget  request  for  1969  to  provide  for  the  funding  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreements  yet  to  be  consummated.  These  agreements  will  presumably  include  the  poUce 
patrolmen's  association,  the  hospital  health  officers  and  the  general  city  and  county  employees. 

To  facilitate  your  review  of  these  requests  I  have  grouped  them  into  four  categories: 

1.  Appropriations  necessary  to  fund  collective  bargaining  agreements $3,380,000 

2.  Appropriations  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  federal  and  state  programs 74,675 

3.  Appropriations  required  to  meet  unforeseen  contingencies 1,006,500 

4.  Appropriations  needed  to  provide  a  better  level  of  service 555 ,900 

Total  from  current  funds $5,017,075

1.  Appropriations  necessary  to  fund  collective  bargaining  agreements $3,380,000 

a.  Agreement  with  Firefighters  Local  718  calls  for  firefighters  maximum  to  go 
from  $7,699.50  to  $8,352  January  1,  1969,  to  $8,850  on  March  5,  1969  and 
to  $9,700  in  March  of  1970.  The  same  percentage  differentials  for  Fire 
Department  superior  officers  will  apply  as  those  for  pohce  superior  officers 

(see  below) $2,595,000 

b.  Agreement  with  poUce  superior  officers  establishes  fixed  differentials  of  21.5 
percent  between  the  patrolman  maximum  and  sergeants  and  a  15  percent 
differential  between  ranks  above  this  level ,  370,000 

c.  Agreement  with  nurses  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  provides 

for  a  general  pay  increase  of  approximately  8.5  percent 415,000 

2.  Appropriations,  loan  orders,  and  budget  amendments  necessary  to  take  advantage 

of  state  or  federal  funds $74,675 

a.   The  loan  order  for  installation  of  new  or  improved  traffic  signal  controls  by

the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  requires  a  down  payment  which  must  be 
appropriated  from  current  funds $12,500 

b.  Appropriation  for  a  summer  work  project  which  would  provide  summer  jobs 
for  200  high-school-age  workers  using  federal  neighborhood  youth  corps  funds 
and  forty  college-age  supervisors  and  coordinators  using  federal  work-study 
funds.  The  total  federal  share  of  the  program  would  be  $91,920,  while  the 
cost  to  the  city  would  be 62,175 

Appropriations  needed  to  meet  unforeseen  circumstances $1,006,500 

a.  Snow  removal  for  the  1968-69  season  overran  the  appropriation  by 
$579,700.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  will  require  an  additional 
$250,000  to  repair  equipment  and  to  purchase  salt  and  other  items  to  prepare 

for  the  1969-70  season $830,000 

b.  The  heavy  winter  snows  did  more  financial  damage  than  just  increase  the  snow 
removal  budget.  Many  of  the  city's  publicly  owned  trees  were  severely 
damaged,  and  must  be  repaired  if  they  are  to  survive.  It  is  proposed  to 
augment  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreations  small  tree  maintenance 
staff  during  the  summer  with  forty  federally  subsidized  neighborhood  youth 
corps  laborers  and  ten  coUege-age  labor  supervisors.  Additional  minor 
equipment  would  be  purchased,  and  large  equipment  would  be  leased  for  the 

summer 64,316 

c.  An  error  in  the  preparation  of  the  Assessing  Department's  budget  resulted  in 
the  personal  services  account  being  severely  underbudgeted.  This  amount  is 

needed  to  maintain  the  1968  level  of  service 50,000 

d.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  leases  space  required  by  the  Boston  School 
Department.  The  Boston  high  school  work-study  program  is  housed  in  one  of 
the  leased  buildings,  and  heretofore  was  paid  for  with  funds  from  Title  I  of  the 
Federal  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965.  These  funds  are 
not  available  for  much  of  1969,  although  continued  use  of  the  building  is  a 
necessity.  Therefore,  local  funds  will  be  required  until  federal  funds  are  again 

available  after  the  first  of  the  federal  fiscal  year 58,400 

e.  The  Boston  Finance  Commission's  rent  for  their  office  at  24  School  street  has

The  following  proposal  is  submitted  in  response 
to  your  request  that  the  Office  of  Public  Service 
prepare  suggestions  for  a  summer  work  program 
for  high-school-age  students,  to  be  operated  in 
conjunction  with  the  in-school  neighborhood 
youth  corps  program  sponsored  by  the  Boston 
School  Department.  In  preparing  this  proposal,  we 
have  consulted  various  city  officials  who  were 
associated  with  a  similar  project  during  the  summer 
of  1968  -representatives  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, the  Department  of  PubUc  Works,  and  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

The  Boston  School  Department  has  a  neighbor- 
hood youth  corps  program  under  contract  with  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor  which  provides 
for  the  employment  of  boys  between  the  ages  of 
sixteen  and  nineteen  from  families  meeting  federal 
poverty  level  requirements.  Federal  funds  have 
been  allocated  to  pay  up  to  200  boys  $1.40  per 
hour  for  twenty-six  hours  per  week  for  a  nine-week 
period  during  the  coming  summer.  A  similar 
number  of  students  were  employed  during  the 
summer  of  1968,  and  the  city  supplemented  their 
wages  to  permit  payment  of  $1.80  per  hour  for  a 
35-hour  work  week.  This  supplement  brought  the 
wage  level  above  the  federal  minimum  wage  re- 
quirement and  permitted  coordination  of  work 
schedules  with  those  of  regular  city  employees. 

The  School  Department  has  indicated  its  will- 
ingness to  recruit  200  eUgible  students  again  this 
summer,  within  the  same  wage  guidelines,  and  to 
assign  them  to  a  city  agency  to  work  on  projects 
such  as  alley  and  vacant  lot  cleaning;  clean-up  and 
light  maintenance  work  on  parks  and  playgrounds; 
painting  of  fire  hydrants,  traffic  signal  posts,  and 
street  signs;  and  similar  important  projects  which 
cannot  be  accomplished  within  the  scope  of  the 
present  city  budget  for  1969. 

Consultation  with  representatives  of  the  School 
Department  and  other  city  officials  associated  with 
the  1968  summer  work  project  indicated  that  close 
supervision  of  the  high  school  students  is  a  key  to  a 
successful  program.  Supervisors  should  participate 
in  a  training  program  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
actual  work  projects  to  familiarize  them  with  the 
areas  in  which  they  will  work  and  to  equip  them 
with  skills  needed  for  supervision  of  younger  boys. 
Therefore,  we  suggest  utilizing  a  second  source  of 
federal    funds    in   order   to  recruit   forty    college 


students  for  an  eleven-week  period  to  act  as  work 
team  supervisors  and  coordinators.  Such  students 
could  be  recruited  through  the  financial  aid  offices 
of  local  colleges.  The  city  would  be  required  to  pay 
approximately  20  percent  of  the  salaries  of  these 
students,  with  the  balance  paid  by  the  colleges 
using  federal  work  study  funds. 

It  would  be  important  that  work  teams  drawn 
from  the  high  school  and  college  students  be 
assigned  in  every  section  of  the  city.  For  this 
reason,  and  to  minimize  administrative  costs,  we 
suggest  that  two  or  three  work  teams  (eight  or  nine 
men  to  a  team)  be  assigned  to  each  Little  City  Hall 
to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Little  City  Hall 
Manager.  Recruitment  of  students  to  work  in  the 
neighborhood  in  which  they  live  might  facilitate  a 
certain  amount  of  pride  in  their  work.  Their 
assignment  to  the  Little  City  Hall  would  minimize 
the  transportation  problems  and  time  lost  in 
transportation  which  would  result  if  the  program 
were  administered  from  one  central  location. 

Staff  of  the  Office  of  Public  Service  have 
consulted  with  representatives  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 
Both  departments  have  expressed  their  interest  in 
participating  in  a  project  such  as  this  by  providing 
trucks  and  heavy  equipment  as  required,  planning 
work  projects  in  each  neighborhood  in  conjunction 
with  the  Little  City  Hall  Manager,  and  providing 
technical  supervision  and  assistance  when  neces- 
sary. Close  coordination  among  these  three  depart- 
ments is  essential  in  order  to  keep  costs  of  leased 
and  purchased  equipment  at  a  minimum.  Overall 
administration  of  the  program  and  coordination 
with  all  other  city  agencies  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Office  of  PubUc  Service. 

A  sample  budget  is  attached  which  outlines  the 
cost  of  the  program  described  above.  By  combining 
the  two  sources  of  federal  funding  (neighborhood 
youth  corps  funds  and  federal  work  study  assist- 
ance) with  city  funds  many  important  projects  in 
each  of  Boston's  neighborhoods  can  be  under- 
taken. Perhaps  most  important,  200  boys  from 
economically  disadvantaged  families  can  spend  a 
summer  learning  important  work  skills  and  have 
the  opportunity  to  develop  a  relationship  with  a 
college  student.  Hopefully,  such  an  experience  can 
provide  some  interest  by  the  high  school  students 
in  further  education  or  vocational  training  for 
themselves. 

I  hope  the  proposal  as  described  above  meets 
with  your  approval.

of  Administrative  Services 
Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

My  experience  during  the  past  year  and  a  half 
with  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services 
has  convinced  me  that,  in  order  for  the  department 
to  be  the  effective  management  arm  of  the  city 
government,  it  must  be  strengthened  and  upgraded. 
Therefore,  I  am  proposing  a  supplemental  budget 
which  would  add  staff  in  two  areas,  together  with 
a  higher  salary  structure  in  another.  The  additional 
cost  of  this  strengthened  organization  for  1969  will 
be  $40,452. 
Specifically: 

1.  I  would  like  to  provide  a  general  salary 
increase  of  one  grade  for  the  professional  staff  of 
the  Budget  Division.  It  is  my  conviction  that  the 
salary  structure  of  this  unit  must  be  upgraded  in 
order  to  attract  the  kind  of  people  we  need  for  the 
difficult  job  of  making  recommendations  on  the 
allocation  of  the  tax  dollar.  Those  in  this  division 
who  have  served  well  should  be  justly  compen- 
sated. It  is  this  division  that  will  bear  much  of  the 
extra  work  load  that  will  result  as  we  improve  the 
budget  procedure  with  the  addition  of  perform- 
ance and  program  data  that  will  permit  a  better 
analysis  and  evaluation  of  departmental  activities. 

Not  only  does  the  Budget  Division  have  respon- 
sibility for  the  preparation  of  the  budget,  but  it 
also  must  supervise  expenditures  once  the  budget  is 
approved.   There   is   no    comparable  job  in  any 
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individual  department,  and  I  do  not  believe  a  salary 
adjustment  for  the  Budget  Division  would  result  in 
the  need  for  adjustments  elsewhere  in  the  city  civil 
service  structure. 

I  am  not  asking  for  any  additional  positions  for 
the  Budget  Division,  although  that  would  be 
desirable,  but  I  do  want  to  make  the  point  that  the 
Budget  Division  will  be  working  closely  with  the 
Program  Planning,  Evaluation,  and  Analysis  Divi- 
sion proposed  in  paragraph  2  below.  The  additional 
cost  for  1969  of  this  salary  increase  wiU  be  $3,052. 

2.  I  propose  to  establish  a  Program  Planning, 
Evaluation,  and  Analysis  Division  composed  of  five 
positions  reporting  directly  to  the  Deputy  Director 
for  Fiscal  Affairs.  These  positions  would  be  avail- 
able to  investigate  existing  city  programs  or  activi- 
ties and  to  recommend  expansions,  curtailments, 
or  modifications  of  city  services.  They  would  be 
expected  to  work  toward  introducing  management  ■ 
innovations  and  new  procedures  into  city  govern- 
ment. In  essence,  these  would  be  Administrative 
Services  paratroopers  who  would  go  into  various 
city  agencies  to  study  their  operations,  and  to 
work  with  the  management  of  these  agencies  as 
well  as  with  the  other  divisions  of  Administrative 
Services  (especially  the  Budget  Division),  and  with 
the  Mayor's  Office  toward  changes.  The  Budget 
Division  is  now  charged  with  this  kind  of  responsi- 
biUty,  and  will  continue  to  be  in  the  future,  but 
the  exigencies  of  the  budget  process  and  the 
day-to-day  routine  of  budget  supervision  tend  to 
interrupt  the  kind  of  staff  work  and  follow-up  that 
is  often  necessary  begore  changes  can  be  imple- 
mented. 

There  is  a  long  list  of  projects,  many  of  them 
suggested  by  the  Council  during  the  budget  hear- 
ings, upon  which  this  staff  should  begin  to  work. 

There  must  be  an  attempt  to  recruit  college- 
trained  people  to  staff  this  operation.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  unit  would  become  a  regular  stepping 
stone  to  other  management  jobs  within  the  city 
government.  Within  the  next  ten  years  there  will  be 
an  enormous  turnover  of  experienced  city  person- 
nel, and  it  is  important  to  provide  an  avenue 
through  which  good  young  candidates  might  begin 
to  work  with  the  city  to  prepare  for  management 
jobs.  The  laws  of  supply  and  demand  will  make  it 
necessary  to  establish  a  salary  structure  for  these 
positions  at  a  sUghtly  higher  level  than  for  many 
entering  jobs  in  city  government.  The  1969  cost  of 
the  PPE  &  A  Division  is  estimated  at  $13,200 

3.  I  am  awaiting  the  report  of  the  committee 
headed  by  Professor  Douglas  Brown  on  a  reorgani- 
zation of  our  Personnel  Division,  but  in  the 
meantime  I  am  proposing  to  strengthen  our  opera- 
tion in  the  areas  of  collective  bargaining,  recruit- 
ment, and  job  analysis. 

Collective  bargaining  has  added  a  new  dimen- 
sion to  the  city's  personnel  operations,  and  al- 
though we  have  been  deahng  with  this  problem  on 
an  informal  basis,  it  is  now  urgently  necessary  that 
we  put  together  a  labor  relations  unit  that  will  deal 
with  this  matter  in  a  regular  and  ongoing  way.  The 
largest  part  of  our  total  budget  goes  into  the 
salaries  that  are  arrived  at  by  collective  bargaining, 


and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  we  have  a 
professional  staff  of  the  highest  caUbre  to  protect 
the  city's  interest  in  this  area. 

A  more  vigorous  recruitment  effort  requiring 
additional  staff  is  also  needed  if  we  are  to  find  and 
train  replacements  for  the  many  high  level  people 
who  will  be  retiring  in  the  next  several  years. 

More  staff  is  also  needed  in  the  area  of  job 
evaluation  and  analysis  if  we  are  to  maintain  the 
classification  system  upon  which  our  salary  plan  is 
based.  New  positions  and  changes  in  duties  are 
being  proposed,  and  well-trained  personnel  analysts 
are  needed  to  study  these  and  to  recommend 
placement  in  the  salary  plan.  The  handling  of 
inequity  appeals  under  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments also  requires  job  analysis.  We  now  have  two 
very  capable  people  doing  this  work,  but  at  least 
six  more  are  needed. 

Work  is  also  being  done  on  a  program  of 
employee  safety,  and  announcements  will  be  forth- 
coming in  the  near  future. 

At  this  time,  I  propose  funding  of  three 
positions  in  a  collective  bargaining  unit  -  two 
positions  in  a  recruitment  unit,  and  six  in  the  area 
of  job  evaluation  and  analysis.  The  total  cost  of 
this  part  of  the  reorganization  for  1969  will  be 
$36,200.

To  enable  the  School  Department  to  further 
expand  its  work  study  program  ("Boston  High 
School")  next  fall  for  a  full  four-year  high  school 
program,  additional  space  will  be  required  beyond 
the  quarters  presently  leased  at  337  and  338 
Newbury  street. 

As  you  know,  this  program  has  from  its 
inception  been  supported  entirely  from  federal 
funds  granted  the  School  Committee  under  Title  I 
of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Educational  Act 
of  1965  (Public  Law  89-10).  During  the  current 
school  year  restrictions  on  these  funds  have  re- 
quired us  to  ask  you  to  provide  $43,800  in 
supplemental  appropriations  for  rent  of  the  exist- 
ing space.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
School  Department  for  an  increase  in  the  federal 
grant  for  next  year  to  help  defray  the  expenses 
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including  the  cost  of  rental  and  fitting  out  of  the 
additional  space.  The  federal  government,  however, 
is  asking  that  the  city  contribute  on  a  one-time 
basis  a  certain  portion  of  these  added  costs  in  1969 
amounting  to  $14,600.  In  1970  and  hereafter  we 
would  be  asked  only  to  contribute  the  base 
$43,800,  although  normally  no  reduction  in  a  local 
commitment  to  such  a  project  is  accepted.  As  the 
total  annual  federal  commitment  to  this  very 
worthwhile  and  productive  educational  program 
will  now  approach  $500,000, 1  believe  this  minimal 
city  investment  to  be  quite  acceptable. 

Would  you,  therefore,  give  favorable  considera- 
tion to  increasing  our  supplemental  budget  request 
for  this  program  from  the  $43,800  previously 
agreed  to  by  the  additional  $14,600  so  that  the 
expansion  to  the  four-year  program  may  be  accom- 
modated.

The  Finance  Commission  has  occupied  leased 
premises  at  24  School  street  for  many  years  as  a 
tenant  of  the  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank.  The 
lease  under  which  the  Finance  Commission  cur- 
rently occupies  these  premises  expires  on  August  1, 
1969. 

C.  W.  Whittier  &  Bro.,  real  estate  agents  for  the 
Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  for  this  building, 
has  informed  the  commission  that  a  renewal  of  the 
lease  would  have  to  provide  a  rental  rate  of  $5.50 
per  square  foot.  Inasmuch  as  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion has  enjoyed  a  rental  rate  of  $3.65  per  square 
foot  for  each  of  the  past  three  years,  this  ultima- 
tum by  C.  W.  Whittier  &  Bro.  is  quite  a  shock.  Of 
course,  the  $3.65  rate  was  far  below  prevailing 
office  rental  prices  in  this  area,  and  the  Finance 
Commission  was  thus  favored  only  because  the 
Commission  was  a  public  service  department  oper- 
ating on  a  severely  restricted  appropriation. 

This  development  has  produced  a  very  serious 
situation.  The  annual  rental  under  the  current  lease 
is  $6,950;  the  annual  rental  of  the  same  premises  at 
the  new  rate  in  the  renewal  of  the  lease  will  be 
$10,742,  a  diference  of  $3,522.  The  Finance 
Commission  budget  is  so  tight  in  all  items  that 
there  are  no  available  funds  in  any  item  to  meet 
this  rental  increase.  When  the  Finance  Commission 
submitted  its  1969  budget  request  earlier  this  year, 
an  increase  in  Item  49,  Rental  of  Office,  was 
requested  in  anticipation  of  an  increased  rental  in  a 
new  lease,  but  the  request  was  denied. 

We  are  now  faced  with  the  reality  of  a  definite 
increase.  The  new  rental  rate  would  mean  an  in- 
crease of  $1,500  for  the  balance  of  1969  (August  1 
through  December  31).  Thereafter,  the  annual 
rental  would  be  $10,472.  an  increase  of  $3,522 
over  the  present  annual  rental  of  $6,950. 


One  of  the  alternatives  available  in  this  matter 
would  be  the  allocation  of  appropriate  space  at  the 
new  City  Hall.  This  proposal  is  certainly  agreeable 
to  the  commission,  and  has  been  actively  sup- 
ported by  Councillors  Langone  and  Timilty.  How- 
ever, we  have  been  informed  that  sufficient  space  is 
not  available  at  this  time  and  that  there  is  little 
prospect  for  space  in  the  future. 

In  view  of  this  situation  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion respectfully  requests  your  Honor  to  provide  a 
supplementary  amount  of  $1,500  in  the  49  Item  in 
the  1969  budget  of  the  Finance  Commission.

The  Building  Department  is  the  custodian  of 
approximately  2,000,000  documents,  all  of  which 


we  are  required  to  maintain  for  an  indefinite 
period.  These  documents  consist  of  such  things  as 
building  application  forms,  building  remodeUng 
application  forms,  plot  plans  of  buildings,  and 
building  plans  for  every  building  extant  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  latter  are  presently  housed  in  about 
ten  thousand  cubic  feet  of  space  in  the  basement 
of  the  old  City  Hall  Annex. 

An  overwhelming  requirement  exists  to  have  all 
of  these  records  microfilmed  and  put  on  a  so-called 
aperture  card  so  that  we  can  keep  all  of  the 
documents  which  apply  to  a  specific  address  in  one 
place.  A  cigar  box  will  contain  the  records  now  in  a 
four-drawer  file.  Our  present  system  requires  that 
they  be  in  three  or  four  different  locations.  This  is 
time  consuming  and  unsatisfactory  in  conducting  a 
records  retrieval.  When  we  microfilm  our  records 
we  propose  to  maintain  a  master  copy  which  will 
prevent  the  unauthorized  altering  of  our  records 
having  to  do  with  zoning,  occupancy,  and  use  of 
premises. 

The  cost  of  converting  our  system  is  $50,000, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  cost  between 
$5,000  and  $10,000  a  year  for  materials  and 
maintenance  of  our  equipment.  1  intend  to  cross- 
train  our  present  staff  to  use  our  new  equipment. 
We  will  be  able  to  provide  authorized  persons 
copies  of  public  records  instantly.  I  estimate  that 
we  will  generate  enough  in  fees  for  this  service  to 
pay  for  the  annual  maintenance  and  operation 
costs.

In  response  to  your  memorandum  of  March  11, 
1969,   the    following   revisions   and   supplemental 
information  are  submitted. 

1.  The  budget  for  1969  can  be  reduced  to 
$49,875  by  the  following  steps: 

a.  Reduce  the  estimate  for  air  monitoring  from 
$10,000  to  $5,000. 

b.  Schedule  the  salary  of  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor and  that  of  his  secretary  to  begin  on  May  1, 
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1969.  This    will   reduce    the    permanent    em- 
ployees   estimate    by    $8,688. 

2.  The  institutions  and  facilities  owned  and 
operated  by  the  City  of  Boston  are  among  the 
principal  offenders  in  causing  air  pollution.  Within 
city  government,  the  city's  Air  Pollution  Commis- 
sion can  work  with  all  of  these  agencies  to  assure 
that  the  city  sets  a  good  example  for  private 
institutions.  The  state  can  estabUsh  standards  and 
identify  violators,  but  where  these  are  a  part  of 
city  government  the  Mayor  needs  expertise  and  a 
staff  of  advocates  immediately  available  to  him  to 
assist  in  effecting  needed  improvements  through 
development  of  a  unified  approach  on  the  part  of 
city  departments. 

The  Boston  Air  Pollution  Commission  will 
supplement  and  complement  the  programs  at  the 
federal  and  state  levels  of  government.  Through  its 
advocacy  role  directed  upward  it  will  assure  that 
programs  at  those  levels  are  carried  out  with 
sufficient  vigor.  This  is  particularly  important 
where  sources  of  pollution  He  outside  of  Boston.  It 
can  help  to  assure  that  state  and  federal  programs 
receive  adequate  support  from  appropriating 
bodies. 

In  the  long  pull  it  is  important  that  plans  for 
new  industry,  dwelling  places,  and  institutions  be 
made  in  such  a  way  that  air  pollution  is  minimized. 
Experience  has  shown  that  this  is  not  accomplished 
unless  air  pollution  considerations  are  actively  and 
consistently  kept  at  the  forefront  from  the  very 
beginning  of  the  planning  process.  Only  the  city's 
own  air  pollution  activity  can  carry  out  this  role 
effectively. 

The  Metropolitan  Air  Pollution  District  will  be 
expanded  to  include  ninety-eight  cities  and  towns. 
One  effect  of  this  in  estabhshing  standards  will  be 
to  average  the  standards  downward.  Boston  must 
counteract  this  tendency  by  holding  its  own  pubhc 
hearings  in  advance  of  the  state  and  by  developing 
its  own  adequate  standards  in  advance  of  the  state. 

3.  The  1970  cost  will  be  arrived  at  by  annualiz- 
ing personal  services  and  by  eliminating  the  cost 
($15,000)  for  the  survey  which  is  intended  to  be  a 
benchmark  setting  project  which  will  not  be 
repeated  each  year.  A  new  item  will  be  requested 
in  the  amount  of  $15,000  as  local  matching  funds 
for  a  demonstration  grant  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  the  amount  of  $45,000.  This  project, 
totalling  $60,000  in  cost,  would  provide  for  air 
pollution  planning  services  to  city  departments  and 
planning  agencies.  This  has  been  discussed  with 
federal  officials  who  feel  that  it  would  be  innova- 
tive and  valuable  and  who  have  encouraged  us  to 
apply. 

4.  The  allocation  of  $5,000  for  air  monitoring 
services  will  cover  measurements  of  pollutant  levels 
in  selected  areas  of  Boston  which  are  not  ade- 
quately covered  by  the  existing  three  monitoring 
stations  operated  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  and  where  we  expect  to  find  high 
levels  of  pollution.  This  will  probably  not  be  a 
continuing  activity  but  will  help  to  establish  the 
severity  of  the  pollution  problem  and  justify  the 
reasonableness  of  any  regulations  we  issue. 


The  amount  of  $15,000  for  a  survey  of 
pollution  sources  in  Boston  will  be  used  to  develop 
an  inventory  of  sources  in  a  form  suitable  for 
control  action.  It  seems  likely  that  we  will  institute 
a  permit  system  as  well  as  emission  standards,  and 
a  working  inventory  of  sources  is  necessary  if  we 
are  to  secure  compliance  with  our  regulations. 
Some  of  this  information  has  been  collected  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  but  this  must 
be  reworked  and  extended.  Such  an  inventory  is  as 
essential  to  pollution  control  as  the  assessor's  list  is 
to  the  collection  of  property  taxes!

Gentlemen: 

I  enclose  a  letter  recently  received  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 
relative  to  the  financing,  construction,  mainte- 
nance, and  operation  by  that  Authority  of  a 
multipurpose  sports  stadium  complex  and  a  third 
harbor  tunnel  for  vehicular  traffic  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

As  Chairman  Driscoll's  letter  indicates,  we  have 
reached  agreement  on  the  major  elements  which 
will  allow  these  facilities  to  be  constructed 
conformably  with  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  with  the  exception  of  a  limitation  on 
the  tolls  to  be  charged  for  use  of  the  harbor 
tunnels.  In  that  respect,  however,  I  feel  that  the 
citizens  of  East  Boston  are  entitled  to  be  protected 
against  an  increase  in  tolls.  We  have  provided  that 
the  constitutional  question  raised  by  the  proposed 
limitation  should  be  resolved  by  the  Suprime 
Judicial  Court. 

With  respect  to  the  $5,000,000  interest 
guarantee,  I  am  satisfied  that  under  the  financing 
here  proposed  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  invoke 
this  obligation.  Consequently,  I  am  confident  there 
will  be  no  unfavorable  financial  impact  on  the  City 
of  Boston  as  a  result. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  these  projects  to 
the  well-being  of  our  city  I  recommend  that  at  the 
earUest  possible  time  you  adopt  the  order  sub- 
mitted herewith  approving  a  petition  for  the 
necessary  legislation  pursuant  to  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment  to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution.

Pursuant  to  our  extended  discussions  during  the 
past  few  weeks,  your  are  respectfully  requested, 
with  the  Boston  City  Council,  to  initiate  a  petition 
to  the  Legislature  for  the  enactment  of  legislation, 
pursuant  to  section  8  (2)  of  Article  2  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts, 
providing  for  the  financing,  construction,  mainte- 
nance, and  operation  by  the  authority  of  a 
multipurpose  sports  stadium  complex  and  a  third 
harbor  tunnel,  both  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  accordance  with  our  mutual  understanding, 
we  propose  that  such  legislation  provide  essentially 
that: 

1.  The  stadium  shall  be  constructed  on  a 

site  to  be  selected  by  the  authority,  located 

generally  between  the  South  Station  and  the 

Broadway  MBTA  station. 


2.  If  it  is  determined  by  professional  study 
that  such  site  is  not  economically  or  otherwise 
feasible,  an  alternative  site  in  the  City  of 
Boston  will  be  recommended  by  the  Authority, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

3.  The  design  of  the  stadium  shall  be 
subject  to  periodic  review  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  giving  due  consid- 
eration to  construction  costs  and  to  the  fact 
that  the  project  will  be  financed  through  the 
sale  of  revenue  bonds. 

4.  The  tunnel  shall  be  constructed  from  a 
portal  in  Fort  Point  Channel  in  the  City  of 
Boston  under  Boston  Harbor  to  a  portal  and 
toll  plaza  adjacent  to  the  west  side  of  Pier  I  in 
East  Boston. 

5.  The  location  of  the  connector  roads  to 
the  third  tunnel  and  the  Boston  Extension  of 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  so  far  as  financed 
by  the  Authority,  will  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  City  of  Boston  acting  by  its 
Mayor. 

6.  The  tunnel  bonds  now  outstanding  will 
be  refunded  to  enable  operation  of  all  three 
tubes  as  a  single  project. 

7.  The  City  of  Boston  will  guarantee  the 
payment  of  interest  on  the  revenue  bonds 
issued  to  finance  the  stadium  and  tunnels  up  to 
but  not  exceeding  $5,000,000  in  the  aggregate 
and  only  to  the  extent  of  a  deficiency  in  net 
revenue  available  for  the  payment  of  interest  on 
such  bonds  produced  by  the  projects. 

8.  The  ownership  of  the  stadium  will  vest  in 
the  City  of  Boston  upon  retirement  of  all  bonds 
issued  under  this  proposed  legislation. 

9.  The  ownership  of  the  tunnels  will  vest  in 
the  Commonwealth  upon  retirement  of  all 
bonds  issued  under  the  proposed  legislation. 

10.  The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  (including 
the  Boston  Extension),  when  debt  free,  will 
continue  to  be  operated  as  a  toU  facility  with 
the  net  revenues  after  operating  costs  applied 
first  to  repayment  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  any 
amounts  which  may  have  been  advanced  by  the 
city  pursuant  to  its  guaranty,  and  second  to  the 
retirement  of  all  bonds  issued  under  the  pro- 
posed legislation. 

11.  The  Commonwealth  will  be  requested 
to  appropriate  funds  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Authority  to  finance  the  in-depth  studies  and 
engineering  and  traffic  reports  required  to 
support  the  sale  of  the  proposed  bond  issue. 
With   respect   to   the   stadium,  and  consistent 

with  the  concept  of  toll  financing,  the  legislation 
should  provide  for  a  user  charge  based  generally  on 
a  percentage  of  the  price  of  each  ticket  of 
admission  to  the  stadium. 

With  respect  to  the  tunnels,  if  there  is  no  basic 
change  in  interest  rates  or  other  current  assump- 
tions at  the  time  of  financing,  there  will  be  no  need 
for  toll  increases  before  1975.  If  interest  rates 
should  be  lower  at  the  time  of  financing  and  other 
costs  have  stabiUzed,  there  may  be  no  need  at  all 
for  toll  increases  attributable  to  this  legislation.  If 
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interest  rates  and  costs  of  labor,  material,  and 
services  are  materially  higher  at  the  time  of 
financing,  the  undertaking  might  be  postponed  in 
anticipation  of  more  favorable  conditions. 

However,  inasmuch  as  tolls  constitute  the  prime 
security  for  the  bondholders  whose  money  will 
finance  these  projects,  any  statutory  restraint  on 
the  Authority's  ability  to  fix  tolls  would  render  the 
projects  nonfinancible.

A.  Providing  for  the  financing,  construction, 
maintenance,  and  operation  by  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  of  a  multipurpose  sports  sta- 
dium complex  and  a  third  harbor  tunnel  for 
vehicular  traffic  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

B.  Containing  provisions  relative  to  the  fixing, 
revising,  charging,  and  collection  of  rents,  tolls,  and 
charges  (including,  if  deemed  by  said  Authority 
necessary  or  advisable,  a  user  charge  based  gener- 
ally on  a  percentage  of  the  price  of  each  ticket  of 
admission  to  the  stadium),  and  the  issuance  of 
revenue  bonds  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  and 
the  eligibility  of  such  bonds  for  investment,  a  trust 
agreement  or  agreements,  pledge  of  revenues, 
remedies  of  bondholders,  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion, power  of  eminent  domain,  and  other  provi- 
sions customary  in  legislation  providing  for  a 
project  to  be  financed  by  revenue  bonds;  and 

C.  Also  containing  each  of  the  following  provi- 
sions unless  an  opinion  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  advises  the  Governor  or 
either  or  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  that  such 
provision  is  unconstitutional: 

1.  The  stadium  shall  be  constructed  on  a 
site  to  be  selected  by  said  Authority  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
hereinafter  called  the  Mayor,  located  generally 
between  the  South  Station  and  the  Broadway 
station  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transporta- 
tion Authority,  except  that  if  it  is  determined 
by  a  professional  study  made  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Turnpike  Authority  that  such  site  is  not 
economically  or  otherwise  feasible,  the  stadium 
shall  be  constructed  on  such  other  site  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  will  be  selected  by  said 
Authority  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
and  the  Mayor. 

2.  The  design  of  the  stadium  shall  be 
subject  to  periodic  review  by  the  Mayor,  giving 
due  consideration  to  construction  costs  and  to 
the  fact  that  the  project  will  be  financed  by 
revenue  bonds. 

3.  The  third  tunnel  shall  be  constructed 
from  a  portal  in  Fort  Point  Channel  in  the  City 


of  Boston  under  Boston  harbor  to  a  portal  and 
toll  plaza  adjacent  to  the  west  side  of  Pier  1  in 
the  East  Boston  district  of  said  city. 

4.  The  tunnel  bonds  of  said  Authority  now 
outstanding  shall  be  refunded  to  enable  opera- 
tion of  aU  three  tunnels  as  a  single  project,  but 
the  cost  of  the  third  tunnel  and  the  stadium 
shall  be  defined  to  include  the  interest  payable 
on  or  before  January  1,  1976,  on  bonds  issued 
under  the  legislation  herein  approved,  and  the 
toUs  now  in  effect  for  the  existing  tunnels  shall 
not  be  increased  prior  to  said  date. 

5.  The  City  of  Boston  shall  guarantee  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  the  revenue  bonds  issued  to 
refinance  the  existing  tunnels  and  to  finance 
the  stadium  and  third  tunnel  up  to,  but  not 
exceeding,  $5,000,000  in  the  aggregate,  but 
only  to  the  extent  of  a  deficiency  in  net 
revenue  available  for  the  payment  of  interest  on 
such  bonds  produced  by  the  three  tunnels  and 
stadium. 

6.  The  Massachusetts  Turnpike  (including 
the  Boston  Extension),  when  debt  free,  will 
continue  to  be  operated  as  a  toll  facility  with 
the  net  revenue,  after  operating  costs,  applied 
first  to  repayment  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  any 
amounts  which  may  have  been  paid  by  said  city 
pursuant  to  its  guaranty,  and  second  to  the 
payment  of  interest  on,  and  the  retirement  of, 
aU  bonds  issued  under  the  legislation  herein 
approved. 

7.  Until  the  bonds  issued  under  the  legisla- 
tion herein  approved  are  paid,  said  Authority 
shall  not  fix  or  charge  a  toll  for  the  use  of  any 
of  the  three  tunnels  by  a  vehicle  customarily 
garaged  in  the  East  Boston  district  of  Boston 
which  is  higher  than  that  now  in  effect  for  the 
existing  tunnels. 

8.  Title  to  all  three  tunnels  will  vest  in  the 
Commonwealth  upon  retirement  of  all  bonds 
issued  under  the  legislation  herein  approved.

43A,  for  permission  to 
lay,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  three  under- 
grounu  .Pipelines  for  conveying  petroleum  or  the 
products  or  by-products  thereof,  as  more  particu- 
larly described  in  said  apphcation. 

Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  require- 
ment that  a  draft  of  a  a  proposed  permit  be  made 
available  to  the  City  Council.

by-products   thereof,   in   East  Boston,   Massachu- 
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setts,  and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  dig  up, 
open,  or  tunnel  under  the  public  ways  hereinafter 
referred  to,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  promulgated  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  and  subject  to  the  following  addi- 
tional terms  and  conditions:

(b)  Upon  completion  of  the  work  for  which 
the  opening  was  made,  backfill  the  opening 
with  suitable  excavated  material  properly  com- 
pacted with  power-driven  tamping  equipment 
to  a  level  twenty-one  inches  below  the  exca- 
vated pavement. 

(c)  Remove  and  dispose  of  all  material 
unsuitable  for  backfill  and  all  surplus  material. 

(d)  Backfill  the  remainder  of  the  opening 
with  clean  bank  gravel  properly  compacted 
with  power-driven  tamping  equipment  to  a  level 
three  inches  below  the  adjoining  pavement. 

(e)  Place  temporary  pavement  over  the  en- 
tire surface  of  the  opening  consisting  of  a  hot 
mix  of  Type  I  bituminous  concrete  at  least 
three  inches  thick,  excepting  that  an  approved 
cold  patch  may  be  used  during  winter  months 
when  no  hot  mix  is  available  at  the  asphalt 
plants.

REPLACEMENT  OF  MEDICAL  FACILITIES 
AT  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  13,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 

I  have  been  asked  by  your  Honorable  Body  to 
contact  the  Director  of  PubUc  Facilities  and  to 
request  him  to  place  in  high  priority  the  replace- 
ment of  medical  facihties  at  Boston  City  Hospital. 
I  personally  am  in  agreement  with  the  request  and 
so  informed  the  Director. 

The  existing  plans  call  for  the  start  of  construc- 
tion on  the  Nursing  School  and  residential  facility 
sometime  later  this  summer.  You  will  remember 
that  the  loan  order  providing  the  funds  for  this 
project  was  approved  by  your  body  several  years 
ago.  It  was  felt  by  the  hospital  planners  that  by 
starting  the  rebuilding  of  the  hospital  in  this 
manner  space  could  be  made  available  in  the  main 
complex  for  the  construction  of  medical  facilities 
on  the  site  of  the  present  Vose  House. "" 

One  of  the  reasons  for  starting  in  this  manner 
was  that  it  was  the  only  manner  by  which  there 
would  be  no  disruption  of  existing  medical  service. 
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It  should  also  be  remembered  that  since  the  plans 
have  been  completed  on  this  residential  facility,  a 
delay  in  the  start  of  it  would  add  several  miUion 
dollars  to  its  cost. 

The  Director  of  Public  Facilities  informs  me 
that  the  planning  for  the  main  complex  of  medical 
faculties  has  recently  been  modified  by  him  so  that 
the  construction  of  medical  facilities  can  be  started 
at  an  earlier  date  and  that  the  initial  occupancy  of 
medical  facUities  will  be  at  about  the  same  time  the 
planned  residential  complex  is  completed.  This 
timetable  assumes  that  the  soon-to-be-submitted 
master  plan  and  proposed  funding  of  at  least  the 
first  medical  phase  is  approved  by  your  Honorable 
Body. 

One  other  fact  that  should  be  emphasized  is  the 
problem  that  the  City  Hospital  is  encountering  in 
obtaining  staff  nurses.  It  is  felt  that  the  proposed 
educational  and  residential  complex  wiU  do  much 
to  reduce  this  problem,  so  it  is  reasonable  to  state 
that  even  the  construction  of  the  educational  and 
residential  complex  is  critical  to  the  hospital's 
ability  to  offer  medical  service.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $100,000  FOR 
PURCHASE  OF  FIREBOAT

I  submit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  for 
$100,000  from  "Sales  of  City  Property"  and  a 
communication  from  the  Fire  Commissioner  ex- 
plaining the  reasons  therefor. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  63  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  funds  accumulated  from 
the  "Sales  of  City  Property"  may  be  appropriated 
for  a  specific  purpose  for  which  the  city  is 
authorized  to  borrow  for  a  period  of  ten  years  or 
more.  Boston  is  allowed  by  statute  to  borrow  for  a 
period  of  fifteen  years  for  the  acquisition  of  a 
fireboat. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  these  funds,  which  are  so 
restrictive  in  use,  could  best  be  utilized  for  this 
purpose.

It  is  requested  that  a  sum  of  $100,000  be  added 
to  appropriation  of  $250,000  previously  allocated 


for  the  purchase  of  a  new  65-foot  fireboat  to 
replace  one  of  the  present  fireboats.  This  addi- 
tional sum  of  money  is  required  in  order  that  a 
modern,  fuUy  equipped  boat,  capable  of  perform- 
ing at  maximum  efficiency,  may  be  procured.  This 
craft  will  be  in  service  on  the  waterfront  for  many 
years  to  come. 

The  following  lists  of  additions  and  changes  are 
outlined  to  establish  the  request  for  an  additional 
appropriation. 

1.  The  National  Fire  Protection  Association 
requires  a  fireboat  to  have  a  minimum  of  6,000 
gallons  pumping  capacity.  This  is  an  increase  of 
1,000  gallons  above  the  original  specifications.  The 
increase  in  pumping  capacity  will  require  larger 
pumps  and  pipeUnes  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
N.F.P.A.  standards. 

2.  An  increase  in  engine  horsepower  to  com- 
pensate for  the  added  pump  capacity. 

3.  The  installation  of  a  "wharf  nozzle"  in  the 
bow.  This  nozzle  is  necessary  to  more  readily 
attack  fires  beneath  piers  just  above  the  water  line. 

4.  The  installation  of  a  "snorkle  arm"  or 
articulating  frame  equipped  with  a  monitor  nozzle. 
This  unit  is  to  be  located  on  the  roof  of  the  pilot 
house  to  attack  fires  on  the  upper  floors.  The 
nozzle  would  be  located  about  36  feet  above  the 
water  line. 

5.  A  built-in  500-gallon  foam  system  for  com- 
bating and  extinguishing  oil  and  gasoline  fires. 

6.  A  new  federal  law  requires  a  sanitation 
waste  disposal  unit  to  reduce  pollution  in  the 
harbor  waters. 

7.  Approximately  10  percent  must  be  added 
for  increased  costs  since  the  original  appropriation 
was  estimated. 

8.  In  1968  about  $40,000  was  spent  on  the 
fireboats  to  keep  them  serviceable.  Due  to  the  age 
of  the  present  boats  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
costs  are  going  to  escalate  steadily.

In  respect  to  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  May  27,  1969,  in 
which  it  was  stated  in  the  last  paragraph  in  part 
"that  the  Boston  City  Council  respectfully  urges 
and  encourages  MetropoUtan  District  Com- 
missioner Whittemore  to  reconsider  his  decision  to 
close  the  facilities  owned  by  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  at  Castle  Island,"  please  be 
advised  of  the  following. 

M.D.C.  Commissioner  Whitmore  did  not  decide 
to  close  the  facilities  at  Castle  Island.  In  fact,  the 
Commissioner  did  all  within  his  power,  as  shown  in 
correspondence  with  Mr.  A.  Heaton  Underhill, 
Assistant  Director  of  BOR  in  Washington,  D.C.,  to 
keep  the  facilities  at  Castle  Island  open  for 
continued  use  for  the  exceptional  children  during 
summer  months.  Also,  the  Commissioner  was 
successful  in  keeping  the  facilities  open  for  this 
purpose  during  1968  on  a  half-day  basis.  By  letter 
of  February  14,  1968,  Mr.  Underhill  wrote  in  part 
"it  must  be  made  available  to  the  general  public." 

Again,  on  January  14,  1969,  Mr.  RoUand  B. 
Handley,  Regional  Director  of  BOR  in  Philadelphia 
wrote  in  part  "We  are  interested  that  the  entire 
island  be  open  to  the  general  public  ...  we  believe 
that  another  site  divorced  from  the  island  would  be 
more  suitable  for  the  exceptional  children's  pro- 
gram." In  view  of  these  statements,  Mr.  Max  Straw 
of  this  office  conferred  with  Commissioner  John 
Warner  of  the  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment in  respect  to  a  substitute  facility,  namely,  the 
Francis  L.  Murphy  Rink  in  South  Boston,  for  a 
summer  recreation  program  for  exceptional  chil- 
dren. Enclosed  please  find  copies  of  a  request  of 
Commissioner  Warner  for  use  of  the  Murphy  Rink, 
copy  of  the  commission  vote  on  the  matter  on 
June  4,  1969,  and  Commissioner  Warner's  gracious 
letter  of  June  10,  1969. 

1  think  the  above  information  and  enclosures 
clearly  indicate  the  interest  and  efforts  made  by 
the  M.D.C.  to  solve  this  matter  for  the  benefit  of 
the  exceptional  children's  program  and  that  it  was 
not  the  M.D.C.  Commissioner's  action  that  ter- 
minated the  previous  program.

Dear  Commissioner  Whitmore: 

Following  up  on  our  recent  conversations  during 
your  visit  to  Washington  and  on  the  telephone 
regarding  Fort  Independence  on  Castle  Island,  I 
must  reiterate  that  I  am  somewhat  on  the  horns  of 
a  dilemma.  We  recognize  the  needs  of  the  handi- 
capped children  and  appreciate  that  Fort  Inde- 
pendence does  provide  an  isolated  environment  for 
their  play  area.  On  the  other  hand,  the  property 
was  conveyed  at  no  cost  for  historic  monument 
purposes  while  the  balance  of  Castle  Island  was 
conveyed  at  half  of  the  appraised  value  for  park 
and  recreation  purposes.  As  a  consequence,  it  must 
be  made  available  to  the  general  public. 

For  the  coming  year  I  believe  we  can  compro- 
mise if  you  wiU  work  out  a  schedule  whereby  the 
fort  is  used  by  the  retarded  children  for  not  over 
half  a  day  and  is  available  for  pubUc  instruction. 
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study,  and  enjoyment  the  other  half.  In  the 
meantime,  point  out  to  the  City  of  Boston  that 
they  must  plan  to  shift  the  retarded  children 
activity  to  another  location  by  the  spring  of  1969. 
During  this  period  I  suggest  that  the  Metropolitan 
District  proceed  with  restoration  of  the  fort  as 
called  for  in  the  program  of  utilization,  so  that  you 
can  have  it  in  shape  for  full  riistoric  monument 
enjoyment  by  the  spring  of  1969.

We  have  reviewed  and  accepted  your  third 
biennial  report  regarding  the  former  federal  proper- 
ty known  as  Fort  Independence,  Castle  Island, 
Boston  Harbor,  Massachusetts  (D-Mass-552). 

In  the  biennial  report  a  request  for  the  bureau's 
policy  thinking  in  regard  to  the  use  of  Castle  Island 
for  the  exceptional  children's  program  was  ex- 
pressed. The  Bureau  has  a  keen  interest  for 
encouraging  programs  for  exceptional  children  and 
has  requested  that  state  agencies  consider  the 
children  in  their  state  comprehensive  outdoor 
recreation  program. 

The  bureau  commends  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  for  its  interest  in  making  outdoor 
facilities  available  to  these  children. 

We  would  like  to  refer  you  to  Mr.  Underbill's 
letter  of  February  14,  1968,  which  indicates  the 
bureau's  thinking  in  regard  to  the  use  of  Castle 
Island  for  the  exceptional  children's  program.  The 
letter  mentions  that  the  Bureau  was  willing  to 
compromise  in  that  the  program  be  allowed  for  the 
calendar  year  of  1968  if  a  schedule  was  prepared 
whereby  the  fort  would  be  used  by  the  exceptional 
children  for  not  over  a  half  day  and  be  available  for 
public  instruction,  study  and  enjoyment  for  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  day.  The  letter  also 
mentions  that  the  M.D.C.  should  point  out  to  the 
City  of  Boston  that  another  site  should  be  located 
for  the  exceptional  children's  progran;  by  the 
spring  of  1969. 

In  summary,  we  are  not  opposed  to  the  excep- 
tional children's  program.  We  are  interested  that 
the  restoration  of  the  fort  is  undertaken  and  that 
the  entire  island  (Historic  and  Park  and  Recreation 
Areas)  is  open  to  the  general  public.  Because  of  the 
limited  amount  of  land  outside  the  fort  proper,  we 
believe  that  another  site  divorced  from  the  island 
would  be  more  suitable  for  the  exceptional  chil- 
dren's program.  I  am  sure  that  you  can  understand 
our  viewpoint.  On  a  larger  property  an  area  could 
be  set  aside  to  provide  more  privacy  and  protection 
for  these  children. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  in 
preparing  a  detailed  report  for  the  subject  property 
and  express  our  best  wishes  for  continued  success 
in  your  program.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A 
RENT  REVIEW  BOARD 

Coun  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  serious  shortage  of  rental 
housing  units  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  such  shortage,  unwarranted 
and  abnormal  rent  increases  far  out  of  proportion 
to  the  increased  costs  of  providing  decent  housing 
are  widespread,  particularly  in  low-  and  middle- 
income  housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  housing  shortage  has  caused  the 
eviction  of  many  long-term  and  elderly  residents 
and  has  forced  others  to  pay  extraordinarily  high 
proportions  of  their  limited  incomes  for  rent;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
citizens,  and,  unless  residential  rents  are  regulated 
and  controlled,  such  emergency  and  the  infla- 
tionary pressures  resulting  therefrom  wUl  produce 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1. 

As  used  herein  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
following  meanings,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires: 

a.  "Capital  improvement"  shall  refer  to  any 
substantial  improvement  to  a  rental  unit,  including 
remodeling,  which  is  above  and  beyond  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  or  maintenance,  and  which 
was  completed  since  January  1,  1968. 

b.  "Costs"  shall  refer  to  the  reasonable  and 
necessary  cost  to  the  landlord  of  providing  land- 
lord services  to  a  rental  unit,  including  property 
taxes  assessed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  cost 
of  any  capital  improvement  amortized  on  a 
straight-line  basis  over  its  projected  lifetime.  The 
term  shall  not  include  any  allowance  for  depre- 
ciation or  for  interest  on  or  amortization  of  any 
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mortgage  or  other  debt  of  the  landlord,  but  shall 
include  a  factor  for  interest  calculated  at  the  then 
current  interest  rate  on  the  market  value  of  the 
landlord's  investment. 

c.  "Landlord"  shall  refer  to  any  person  receiv- 
ing or  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  any  rental  unit,  or  any  agent  of  the 
foregoing,  including,  without  limitation,  an  owner, 
lessor,  or  sublessor. 

d.  "Landlord  services"  shall  refer  to  an;/  bene- 
fit, privilege,  or  facility  connected  with  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  any  rental  unit,  including,  without 
Umitation,  the  making  of  ordinary  repairs,  replace- 
ments, and  maintenance,  the  removal  of  refuse, 
and  the  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  and  cold 
water,  elevator  service,  corridors,  common  rooms, 
storage,  laundry  service,  janitorial  service,  food, 
and  furnishing. 

e.  "Net  annual  return"  shall  refer  to  rent  less 
costs. 

f.  "Person"  shall  refer  to  an  individual,  corpora- 
tion, trust,  or  partnership. 

g.  "Rent"  shall  refer  to  the  consideration  de- 
manded or  received  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
any  rental  unit,  including  any  bonus,  benefit,  or 
gratuity  demanded  or  received  for  or  in  connection 
with  the  use,  occupancy,  leasing,  or  transfer  of  a 
lease  of  any  rental  unit. 

h.  "Rental  unit"  shall  refer  to  any  room,  groups 
of  rooms,  apartment,  house,  or  building  rented  and 
occupied  as  a  unit  for  dwelling  purposes  together 
with  any  landlord  services  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  thereof,  provided,  that  the  term 
"rental  unit"  shall  not  include: 

(i)  Any  housing  accommodation  owned, 
operated,  or  managed  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
or  any  political  subdivision  of  either. 

(ii)  Any  housing  accommodation  contained 
in  a  building  in  which  the  owner  maintains  his 
primary  residence  and  in  which  there  are  no 
more  than  two  rental  units. 

(iii)  Any  housing  accommodation  rented 
primarily  to  transient  guests,  including,  without 
limitation,  an  accommodation  in  a  hotel,  motel, 
tourist  home,  or  rooming  house. 

(iv)  Nursing  homes,  hospitals,  monasteries, 

convents,    or   other  housing  accommodations 

owned    and    operated    not    for    profit   by    a 

charitable  or  educational  institution. 

i.  "Tenant"  shall  refer  to  any  person  entitled  to 

the  possession,  use,  or  occupancy  of  any  rental 

unit  by  virtue  of  a  lease,  rental  agreement,  or 

tenancy,  including,  without  limitation,  a  lessee  or 

sublessee. 

j.  "Transient  guest"  shall  refer  to  a  person  who 
occupies  a  rental  unit  for  less  than  fourteen 
consecutive  days.  A  person  who  in  fact  occupies  a 
rental  unit  for  more  than  fourteen  consecutive 
days  shall  not  be  a  transient  guest  regardless  of  the 
frequency  with  which  he  is  obligated  to  pay  rent. 

Section  2 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  rent  review  board  consisting  of  eleven  members. 


Of  these,  four  shall  be  the  Assessor,  .the  Building 
Commissioner,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  the 
Housing  Inspection  Commissioner,  all  serving  ex 
officio,  and  seven  are  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  two-year  terms.  Of  the  seven  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  all  must  be  residents  and 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston;  at  least  two,  but  no 
more  than  three,  shall  be  landlords,  and  at  least 
three,  but  no  more  than  four,  shall  be  tenants.  The 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman, 
to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
The  members  of  the  board  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  shall  receive  $60  for  each  day  of  service  and 
shall  receive  reimbursement  from  the  city  for 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
tlieir  duties,  provided  that  no  member  shall  be 
compensated  for  more  than  100  days  of  service  in 
a  calendar  year.  For  the  purposes  hereof  "day  of 
service"  shall  refer  to  a  minimum  of  three  hours  in 
any  one  day.  The  board  shall  appoint  an  executive 
director  and  such  additional  professional  and  cleri- 
cal staff  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  from  time  to 
time  for  the  carrying  out  of  its  functions  here- 
under. 

The  board  shall  have  power  to  promulgate  rules 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  herewith.  It  shall 
also  have  power  to  require  the  production  of 
records,  books  of  account,  and  documents  relevant 
to  its  work  and  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  at  hearings  to  testify  before  it  or  a  panel 
thereof.  Subpoenas  duces  tecum  and  ad  testifi- 
candum may  be  issued  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board,  or  the  acting  chairman,  upon  a  majority 
vote  of  the  board  taken  at  any  meeting  thereof. 

Section  3. 

The  rent  charged  for  any  rental  unit  as  of 
January  1,  1968,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  prima 
facie  fair,  and  any  existing  rent  or  future  rent 
which  is  in  excess  of  said  January  1,  1968,  rent 
after  discounting  the  effects  of  intervening  changes 
in  costs  or  landlord  services  shall  be  prima  facie 
unfair.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  reduce  the 
rent  for  any  rental  unit  which  it  deems  unfair  by 
reference  to  the  standards  set  forth  herein.  The 
board  shall  allow  an  increase  in  the  rent  on  any 
rental  unit  to  the  extent  justified  by  any  increase 
in  costs.  Costs  properly  attribulable  to  more  than 
one  unit  shall  be  allocated  in  accordance  with 
sound  accounting  practice.  The  board  may  de- 
crease the  rent  charged  for  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  any  rental  unit  if  it  finds  that  there  has  been  a 
material  decrease  in  landlord  services  or  dweUing 
space  for  that  rental  unit  since  January  1,  1968, 
and  that  there  has  not  been  during  the  same  period 
an  offsetting  increase  in  costs.  The  board  shall  not 
restrict  any  rent  to  an  amount  lower  than  that 
which  yields  to  the  landlord  a  fair  net  annual 
return.  The  board  shall  use  any  reasonable  for- 
mulae in  calculating  current  market  value  and  fair 
net  annual  return,  provided,  that  current  market 
value  shall  not  be  calculated  to  exceed  value  as  at 
July  1,  1969,  plus  a  percentage  thereof  equal  to 
the  percentage  increase,  if  any,  in  the  consumers' 
cost  of  Uving  index  since  that  date. 
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Section  4. 

Any  tenant  may  file  a  written  petition  with  the 
board  for  a  decrease  in  the  rent  of  his  rental  unit. 
Such  petition  shall  identify  the  tenant  and  the 
rental  unit  and  shall  state  the  grounds  upon  which 
such  decrease  is  requested.  Upon  the  filing  of  the 
petition  the  board  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
landlord,  and  such  copy  shall  be  notice  that  the 
procedure  provided  for  in  this  section  has  been 
initiated.  The  board  may  in  its  discretion  consoli- 
date petitions  relating  to  rental  units  in  the  same 
building  and  may  investigate  reports  of  excessive 
rents  on  its  own  motion.  The  board  shall  require 
and  order  such  further  information  from  the 
parties  as  it  finds  necessary  for  fuU  and  proper 
determination  of  all  matters  raised  in  the  petition. 
After  receiving  and  considering  all  revelant  evi- 
dence, the  board  shall  suggest  a  fair  rent  and  the 
reasons  therefor  in  writing.  Such  suggestion  shall 
be  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested, 
to  the  landlord  and  the  affected  tenants.  It  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  notice  from  the  board  explain- 
ing the  rights  of  all  parties  concerned. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  board's  suggestion  of  fair 
rent,  any  party  aggrieved  thereby  shall  have  the 
right  to  a  public  hearing  before  the  board,  or 
before  a  panel  thereof  consisting  of  not  less  than 
three  members,  provided  he  notifies  the  board  in 
writing  to  that  effect  within  ten  days  of  the  date 
when  the  board's  suggestion  of  fair  rent  was  mailed 
to  him.  When  ten  days  have  elapsed  from  the  date 
when  the  suggestion  was  mailed  to  the  parties,  if 
no  party  has  indicated  his  disapproval  of  the 
board's  suggestion,  the  board  shall  promptly  notify 
the  parties  that  is  is  issuing  an  order  requiring  that 
the  suggested  fair  rent  become  the  effective  rent  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  rental  period.  If  a  party 
has  indicated  his  disapproval  of  the  board's  sugges- 
tion, the  board  shall  place  the  case  on  its  calendar 
for  hearing  and  shall  send  due  notice  to  the  parties 
of  the  date  and  place  of  the  hearing.  Such  notice 
shall  include  a  statement  that  the  hearing  will  be 
public  and  that  any  party  may  be  represented  by 
counsel.  At  the  hearing  each  party  shall  be  given  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  and  shall  have 
the  right  either  personally  or  by  counsel  to 
confront  and  cross-examine  witnesses  and  to  intro- 
duce evidence  and  testimony  on  his  own  behalf. 

Section  5. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  upon  consideration 
by  the  board  of  the  record,  including  its  own 
written  suggestion  of  fair  rent,  the  board  shall  by 
majority  vote  order  any  necessary  adjustment  in 
rent  of  the  rental  unit  or  units  involved.  Such  order 
shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be  issued  not  more  than 
fifteen  days  after  the  public  hearing,  and  shall  be 
effective  for  one  year  beginning  as  of  the  next 
rental  period  immediately  following.  Any  decision 
of  the  board  shall  be  subject  to  judicial  review 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Section  6. 

Each  of  the  following  acts  shall  constitute  a 
violation  of  this  ordinance: 


(a)  Receipt  or  retention  by  a  landlord  of  any 
amount  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  rental 
unit  in  excess  of  the  rent  established  by  the 
board.  Each  such  receipt  by  a  landlord  shall 
constitute  a  single  offense,  and  each  additional 
day  of  retention  of  ar»-  such  payment  by  a 
landlord  shall  constitute  a  separate  additional 
offense. 

(b)  Any  act  or  agreement  to  evade  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, order,  or  requirement  thereunder,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  connection  with  the 
renting  or  leasing  of  any  rental  unit  or  by 
modification  of  the  practices  relating  to  the 
payment  of  commissions,  or  other  charges,  or 
by  modification  of  the  landlord  services  fur- 
nished in  connection  with  any  rental  unit. 

(c)  Eviction  or  attempted  eviction  of  a 
tenant  by  a  landlord  from  any  rental  unit,  or 
refusal  to  renew  the  lease  or  agreement  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  any  rental  unit,  because  a 
tenant  filed  a  petition  with  or  gave  information 
to  the  board,  or  has  taken  or  proposes  to  take 
action  authorized  or  required  by  this  ordinance 
or  any  rule,  regulation,  order  or  requirement 
thereunder. 

(d)  Failure  by  a  landlord  on  and  after  the 
effective  date  hereof  to  keep  adequate  records 
of  the  amount  of  rent  charged  by  him,  the 
landlord  services  provided  by  him,  and  his  costs 
with  respect  to  each  renty.l  unit  of  which  he  is 
landlord. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  Coun.  LAN- 
GONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  render  legal  opinions 
concerning  the  constitutionality  of  three  measures 
presently  before  the  Ordinances  and  Resolution 
Committee  dealing  with  rent  regulation  (Dockets 
277,  424,  and  the  ordinance  proposed  on  June  23, 
1969),  and  that  the  said  opinions  be  rendered 
within  thirty  days. 

Coun.  FOLEY  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
adding  after  the  word  "constitutionality"  the 
words  "and  legaUty." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules. 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  foUowing: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  present  to  the  City  Council 
within  two  weeks  a  report  on  the  status  of  the 
home  rule  petition  passed  by  the  Council  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  deaUng  with  the  question  of 
rent  control  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Saltonstall,  the  fore- 
going ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  and  Resolutions.

Whereas,  Low-income  families  and  individuals 
pay  abnormally  high  percentages  of  their  incomes 
for  rent  and  are  therefore  hardest  hit  by  rent 
increases;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  (1)  go 
on  record  as  endorsing  Massachusetts  House  Bill 
5193  and  Senate  Bill  1153  in  order  that  tenants  in 
state  assisted  housing  may  live  in  conditions  equal 
to  those  allotted  by  the  federal  government  for 
federally  assisted  housing;  and  (2)  send  appro- 
priate communications  to  state  representatives 
serving  Boston  and  leaders  in  the  state  government 
informing  them  of  this  endorsement.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  a  home  rule 
petition  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council,  for  their 
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consideration  and  approval,  on  a  bill  to  provide  a 
new  maximum  age  limitation  for  police  applicants 
for  the  Boston  police  force. 

Younger  men  are  much  more  flexible  and  more 
receptive  to  the  expanded  training  programs  now 
necessary  for  police  recruits.  The  ambition  and 
initiative  of  younger  men  have  not  been  dulled  by 
their  previous  occupations^  and  they  have  many 
more  years  of  prospective  service  to  the  depart- 
ment. 

Because  of  the  police  strike  in  1919  the  Boston 
Police  Department  does  not  have  a  normal  rate  of 
attrition,  and  the  present  average  age  of  the  police 
force  is  forty-four.  To  meet  the  escalating  demands 
of  the  times  we  must  recruit  younger  candidates  to 
fill  our  police  requirements. 

At  the  present  time  the  State  Division  of  Civil 
Service  accepts  applications  from  men  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-five  for  the  police 
entrance  examinations.  It  is  recommended  that  for 
the  City  of  Boston  this  rule  be  amended  to  read 
"not  less  than  twenty-one  years  and  not  more  than 
twenty-nine  years."

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION 

AND  HOME  RULE  RE  SUBDIVISION  CONTROL 

LAW 

Coun.  Mcdonough,  for  the  committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home 
Rule  held  a  public  hearing  on  June  18,  1969,  in 
regard  to  the  question  of  whether  the  existing 
statute  in  relation  to  subdivision  control,  G.  L.,  c. 
41,  s.  81N,  which  at  present  appUes  to  all 
municipalities  in  Massachusetts  except  Boston, 
should  be  amended  by  home  rule  petition  so  as  to 
delete  the  "except  Boston"  clause  and  thus  permit 
Boston  more  flexibility  to  control  the  development 
of  tracts  of  land. 

The  overwhelming  consensus  of  the  testimony 
at  the  public  hearing  was,  and  the  Committee 
finds,  that  in  order  to  avoid  the  sort  of  difficulties 
which  arose  last  year  in  the  Edgemere  Road  section 
of  West  Roxbury  the  city  needs  the  additional 
tools  which  would  be  provided  by  subdivision 
control  However,  the  Corporation  Counsel  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  general  statute  on 
subdivision  control  is  not  entirely  suited  to  the 
special  needs  of  Boston  and  that  in  any  event  the 
matter  might  better  be  handled  by  ordinance 
rather  than  by  home  rule  petition.  He  also  stated 
that  the  Law  Department  is  currently  engaged  in 
drafting  such  an  ordinance. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Council  pass  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  is 
hereby  requested  to  prepare,  and  submit  to  the 
Council  no  later  than  August  15,  1969,  a  draft  of 
an  ordinance  establishing  subdivision  controls  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(refened  June  9)  approving  petition  for  special  law 
to  construct  stadium  complex  and  tunnel  -  rec- 
ommending that  the  order  ought  to  pass.

Thence  extending  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
along  the  property  Une  of  others  720  feet  more  or 
less  to  a  point; 

Thence  extending  in  a  southerly  direction  along 
the  property  Une  of  others  585  feet  more  or  less  to 
the  northerly  street  line  of  Cambridge  street; 

Thence  extending  in  an  easterly  direction  along 
the  northerly  street  Une  of  Cambridge  street  900 
feet  more  or  less  to  the  northwest  comer  of 
Cambridge  street  and  Soldiers  Field  road;

COMMUNICATION     FROM     CORPORATION 
COUNSEL    RE    LEGAL    REGULATION    OF 
FIREWORKS 

The  foUowing  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  June  30, 1969. 
To  the  City  CouncU. 
Gentlemen: 

Re:  Legal  Regulation  of  Fireworks 

Section  39  of  G.  L.,  c.  148,  makes  it  iUegal  for 
any  person  to  seU  or  use  any  explosive  composi- 
tion, fire  cracker,  Roman  candle,  sparkler,  or  other 
fireworks  of  like  construction,  with  the  single 
exception  of  cap  pistols.  The  section  does  not 
apply  to  articles  sold  to  be  shipped  directly  out  of 
the  Commonwealth  or,  among  other  things,  to  the 
sale  of  any  fireworks  for  the  use  of  persons  having 
obtained  a  permit  for  a  supervised  display  of 
fireworks  under  s.  39A  of  c.  148. 

Said  s.  39A  authorizes  the  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations  to  make  rules  for  the 
granting  of  permits  for  supervised  displays  of 
fireworks  by  municipaUties,  fair  associations,  and 
other  organizations.  These  regulations  must  pro- 
vide that  the  display  is  to  be  handled  by  a 
competent  operator  and  that  the  permit  issued 
shaU  not  be  transferable. 

In  rry  opinion  this  statute  is  adequate  to 
regulate  the  distribution  of  dangerous  explosives  to 
minors  and  other  unauthorized  persons.  The  sale 
for  use  of  such  fireworks  in  violation  of  s.  39  is 
subject  to  a  $100  fine  and/ or  one  month  in  jaU. 
(G.  L.,  c.  148,  s.  47.)  In  my  opinion  the  existing 
enforcement  procedures  are  adequate  to  insure 
that  iUegal  fireworks  are  not  available  for  sale  in 
Massachusetts  and  that  the  purposes  of  the  legisla- 
tion may  therefore  adequately  be  carried  out.        « 

I  should  point  out  that  there  is  now  no  existing 
ordinance  in  the  City  of  Boston  which  expressly 
prohibits  the  sale  or  use  of  fireworks;  the  only 
related  prohibition  is  found  in  s.  27  of  c.  29  of  the 
ordinances  prohibiting  the  sale  of  any  article 
fabricated  from  ceUulose  nitrate  to  any  person 
under  sixteen.  Nor  are  fireworks  included  within 
the  definition  of  the  term  "explosive"  in  the 
federal  statute  regulating  the  sale  and  use  of 
explosives.  (50  U.S.C.A.,  s.  121.) 

I  beUeve  that  any  fine  or  jaU  sentence  for  a 
violation  would  apply  to  the  occasion  in  which 
explosives  are  sold  or  used,  and  not  to  each 
individual  explosive.

PARTICIPATION  IN  SOUTH  END  PROJECT

Whereas,  Efforts  have  been  and  will  be  made  to 
discourage  South  End  residents  from  participating 
in  the  official  election  conducted  by  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  by  false  propaganda  that 
only  those  elected  in  the  rival  election  will  have 
any  influence  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment

1.  The  City  Council  deplores  the  decision  of 
the  so-called  Steering  Committee,  which  represents 
only  a  part  of  the  South  End  community,  to  divide 
and  confuse  the  people  of  the  South  End  by 
running  a  rival  election  and  by  claiming  that  this 
rump  election  will  result  in  creation  of  a  body 
"with  power  to  veto  and  direct"  the  BRA.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS AND  FINANCE 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  of  the  Boston  City  Council  on  Furnish- 
ings and  Interior  Decorations  at  the  New  City  Hall 

I.  Legislation  Authorizing  Construction  and  Furn- 
ishings of  the  New  City  Hall. 

Chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1958  provides  as 
follows: 

Section  1  -  Boston  Redeveopment  Authority 
to  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston  land  for  the 
construction  of  new  City  Hall. 

Section  2  —  Creation  of  Government  Center 
Commission  appointments.  Ex  officio:  (1)  Director 
of  Administrative  Services,  City  of  Boston;  (2) 
Chairman  of  Planning  Board,  BRA  Administration; 
(3)  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Boston. 
Four  others  to  be  appointed  by  the  following:  (a) 
Mayor  —  to  designate  one  person  who  will  act  as 
chairman;  (b)  Associated  General  Contractors  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.,  (c)  Building  Trades  Council; 
(d)  Boston  Society  of  Architects. 

Section  3  -  Powers  -  G.C.C.  shall  have  power 
and  duty  to  contract  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
said  city  for  preparation  of  site  and  planning  and 
construction  thereon  of  a  new  City  Hall. 

S  ection  4  -  Financing  -  Under  Chapter  44. 
Chapter  403,  Acts  of  1959  -  an  act  providing  for 
the  equipping  and  furnishing  of  the  new  City  Hall 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3  of  chapter  624,  amended,  inserting 
power  in  section  3  of  chapter  624  to  include  the 
power  to  equip  and  furnish  in  behalf  of  the  city. 

This  is  a  report  on  hearings  held  by  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  on  the 
purchase  of  furniture  and  furnishings  at  the  new 
City  Hall  which  were  provided  by  the  Government 
Center  Commission  as  it  was  empowered  under 
legislative  authority  to  so  do. 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  representatives  of 
the  Government  Center  Commission:  (I)  Louis 
Beal,  President  of  I.S.D.,  the  contractual  interior 
decorator;  (2)  Henry  Wood,  architect,  representing 
the  architect;  (3)  Gerhard  Kallman,  architect;  (4) 
Kevin  F.  Maloney,  Government  Center  Commis- 
sion Counsel,  (5)  John  P.  McMorrow,  Government 
Center  Commission;  (6)  Robert  M.  Morgan,  Chair- 
man, Government  Center  Commission;  (7)  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission. 

The  scope  of  this  hearing  was  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  Government  Center  Commis- 
sion in  exercising  its  legislative  authority  purchased 
the  furniture  and  furnishings  at  City  Hall  in  a 
manner  prescribed  by  the  so-called  low  bid  law 


under  which  the  City  of  Boston  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment is  governed. 

From  the  testimony  presented  by  Mr.  Beal  and 
Miss  Sturbies,  both  representing  I.S.D.,  as  well  as 
the  testimony  of  various  member  of  the  Govern- 
ment Center  Commission  and  the  architect,  we 
cannot,  generally  speaking,  conclude  that  there  was 
anything  done  illegally. 

The  specifications  and  the  biddings  were  done 
according  to  the  letter  of  the  law.  However,  the 
hearings  indicated  that  in  drawing  up  the  specifica- 
tions, bidders  were  restricted  in  a  sense  to  trade 
name  furniture  and  furnishings  which  only  could 
be  provided  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  by  a  limited 
number  of  dealers.  The  General  Instructions  Sec- 
tion of  the  proposals  indicated,  according  to 
testimony  by  the  Counsel  for  the  Government 
Center  Commission,  that  the  specifications  for  all 
items  to  be  bid  upon  would  include  an  "equal"  to 
that  particular  trade  name  item. 

Everybody  concerned,  including  the  interior 
decorator  and  Government  Center  Commission, 
constantly  referred  to  the  "aesthetic  value"  of  the 
building  as  defined  by  the  architect.  The  commis- 
sion felt  that  they  should  get  the  best  furniture 
regardless  of  the  price  for  this  so-called  monument. 

Every  desk  in  the  City  Hall  (some  1,200)  was 
custom  made.  However,  these  desks  were  custom 
made  in  the  sense  that  only  the  shells  were  custom 
made,  but  the  cabinet  drawers  which  were  supplied 
with  the  desks  were  standard  drawers  which  could 
have  been  purchased  from  any  number  of  suppliers 
so  that  they  were  not  truly  custom-made  desks 
since  the  drawers  were  standard  equipment. 

The  draperies  were  specified  as  Izabelle  Scott 
Fabric  which  can  only  be  obtained  from  one 
supplier.  It  never  was  determined  if  this  fabric  was 
design  patented  or  not,  but  it  could  only  be 
obtained  from  that  one  manufacturer.  Conse- 
quently there  is  no  "equal"  to  this  particular  item. 

Furniture  manufacturers  were  specified  -  such 
as  Herman  Miller,  who  makes  certain  types  of 
furniture,  and  no  one  else  can  supply  that  type  of 
furniture. 

Zagrophus  was  a  supplier  of  most  of  the 
chairs,  and  had  we  purchased  contemporary  furni- 
ture the  price  would  have  been  considerably  lower. 
There  was  testimony  that  these  chairs  were  not 
useful  and  very  uncomfortable. 

The  custom-made  desks  cost  $260  each,  but  the 
drawers  were  standard  equipment.  Contemporary 
furniture  equal  to  that,  such  as  furniture  from  the 
same  company  which  suppUed  the  drawers,  could 
have  supplied  them  with  a  desk  for  about  $150. 
But  the  reason  why  they  purchased  custom-made 
furniture  was  because  of  the  "aesthetic  value"  of 
the  building,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  aesthetics  were 
as  important  as  comfort  and  utility  of  the  furni- 
ture. 

Custom  chairs  which  were  purchased  have 
proven  to  be  uncomfortable  and  not  as  usable  or 
durable  and  certainly  more  expensive  than  the 
regular  chairs.  There  have  been  instances  of  furni- 
ture cracking  such  as  the  big  table  in  the  Executive 
Chamber. 
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I  will  attempt  to  list  specific  examples  from  the 
testimony  given  by  the  various  representatives  of 
the  interior  decorator  of  the  instances  where  the 
purchases  could  have  been  done  more  economi- 
cally by  allowing  manufacturers  to  bid  directly 
instead  of  dealing  through  furniture  dealers  or 
middlemen  in  sending  out  the  notices  of  bids. 

Furniture  could  have  been  purchased  more 
economically  had  the  interior  decorator  directly 
solicited  the  manufacturers  of  desks  and  furniture. 
A  majority  of  all  the  furniture  was  purchased  from 
so-called  middlemen  with  a  resulting  15  to  20 
percent  maricup.  This  could  have  resulted  in  savings 
of  several  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
III.  The  following  are  paraphrased  excerpts  taken 
from  the  testimony  given  on  February  6,  1969,  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
regarding  the  purchase  of  furniture  and  furnishings: 

1.  The  recommendations  to  G.C.C.  -  no  men- 
tion of  "its  equal's"  name  in  recommendations; 
therefore  limiting  choice  of  manufacturer  to  that 
particular  type  or  brand  name. 

2.  Beal  named  Herman  Miller  type  furniture  in 
recommending  chair  which  is  only  designed  by  that 
manufacturer.  Zagrophus  is  designer  and  manufac- 
turer of  chau:  (wood  chair,  leather  cushions).  Beal 
recommended  the  Zagrophys  chairs  to  G.  C.  C, 
and  G.C.C.  said  "prepare  specifications  based  on 
our  approval"  to  Beal.  He  did  this.  Wood  and 
leather  chairs  cost  $310.43  each  (fifty  of  this  type 
purchased). 

3.  Swivel  chairs  in  Council  Chamber  -  price 
$142.50  each.  Zagrophus  also  designed  and  manu- 
factured these  chairs.  Custom  made. 

4.  Stacking  chairs  recommended  to  G.C.C.  by 
Beal  at  cost  between  $20  and  $25  each;  200 
purchased  for  use  all  over  City  Hall.  Others  are 
made  at  $10  to  $5  cheaper  per  chair,  but  according 
to  Beal  they  are  not  of  same  quality. 

5.  Desks  -  custom  made,  two  pedestal,  wood 
shell,  wood  edge,  metal  fiUng  cabinet.  Curry  got 
bid  -  $260  each  for  1,200  used  throughout  City 
Hall.  Corey  Jamestown  makes  similar  desk  -  two 
pedestals,  etc.  -  quoted  price  at  $150  or  $160. 
Curry  desk  -  difference  was  plastic  laminate  top 
and  steel  components,  which  are  made  by  Corey 
James.  Various  kinds  of  backing  formicas  were 
used  in  desks.  (Backing  formica  is  scrap  formica.) 
In  some  desks  backing  is  flowered  -  others  plain. 
There  is  no  standardization  to  this  backing  and  no 
mention  that  it  be  standardized  in  the  specifica- 
tions. Although  Swift  was  low  bidder  on  desks,  his 
bid  was  rejected  because  when  I.S.D.  representa- 
tives visited  the  factory,  they  discovered  that  it 
didn't  usually  make  desks.  G.C.C.  approved  all  bids 
and  samples  that  were  submitted  to  it  prior  to  the 
bidding  by  various  bidders. 

6.  Draperies  specifications  made  by  Beal  were 
approved  by  G.C.C.   Drapery  fabric  is  manufac- 


tured and  sold  only  by  Izabelle  Scott  Fabric 
Corporation  BCH— 1  red  54  inches  wide,  cost 
$61.95  each.  Thus  price  had  to  be  based  on 
professional  judgment  of  I.S.D.  and  other  manufac- 
turers' valuations  of  them.  There  is  no  copyright 
on  the  fabric,  but  Izabelle  Scott  is  only  manufac- 
turer to  carry  it. 

7.  Items  of  furniture  could  not  be  bid  on 
individually.  For  example,  the  specifications  re- 
quired that  a  person  bid  on  a  group  of  items  as 
specified.  If  a  manufacturer  or  supplier  did  not 
handle  some  of  the  items,  he  would  have  to  go  to 
another  manufacturer  or  supplier  at  a  cost  of  15  to 
20  percent  higher  to  supply  those  items  in  the 
group  which  he  did  not  manufacture  or  for  which 
he  was  not  a  direct  manufacturer's  representative. 
This  meant  that  many  items  cost  15  to  20  percent 
more. 

The  most  important  fact  to  bear  in  mind  is 
most  of  the  furniture  and  furnishings  were  ordered 
and  delivered  by  the  time  the  City  Council  was 
cognizant  of  this,  and  even  if  the  Council  had 
knowledge,  there  was  very  little  power  to  do 
anything  because  the  legislative  act,  G.  L.,  Chapter 
S.,  which  created  the  Government  Center  Commis- 
sion gave  them  and  the  Mayor  through  his  ap- 
pointees exclusive  control. 

When  the  City  Council  discovered  that  the 
G.C.C.  had  ordered  a  circular  shaped  desk  at  a  cost 
nearly  three  times  that  of  the  low  bidder,  it 
immediately  asked  the  G.C.C.  to  cancel  the  order. 
The  G.C.C.  could  have  ignored  the  Council  and  had 
the  desk  delivered.  However,  had  the  desk  been 
deUvered  and  accepted  by  the  G.C.C.  and  the  city 
accepted  delivery,  there  would  have  been  no  legal 
recourse  for  the  city. 

The  point  that  is  brought  out  is  that  the  City 
Council  complained  about  the  furniture  that  was 
furnished  at  least  two  months  before  they  moved 
from  the  old  City  Hall.  But  the  Law  Department 
stated  at  an  Executive  Committee  meeting  that  the 
law  placed  this  responsibihty  squarely  in  the  hands 
of  the  G.C.C.  In  fact,  it  had  been  increased  from 
the  original  contract. 

IV.  Recommendations.  The  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee had  asked  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
to  intercede  in  this  matter  since  he  learned  that 
the  Finance  Commission  had  been  making  a  sur- 
vey. As  yet,  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  has 
not  made  a  formal  report.  Therefore,  this  commit- 
tee makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  In  the  event  that  any  furniture  is  not 
according  to  specification  or  has  been  damaged, 
notify  the  City  of  Boston  Law  Department  to  take 
necessary  legal  action  against  suppliers  or  manufac- 
turer for  damages. 

2.  Recommend  to  the  City  of  Boston  Law 
Department  to  further  check  the  specifications  as 
drawn  up  by  the  G.C.C.  to  determine  the  legality 
of  the  specifications  according  to  the  statute 
applicable,  "Specify  Statute." 

3.  To  request  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
to  expedite  its  investigation  and  report  on  this 
subject.

For  the  past  several  years  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  has  found  it  most  efficient

to  utilize  the  services  of  a  consultant  in 
obtaining  necessary  traffic  counts  and  traffic 
observations  in  the  discharge  of  its  day-to-day 
work.  By  this  method  only  the  actual  costs  of 
obtaining  the  data  required  are  incurred.  The 
only  alternative  would  be  increased  staff,  which 
in  the  long  run  is  most  costly.  Accordingly,  this 
amount  needs  to  be  restored  to  the  depart- 
ment's budget. 

Item.  2.  Street  Marking  Program  -  $25,000. 
The  Mayor's  task  force  for  traffic  improve- 
ments identified  some  ninety-three  miles  of 
arterial  streets  throughout  the  city  requiring  a 
high  level  of  traffic  control.  One  of  the  most 
economical  and  efficient  methods  of  achieving 
this  goal  is  through  the  application  of  street 
markings.  The  additional  amount  of  funding 
requested  for  this  program  would  make  it 
possible  to  extend  center  line  and  lane  line 
markings  along  these  crucial  arterials.  This 
effort  would  substantially  increase  the  effi- 
ciency and  safety  of  operation  on  these  arterial 
streets.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FINANCE 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance  submitted  the  following: 
Subject:  1969  Supplementary  Budget  Request  of 
Boston  Police  Department. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  Thursday,  July 
10,  1969,  on  the  supplementary  budget  request  of 
the  Mayor  for  the  Boston  Police  Department. 

The  items  discussed  were  the  appropriation  of 
funds  for  fifty  civilian  police  clerks,  fifteen  civilian 
jailers,  and  four  crime  laboratory  technicians. 

Testifying  were  representatives  of  the  Police 
Commissioner,    Deputy    Superintendent    William 


Taylor,  Deputy  Superintendent  William  Bradley, 
Patrolman  Daniel  Sweeney,  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Boston  Patrolmen's  Association,  Captain  Michael 
Stapleton  of  the  Superior  Officers  Association,  and 
members  of  the  general  public. 

Testimony  presented  indicated  that  the  City  of 
Boston  police  task  force  report  was  recommending 
that  fifty  police  officers  be  taken  from  active  duty 
on  police  traffic  patrols  in  the  downtown  area  of 
Boston;  that  fifty  police  clerks  be  reassigned  from 
police  stations;  and  that  sixty-five  personnel  be 
reassigned  from  duties  at  Police  Headquarters. 

The  appropriation  before  the  City  Council  only 
deals  with  the  civilian  police  clerks  and  jailers, 
which  would  allow  redeployment  of  policemen 
from  those  assignments  to  street  duty. 

There  was  testimony  by  Deputy  Superin- 
tendents Taylor  and  Bradley  that  many  of  these 
men  were  injured  in  the  line  of  duty  and  are  kept 
in  the  police  stations  until  they  are  fully  able  to 
return  to  outside  street  police  duties.  It  was 
estimated  that  a  majority  of  these  men  could  not 
be  transferred  because  of  their  injuries  to  outside 
duties  -  that  there  might  be  some  twenty-five  of  a 
possible  sixty-five  to  be  reassigned. 

As  for  the  fifty  downtown  traffic  supervisors  to 
be  reassigned,  the  City  Council,  after  a  great  howl 
of  protest  from  downtown  business  firms,  voted 
against  the  hiring  of  civilian  police  traffic  super- 
visors last  spring  because  of  the  police  work  that 
the  traffic  men  perform  additionally  while  on 
traffic  duty  and  because  of  the  great  increase  in 
holdups  and  robberies  in  the  downtown  area. 
Notably,  two  officers  were  wounded  while 
attempting  to  stop  holdups  in  a  bank  and  a 
restaurant  -  one  fatally. 

On  the  question  before  us  as  to  the  appro- 
priations of  $205,000  for  the  civilian  clerks,  this 
committee  would  like  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  reduced  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner's 1969  budget  request  by  $1,050,000  in  the 
personnel  account  for  110  additional  patrohnen. 
Additionally,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  requested  the 
City  Council  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  to  reduce  further  that  personnel  item  by  1 
percent,  or  $268,000. 

This  committee  ignored  his  Honor's  request  and 
restored  $268,000  to  the  1969  police  budget  with 
the  express  hope  that  this  would  enable  the  hiring 
of  an  additional  twenty-five  to  thirty  policemen. 
This  the  Mayor  ignored,  and  instead  utilized  this 
money  to  promote  forty-five  new  sergeants,  five 
new  deputy  superintendents,  and  five  new  captains 
over  and  above  the  1969  allotment  of  authorized 
personnel. 

This  left  a  total  vacancy  of  seventy-five  patrol- 
men, of  which  by  strange  coincidence  forty-four 
were  appointed  on  the  morning  of  the  second 
Police  Department  supplementary  budget  hearing 
after  this  had  been  pointed  out  by  the  City 
Council.  In  fact,  there  are  still  thirty-one  patrol- 
men vacancies  in  the  1969  budget  authorized; 
however,  there  is  no  money  to  fiU  these  vacancies 
because  of  the  promotions  to  the  superior  officer 
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ranks  of  sergeants,  captains,  and  deputy  superin- 
tendents. 

This  committee  would  like  to  point  out  at  this 
time  that  we  are  not  opposed  to  a  policy  of  placing 
more  patrolmen  on  the  street  where  they  belong. 
In  fact,  the  City  Council  has  requested  through 
orders  in  the  past  few  years  that  additional 
patrolmen  be  hired.  The  Police  Commissioner 
himself  requested  110  new  patrolmen  in  this  year's 
budget,  which  the  Mayor  refused. 

This  committee  in  the  past  has  not  been 
opposed  to  relieving  policemen  for  strictly  active 
poUce  duties.  We  have  authorized  180  police- 
women for  school  crossings  traffic  work,  seventy- 
five  meter  maids  to  tag  overtime  parked  cars,  and 
fifty  pohce  cadets  to  perform  clerical  duties  in  the 
police  stations. 

The  committee  recommends  the  following: 

First,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  fill  the  thirty- 
one  vacancies  for  patrolmen  which  now  exist  in  the 
Police  Department  and  for  which  there  is  an 
adequate  Ust  available  at  Civil  Service. 

Second,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  order  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  set  up  an  immediate 
conference  with  the  City  of  Boston  Superior 
Officers  Association  and  the  Boston  Patrolmen's 
Association,  to  confer  on  grievances  which  might 
arise  by  the  implementation  of  the  task  force 
report. 

Third,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  restore  the 
$1,050,000  in  the  1969  police  budget  for  the 
hiring  of  an  additional  110  patrolmen  as  requested 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  which  his  Budget 
Director  promised  would  be  replaced  in  the  supple- 
mentary budget  when  he  appeared  before  this 
committee  on  the  police  budget. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  The  practice  of  nailLng,  stapling, 
pasting,  or  otherwise  affixing  political  posters  or 
placards  on  lampposts,  buildings,  fences,  trees,  and 
other  prominent  public  and  private  places  has 
become  common  practice  in  Boston's  political 
campaigns;  and 

Whereas,  Such  posters  and  placards  not  only 
have  a  tendency  to  deface  the  city,  particularly 
after  they  have  been  up  for  a  few  weeks,  but  are 
expensive  to  remove;  and 

Whereas,  This  practive  is  illegal  unless  prior 
written  permission  has  been  secured  from  the 
Mayor  (in  the  case  of  public  property)  or  from  the 
owner  (in  the  case  of  private  property) ;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  such  posters  and  pla- 
cards have  already  been  put  up  in  the  current 
election,  apparently  in  violation  of  law;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  requested 
to  direct  the  Election  and  Police  Departments  to 
cooperate  in  prompt  and  efficient  investigation  and 
enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  unauthorized 
posters  and  placards.

pollution  in  Boston  Harbor  affecting  particularly

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urge 
the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Delegation  to 
have  federal  legislation  passed  which  would  pro- 
hibit the  discharge  of  waste  from  ships  both  private 
and  pubUc,  including  United  States  Navy  and

2.  Such  study  will  include  an  evaluation  of  the 
present  public  and  private  programs  for  retraining 
and  job  replacement,  and  an  examination  of  the 
use  of  economic  incentives  to  private  firms  for 
conversion  to  other  industrial  or  commercial  activi- 
ties. 

3.  The  Mayor  be  encouraged  to  seek  the 
assistance  of  such  business,  labor,  and  industrial 
leaders  as  may  be  reasonably  helpful  to  this  effort, 
and  that  such  assistance  include  financial  assist- 
ance. 

4.  The  Mayor  be  encouraged  to  seek  such 
federal  and/or  state  funds  as  may  be  available  for 
use  in  this  study.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR  ATKINS

areas  are  actively  used  for  dumping  and  burning 
trash,  and  many  trash  barrels  remain  unemptied 
and  overflowing. 

He  further  stated  that  he  learned  from  employ- 
ees that  only  three  full-time  maintenance  employ- 
ees are  assigned  to  the  same  490-acre  area  where 
fifty  were  employed  ten  years  ago. 

He  then  stated  that  the  Park  Commissioner 
should  provide  sufficient  funds  in  his  budget  to 
clean  up-  this  largest  recreational  area  in  the  city 
and  reclaim  it  from  the  dirty  jungle  that  it  has 
become.

Gentlemen: 

By  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
June  23,  1969,  you  requested  my  opinion  concern- 
ing the  legality  of  three  measures  before  your  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions:  Docket  No. 
277,  an  ordinace  creating  a  rent  review  board  and  a 
citizens  council  advisory  thereto;  Docket  No.  424, 
an  ordinance  estabUshing  a  temporary  rent  admin- 
istration; and  Docket  No.  534,  an  ordinance  for 
the  creation  of  a  rent  review  board. 

On  June  11,  1968,  I  wrote  your  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule  that  under  existing 
legislation  the  city  did  not  have  the  power  to  im- 
pose rent  controls  as  Docket  No.  424  and  Docket 
No.  534  would  do.  The  House  of  Representatives 
has  recently  requested  of  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  an  opinion  on  the  subject. 
See  House  Journal  for  July  9,  1969.  The  justices 
are  not  expected  to  answer  the  request  until  after 
August  13.  In  the  circumstances,  I  request  to  be 
excused  from  speaking  further  on  the  matter  at 
this  time. 

I  recognize  that  Docket  No.  277  does  not 
involve  the  actual  imposition  of  rent  controls,  and 
so  presents  quite  different  legal  questions.  With  an 
opinion  of  the  justices  on  the  basic  subject  so 
imminent,  I  believe  it  neither  wise  nor  expedient  to 
explore  these  questions  which  a  redraft  could 
readily  avoid.

While  as  individuals  the  committee  members 
have  an  awareness  of  Boston's  housing  crisis  and  a 
definite  sympathy  toward  taking  action  to  deal 
with  landlord-tenant  cases  involving  substandard 
housing,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that 
in  a  matter  so  directly  affecting  its  constituency 
the  Council  should  have  been  consulted  regarding 
the  need  for  and  the  cost  of,  as  well  as  the  sub- 
stance and  form  of  any  proposed  legislation  re- 
garding, a  City  Housing  Court  prior  to  presentation 
to  the  Council  of  the  home  rule  petition.

to  sections  XXVI  and  XXVII  of  chapter  149  of  the 
Genei^  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts (Ter.

The  Boston  Waterfront  Residents'  Association 
has  recently  been  organized  for  the  purpose, 
among  others,  of  dealing  with  problems  associated 
with  the  execution  of  the  urban  renewal  project 
for  the  Boston  waterfront,  otherwise  identified  as 
the  Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Re- 
newal Project,  Mass.  R-77. 

This  organization  seeks  to  be  designated  as  the 
Project  Area  Committee  for  the  Downtown  Water- 
front-Faneuil Hall  Urban  Renewal  Project,  Mass. 
R-77  under  the  regulations  upon  this  matter  to  be 
found  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Handbook,  chapter  5, 
section  2:  2a  and  2b.  The  Boston  Waterfront 
Residents'  Association  is  newly  organized  and 
could  easily  adapt  to  federal  requirements  as 
suggested  in  the  regulations. 

The  Boston  Waterfront  Residents'  Association 
is  the  only  organization  of  residents  of  the  project 
area  and  has  a  membership  including  seventy-eight 
percent  of  the  residents  of  the  area.  It  would  seem 
that  under  these  circumstances,  we  would  like  a 
formal  election  process  to  be  undertaken  imme- 
diately because  of  the  imminence  of  major  deci- 
sions concerning  the  project  area. 

While  we  understand  that  the  establishment  of 
a  Project  Area  Committee  in  the  execution  stage 
under  the  pertinent  federal  regulation  is  a  matter 


primarily  and  perhaps  exclusively  for  the  discretion 
of  the  local  public  agency  (in  Boston  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority),  it  is  nevertheless  our 
imderstanding  that  in  the  South  End  the  City 
Council  participated  to  the  extent  of  declaring  that 
a  P.A.C.  should  be  established  and  indicating  the 
electoral  process  which  it  in  its  wisdom  thought 
most  desirable. 

This  organization  is  directly  petitioning  the 
Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
establish  a  P.A.C.  for  the  waterfront  project  area 
either  by  (1)  recognizing  the  B.W.RA.  as  the 
P.A.C.  for  the  waterfront  project  area  (R-77)  under 
the  part  of  the  federal  regulations  to  which 
reference  has  previously  been  made,  or  (2)  provid- 
ing for  a  formal  election  of  a  P.A.C. 

The  B.W.R.A.  caimot  overemphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  immediately  proceeding  to  estabUshment 
of  formal  representation  of  the  residents  of  this 
area. 

Persons  who  live  in  this  area  do  so  without 
exception  because  they  love  the  area  and  treasure 
the  wonderful  atmosphere  of  life  close  to  the  busy 
waterfront  of  one  of  the  truly  great  and  famous 
harbors  in  the  history  of  this  continent.  Such 
people  without  question  could  make  invaluable 
contribution  to  this  project  if  machinery  were 
established  to  make  this  possible. 

We  therefore  petition  the  City  Council  to  aid  us 
to  attain  our  above  stated  objective  in  whatever 
way  it  can.  We  most  respectfully  suggest  that  an 
early  hearing  upon  this  matter  would  be  both 
helpful  and  appreciated. 

WiD  you  then,  sir,  be  so  kind  as  to  present  this 
letter  to  the  Honorable  City  Council  upon  the  next 
occasion  of  formal  meeting  during  that  part  of  its 
proceeding  provided  for  the  acceptance  of  "Peti- 
tions, Memorials,  and  Remonstrances."

HEARING  RE  IN-FILL  HOUSING  PROGRAM 
BEFORE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  foUowing: 
Whereas,  The  City  Council  did,  on  November 
18,   1968,  approve  a  cooperation  agreement  be- 
tween the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  did,  as  an  appendix 
to  the  abovementioned  cooperation  agreement, 
attach  a  memorandum  of  understanding  relative  to 
the  "In-Fill  Housing  Program";  and 

Whereas,  The  memorandum  provides  that, 
among  other  things: 

1.  Each  parcel  of  land  to  be  sold  will  be 
sold  only  after  two  independent  appraisals  have 
been  obtained,  at  the  developer's  expense,  with 
the  selling  price  being  no  lower  that  the  lowest 
of  the  two  appraisals. 
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2.  The  BRA  will  set  standards  for  the 
selection  and  pay  the  necessary  consultant  costs 
of  a  neighborhood  representative  to  be  chosen 
by  and  responsible  to  the  residents  of  the 
neighborhoods  in  which  in-fill  housing  units  are 
to  be  built. 

3.  The  developers  are  to  obtain  surety  and 
payment  bonds  holding  the  city  safe  from  the 
execution  of  the  programs. 

4.  The  developer  is  to  commence  construc- 
tion within  sixty  days  after  conveyance  and 
complete  construction  within  180  days  after 
conveyance  of  each  parcel. 

5.  The  BRA  is  to  develop  a  schedule  of 
liquidated  damages  for  failure  by  the  developer 
to  adhere  to  the  provisions  of  the  memoran- 
dum. 

6.  The  developer  is  to  limit  employment  to 
city  residents,  where  such  are  available,  with  no 
more  than  40  percent  of  the  work  force  being 
non-residents. 

7.  The  developer  is  to  design  a  program  of 
home, ownership  by  which  the  tenants  wUl  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  purchase  the  homes  in 
which  they  live. 

8.  The  developer  is  to  provide  a  manage- 
ment program  and  a  social  service  program  for 
the  units  under  his  control. 

9.  The  BRA  is  to  provide  that  no  more  than 
50  percent  of  the  units  committed  be  assigned 
to  any  one  developer. 

10.  The  developer  is  to  pay  the  city  fair 
market  value  taxes,  unless  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  specfies,  in 
writing  otherwise. 

Whereas,  The  BRA  has  applied  for  numerous 
variances  to  accommodate  the  in-fill  developers, 


and  is  appearing  tomorrow  before  the  Appeals 
Board  to  seek  such  approval; 

Whereas,  The  BRA  has  not  reported  to  the  City 
Council  on  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
memorandum;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  respectfully 
requests  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  his  BRA 
Development  Administrator  to  appear  before  the 
City  Council  Executive  Committee,  Monday,  Au- 
gust 18,  at  3  p.m.,  to  report  on  steps  taken  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  memorandum.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  the  Compensation 
and  Classification  Plans  for  the  Officers  and  Em- 
ployees of  Suffolk  County,  the  Supervisor  of 
Personnel,  whenever  a  new  position  is  established, 
is  required,  after  an  investigation  of  the  actual  and 
proposed  duties  and  responsibilities  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  to 
classify  the  position  by  allocating  it  to  its  appro- 
priate class. 

The  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  requested 
that  the  title  of  work  release  supervisor.  Penal 
Institutions,  at  a  fixed  salary  of  $10,000  yearly  be 
established  in  his  department,  and  under  date  of 
August  6,  1969,  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
approved  the  amendment. 

My  investigation  of  this  request  reveals  that 
there  is  need  of  this  classification  in  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  and  also  in  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  since  it  is  a  rehabilitation  program  for 
the  inmates  of  these  institutions  and  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  public  good. 

In  order  to  include  this  new  classification  in  the 
Compensation  Plan  and  Classification  Plan  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County  I 
recommend  consideration  and  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order  amending  these  plans  to  in- 
clude the  position  of  work  release  supervisor.  Penal 
Institutions,  at  a  fixed  yearly  salary  of  $10,000.

Ordered,  That  Schedule  B  of  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plans  for  the  Officers  and 
Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  adopted  by  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  September  9, 1963, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  September  12, 
1963,  be,  and  the  sum  hereby  is,  amended  by 
including  the  following  new  classification: 

Work  Release  Supervisor,  Penal  Institutions 

Duties:  Under  direction,  has  responsibility  for 
the  management  of  the  work  release  program  for 
inmates  at  the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction 
and  the  Jail,  and  does  related  work  as  required. 

Example  of  Duties:  Plans,  develops,  and  imple- 
ments a  rehabilitation  program  for  inmates  of  the 
House  of  Correction  and  the  Jail;  prepares  a 
complete  case  history  for  each  participant  and 
investigates  data  such  as  employment,  home,  finan- 
cial, and  educational  background,  and  court  status, 
establishes  contact  with  private  agencies  in  an 
effort  to  obtain  participation  in  the  program  and 
to  procure  positions  for  inmate  placement;  main- 
tains progress  reports  for  participants;  establishes 
and  maintains  budgetary  plan,  deducting  main- 
tenance, personnel  obligations,  and  ^savings  ac- 
counts for  inmates  to  be  paid  on  release  from  the 
institutions;  arranges  for  transportation  facilities 
for  inmates;  coordinates  with  employers  dental  and 
medical  attention,  court  appearances,  and  civil 
matters  involving  loss  of  employment  time;  per- 
forms   employment    screening   and    interviewing; 
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prepares  necessary  reports  and  recommendations 
for  commissioner. 

Cooipensation  Grade:  $10,000  yearly  fixed  sal- 
ary.

TRANSFER  OF  APPROPRIATION  OF 

$200,000  FOR  TRANSPORTATION 

OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  18,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  order  trans- 
ferring $200,000  out  of  the  reserve  fund  and  into  a 
special  account  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  to 
relieve  racial  imbalance. 

I  have  delayed  action  on  this  particular  matter 
pending  a  decision  by  the  Legislature  as  to  whether 
state  funds  would  be  available  to  reimburse  munici- 
palities which  make  expenditirres  for  this  purpose. 
It  appears  that  St.  1969,  c.  643,  signed  by  the 
Governor  on  August  7,  1969,  will  provide  for  the 
reimbursements  of  municipalities  for  the  cost  of 
transportation  of  students  to  relieve  racial  imbal- 
ance. 

The  Racial  Imbalance  Act,  St.  1965,  c.  641, 
conditions  the  receipt  of  school  aid  under  G.L.,  c. 
70,  and  the  school  building  assistance  under  St. 
1948,  c.  645,  upon  the  State  Board  of  Education's 
acceptance  of  a  plan  to  alleviate  racial  imbalance. 
Boston  cannot  afford  to  jeopardize  this  aid,  and  it 
appears  likely  that  the  open  enrollment  policy  will 
not,  by  itself,  continue  to  satisfy  the  State  Board 
of  Education. 

Because  the  authority  to  enter  contracts  for 
pupil  transportation  appears  in  chapter  40  rather 
than  chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  such  con- 
tracts will  require  my  approval  after  the  School 
Committee  arrives  at  terms. 

Furthermore,  the  purpose  for  which  I  am 
requesting  funds  does  not  fall  within  the  "other 
school  purposes"  as  defined  by  St.  1949,  c.  117,  as 
amended.  Therefore  this  additional  amount  will 
not  become  part  of  the  base  amount  which  the 
School  Committee  may,  by  its  own  action,  appro- 
priate in  subsequent  years. 

I  urge  your  prompt  action  on  this  matter.

APPROVAL  OF  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL 

LAW  CREATING  THE  "CITY  OF 

BOSTON  RENTAL  AGENCY" 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  A  critical  housing  shortage  exists  in 
the  middle-  and  low-income  categories  and  a  recent 
Supreme  Court  decision  has  ruled  that  a  munici- 
pality cannot  by  its  own  authority  institute  a 
system  known  as  rent  control  because  it  lacks  the 
power  of  judicial  review;  and 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the 
State  Legislature  is  the  only  political  entity  under 
the  Constitution  which  can  grant  this  authority  to 
the  cities  and  towns;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  fUed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be  and  is  hereby  approved  under 
clause  1,  section  8,  of  Article  2  as  amended  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts: 
I 

(A)  That  a  board  be  created  in  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  known  as  the  "City  of  Boston  Rental 
Agency."  It  shall  consist  of  five  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Boston  City  Council,  of  which  two  shall  be 
tenants  and  two  shall  be  property  owners  for  a 
period  of  one,  two,  and  three  years,  said  persons  to 
be  appointed  for  a  different  period  of  years  so  that 
there  will  be  continuity  on  said  board.  The  board 
shall  elect  a  chairman  from  among  its  members 
who  shall  serve  for  a  one-year  period  or  until  a 
successor  is  chosen.  Compensation  shall  be  set  by 
ordinance  of  the  City  of  Boston.  They  shall  be 
empowered  to  employ  whatever  staff  and  person- 
nel are  necessary.  The  scope  of  this  board  shall  be 
to  regulate  rents  in  any  unit  of  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Said  agency  shall  have  the  power  to  set 
maximum  rents  and  shall  be  a  hearing  board  for 
applications  for  rental  adjustments  and  comphSnts 
by  either  landlord  or  tenant.  Said  board  shall 
register   and  keep  records  of  the  ownership  of 


homes,  shall  have  the  power  to  subpoena  witnesses 
and  take  testimony  under  oath,  regulate  rent, 
render  decisions  on  complaints,  protests,  and  en- 
force decisions. 

(B)  Said  Board  shall  give  ten  days  notice  by 
registered  mail  of  any  decision,  and  either  party 
may  within  seven  days  appeal  by  filing  a  notice 
with  said  board.  A  hearing  wiU  be  granted  by  the 
full  board,  which  wiU  constitute  a  majority.  Upon 
decision  by  the  full  board  either  party  may  take  an 
appeal  to  the  District  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
property  is  located.  Said  board  is  empowered  to 
grant  rent  increases  up  to  15  percent  upon  appli- 
cation by  the  landlord. 

II 

The  following  dweUing  units  will  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  act: 

(A)  Dwellings  built  and  completed  after  Jan- 
uary 1,  1960.  However,  in  existing  housing,  where 
there  is  a  substantial  demolition  and  construction 
of  units  after  that  date,  these  units  can  be 
decontrolled  by  the  rental  agency.  However,  hous- 
ing accommodations  created  in  a  building  which 
was  substantially  demolished  and  reconstructed 
after  tenants  had  been  evicted  can  be  decontrolled 
by  the  rental  agency  referred  to  above.  Except 
where  a  landlord  harasses  a  tenant  in  order  to 
vacate  a  building  or  where  a  building  is  vacated  by 
official  orders  of  a  city  agency  because  it  is  not  fit 
for  ocdupancy,  a  new  building  or  apartment 
created  by  such  an  act  will  remain  subject  to  rent 
control. 

(B)  An  owner-occupied  dwelling  unit  which 
contains  four  or  less  apartments. 

(C)  Furnished  nonhousekeepiag  rooms  in  a 
single  dweUing  not  used  as  a  rooming  or  boarding 
house  if  there  are  no  more  than  two  paying  tenants 
and  if  the  rest  of  the  dwelling  is  occupied  by  the 
landlord  or  his  family. 

(D)  Hotel  rooms  are  exempt  except  when  the 
tenant  has  had  continuous  occupancy  for  more 
than  two  years. 

(E)  Apartments  created  by  dividing  larger 
apartments  into  two  or  more  smaller  apartments 
after  January  1,  1969,  if  they  are  self-contained 
units.  They  shall  remain  exempt  only  as  long  as  the 
newly  created  apartments  are  used  for  single^amily 
occupancy.  To  qualify  as  a  self-contained  unit  an 
apartment  must  have  private  access  and  consist  of  a 
kitchen,  at  least  one  bedroom,  a  living  room  with 
dining  space  area,  and  a  private  bathroom.  To 
qualify  for  self-contained  single-family  units  if 
there  are  two  or  more  persons  living  in  the  unit,  at 
least  two  persons  must  be  related. 

(F)  Dwellings  owned  and  operated  by  federal, 
state,  and  city  governments  or  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  or  with  rentals  supervised  under  rules 
and  regulations  of  a  state  or  federal  housing 
program. 

(G)  Accommodations  and  buildings  operated 
exclusively  for  charitable  purposes. 

(H)  Apartments  owned  and  occupied  by  mem- 
bers of  a  cooperative. 
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III 

Tenants  who  do  not  renew  their  leases  may 
continue  on  as  statutory  tenants  and  be  fully 
protected  by  the  rent  control  law, 

IV 

If  the  tenant  has  sublet  without  written  consent 
of  the  landlord,  or  if  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  adult  occupants  who  are  not 
children  or  parents  of  of  the  tenant,  or  if  unique 
circumstances  make  the  maximum  rent  unrea- 
sonably low  for  that  neighbor,  the  city  agency  may 
authorize  an  increase. 


Rent  increases  or  decreases  shall  not  be  retro- 
active. 

VI 

In  the  event  that  the  landlord  does  not  abide  by 
the  ruling  of  the  city  rental  agency,  his  case  may  be 
brought  before  the  District  Court  within  the 
jurisdiction  where  the  property  is  located  for  his 
failure  to  obey  the  order  issued.

An  Ordinance  Re  Prohibition  of  the  SoUcitation  of

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  108  the  foUowing  sections: 

Section  108A.  Any  person  who,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  soliciting  a  ride  on  a  street  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  displays  a  sign  to  that  effect,  signals  a 
moving  vehicle,  causes  the  stopping  of  such  vehicle, 
or  in  any  manner  acts  so  as  to  disrupt  the  traffic  of 
said  street,  may  be  arrested  without  a  warrant  and 
may  be  subjected  to  a  fine  as  provided  in  section 
110  herein. 

Section  108B.  Any  person  operating  a  motor 
vehicle  not  licensed  for  the  carriage  of  passengers 
for  hire  on  -any  street  in  the  City  of  Boston  who 
stops  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  person 
described  in  section  108A,  may  be  subjected  to  a 
fine  as  provided  in  section  110  herein.

OPPOSING  SUPPORT  OF  CITY  TO  PROPOSED

Whereas,  The  home  rule  petition,  passed  by  a 
five  to  four  vote,  contained  a  number  of  provisions 
designed  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  Boston 
citizens  living  in  East  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  home  rule  petition  was  certified 
to  the  City  CouncU  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  as 
valid  and  in  proper  form;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
assured  the  City  CouncU  that  the  various  safeguard 
provisions  were  valid  and  constitutional;  and 


Whereas,  The  General  Court,  after  receipt  of 
the  home  rule  petition,  materiaUy  altered  the 
requested  legislation  by  including  the  proposed 
construction  of  a  Worcester  Turnpike  extension; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in  an 
opinion  of  the  justices,  has  declared  the  safeguard 
provisions  invalid  and  unconstitutional;  and 

Whereas,  The  Turnpike  Authority  has  expressed 
its  intention  to  proceed  to  buUd  the  stadium, 
tuimel,  and  turnpike  extension  even  though  no 
safeguards  for  Boston  citizens  wiU  be  contained  in 
the  enabling  legislation;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  wiU,  if  it  receives 
redrafted  legislation,  proceed  to  enact  it,  and  will 
do  so  on  the  assumption  that  the  City  CouncU  of 
the  City  of  Boston  stiU  favors  the  proposed 
package  even  without  safeguards  for  Boston  citi- 
zens; and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature,  in  the  absence  of  a 
subsequent  vote  by  the  City  CouncU,  will  assume 
that  the  City  CouncU  is  stUl  willing  to  pledge  $5 
miUion  to  guarantee  the  integrity  of  the  private 
investor's  bond  purchases;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  (1)  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
ordered  to  inform  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  that  the  Boston 
City  CouncU  is  not  willing  to  support  a  proposed 
stadium-turmel  package  untU  such  time  as  it  has 
had  the  opportunity  to  view  the  enabling  legisla- 
tion, and  that,  (2)  the  Boston  City  CouncU  is  not, 
at  this  time,  willing  to  commit  itself  or  the  City  of 
Boston  to  providing  funds,  land,  or  technical 
assistance  to  this  project. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  passage  of  the  order.

of  that  housing  accommodation.

precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in  Ward  12;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts 
6,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  8  and  Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in 
Ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by 
the  residents  of  Precinct  6  in  Ward  1 2,  precinct  3 
in  Ward  13,  and  precincts  1,  2  and  3  in  Ward  14; 
and  in  the  case  of  the  three  remaining  members,  by 
the  residents  of  precincts  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  in 
Ward  14;  provided,  however,  that  the  initial  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  be  the  persons  elected  at 
the  election  held  under  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  city  council  on  April  26,  1967,  and  approved 
by  the  mayor  on  April  27,  1967,  who  shall  hold 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1970.  On  the 
first  Tuesday  in  June,  1970,  an  election  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  board  of  election  commissioners 
at  which  residents  of  said  precincts  as  determined 
by  the  then  latest  police  listing  shall  elect  persons 
to  serve  as  members  of  said  board  from  the  first 
Monday  in  July  of  the  year  in  which  the  election  is 
held  until  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  the  second 
year  thereafter.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
member  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  a 
special  election  to  be  held  in  the  precincts  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs.  The  members  shall  be  reim- 
bursed for  loss  of  compensation  and  expenses 
necessarily  incident  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  members  of  said  board  are  hereby 
classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  mayor  may  appoint  a  model 
cities  administrator,  but  only  after  submitting  to 
the  model  neighborhood  board  the  name  of  his 
nominee  or  nominees  and  after  considering  and 
responding  in  writing  to  any  recommendations 
with  respect  thereto  by  the  model  neighborhood 
board.  The  model  neighborhood  board  may  at  any 
time  initiate  a  review  of  the  administrator's  per- 
formance. Whenever,  after  such  a  review,  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  of  the  model  neighborhood 
board  recommend  the  removal  of  the  administrator 
in  writing  specifying  the  grounds  and  the  support- 
ing evidence,  the  mayor  shall  accept  or  reject  such 
recommendations  after  providing  the  board  and 
the  administrator  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  If  the  mayor  rejects  such  recommendations, 
he  shall  state  his  reasons  publicly  and  in  writing. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  model 
neighborhood  board  to  maintain  contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood,  to  review  all 
plans  and  programs  undertaken  by  the  city  as  part 
of  the  model  cities  program,  and  to  approve  or 
disapprove  them  or  to  approve  them  in  part.  The 
board  may  initiate  and  operate  programs,  and  it 
may  make  recommendations  to  the  model  cities 
administrator  with  regard  to  plans,  programs,  or 
policies;  and,  after  considering  the  administrator's 
own  recommendations  and  the  views  of  the  com- 
munity, the  board  may  make  confirmed  recom- 


mendations. Whenever  the  board  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendation  with  regard  to  plans, 
programs,  or  policies,  the  administrator  shall  fol- 
low such  recommendation  or  he  shall  submit  the 
issue  to  binding  arbitration  before  three  arbitra- 
tors, one  to  be  chosen  by  the  board,  one  to  be 
chosen  by  the  administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen 
by  agreement  between  the  board  and  the  adminis- 
trator.

I  enclose  for  your  consideration  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
which  provides  for  the  addition  to  the  project  of  a 
samll  area  bounded  generally  by  Stuart  street  on 
the  south,  Broadway  on  the  west,  and  EUot  street 
on  the  north.  A  complete  list  of  the  materials  being 
submitted  in  connection  with  the  amendment  is 
attached  hereto. 

I  urge  the  Council  to  approve  the  amendment.

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (hereinafter 
called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  provide  federal 
financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies  for 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal  proj- 
ects; and 

Whereas,  With  federal  financial  assistance  under 
Title  I  of  such  act,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  undertaking  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  No.  Mass  R-92,  pursuant  to  the 
South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  adopted  by  the 
authority  on  June  10,  1965,  and  approved  by  the 
Boston  City  Council  on  July  26,  1965;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  respective  project 
area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
locahty  in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in 
the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to 
be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  locahty  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban  re- 
newal area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
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provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighbor- 
hood improvement,  with  special  consideration  for 
the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing 
in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the 
plan;  and  (5)  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal 
plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  the  project  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
adopted  on  January  23,  1969,  a  boundary  change 
amendment  (hereinafter  called  the  "amendment") 
to  said  urban  renewal  plan  whereby  a  certain 
portion  of  land,  described  in  exhibit  "A"  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  (hereinafter  called 
the  "newly  included  area"),  was  added  to  the 
present  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area; 
and 

Whereas,  The  authority  proposes  to  seek  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  from  HUD  for  the 
undertaking  of  the  project  as  enlarged  by  the 
amendment;  and 

Whereas,  The  newly  included  area  was  encom- 
passed by  the  Central  Business  District  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  approved  by  the  authority  on  August 
2,  1967,  and  by  the  City  Council  on  December  11, 
1967; and 

Whereas,  In  connection  with  said  Central  Busi- 
ness District  Urban  Renewal  Plan  the  authority 
entered  into  a  planning  contract  for  financial 
assistance  under  such  act  with  HUD,  pursuant  to 
which  surveys  and  plans  in  the  Central  Business 
District,  including  the  newly  included  area,  were 
undertaken;  and 

Whereas,  By  resolutions  adopted  by  the  au- 
thority on  August  2,  1967,  and  by  resolution 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  December  11, 
1967,  the  property  within  the  Central  Business 
District  Project  Area,  includmg  the  newly  included 
area,  was  determined  to  be  a  decadent  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social^  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
newly  included  area  and  has  found  and  determined 
and  has  reaffirmed  that  the  character  and  con- 
ditions of  the  newly  included  area  in  its  resolutions 
adopted  on  August  2,  1967,  do  exist  and  that  the 
newly  included  area  is  a  decadent  area  in  that  it  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare, 
and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community 
because  within  the  newly  included  area  there  exist 
detrimental  land  uses  or  conditions;  there  exist 
unsafe,  congested,  or  poorly  designed  streets;  and 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced, 
and  under  existing  conditions  it  is  improbable  that 
the  buildings  will  be  replaced  and  the  area  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise; and  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
been  fully  apprised  by  the  authority  and  are  aware 
of  the  foregoing  facts  and  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  the  amend- 
ment entitled  "South  Cove  Boundary  Change 
Amendment,"  consisting  of  two  pages  and  four 
exhibits,  duly  approved  by  the  authority  on 
January    23,    1969,    and   submitted   to   the  City 


Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  approval,  and 
the  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  Council  copies  of 
each  of  the  following:

Whereas,  The  authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  section 
70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 
performs  the  duties  confened  by  statute  or  ordi- 
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nance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "general 
plan"),  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  and 
the  authority  has  duly  found  that  the  South  Cove 
Urban  Renewal  P-an  as  amended  conforms  to  the 
general  plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly  con- 
sidered the  urban  renewal  plan  as  amended  as  well 
as  said  finding;  and 

Whereas,  Hospital  and  educational  institutions 
are  located  in  the  project  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  amendment  prescribes  certain 
land  uses  for  the  newly  included  area  and  will 
require,  among  other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the 
vacating  and  removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other 
public  ways,  the  estabUshment  of  new  street 
patterns,  the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and 
water  mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and  other 
public  action;  and 

Whereas,  Under  section  104  of  Title  1  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  section 
1 10(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  project  area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  between  the  authority  and  HUD;  and 

Whereas,  The  cooperation  agreement  provides 
for  the  making  of  such  local  grants-in-aid  by  the 
city  in  connection  with  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  amendment  necessitates  an 
amendment  to  said  cooperation  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  the  approval  of  the  South 
Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  the  authority  prepared 
and  submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a 
result  of  canying  out  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Project  in  accordance  with  said  plan;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  such  approval  there  was  also 
presented  to  the  City  Council  information  and  data 
respecting  said  relocation  program  which  was 
prepared  by  the  authority  as  a  result  of  studies, 
surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  project  area,  and 
the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the  data  and 
information  obtained  from  such  studies,  surveys, 
and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  On  July  26,  1965,  the  City  Council 
adopted  a  resolution  approving  the  South  Cove 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and,  among  other  things, 
found  and  determined  that  the  program  for  the 
proper  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  dis- 
placed in  carrying  out  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dweUings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards 
is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely 
effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such  dwellings 
or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made  available 
to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families  are  not 


generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  pubhc  utilities 
and  public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the 
dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families 
in  the  project  area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  individ- 
uals and  families,  and  are  reasonably  accessible  to 
their  places  of  employment;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  project  area  and  of  the  availability  of  proper 
housing  in  the  locality  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced  from 
the  project  area,  and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowl- 
edge of  local  housing  conditions,  have  carefully 
considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for  reloca- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  There  wiU  be  no  individuals  or  fam- 
ilies relocated  as  a  result  of  the  amendment;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  City  Council 
take  appropriate  official  action  respecting  the 
relocation  program  and  the  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  project  and  any  amendments  thereto,  in  con- 
formity with  the  contract  for  financial  assistance 
between  the  authority  and  HUD;  and 

Whereas,  The  resolution  by  the  authority  on 
January  23,  1969,  approving  the  amendment, 
among  other  things,  reaffirmed  the  conditions 
under  which  relocation  payments  will  be  made 
under  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  CivU  Rights  Acts  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  that 
title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from 
participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and 
carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  the 
amendment  after  due  notice  of  the  date,  time, 
place,  and  purpose  t-iereof,  at  which  evidence  was 
received  and  opinions  were  heard  by  the  City 
Councillors  from  residents  of  and  business  people 
from  the  project  area,  including  the  newly  included 
area,  and  other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and 
all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard  concerning  the 
amendment  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  amendment 
in  the  light  of  (1)  the  authority's  resolutions, 
determinations,  and  findings  hereinbefore  referred 
to,  and  the  City  Council's  resolutions,  actions,  and 
findings  hereinbefore  referred  to;  (2)  the  pro- 
ceedings at  the  aforesaid  public  hearing;  and 
(3)  the  general  knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors 
with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  newly 
included  area;  now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby 
Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  newly  included  area  is  a  decadent 
area  in  that  it  is  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health, 
morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston 
community  because  there  exists  within  such  area 
detrimental  land  uses  or  conditions;  there  exist 
unsafe,  congested,  and  poorly  designed  streets;  and 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced 
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and  under  existing  eonditions  it  is  improbable  that 
the  buildings  will  be  replaced  and  the  area  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  oF  private  enter- 
prise; and 

(2)  That  the  newly  included  area  is  blighted, 
deteriorated,  and  deteriorating;  and 

(3)  That  the  amendment  is  hereby  approved 
and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy 
of  the  amendment  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting;  and 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contract  for  federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Project  is  necessary  to  enable  such  project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  South 
Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby  amended:  and 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended  will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  con- 
sistent with  the  sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole, 
for  the  urban  renewal  of  the  area  by  private 
enterprise;  and 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended  conforms  to  the  general  plan  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Park  as  hereby 
amended  gives  due  consideration  to  the  provision 
of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas  and 
facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 
the  project  area;  and 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  as  hereby  amended  cannot  be 
achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation  of 
the  project  area;  and 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that,  in  addition  to  the  ehmination  of  slums  and 
blight  from  said  urban  renewal  area,  the  under- 
taking of  the  project  as  hereby  amended  in  such 
area  will  further  promote  the  public  welfare  and 
the  proper  development  of  the  community  (a)  by 
making  land  in  such  area  available  for  disposition, 
for  uses  in  accordance  with  said  urban  renewal 
plan,  as  hereby  amended,  to  hospital  and  educa- 
tional institutions  for  redevelopment  in  accordance 
with  the  use  or  uses  specified  in  said  plan;  and  (b) 
by  providing,  through  the  redevelopment  of  the 
project  area  in  accordance  with  said  plan  as  hereby 
amended,  a  cohesive  neighborhood  environment 
compatible  with  the  functions  and  needs  of  hos- 
pital and  educational  institutions;  and 

(10)  That  is  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  there  will  be  no  individuals  or  families 
relocated  as  a  result  of  the  amendment;  and 

(11)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined, 
and  the  finding  and  determination  of  the  City 
Council  by  resolution  on  July  26,  1965,  and  is 
hereby  reaffirmed,  that  the  program  for  the  proper 
relocation  of  the  individuals  and  families  displaced 
in  carrying  out  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal 


Project  as  hereby  amended  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and 
timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution 
and  completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such 
dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made 
available  to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families 
are  at  least  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally 
less  desirable  in  regard  to  pubUc  utilities  and  public 
and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the 
displaced  individuals  and  families  in  the  project 
areas  as  hereby  amended,  are  available  at  rents  or 
prices  within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  famihes,  and  are  reasonably  accessi- 
ble to  their  places  of  employment;  and 

(12)  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facili- 
tate the  effectuation  of  the  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  as  hereby  amended,  it  is  found  and 
determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  said 
plan  as  hereby  amended,  and,  accordingly,  the 
City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in 
helping  to  carry  out  said  plan  as  hereby  amended; 
(b)  requests  the  various  officials,  departments, 
boards. and  agencies  of  the  city  having  adminis- 
trative responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise  to 
cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their 
respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  said  plan  as  hereby  amended;  (c) 
stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
effectuate  said  plan  as  hereby  amended;  and  (d) 
authorizes  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf 
of  the  city,  an  amendment  to  the  cooperation 
agreement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  one 
presented  to  this  meeting;  and 

(13)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  the  newly  included  area  to  be  renewed  in 
accordance  with  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  as  hereby  amended,  and,  accordingly,  the 
filing  by  the  authority  of  such  application  or 
applications  for  such  financial  assistance  under 
said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved  and  ratified;  and 

(14)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured  of  full  compUance  by  the  City  Council 
with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuationg  Title  VI  of 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964.

The  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as 
adopted  by  the  authority  June  10,  1965,  is 
hereby  amended  in  the  following  respects:

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  TIMILTY,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

The  following  observations  of  and  recommen- 
dations for  Suffolk  County  penal  institutions- 
Charles  Street  Jail  and  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction-and  their  administration  are  based 
upon  an  inspection  tour  of  these  facihties  by 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the  third 
of  June,  1969. 

Corroborating  the  findings  of  the  report  of 
Corrections  Commissioner  John  Gavin,  presented 
earlier  this  year  before  the  annual  budget  hearings 
of  the  Appropriations  and  Finance  Committee,  the 
physical  plants  of  both  institutions  were  found  to 
be  in  a  deteriorating  condition,  in  need  of  overall 
repair.  Vital  portions  of  each  facility  and  equip- 
ment therein  required  either  immediate  extensive 
repair  or  replacement.  In  both  instances  it  was 
found  that  the  supervision  and  rehabilitation  car- 
ried on  was  done  in  an  environment  unfavorable  to 
both. 

Charles  Street  Jail 

The  number  and  scope  of  innovative  programs 
designed  for  accelerated  rehabilitation  provided  the 
most  encouraging  view  of  the  operation  and 
management  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  Educational 
and  vocational  training  programs,  many  of  which 
utilize  pioneering  techniques,  are  comparable  with 
those  found  in  the  most  progressive  penal  institu- 
tions in  the  country.  The  efforts  of  the  staff  and 
employees  in  coordinating  these  programs  as  well 
as  maintaining  security  with  the  limited  amount  of 
materials  and  supplies  at  their  disposal  must  be 
commended. 

The  building  itself  is  archaic  and  outmoded, 
thus  making  it  a  blatant  contradiction  to  modern, 
progressive  trends  in  penology.  Falling  plaster, 
flaking  wall  paint,  and  a  cramped  illogical  floor 
plan  lend  to  its  unsanitary,  depressing  condition 
and  prohibit  the  maintenance  of  standards  better 
than  minimally  adequate. 

Related  to  the  deteriorating  structural  condi- 
tion is  the  security  problem,  which  can  only  be 
labeled  as  alarming  and  dangerous.  Immediate 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  defective  swinging 
gate  which  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the  recent 
escape.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  take  all  necessary  steps  to  correct  this 
situation  before  similar  instances  occur.  Apart 
from  this  necessary  repair,  however,  it  is  felt  that 
because  of  the  extent  of  the  physical  deterioration, 
coupled  with  the  age.  of  the  building  itself,  expen- 
ditures by  the  City  of  Boston  to  rehabilitate  the 
institution  would  not,  in  the  long  run,  produce 
satisfactory  results. 


Deer  Island  House  of  Correction 

The  administration  and  supervision  of  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction  has  shown  sharp 
improvement  in  the  last  several  years.  The  caliber 
of  the  attending  personnel  and  the  wide  scope  and 
intensity  of  the  self-help  programs  are  two  basic 
factors  in  this  improvement.  Statistics  showing  the 
extent  to  which  inmates  have  been  rehabilitated 
are  impressive.  The  number  of  inmates  who  have 
completed  their  elementary  education  and  have 
received  high  school  equivalency  certificates  and 
the  number  of  former  inmates  who  have  become 
productive  members  of  society  are  indeed  proof  of 
the  capability  of  the  city's  Penal  Department. 

With  the  assistance  of  eight  independent  agencies 
working  within  the  instution.  and  with  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  regular  staff,  problems  of  an  alcohohc, 
narcotic,  and  psychiatric  nature  have  been  success- 
fully attacked.  Both  secular  and  nonsecular  groups 
participate  in  the  Deer  Island  educational  and  voca- 
tional program,  with  the  overall  result  of  a  new 
sense  of  confidence  being  instilled  in  the  inmate 
prior  to  his  separation. 

As  with  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  however,  the 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  suffers  from  a 
deteriorating  physical  plant  which  seriously  impairs 
proper  maintenance.  Only  its  remote  location 
lessens  the  security  problem.  It  may  similarly  be 
concluded  that  under  these  adverse  conditions, 
without  the  modern  facilities  so  desperately 
needed,  there  must  be  a  limit  on  the  progress  that 
can  be  made  in  the  administration  of  this  institu- 
tion. 

Recommendations 

In  the  light  of  these  observations,  the  Com- 
mittee recommends: 

That  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  including  the  land 
thereon,  be  sold  at  publicly  advertised  auction.  No 
bid  should  be  accepted  which  is  less  than  the  fair 
market  value  of  such  property.  Such  fair  market 
value  should  be  comparable  to  that  paid  by 
developers  of  similarly  zoned  land  in  the  Central 
Business  District  less  demohtion  costs.  If  the 
highest  bidder  at  such  auction  is  a  tax  exempt 
corporation,  such  corporation  shall  pay  or  contrib- 
ute the  tax  rate  annually  levied  on  such  property. 

That  a  new  facility  be  constructed  on  Deer 
Island  large  enough  to  house  the  present  number  of 
inmates  on  the  Island  (approximately  380)  and, 
temporarily,  to  house  those  inmates  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  after  the  disposition  of  that  facility. 
Despite  suggestions  to  the  contrary,  the  committee 
feels  that  any  permanent  merger  of  the  two 
institutions  at  Deer  Island  is  not  feasible  due  to  the 
exorbitant  cost  of  transportation  of  prisoners 
between  Boston  and  the  Island.  Temporary  merger, 
however,  is  a  necessity,  and  could  be  funded  by  the 
revenue  received  from  the  sale  of  and  tax  levy  on 
the  Charles  Street  site. 

That  permanent  security  quarters  for  those 
inmates  now  incarcertated  in  Charles  Street  Jail  be 
included  in  the  construction  of  the  newly  proposed 
Suffolk  County  Court  House.

That  sole  power  and  authority  concerning  the 
care,  custody,  and  control  of  all  court  pens  for  the 
detention  of  prisoners  while  in  the  courts  of 
Suffolk  County,  and  the  management  and  adminis- 
tration thereof,  with  the  exception  of  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction,  be  placed  in  the  office 
of  the  Suffolk  County  Sheriff.  This  in  effect  would 
place  the  House  of  Detention,  now  operated  by  the 
City  of  Boston  Police  Department,  under  the 
control  of  Suffolk  County. 

That  the  City  Council,  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  presiding,  confer  as  County  Commissioners 
with  the  Court  House  Commission  to  discuss  the 
implementation  of  these  recommendations.

ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  THE  CREATION 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  RENTAL  AGENCY 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  foUowing: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine. 

An  Ordinance  Authorizing  the  Creation  of  the  City 

of  Boston  Rental  Agency. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

I 

(A)  That  a  board  be  created  in  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  known  as  the  "City  of  Boston  Rental 
Agency."  It  shall  consist  of  five  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Boston  City  Council,  of  which  at  least  two 
shall  be  tenants  and  at  least  two  shall  be  property 
owners  for  a  period  of  one,  two,  and  three  years, 
said  persons  to  be  appointed  for  a  different  period 
of  years  so  that  there  will  be  continuity  on  said 
board.  The  board  shall  elect  a  chairman  from 
among  its  members  who  shall  serve  for  a  one-year 
period  or  untU  a  successor  is  chosen.  Compensation 
shall  be  set  by  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
They  shall  be  empowered  to  employ  whatever  staff 
and  personnel  are  necessary.  The  scope  of  this 
board  shall  be  to  regulate  rents  in  any  unit  of 
housing  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Said  agency  shall 
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have  the  power  to  set  maximum  rents  and  shall  be 
a  hearing  board  for  appUcations  for  rental  adjust- 
ments and  complaints  by  either  landlord  or  tenant. 
Said  board  shall  register  and  keep  records  of  the 
ownership  of  homes,  shall  have  the  power  to 
subpoena  witnesses  and  take  testimony  under  oath, 
regulate  rent,  render  decisions  on  complaints, 
protests,  and  enforce  decisions. 

(b)  Said  board  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  by 
registered  mail  of  any  decision,  and  either  party 
may  within  seven  days  appeal  by  filing  a  notice 
with  said  board.  A  hearing  wiU  be  granted  by  the 
full  board,  which  wiQ  constitute  a  majority.  Upon 
decision  by  the  full  board  either  party  may  take  an 
appeal  to  the  District  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
property  is  located. 

(C)  Said  board  is  empowered  to  grant  rent 
increases  up  to  15  percent  upon  apphcation  by  the 
landlord.  The  board  may  review  any  rent  increase 
imposed  on  tenants  since  December  1,  1968,  upon 
a  complaint  by  the  aggrieved  tenant.  If  the  board 
finds  that  said  rent  increase  was  not  justified  and  is 
unreasonable,  they  may  reduce  said  rent  by  a 
reasonable  amount. 

II 

The  following  dwelling  units  will  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  act: 

(A)  Dwellings  build  and  completed  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1960.  However,  in  existing  housing,  where 
there  is  a  substantial  demolition  and  construction 
of  units  after  that  date,  these  units  can  be 
decontrolled  by  the  rental  agency.  However,  hous- 
ing accommodations  created  in  a  building  which 
was  substantially  demohshed  and  reconstructed 
after  tenants  had  been  evicted  can  be  decontrolled 
by  the  rental  agency  referred  to  in  above.  Except 
where  a  landlord  harasses  a  tenant  in  order  to 
vacate  a  building  or  where  a  building  is  vacated  by 
official  orders  of  a  city  agency  because  it  is  not  fit 
for  occupancy,  a  new  building  or  apartment  created 
by  such  an  act  will  remain  subject  to  rent  control 

(B)  An  owner-occupied  dwelling  unit  which 
contains  four  or  less  apartments. 

(C)  Furnished  nonhousekeeping  rooms  in  a 
single  dwelling  not  used  as  a  rooming  or  boarding 
house  if  there  are  no  more  than  two  paying  tenants 
and  if  the  rest  of  the  dwelling  is  occupied  by  the 
landlord  or  his  family. 

(D)  Hotel  rooms  are  exempt  except  where  the 
tenant  has  had  continuous  occupancy  for  more 
than  two  years. 

(E)  Apartments  created  by  dividing  larger 
apartments  into  two  or  more  smaller  apartments 
after  January  1,  1969,  if  they  are  self-contained 
units.  They  shall  remain  exempt  only  as  long  as  the 
newly  created  apartments  are  used  for  single-family 
occupany.  To  qualify  as  a  self-contained  unit  an 
apartment  must  have  private  access  and  consist  of  a 
kitchen,  at  least  one  bedroom,  a  living  room  with 
dining  space  area,  and  a  private  bathroom.  To 
qualify  for  self-contained  single-family  units  if 
there  are  two  or  more  persons  living  in  the  unit,  at 
least  two  persons  must  be  related. 


(F)  Dwellings  owned  and  operated  by  federal, 
state,  and  city  governments  or  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  or  with  rentals  supervised  under  rulfes 
and  regulations  of  a  state  or  federal  housing  pro- 
gram. 

(G)  Accommodations  and  buildings  operated 
exclusively  for  charitable  purposes. 

(H)  Apartments  owned  and  occupied  by  mem- 
bers of  a  cooperative. 

Ill 

Tenants  who  do  not  renew  their  leases  may 
continue  on  as  statutory  tenants  and  be  fully 
protected  by  the  rent  control  law. 

IV 

If  the  tenant  has  sublet  without  written  consent 
of  the  landlord,  or  if  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  adult  occupants  who  are  not 
children  or  parents  of  the  tenant,  or  if  unique 
circumstances  make  the  maximum  rent  unreason- 
ably low  for  that  neighborhood,  the  city  agency 
may  authorize  an  increase. 

V 

Rent  increases  or  decreases  shall  not  be  retroac- 
tive. 

VI 

In  the  event  that  the  landlord  does  not  abide  by 
the  ruling  of  the  city  rental  agency,  his  case  may  be 
brought  before  the  district  court  within  the  juris- 
diction where  the  property  is  located  for  his  failure 
to  obey  the  order  issued.

Whereas,  Serious  incidents  occurred  at  the 
DUlaway  School  on  Friday,  June  20,  1969,  and  at 
the  Maurice  J.  Tobin  School  on  Monday,  June  23, 
placing  the  safety  and,  indeed,  the  very  lives  of  our 
teachers  in  grave  jeopardy;  and 
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Whereas,  Such  happenings  cannot  and  will  not 
be  allowed  to  continue;  therefore,  be  it

be  requested  to  take  every  necessary  step  to 
protect  the  safety  and  the  lives  of  our  school

Whoever  unlawfully  assaults,  strikes,  threat- 
ens or  menaces  a  teacher,  instructor,  person  in 
charge  of  a  class  of  students,  or  any  employee 
of  any  school,  while  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  or  whoever  disrupts,  disturbs,  or  inter- 
feres with  the  teaching  of  any  class  of  students, 
or  whoever  disrupts,  disturbs,  or  interferes  with 
any  activity  conducted  in  a  school,  or  upon  the 
grounds  thereof,  or  in  any  public  place,  or 
whoever  improperly  and  unlawfully  assaults, 
strikes,  threatens,  menaces,  follows,  pursues,  or 
lays  hands  upon  a  student  or  other  person  in  a 
school,  or  upon  the  grounds  thereof,  or  in  any 
public  place,  or  whoever  improperly  and  unlaw- 
fully assaults,  strikes,  threatens,  menaces,  fol- 
lows, pursues,  or  lays  hands  upon  a  student  or 
other  person  in  a  school,  or  upon  the  grounds

1.  Information  service  through  Neighborhood 
Service  Centers  to  tenants  as  to  the  precise 
mathematical  effect  of  the  tax  rise  upon  the 
monthly  rent  of  a  given  unit. 

2.  A  flat  statement  to  institutions  of  higher 
education  that  they  must  act  to  control  the  adverse 
effects  of  urureasonable  student  intrusion  into  the 
rental  housing  market  or  suffer  public  identifica- 


tion and  lack  of  cooperation  from  the  city  govern- 
ment and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

3.  An  openly  stated  vigorous  Assessing  Depart- 
ment policy  concerning  those  who  raise  rents  far 
beyond  the  true  effect  of  the  tax  rate  rise. 

4.  Open  identification  of  larger  operators  of 
rental  real  estate  who  take  unreasonable  advantage 
of  the  present  inflationary  situation  with  a  clear 
statement  that  such  operators  will  not  under  any 
circumstances  be  designated  as  developers  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

ORDINANCE  FORBIDDING  SOLICITATION  IN 
STREETS  FOR  UNLAWFUL  SEXUAL  ACTS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  5,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  with  this  letter  a  proposed  ordinance 
designed  to  fill  a  hiatus  in  the  existing  law  and 
ordinances.  No  statute  or  ordinance  now  makes  it  a 
crime  for  persons  to  use  the  streets  of  Boston  for 
the  purpose  of  seeking  or  soliciting  a  woman  for 
prostitution  or  other  unlawful  sexual  acts. 

Despite  many  complaints  from  the  citizens  of 
Boston  who  have  been  witness  to  or  victims  of  this 
type  of  solicitation,  the  Boston  Police  Department 
has  not  been  empowered  to  arrest  the  offenders. 
See  generally  G.  L.,  chapter  272,  section  53,  and 
chapter  29  of  section  57  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances. 

As  an  exercise  of  the  power  of  the  City  Council 
to  regulate  the  conduct  of  its  people  upon  the 
streets  of  Boston,  I  urge  the  City  Council  to  enact 
the  enclosed  ordinance.

Section  110  of  chapter  29  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  sentence  as  appearing  in 
chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "Any 
person  violating  any  provision  of  sections  28,  41,

shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense." 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published 
once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  two  daily 
newspapers  published  in  this  city,  and  shall  take 
effect  on  the  day  following  the  last  day  of  such 
publication.

This  is  in  response  to  your  letter  of  June  25, 
1969,    concerning  the  resolution  of  the  School 
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Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  safety  of  school 
personnel. 

Although  1  fully  appreciate  the  seriousness  of 
the  problem  and  the  urgency  of  finding  solutions, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  City  Council  is  not 
empowered  to  enact  the  ordinance  proposed  by 
the  School  Committee. 

Under  G.  L.,  chapter  40,  section  21,  penalties 
for  breaches  of  municipal  ordinances  may  not 
exceed  $50.  Moreover,  under  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment  (Am.  Art.  2,  section  7)  cities  and 
towns  are  denied  the  power  to  impose  imprison- 
ment as  a  punishment  for  any  violation  of  law. 
And,  finally,  no  local  ordinance  may  be  enacted 
which  is  inconsistent  with  valid  general  laws  (Am. 
Art.  2,  section  6).  The  purpose  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  is  to  punish  assaults  and  batteries  when 
committed  against  students,  teachers,  or  other 
school  personnel.  A  number  of  provisions  in  the 
general  laws  deal  specifically  with  punishment  for 
assault  and  battery  and  fix  varying  penalties 
depending  on  such  circumstances  as  the  age  of  the 
victim,  the  use  of  a  weapon,  etc.  See  G.  L.  chapter 
265,  sections  13A,  13B,  13C,  15,  15A,  15B,  18, 
20,  24,  24B,  and  29.  It  would  seem  that  the 
proposed  ordinance  is  inconsistent  with  these 
provisions,  inasmuch  as  it  fixes  maximum  penalties 
for  certain  assaults  which  in  some  cases  would 
exceed  and  in  other  cases  be  exceeded  by  the 
penalties  imposed  in  the  general  laws.

Whereas,  said  chapter  884  provides  that,  as  a 
prerequisite  to  adoption  of  any  such  ordinance,  the 
city  council  of  any  city,  or  a  committee  specially 
designed  and  appointed  by  it  for  such  purpose, 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  ascertain  whether  the 
public  safety,  health,  convenience,  or  welfare 
would  be  advanced  by  the  eUmination  of  such 
poles  and  wires,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  its 
findings,  conclusions,  and  recommendations  in 
respect  thereto;  now  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of

You  should  know  the  General  Court  adopted  a 
similar  resolution  (see  chapter  60,  Resolves  1969). 
The  President  of  the  Senate  has  appointed  Senators 
Joseph  C.  DiCarlo,  Daniel  J.  Foley,  and  Ronald  C. 
MacKenzie  as  senate  members  of  the  commission. 
Neither  the  Governor  nor  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
have  made  their  appointments.  It  is  doubtful  that 
this  state  study  of  the  economic  impact  of  the  end 
of  the  Vietnam  conflict  will  be  productive,  since 
the  General  Court  provided  no  funds  for  it. 

You  should  also  understand  that  any  study  the

Sect.  93A.  Time  limit  —  thirty  days  after  election 
-  for  such  signs  to  remain  on  property 
unless  permission  is  obtained  from  or 
granted  by  the  owner. 
Sect.  94.      Consent  of  the  Mayor  to  affix  a  notice 
on  property  belonging  to  the  city. 
Also  attention  is  called  to  G.L.   266,  section 
126,  as  amended,  in  the  Acts  of  1965,  chapter  482, 
concerning    fines    imposed    and    other    costs   to 
persons  who  violate  this  law  upon  complaint  of 
such  municipal  or  public  officer,  owner,  or  tenant.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  city  ordinances 
and  statute  law  relative  to  notices  and  placards, 
forwarded  for  the,  information  and  guidance  of  the 
department: 

Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  Chapter  29 

Sect.  93.  No  person  shall  post  up  or  affix  in 
any  manner,  paint,  print  or  write,  or  cause  to  be 
painted,  printed,  or  written,  a  notice,  advertise- 
ment, or  bill  upon  a  post,  pole,  fence,  wall  or 
building  in  the  city,  unless  he  has  previously 
obtained  the  consent  of  the  person  having  posses- 
sion of  such  post,  pole,  fence,  wall  or  building. 

Sect.  93A.  No  candidate  for  any  pubUc  office 
shall  allow  any  political  notice,  advertisement  or 
bill  bearing  his  name  to  remain  posted  up  or 
affixed  in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole,  fence,  tree, 
wall,  building  or  other  structure  in  the  city  beyond 
thirty  days  after  the  election  in  which  he  was  a 
candidate,  without  having  previously  obtained  the 
written  consent  of  the  person  having  possession  of 
such  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall,  building  or  other 
structure. 

Sect.  94.  No  person  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  mayor,  post  up  or  affix  in  any  manner,  or 
paint,  or  print,  or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted, 
printed  or  written,  a  notice,  advertisement,  or  bill, 
upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk,  tree,  telegraph  pole, 
lamppost  or  hydrant,  in  a  street  or  public  place,  or 
upon  a  walk,  fence  or  building  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  is  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$20  for  such  offense;  and  not  only  the  person 
actually  doing  the  prohibited  thing,  but  also  his 
employer  and  every  other  person  concerned  in  so 
doing  is  punishable.  Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  chapter  29, 
section  110 
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The  following  provision  will  be  found  in  G.L. 
266,  section  126,  as  amended  in  the  Acts  of  1965, 
chapter  482.  "Whoever  paints,  or  puts  upon,  or  in 
any  manner  affixes  to,  any  fence,  structure,  pole, 
rock  or  other  object  which  is  public  property  or 
the  property  of  another,  whether  within  or  with- 
out the  hmits  of  the  highway,  any  words,  device, 
trade  mark,  advertisement  or  notice  which  is  not 
required  by  law  to  be  posted  thereon,  without  first 
obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the  municipal  or 
pubhc  officer,  or  of  such  owner  or  tenant,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  doUars,  and  in  addition  shall 
forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  public  or  private  owner  of 
such  property  or  the  tenant  thereof  the  cost  of 
removing  or  obliterating  such  defacement  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  tort.  Any  word,  device, 
trade  mark,  advertisement  or  notice  which  has 
been  painted,  put  up  or  affixed  within  the  limits  of 
a  highway  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be 
considered  a  public  nuisance,  and  may  be  forth- 
with removed  or  obliterated  and  abated  by  any 
person." 

Commanding  officers  shall  post  a  copy  of  this 
order  on  the  bulletin  board,  and  weekly  inspec- 
tions shall  be  made  of  their  respective  districts.  A 
report  will  be  submitted  each  Monday  relative  to 
the  compliance  with  these  laws,  giving  the  results 
of  the  inspections  and  what  action  has  been  taken.

I  am  writing  in  reply  to  letter  of  Edward  T. 
Sullivan,  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  per- 
taining to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  July  14,  1969,  copy  of 
which  is  enclosed. 

In  the  late  winter  and  early  spring  of  1968, 
shortly  after  your  appointment  of  me  as  Chairman 
of  the  Boston  Election  Commission,  I  became 
increasingly  aware  of  the  unsightly  conditions 
existing  in  our  city  as  a  result  of  illegally  posted 
and  abandoned  political  signs  and  posters  resulting 
from  past  state  and  municipal  election  campaigns. 

In  an  effort  to  take  steps  to  eliminate  this 
condition,  which  was  due  in  many  instances  to 
blatant  violations,  city  ordinances  to  the  contrary, 
I  instructed  members  of  the  Election  Commission 
staff  to  make  a  survey  of  the  city  to  determine  the 
exact  locations  of  the  above  referred  to  signs  and 
posters.  Following  this  survey,  letters  were  sent  to 
all  the  former  candidates  involved  notifying  them 
of  the  applicable  city  ordinances,  together  with  the 
locations  of  signs  and  posters  posted  in  violation  of 
the  city  ordinances.  The  response  in  most  cases  was 
immediate  removal  of  the  signs  and  posters  in 
question.  In  other  instances  public  attention  was 


focused  on  this  condition  by  the  news  media.  In  a 
fewer  number  of  instances  the  signs  and  posters 
were  physically  removed  by  a  crew  of  Election 
Department  workers. 

As  part  of  a  continuing  effort  prior  to  the  1968 
state  primaries,  I  directed  that  all  candidates  (or 
their  representatives)  who  filed  nomination  papers 
for  certification  with  the  Boston  Election  Com- 
mission be  given  a  typed  memorandum  of  the 
ordinances  to  be  complied  with,  together  with  the 
penalties  if  violated  (see  enclosures).  This  same 
procedure  has  been  followed  in  1969,  with  each 
candidate  for  City  Council  and  School  Committee 
being  given  a  copy  of  said  ordinance. 

While  I  believe  the  Election  Commission  efforts 
in  1968  in  this  area  resulted  in  a  near  total 
compliance  with  the  ordinance  involved,  I  believe 
that  this  effort  must  be  renewed  each  year  before 
municipal  or  state  campaigns. 

I  further  beUeve  that  total  respect  in  com- 
pliance with  ordinances  involved  can  only  be 
achieved  by  the  city  taking  steps  to  see  to  their 
enforcement,  to  see  that  violators  are  penalized  as 
specified  in  the  city  ordinances. 

In    this   regard    I  respectfully   suggest  that  a 
specified  officer  or  officers  in  the  Boston  Police 
Department  be  designated  to  be  a  clearing  house 
for   complaints   of  this  nature,  whether  they  be 
received  from  private  citizens,  other  city  agencies, 
or  the  Election  Commission,  and  that  this  force  be 
empowered  and  directed  to  seek  court  complaints 
in  the  absence  of  voluntary  compliance.

order  passed  under  date  of  July  14,  1969,  concern- 
ing the  inspection  of  boat  marinas  and  private  ships 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  sewage  and  waste 
disposal  methods  used. 

With  reference  to  your  request  that  I  order  an 
immediate  cessation  of  any  disposal  of  raw,  un- 
treated waste  materials  into  the  waters  surrounding 
the  city,  I  invite  your  attention  to  St.  1935,  c.  381, 
s.  1,  which  explicitly  states  that  "Whoever  pumps, 
discharges  or  deposits  or  causes  to  be  pumped, 
discharged  or  deposited,  any  crude  petroleum  or 
any  of  its  products,  or  any  other  oils,  or  any  bilge 
water  or  water  from  any  receptacle  containing  any 
of  said  substances,  or  any  other  matter  or  refuse, 
into  or  on  the  waters  or  flats  of  Boston  harbor,  as 
defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  ninety-one  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition,  or  its  tributaries,  in  such  a  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  to  be  a  pollution  or  contamination

You  have  asked  my  opinion  as  to  your  power 
to  order  "an  immediate  cessation  of  any  disposal 
of  raw,  untreated  waste  materials  directly  into  the 
confines  of  Boston  Harbor,  Dorchester  Bay,  and 
other  bodies  of  water  within  the  geographical 
limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,"  as  requested  by  the 
City  Council  in  meeting  on  July  14,  1969. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  St.  1935,  c.  381,  s.  1, 
which  explicitly  states  that  "Whoever  pumps, 
discharges  or  deposits  or  causes  to  be  pumped, 
discharged  or  deposited,  any  crude  petroleum  or 
any  of  its  products,  or  any  other  oils,  or  any  bilge 
water  or  water  from  any  receptacle  containing  any 
of  said  substances,  or  any  other  matter  or  refuse, 
into  or  on  the  waters  or  flats  of  Boston  harbor,  as 
defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  ninety-one  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition,  or  its  tributaries,  in  such  a  manner  and  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  be  a  pollution  or  contamina- 
tion of  said  waters  or  flats  or  a  nuisance  or  to  be 
injurious  to  the  public  health,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.

You  will  note 
that  by  the  use  of  the  word  "causes"  the  Legisla- 
ture would  appear  to  have  encompassed  the  opera- 
tors of  marinas  which  congregate  boats  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  result  in  pollution.  Accordingly,  if  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  finds  pollu- 
tion from  this  source,  the  Boston  poUce  in  collabo- 
ration with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety 
should  take  appropriate  action.

In  addition  to  the  action  indicated  in  Mr. 
Milano's  report  of  June  30,  the  department  has 
been  inspecting  boats  throughout  the  harbor  and  is 
taking  prompt  action  to  eliminate  violators  as  they 
are  discovered.  As  a  result  of  the  current  survey,  in 
the  past  week  eighteen  violators  have  been  notified 
of  corrective  action  which  is  required. 

We  shall  continue  vigorously  to  press  for  the 
elimination  of  all  waste  and  sewage  entering  the 
harbor  or  other  bodies  of  water  within  the  city.

Sullivan,  Administrative  Services  Department,  ad- 
dressed to  Dr.  Andrew  Sackett,  Commissioner, 
concerning  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  as  of 
July  14,  1969,  for  inspection  of  boat  marinas  and 
private  ships  for  sewage  and  disposal  methods. 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  waterfront  of 
Boston,  with  emphasis  on  marinas,  yacht  clubs, 
buildings,  and  boats  moored  to  shore  facilities. 

In  Dorchester,  particularly  in  the  so-called  Port 
Norfolk  Section,  as  follows: 

1.  Harbor  Lights  Restaurant,  Inc.  22  Eric- 
sson street,  Dorchester,  Thomas  Mullaney,  Man- 
ager. 

2.  New  England  Marina,  Inc.,  Thomas  Mul- 
laney, Manager-President,  rear  of  20  Ericsson 
street. 

These  two  above-named  premises  were  found  to 
be  dumping  their  sewage  directly  into  the  harbor 
waters.  A  uranine  dye  test  of  the  waters  confirmed 
this  violation. 

3.  Interstate  Fabrications,  Inc.,  Peter  S. 
Peters,  President,  6  Ericsson  street,  Dorchester. 

4.  Norwood  Chris-Craft,  Inc.,  Stewart  W. 
Roach,  President,  rear  of  24  Ericsson  street, 
Dorchester. 

These  two  named  premises  (3  and  4)  were 
checked,  and  it  was  definitely  determined  that 
their  sewage  is  piped  into  septic  tanks  or  cesspools. 
Uranine  dye  used  failed  to  detect  the  presence  of 
sewage  in  harbor  waters  or  a  sewer  Une  of  the  City 
of  Boston  that  services  the  area. 

Boats  tied  at  the  marina  are  equipped  with 
various  types  of  toilets,  from  chemical  to  a  seat 
over  the  stern.  Recommendation  only  is  made  to 
the  boat  owner  not  to  discharge  its  sewage  into  the 
inner  harbor's  waters,  but  to  do  so  only  in  the 
outer  harbor  or  empty  the  toilets'  contents  in  a 
shore  sewer. 

5.  Old  Colony  Yacht  Club,  235  Victory 
road,  Dorchester,  Thomas  Clifford,  Commo- 
dore, 200  Grove  street,  West  Roxbury. 

This  yacht  club  has  a  septic  tank,  and  it  is  not 
properly  operating.  The  tile  field  is  nonexisting  and 


the  effluent  is  entering  the  harbor.  No  permit  on 
the  premises.  (More  tests  being  made.) 

6.  Savin  Hill  Yacht  Club,  400  Morrissey 
Boulevard,  Dorchester,  William  Cloudman, 
Commodore,  23  Norfolk  road,  Braintree. 

The  yacht  club  is  equipped  with  a  septic  tank. 
Its  effluent  is  entering  the  harbor.  No  permit  on 
the  premises.  (More  tests  being  taken.) 

7.  Parket  Folding  Box  Corporation,  36 
Poydras  street,  Hyde  Park  Sheldon  Appel, 
President. 

This  company  is  equipped  with  a  septic  tank. 
Its  effluent  is  flowing  into  the  Neponset  River.  (No 
permit.) 

Inspections  of  Fish  Pier,  South  Boston, 
for  Sources  of  Pollution  of  Harbor  Waters. 

A  large  number  of  fish  concerns  on  the  Fish 
Pier,  whose  addresses  are  15A,  ISVi,  17,  27,  41, 
and  the  Administration  BuUding  were  checked.  All 
connected  to  a  city  sewer  that  is  located  in  the 
middle  of  the  pier  that  branches  from  Northern 
avenue. 

The  trawlers  supposedly  empty  their  sewage  at 
sea,  when  fishing.  At  the  dock  the  crew  is  expected 
to  use  shore  facilities.  Such  practices  are  enforced 
according  to  the  discretion  of  the  captain  of  each 
boat.  However,  large  vessels  are  equipped  with  a 
drain  system  that  continuously  dilutes  its  sewage 
while  discharging  into  the  harbor  waters. 

The  Army  Base  has  surface  drains  that  empty 
into  Boston  Harbor.  Definitely  not  connected  to 
the  sewer  of  the  city. 

Edison  Plant,  776  Summer  street,  South  Bos- 
ton, has  its  cooling  waters  flowing  into  the  harbor. 
These  waters  are  clean,  and  are  used  for  cooling  its 
operations. 

The  Grey  Line  Transportation  Company,  42A 
Northern  avenue,  South  Boston,  Leonard  Caplan, 
owner,  has  a  chemical  toilet.  It  is  cleaned  three 
times  a  week  by  the  Comfort  Castles,  363  Albe- 
marle road,  Newtonville. 

Jim's  Diner,  James  Morello,  owner,  88  Sleeper 
street,  South  Boston.  This  small  diner  has  no  toUet 
in  use.  He  sealed  the  toilet,  but  his  waste  waters 
from  the  kitchen  empty  directly  into  the  harbor. 

Port  Cafe,  Inc.,  Frank  J.  Morello,  owner,  150 
Northern  avenue.  South  Boston.  Here,  too,  waste 
waters  empty  directly  into  the  harbor.  Yet  its 
toilets  are  connected  to  the  city  sewer  of  Northern 
avenue.

This  is  a  follow-up  of  my  memo  of  July  30 
concerning  letter  from  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Admin- 
istrative Services  Department,  regarding  inspection 
of  boat  marinas  and  private  ships  for  sewage  and 
disposal  methods. 

Attached  are  lists  of  establishments  adjoining 
the  waterfront.  One  list  concerns  those  with 
approved  sewage  connections;  the  other  covers 
those  that  are  not  approved,  and  can  be  classified 
as  violators.  There  were  168  tests  taken,  and 
twenty-seven  proved  positive. 

Concerning  the  list  of  violators,  only  one  out  of 
the  present  number  of  twenty-seven  has  made  a 
correction.  Commercial  Lobster  Company,  295 
Commercial  street,  is  now  connected  to  the  city 
sewer. 


Please  note  that  checking  inspections  of  all 
places  along  the  waterfront  are  continuing.  It 
seems  to  me  that  more  time  and  more  men  are 
necessary  to  continue  the  assignment. 

The  next  procedure  on  our  part  is  to  summons 
all  violators  for  a  hearing  so  that  corrections  can  be 
made.  After  the  hearings,  if  necessary,  court  action 
can  be  resorted  to  against  those  who  do  not 
comply.

Incident  to  your  consideration  of  a  proposed 
ordinance  concerning  the  compensation  of  deputy 
assessors,  you  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  the 
power  of  the  City  Council  to  fix  the  salaries  of 
district  directors  in  the  Assessing  Department. 

Deputy  assessors  are  specially  provided  for  in 
Boston  by  Sp.  St.  1918,  c.  93,  s.  3,  as  amended. 
They  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor;  and  for  many 
years  their  salary  was  directly  fixed  by  statute.  See 
St.  1951,  c.  601,  s.  2,  and  prior  acts.  St.  1952,  c. 
212,  s.  5,  further  amended  Sp.  St.  1918,  c.  93,  s.  3, 
so  as  to  provide  that  each  deputy  assessor  "shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  sixty-two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  or  such  other  sum  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor."  The  ordinance  concerning 
the  compensation  of  the  deputy  assessors  is  proper- 
ly before  you  under  the  statutory  provision  just 
quoted.  The  ordinance,  you  will  note  fixes  the 
salary  of  the  deputy  assessors  in  accordance  with 
the  compensation  plan  promulgated  by  the  City 
Council  for  county  employees. 

There  is  no  comparable  statutory  provision 
with  respect  to  the  district  directors  in  the  As- 
sessing Department.  They  are  appointed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Assessing;  their  compensation  is 
fixed,  and  by  St.  1969,  c.  12,  s.  2,  is  required  to  be 
fixed,  by  the  general  compensation  plan  for  civil 
service  employees  of  the  city.  The  City  Council 
does  not  promulgate  this  compensation  plan,  and 
so  cannot  adjust  the  salaries  of  the  district  direc- 
tors.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  received  $450,000 
in  the  Cherry  Sheet  for  transportation  of  school 
pupils,  which  the  City  of  Boston  appUed  to  reduce 
the  deficit  of  the  M.B.T.A.  which  was  assessed 
against  the  City  of  Boston;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  rec- 
ommend that  the  present  school  administration 
and  the  executive  department  promulgate  a  plan 
after  an  adequate  survey  and  study  have  been  made 
of  the  number  of  students  participating  in  the  open 
enrollment  program;  and 

Secondly,  That  after  the  survey  and  study  is 
made  a  program  of  transportation  for  pupUs  in  the 
open  emollment  be  instituted  and  implemented  so 
that  parents  who  wish  to  send  their  children  to 
another  school  may  do  so  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  parents  of  children  who  are  now  provided  free 
transportation  under  chapter  641.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN 
RESIDENTIAL  RENTS

I  submit  herewith  an  ordinance,  under  author- 
ity of  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  establishing 
a  rent  regulation  board  in  the  city. 

During  the  recent  inflation  of  residential  rents 
many  tenants  in  Boston  have  experienced  repeated 
and  excessive  rent  increases.  These  increases  have 
fallen  with  particular  severity  on  those  with  low  or 
fixed  incomes  and  restricted  mobility.  The  prin- 
cipal cause  of  this  rent  spiral  is  the  lack  of  new 
housing  to  absorb  sharp  increases  in  demand  in 
certain  neighborhoods  by  persons  who  can  afford 
to  pay  higher  rents. 

The  voluntary  Boston  Rent  Review  Board  has 
operated  with  considerable  success  during  the  past 
year,  but  has  been  unable  to  deal  with  the  worst 
instances  of  rising  rents.  Accordingly,  I  propose  the 
creation  of  a  five-member  board  with  power  to  set 
rents  in  cases  where  voluntary  settlement  is  not 
possible.  The  board  must  have  the  authority  and 
necessary  enforcement  powers  to  restrict  excessive 
rent  increases  and  to  reduce  rents  in  the  event  of  a 
curtailment  of  services.

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  the 
private  rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residen- 
tial rents  are  regulated,  such  emergency  and  the 
inflationary  pressures  therefrom  will  produce  a 
serious  threat  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows; 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

(a)  Board.  The  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  estab- 
lished by  section  2  hereof. 

(b)  Capital  expenses.  Interest  expenses  and 
payments  of  principal  on  a  mortgage;  provided, 
however,  that  payments  of  principal  shall  not  be 
included  to  the  extent  that  they  exceed  an  amount 
equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  amor- 
tized on  either  a  straight-line  or  level-payments 
basis;  and  provided,  further,  that  interest  on  a 
mortgage  obtained  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  included  to  the  extent  that 


it  exceeds  the  prevailing  market  interest  rate  for 
first  mortgages. 

(c)  Capital  improvement.  Any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs,  maintenance,  and  replacements. 
The  landlord's  treatment  of  an  item  on  his  federal 
income  tax  return  shall  constitute  presumptive 
evidence  of  its  proper  treatment  for  purposes  of 
this  ordinance. 

(d)  Executive  director.  The  executive  director 
of  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation.  Any  building  or 
structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  located  within 
the  city,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  occupied 
or  intended  for  occupany  by  one  or  more  indi- 
viduals as  a  residence,  but,  except  for  purposes  of 
section  8  of  this  ordinance,  not  including  the 
following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  are 
owned,  operated,  or  managed,  or  the  rents  of 
which  are  fixed  or  regulated,  by  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  three 
rental  units. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousing  use  and  completed  after  the  effec- 
tive date  hereof. 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
monthly  rent  in  effect  on  December  1,  1968, 
or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that  date, 
the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter,  was  at  least 
$185  in  the  case  of  a  one-bedroom  apartment; 
$235  in  the  case  of  a  two-bedroom  apartment; 
or  $285  in  the  case  of  an  apartment  having 
three  or  more  bedrooms. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  condomin- 
iums and  cooperatives. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  hospital,  convent,  monastery,  asy- 
lum, college  sorority  or  fraternity  house,  or  in 
any  dormitory  owned  by  an  accredited  institu- 
tion of  higher  education. 

(f)  Housing  services.  Services  provided  by  a 
landlord,  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a 
landlord,  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
including,  but  not  necessarily  limited  to  repairs; 
decorating  and  maintenance;  furnishings  and  furni- 
ture; provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and 
laundry  facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls, 
corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard,  and  other 
common  areas;  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitor 
service,  and  removal  of  refuse. 

(g)  Landlord.  An  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation,  or 
an  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 
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(h)  Operating  expenses.  The  reasona'ole  and 
necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  property 
taxes,  maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  insur- 
ance, utilities  included  within  the  rent,  but  not 
including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization,  nor 
an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Panel.  The  Voluntary  Rental  Housing  Re- 
view Panel  established  by  section  8  hereof. 

(j)  Person.  An  individual,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  or  other  organized  group  of 
individuals,  or  the  legal  successor  or  representative 
of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(k)  Rent.  The  consideration  paid  or  payable, 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agree- 
ment, for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  to 
such  housing  accommodation. 

(1)  Rental  housing  agreement.  An  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  housing  accom- 
modations and  for  housing  services. 

(m)  Tenant.  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of 
a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Board  of  Rent  Appeals. 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
Board  of  Rent  Appeals,  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage 
more  than  five  rental  units  in  the  city.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  vacant  term,  by  the  Mayor.  The 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  to 
serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof  of  actual 
service  $35;  but  in  no  event  shall  any  member 
receive  in  any  twelve-month  period  more  than 
$2,500  for  services  rendered. 

(c)  Powers  and  duties.  The  board  shall  hear  and 
consider  any  case  or  controversy  referred  by  the 
exeutive  director  involving  the  rent  charged  for  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
and  shall  issue  an  order  in  any  such  case  or 
controversy  estabUshing  a  fair  and  reasonable  rent. 
The  board  may,  at  the  request  of  any  landlord, 
render  a  binding  advisory  opinion  as  to  the 
permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital  im- 
provement on  the  rents,  provided  that  said  land- 
lord can  demonstrate  that  such  advisory  opinion  is 
necessary  in  order  to  obtain  necessary  financing  for 
said  improvement. 

(d)  Regulations.  The  board  may  by  regulation 
fix  a  maximum  annual  rate  of  rent  increase.  The 
maximum  rate  of  rent  increase  shall  be  set  at  a 
level  consistent  with  recent  and  projected  rates  of 
increase  of  consumer  prices,  landlord  costs,  and 


personal  incomes  in  and  for  the  City  of  Boston  or, 
if  such  information  is  unavailable,  the  Boston 
metropolitan  region. 

The  board  shall  have  power  to  promulgate  such 
other  rules  and  regulations  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance,  including  regulations  establish- 
ing schedules  of  typical  cost  items. 

Sections.  Adjustment  of  Rents. 

The  board  shaU  have  jurisdiction  over  any  case 
brought  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  tenant  seeking  either 
a  reduction  of  his  present  rent  for  reasons  specified 
in  subsection  (c)  below,  or  relief  from  a  rent 
increase  effective  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  which  exceeds  the  maximum  annual  rate 
of  rent  increase  fixed  pursuant  to  section  2  (d)  of 
this  ordinance.  In  any  such  case  the  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  set  the  rent  at  a  level  equal  to 
the  base  rent,  as  defined  in  subsection  (a)  below, 
adjusted  upward  or  downward  in  conformity  with 
the  provision  of  subsections  (c)  and  (d)  below, 
respectively. 

(a)  Base  rent.  The  base  rent  shall  be  the  rent  in 
effect  on  December  1,  1968,  or,  if  there  was  no 
rent  in  effect  on  that  date,  then  the  first  rent  in 
effect  thereafter;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
landlord  can  demonstiate  that  said  rent  was  insuffi- 
cent  to  yield  a  fair  return  on  the  property  as  of 
said  date,  the  board  shall  set  as  the  base  rent  such 
higher  amount  as  would  have  been  necessary  to 
yield  a  fair  return  to  the  landlord  on  that  date. 

(b)  Upward  adjustment  of  base  rent.  The  board 
shall  adjust  the  base  rent  upward  by  such  amount 
as  it  determines  to  be  necessary  to  remove  hard- 
ships or  correct  inequities  attributable  to  justifiable 
intervening  cost  increases  since  December  1,  1968. 

For  purposes  of  this  subsection  a  cost  increase 
shall  be  considered  justifiable  to  the  extent,  and 
only  to  the  extent,  that  it  is  attributable  to: 

(i)  Unavoidable  increases  in  operating  costs. 

(ii)  Increases  in  capital  expenses  due  either 
to  a  transfer  of  title  to  the  housing  accom- 
modation in  a  bona  fide  arm's-length  sale  or  to 
refinancing  of  an  existing  mortgage,  but  only  to 
the  extent  that  such  refinancing  is  necessitated 
by  the  termination  of  a  prior  mortgage  or  is 
undertaken  for  a  purpose  materially  benefiting 
the  affected  tenants. 

(iii)  Completion  or  commencement  of  work 
on  a  capital  improvement,  over  and  above  any 
such  improvement  required  to  be  made  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  or  by  law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  base  rent  shall  not 
be  adjusted  upward  for  this  purpose  by  an 
amount  exceeding  the  cost  of  the  capital 
improvement  amortized  by  the  straight-line  or 
level-payments  method  over  its  projected  life- 
time, plus  an  allowance  for  any  indebtedness 
incurred  in  connection  therewith  computed  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  the  prevailing  marketing 
interest  rate  for  first  mortgages. 

(iv)  An  increase  in  housing  services,  other 
than  by  way  of  a  capital  improvement,  over  and 
above  those  services  required  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  or  by  law. 

The  burden  of  proving  cause  for  an  upward 
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adjustment   of  the  base  rent  shall  be  on  the 
landlord. 

(c)  Downward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent. 
The  board  shall  adjust  a  maximum  rent  downward 
by  an  amount  equal  to  a  decrease  in  the  rental 
value  of  a  housing  accommodation  since  the  base 
period,  attributable  to: 

(i)  A  reduction  in  housing  services  or  dwell- 
ing space. 

(ii)  Substantial  deterioration  of  said  hous- 
ing not  caused  by  the  tenant's  neglect  or 
misconduct,  including  one  or  more  violations  of 
the  Building,  Fire  Prevention,  or  State  Sanitary 
Codes. 

The  burden  of  proving  the  existence  of 
cause  for  a  downward  adjustment  of  a  maxi- 
mum rent  shall  be  on  the  tenant. 

Section  4.  Executive  Director,  Staff. 

The  board  shall  appoint  and  set  the  salaries  of  an 
executive  director  and  investigatory  and  clerical 
staff  to  perform  the  following  functions; 

(a)  Investigate,  at  the  request  of  the  board,  any 
rental  complaint  brought  by  or  on  behalf  of  a 
tenant,  or  any  rent  which  appears  to  be  excessive 
with  reference  to  the  standards  set  forth  in  section 
3  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Refer  any  complaint  or  portion  of  any 
complaint  to  the  Building,  Housing  Inspection, 
Fire,  or  Assessing  Departments  where  appropriate. 

(c)  Seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  written  agreement  of  the  parties. 

(d)  Report  the  results  of  any  investigation 
undertaken  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  to  the  board. 

(e)  Bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a  court  of 
law  to  enforce  any  order  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  Proceedings  Before  the  Board. 

(a)  Notice.  A  landlord  shall  notify  a  tenant  of  a 
rent  increase  by  written  notice  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  date  when  such  increase  shall  become 
effective.  Any  tenant  wishing  to  oppose  a  rent 
increase  shall  register  a  complaint  with  the  board 
within  fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  notification  of 
the  proposed  rent  increase. 

(b)  Hearing.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  by  a 
tenant,  the  board  shall  send  a  written  notice  to  the 
landlord  and  a  copy  to  the  tenant,  containing  a 
description  of  the  case,  and  informing  either  party 
of  his  right  to  request  a  public  hearing  by  notifying 
the  board  of  such  request  by  certified  mail  within 
ten  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  The  board  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  within  thirty  days  of  receipt  of 
the  original  complaint.  Notice  of  the  time,  place, 
and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be  sent  to  both 
parties  and,  if  either  party  seasonably  requested  a 
pubhc  hearing,  notice  of  same  shall  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  not 
less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  of  such  hearing. 
The  conduct  of  any  pubhc  hearing  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

(c)  Orders.  After  conducting  any  public  hear- 
ing required  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
after  considering  all  relevant  evidence  and  testi- 


mony, the  board  shall  issue  an  order,  accompanied 
by  a  written  statement  of  findings  of  fact  and 
supporting  reasons.  Said  order  shall  be  issued 
within  ten  days  of  the  hearing,  or,  if  no  hearing 
was  requested,  within  twenty  days  of  referral  of 
the  case  by  the  executive  director,  and  shall  be 
effective  for  a  period  to  be  determined  by  the 
board,  but  not  less  than  one  year  nor  longer  than 
three  years. 

(d)  Judicial  review.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an 
order  of  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  judicial 
review  thereof  in  the  district  court  within  the 
jurisdiction  wherein  the  housing  accommodation  is 
situated. 

Section  6.  Prohibition  and  Penalties. 

1 1  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  request  or 
receive  from  a  tenant,  in  consideration  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation  or 
for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  to  any  housing  accommo- 
dation, any  money,  goods,  services,  or  other  thing 
of  value  in  excess  of  a  rent  estabhshed  by  order  of 
the  board,  or,  by  harassment,  removal,  or  exclusion 
of  a  tenant,  to  attempt  to  circumvent  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance.  Each  such  request  and  each 
additional  day  of  retention  of  any  such  overcharge 
and  each  additional  day  of  such  harassment, 
removal,  or  exclusion  shall  constitute  a  separate 
violation.  Whoever  violates  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  violation. 

Section  7.  Exemption  of  Disputes  Subject  to  Bind- 
ing Arbitration. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply 
to  any  dispute  or  controversy  between  a  tenant 
and  a  landlord  which  is  subject  to  binding  arbitra- 
tion according  to  the  terms  of  a  written  agreement 
between  said  tenant  and  said  landlord  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  board. 

The  board  shall  approve  any  arbitration  agree- 
ment which  provides  for  disinterested  arbitration 
according  to  reasonable  and  just  procedures  and  at 
no  cost  to  the  tenant. 

Section  8.  Voluntary  Rental  Housing  Review 
Panel. 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board  to  be  known  as  the  Voluntary  Rental 
Housing  Review  Panel,  consisting  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  three  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  Rental  Housing  Association  of 
Boston,  two  upon  the  nomination  of  the  president 
of  a  college  or  university  located  in  the  city  and 
designated  by  the  Mayor  for  this  purpose,  and  the 
others  as  the  Mayor  deems  appropriate.  Members 
of  the  panel  shall  serve  for  terms  of  two  years  from 
the  date  of  their  initial  appointment.  Any  vacancy 
shall  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
vacant  term,  in  the  manner  in  which  the  original 
appointment  was  made.  The  panel  shall  elect  one 
of  its  members  as  chairman  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Members  of  the  panel  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 

(c)  Functions.  The  panel  may  investigate,  hear, 
and  consider  any  case  or  controversy  referred  by 
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the    board    or    by   the   executive   director   which 
involves: 

(i)  The  rent  charged  for  use  and  occupancy 

of  any    housing   accommodations   specifically 

exempted  from    the   other   provisions  of  this 

ordinance  by  section  1  (e)  of  this  ordinance, 
(ii)  Provision    by    a    landlord   of  housing 

services    required    by    the    terms    of   a  rental 

housing  agreement  or  by  law. 

(iii)  Return   by    a  landlord  of  a  security 

deposit. 

(iv)  Removal  or  exclusion  of  a  tenant  by  a 

landlord. 

(v)  Relocation  of  a  tenant. 

The  panel  may  convene  from  its  membership  a 
hearing  committee  of  three  persons,  including  one 
landlord  and  one  tenant,  to  consider  any  such  case 
or  controversy. 

The  panel  shall  seek  to  bring  about  a  satisfac- 
tory resolution  of  any  such  case  or  controversy 
either  through  voluntary  settlement  of  the  parties 
or  by  referring  the  case  to  any  private  or  public 
agency  equipped  to  deal  with  the  problem. 

The  panel  may  investigate,  study,  and  propose 
solutions  to  any  problem  relating  to  the  supply, 
pricing,  and  maintenance  of  rental  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  city. 

Section  9. 

Within  sixty  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  every  landlord  shall  file  with  the  execu- 
tive director  a  written  statement  on  forms  to  be 
provided  by  said  executive  director.  The  statement 
shall  identify  and  describe  each  dwelling  unit 
owned,  managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord,  and 
the  services  provided  in  conjunction  therewith,  and 
shall  specify  the  rent  currently  being  charged  for 
each  unit.  Whenever  a  rent  is  increased,  the 
landlord  shall  inform  the  executive  director  of  such 
event,  and  of  any  accompanying  change  in  ten- 
ancy or  housing  services,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  date  upon  which  such  increase  becomes  effec- 
tive, on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  executive 
director.  The  registration  requirement  of  the  pre- 
ceding sentence  shall  not  apply  if  the  rent  increase 
occurs  upon  the  subletting  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation (1)  for  a  fixed  period  not  to  exceed  four 
months,  and  (2)  by  a  sublessor  who  was  in 
continuous  occupancy  of  the  unit  for  at  least  eight 
months  immediately  preceding  the  effective  date 
of  said  rent  increase. 

Who  willfully  withholds  any  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section  or  whoever 
gives  false  statements  in  connection  therewith  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  day  for  each 

refusal  or  false  statement. 
I 

Section  10.  Duration. 

This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
December  31.  1972,  or  until  a  prior  determination 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  present 
rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  exists.  Termi- 
nation of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  effective  to 
terminate  any  outstanding  order  of  the  board.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  City  of  Boston 
Law  Department  to  file  legislation  amending  the 
permissive  legislation  which  is  now  on  the  books, 
namely,  chapter  288,  to  read  that  the  Massachu- 
setts Port  Authority  shall  pay  the  City  of  Boston 
for  fire  protection  based  on  all  the  expenses  which 
the  Fire  Department  incurs  in  its  budgetary  re- 
quirements on  a  25  percent  proportion  based  on 
personnel  and  equipment  stationed  in  and  around 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority's  facilities  for 
fire  prevention ;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  request  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  Law  Department  to 
set  up  a  meeting  with  the  Port  Authority  and 
negotiate  under  provisions  of  chapter  288,  G.  L.;

equipment,  and  also  the  annual  cost  based  on  the 
requirements  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  As- 
sociation; and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  request  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  Law  Department  to 
immediately  institute  suit  against  the  Massachu- 
setts Port  Authority  under  chapter  288  for  what- 
ever past  fire  prevention  costs  were  incurred  by  the 
City  of  Boston  from  the  present  time  up  to  and 
including  the  year  1963,  when  this  legislation  was 
passed;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  request  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
a  report  on  the  information  and  the  steps  taken 
hereinbefore  requested  within  thirty  days.

COUNSEL    TRANSMITTING    ORDINANCE 

ESTABLISHING  SUBDIVISION  CONTROL 

IN  THE  CITY  OF   BOSTON 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  6,  1969. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 


Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  an 
order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June  30, 
1969,  I  enclose  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  estabhsh- 
ing  subdivision  control  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  our  view  the  city  has  the  power  under  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  (Article  89  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth) 
to  adopt  subdivision  control  without  enabling 
legislation  enacted  by  the  General  Court.  As  you 
know,  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  (G.  L.,  c.  41, 
ss.  81K-GG)  specifically  excepts  Boston  from  its 
operation.  There  is,  however,  nothing  elsewhere  in 
the  General  Laws  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
ascertain  which  would  prohibit  Boston's  adopting 
subdivision  control  through  the  exercise  of  its 
Home  Rule  powers. 

There  are  advantages  in  doing  so  which  this 
draft  recognizes.  It  applies  to  any  new  division  of 
an  existing  lot  of  land,  rather  than  to  a  division 
which  will  create  a  lot  not  presently  served  by  a 
public  street  to  which  the  state  law  is  confined. 
The  draft  also  gives  the  Zoning  Commission,  which 
is  made  the  agency  to  review  subdivisions,  the 
power  to  control  the  layout  of  lots,  the  appearance 
of  structures,  the  preservation  of  natural  features, 
and  the  availability  of  schools  and  recreation 
facihties,  as  well  as  the  provision  for  adequate 
access. 

We  will,  of  course,  be  glad  to  attend  any 
hearing  which  is  scheduled  on  the  matter  and  assist 
you  in  any  other  way.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  Subdivision  Control  in 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Title.  This  ordinance  shall  be 
known,  and  may  be  cited,  as  the  Boston  Subdivi- 
sion Control  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  Purpose.  This  ordinance  is  passed 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety, 
convenience,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  city,  of  encouraging  the  most  appropriate 
use  of  land,  of  conserving  the  value  of  land  and 
buildings,  of  lessening  congestion  in  the  streets,  of 
avoiding  undue  concentration  of  population,  of 
facilitating  the  adequate  provision  of  transporta- 
tion, water,  sewerage,  schools,  parks,  and  other 
public  improvements,  and  of  preserving  and  in- 
creasing the  amenities  of  the  city.  It  is  not  the 
intent  of  this  ordinance  to  annul  or  in  any  way 
impair  or  interfere  with  existing  provisions  of  other 
laws,  ordinances,  rules,  or  regulations,  or  with 
private  restrictions  imposed  on  property  by  deed, 
covenant,  or  otherwise,  or  with  restrictive  cove- 
nants running  with  land  to  which  the  city  is  a 
party.  Where  this  ordinance  imposes  a  greater 
restriction  upon  land  than  is  imposed  or  required 
by    other    provisions    of    law,    ordinance,    deed. 
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covenant,  or  contract,  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance shall  control. 

Section  3.  Regulations.  To  achieve  the  pur- 
poses set  forth  in  section  two,  the  commission  may 
adopt  regulations,  supplementary  to  this  ordi- 
nance, governing  the  subdivision  of  land  in  the 
city. 

Section  4.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordi- 
nance, the  following  words  shall  have  the  meanings 
herein  given,  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly 
appears: 

(1)  "Authority"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  as  successor  in  function 
under  section  12  of  chapter  652  of  the  acts  of 
1960  to  the  city  planning  board. 

(2)  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  zoning  com- 
mission created  by  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of 
1956. 

(3)  "Lot"  shall  mean  a  parcel  or  portion  of 
land  (not  in  a  cemetery)  separated  from  other 
parcels  or  portions  by  deUneation  or  description  on 
the  plan  or  plat. 

(4)  "May"  shall  alway  be  construed  as  direc- 
tory. 

(5)  "Plat"  shall  mean  the  final  plan  showing 
the  subdivision  as  approved  by  the  commission. 

(6)  "Shall"  shall  always  be  construed  as  manda- 
tory. 

(7)  "Subdivider"  shall  mean  any  person  com- 
mencing proceedings  under  this  ordinance  to  effect 
a  subdivision  of  land  for  himself  or  for  another. 

(8)  "Subdivision"  shaU  mean  the  division  of  a 
tract  of  land  into  two  or  more  lots  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  or  lease  to,  or  the  separate  use  of,  another, 
and  shall  include  resubdivision. 

Section  5.  Subdivision  Regulated.  No  person 
shall  make  a  subdivision  of  any  land  in  the  city 
unless  he  has  first  submitted  to  the  commission, 
and  the  commission  has  approved  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  or  shall  be  deemed  to  have  so 
approved,  a  plan  of  such  proposed  subdivision 
which  shall  conform  to  the  series  of  maps  and  the 
master  plan  severally  specified  in  section  1 1  and 
shall  show:  (1)  the  location  of  the  land,  (2)  the 
locations  and  dimensions  of  streets,  (3)  the  lots 
into  which  such  land  is  to  be  divided,  (4)  the 
proposed  uses  of  such  lots,  (5)  the  location  and 
proposed  dimensions  of  structures,  (6)  parking  and 
loading  faciUties,  (7)  the  projected  circulation  of 
traffic,  (8)  access  to  public  transportation,  (9) 
open  spaces  and  landscaping,  and  (10)  the  appear- 
ance of  structures,  and,  if  the  commission  so 
requires,  (11)  proposed  building  elevations,  (12) 
schematic  layout  drawings,  (13)  exterior  building 
materials,  and  (14)  any  such  other  matters  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  to  its  consideration  of  the 
proposed  subdivision  development. 

Section  6.  Building  Regulated.  No  person 
shall  construct,  reconstruct,  or  substantially  alter 
any  building  or  other  structure  on  any  lot  created 
by  a  subdivision  made  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  unless  the  subdivision  plan 
has  been  approved  as  hereinafter  provided  and  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  or  alteration  is  in 
precise  accord  with  such  approval. 


Section  7.  Enforcement.  Whoever  violates 
section  five  or  section  six  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense; 
and  if  work  is  done  on  such  construction,  recon- 
struction, or  alteration  on  more  than  one  day,  each 
day  on  which  such  work  is  done  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense.  The  building  commissioner  shaU 
also  refuse  to  issue  a  building  permit  for  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  or  substantial  altera- 
tion which  would  be  in  violation  of  section  six. 

Section  8.  Submission  of  Plan  and  Referral  to 
Authority.  A  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
commission  by  delivery  in  hand  to  its  secretary, 
who  shall  receipt  therefor  and  endorse  the  date  of 
receipt  thereon  and  on  the  same  day  or  the  next 
succeeding  day  deliver  such  plan  in  hand  to  the 
authority  which  shall  receipt  therefor.  The  author- 
ity shall  consult  with  all  municipal  agencies  af- 
fected by  the  proposed  development,  and  may 
require  the  subdivider  to  provide  additional  mate- 
rial it  deems  appropriate  to  its  consideration  of  the 
plan.  Within  sixty  days  after  a  plan  is  referred  to 
it,  the  authority  shall  file  with  the  commission  a 
report  recommending  approval,  or  approval  with 
modification,  or  disapproval,  and,  where  applica- 
ble, shall  file  with  such  report  a  plan  of  the 
subdivision  (which  shall  be  provided  by  the  sub- 
divider)  incorporating  all  changes  recommended  by 
the  authority.  If  a  report  is  not  so  filed  by  the 
authority  with  the  commission,  the  authority  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  reported  recommending  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  as  originally  filed  with  the 
commission. 

Section  9.  Notice  and  Hearing.  After  receiving 
the  recommendations  of  the  authority,  the  com- 
mission shall  hold  a  public  hearing,  notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  which,  sufficient 
for  identification,  shall  be  given  by  the  commission 
at  the  expense  of  the  subdivider  by  advertisement 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  day 
of  such  hearing  and  by  mailing  a  copy  of  such 
advertisement  to  the  subdivider  and  to  all  owners 
of  land  abutting  upon  the  land  included  in  such 
plan,  or,  if  none  has  been  filed,  the  plan  first  filed 
with  the  commission,  as  appearing  on  the  then 
most  recent  tax  Ust. 

Section  10.  Approval  or  Disapproval  of  Plan. 
The  commission  shall  approve,  approve  with  modi- 
fication, or  disapprove  a  plan  within  one  hundred 
and  twenty  days  after  such  plan  is  first  filed  with  it 
unless  such  time  is  extended  in  writing  by  the 
subdivider.  The  commissioner  shall  include  in  its 
decision  a  statement  of  the  reasons  therefor  and 
shaU  notify  the  subdivider  of  its  decision.  If  no 
action  is  taken  by  the  commission  within  said  one 
hundred  and  twenty  days  or,  if  said  period  has 
been  extended,  within  such  extended  period,  the 
plan  as  first  fUed  with  the  commission  shaU  be 
deemed  approved. 

Section  11.  Reasons  for  Disapproval.  The 
commission  need  not  approve  a  plan  if  (1)  the  plan 
does  not  conform  to  the  series  of  maps  then 
constituting  a  part  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  or 
(2)  the  plan  does  not  conform  to  the  document

(sometimes  called  master  plan)  entitled 
"1965/1975  General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston" 
adopted  by  the  authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and 
filed  with  the  city  clerk  on  March  30,  1966,  or  (3) 
the  lots  of  the  proposed  subdivision  are  not  of  such 
size  and  design  as  to  provide  open  area,  to 
eliminate  overcrowding,  and  to  promote  orderly 
development,  or  (4)  there  is  inadequate  provision 
for  off-street  parking  or  off-street  loading  and 
unloading,  or  (5)  the  streets  in  the  new  subdivision 
are  not  carried  to  the  boundaries  of  the  parcel  of 
land  proposed  to  be  subdivided,  or  (6)  the  arrange- 
ment of  such  streets  does  not  make  provision  for 
connection  to,  and  the  improvement  of,  existing 
streets  in  adjoining  areas,  or  (7)  the  arrangement  of 
such  streets  is  such  as  to  cause  hardship  to  owners 
of  abutting  properties  in  subdividing  their  land  and 
providing  convenient  access  thereto,  or  (8)  the  plan 
does  not  provide  for  a  turnaround  at  the  end  of  a 
way  which  does  not  connect  with  another  way,  or 
(9)  the  arrangement,  character,  extent,  width, 
grade,  and  location  of  streets,  and  the  roadways, 
sidewalks,  and  curbs  thereof,  are  not  appropriate 
when  considered  in  relation  to  existing  or  proposed 
streets,  to  topographical  conditions,  to  public 
convenience  and  safety,  or  to  proposed  land  uses 
to  be  served  by  such  streets,  or  (10)  community 
assets  such  as  historic  spots  and  natural  features  are 
not  preserved,  or  (11)  the  proposed  landscaping  is 
inadequate  for  the  development,  or  (12)  there  is 
any  good  cause  for  disapproval. 

Section  12.  Performance  Bond.  In  approving  a 
plan  with  or  without  modifications,  the  commis- 
sion shaU  require  the  subdivider  to  file  with  the 
commission  within  a  specified  time  a  bond  in  such 
amount  as  the  commission  shall  specify  with  a 
surety  company  licensed  to  do  business  in  the 
commonwealth  as  surety  and  conditioned  upon  the 
development  of  the  subdivision  in  precise  accord 
with  the  plan  as  approved  and  the  faithful  perform- 
ance, within  such  time  as  the  commission  shall 
specify,  of  all  conditions  imposed  in  the  approval. 
If  such  bond  is  not  so  filed,  such  approval  shall 
lapse,  and  the  plan  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
disapproved.  The  penal  sum  of  any  such  bond  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  reduced  by  the  commission, 
and  the  obligations  of  the  parties  thereto  released 
by  the  commission  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Section  13.  Conditions  in  Approval.  In  ap- 
proving a  plan  with  or  without  modification,  the 
commission  may  impose  as  conditions  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(A)  That  the  subdivider  construct  and  dedicate 
to  the  public  use  streets  in  conformity  therewith, 
and  construct  in  each  sidewalk  an  opening  for  each 
driveway  indicated  on  the  plan. 

(B)  That  the  subdivider  construct  and  dedicate 
to  the  public  use  improvements  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  following:  (1)  boundary  marks  and 
monuments,  (2)  street  signs,  (3)  street  lights,  (4) 
wall  or  slope  supports,  (5)  gutters,  sewer  connec- 
tions, drainage,  and  drainage  structures,  (6)  con- 
nections to  utiUties  such  as  gas,  electricity,  and 
telephone,  (7)  fire  and  police  alarm  devices,  and 
(8)  fire  hydrants; and 


(C)  That  the  subdivider  provide  landscaping 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  is  ade- 
quate for  the  development  and  which  may  include 
the  preservation  of  existing  trees  and  the  planting 
of  new  trees  of  appropriate  kind,  size,  and  spacing. 

Section  14.  Design  Control.  In  approving  a 
plan  with  or  without  modification,  the  commission 
shall,  to  insure  that  nothing  in  the  proposed 
subdivision  will  be  detrimental  to  the  general 
vicinity  of  the  subdivision  or  otherwise  injurious  to 
the  public  welfare,  impose  as  a  condition  that  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed,  recon- 
structed, or  substantially  altered  in  the  subdivision 
unless  all  drawings  and  specifications  therefor, 
after  review  of  the  design  of  the  exterior  features 
thereof,  are  approved  by  the  authority  and  the 
commission. 

Section  15.  Reservation  of  Land  for  Future 
PubUc  Uses.  In  approving  a  plan  with  or  without 
modification,  the  commission  may  impose  as  a 
condition  that  the  subdivider  reserve  without 
compensation  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  for 
such  longer  period  as  the  subdivider  in  writing  may 
agree  to,  land  for  proposed  or  potential  public 
ways  or  highways  and  public  educational  and 
recreational  facilities,  or  that  the  subdivider  dedi- 
cate without  compensation  for  public  educational 
and  recreational  uses  such  space  within  the  subdivi- 
sion as  the  commission  finds  reasonably  necessary 
to  the  public  health  and  welfare,  or  if  suitable 
public  educational  or  recreational  facilities  cannot, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  be  properly 
located  within  the  subdivision,  that  the  subdivider 
pay  the  city  such  amount,  not  exceeding  ten 
percent  of  the  estimated  fair  cash  value  of  the 
subdivision  after  development,  as  the  commission 
shall  determine  will  approximate  the  cost  to  the 
city  of  the  additional  pubUc  educational  and 
recreational  facilities  needed  as  a  result  of  the 
proposed  development.  If  the  commission  deter- 
mines that  the  educational  and  recreational  needs 
of  the  proposed  development  cannot  be  met,  the 
commission  may  disapprove  the  plan. 

Section  16.  Modification  of  Decision.  The 
commission,  on  its  own  motion  or  on  the  petition 
of  any  interested  person,  may  modify,  amend,  or 
rescind  its  approval  or  disapproval  of  a  plan  or 
require  a  change  in  a  plan  as  a  condition  of  its 
retaining  the  status  of  an  approved  plan;  provided, 
however,  that  the  general  terms  and  conditions 
which  an  approval  is  granted  shall  not  be  changed 
within  one  year  after  the  granting  of  such  ap- 
proval. The  commission  may  at  any  time  revoke 
its  disapproval  of  a  plan  and  approve  a  plan  which, 
as  amended,  conforms  to  this  ordinance  and  the 
regulations  adopted  thereunder.

VIETNAM  WAR 

Couns.  ATKINS  and  SALTONSTALL  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  American  armed  forces  have  been 
engaged  for  four  years  in  vast  and  deadly  combat 
in  Vietnam,  and 

Whereas,  More  than  117  Bostonians,  885  Bay 
Staters,  and  46,000  Americans  altogether  have  lost 
their  lives  in  the  rice  paddies,  air  space,  and  waters 
of  Vietnam;  and 

Whereas,  More  than  $100  million  per  day,  or 
$36  billion  per  year,  is  spent  financing  this  war, 
while  Bostonians  and  other  Americans  lack  ade- 
quate housing,  schools,  police  protection,  food 
budgets,  and  other  municipal  services;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  rising  demand  throughout 
the  nation  for  an  end  to  the  war  or,  at  the  very 
least,  to  an  end  of  American  military  involvement 
in  what  is  seen  as  a  civil  war,  with  six  out  of  every 
ten  Americans  polled  in  a  rebent  survey  expressing 
the  belief  that  withdrawal  should  be  effected;  and 

Whereas,  Continuation  of  this  war  has  not  only 
diverted  national  resources  from  truly  American 
priorities,  but  it  has  also  brought  great  domestic 
turmoil  and  division,  while  casting  a  heavy  cloud 
over  American  integrity  and  leadership  abroad;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that,  despite  the  present 
efforts  of  the  President  to  decrease  American 
involvement  in  this  tragic  war  whose  toll  has 
already  exceeded  that  of  the  Korean  War,  the 
President,  members  of  the  Senate  and  Congress,  as 
well  as  other  Americans  in  high  governmental 
position,  would  benefit  from  widespread  support 
for  efforts  to  change  apparent  policies  and  priori- 
ties as  they  relate  to  the  war;  now,  therefore,  be  it, 

Resolved,  That  (1)  We  do  hereby  petition  the 
administration  of  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  and 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  take  all 
extraordinary  measures  to  end  the  war  in  Vietnam, 
by  rapid  reduction  of  military  personnel  and 
American  dollars  committed  to  it;  (2)  we  further

petition  the  President  and  Congress  to  begin 
immediate  plans  for  tiie  creation  of  an  American 
Peace  Budget,  by  which  as  much  as  possible  of 
present  funds  committed  to  Vietnam  be  planned 
for  reallocation  to  the  rebuilding  of  our  cities,  the 
better  housing  and  educating  of  our  people,  and 
the  further  perfecting  of  a  free  and  open  society  of 
compassionate  law  and  orderly  justice;  and  be  it

FURTHER   REGULATING  NOISE  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Couns.  SALTONSTALL,  LANGONE,  ATKINS, 
O'LEARY,  and  McDONOUGH  offered  the 
following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty -nine. 
An  Ordinance  Further  Regulating  Noise  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Whereas,  Loud  and  disturbing  noises  from 
many  sources  are  continually  on  the  increase  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Excessive  noise  disturbs  the  peace, 
interferes  with  the  comfortable  enjoyment  of  hfe 
and  property,  and  endangers  pubhc  health  and 
well-  being;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  pubhc  agency  at  either  the 
state  or  city  level  which  is  specifically  charged  with 
responsibihty  for  monitoring  and  abating  unreason- 
able noise;  and 

Whereas,  The  problems  of  noise  and  air  pollu- 
tion are  substantially  overlapping;  now,  therefore 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  15  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  inserted  by  section 
5  of  chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  two  paragraphs: 

"The  air  pollution  control  commission  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  investigate,  control,  and  abate 
noise  from  whatever  source,  and  shall  also  have 
power,  after  due  notice  and  a  pubUc  hearing,  to 
adopt  noise  level  standards  and  to  promulgate 
regulations,  including  regulations  providing  that  no 
activity  hkely  to  produce  unreasonable  noise  may 
be  carried  on  unless  a  permit  therefor  is  first 
obtained  from  the  commission,  which  may  specify 
in  such  permit  the  time  or  times  within  which,  and 
the  method  by  which,  such  activity  is  to  be  carried 
on.  The  commission  may  fix  a  fee  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  permit  issued  by  it. 

The  air  pollution  control  commission  shall  have 
power  to  require  the  production  of  records  and 
documents  relevant  to  its  work  and  to  compel  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  before  it." 

Section  2.  Chapter  29  of  said  Revised  Ordi- 
nances is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
97  and  the  caption  preceding  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  caption  and 
section:

"Unreasonable  Noises 

No  person  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any 
unreasonably  loud  or  disturbing  noise  in  the  city, 
by  whatever  means  or  from  whatever  source.  In 
the  absence  of  an  applicable  noise  level  standard  or 
regulation  of  the  air  pollution  control  commission, 
any  noise  plainly  audible  at  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  feet  shall  be  presumed  to  be  unreasonably 
loud  and  disturbing,  but  such  presumption  shall  be 
rebuttable."

COMMISSION

Whereas,  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commis- 
sion was  established  on  December  12,  1968,  as  an 
independent  division  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  with  "full  jurisdiction  to  regulate  and

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  in  need  of  a 
modern,  comprehensive  set  of  regulations  govern- 
ing the  use  of  emission  control  standards  for 
municipal  incineration,  public  utiUty  companies, 
industrial  plants,  and  private  and  commercial 
vehicles,  and  provisions  for  the  enforcement 
thereof;  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  to  draw  up  such  a  set  of  regulations; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  said  Executive  Director  be 
directed  to  report  to  the  City  Council  on  his 
progress  in  this  regard  within  ninety  days  of  receipt 
of  this  order. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Timilty  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions. 


Restriction  of  Sulfur  Content  Fuel 
Section  18A.  No  person  shall  cause  or  permit 
the   use,   or,   if  intended  for  use  in  Boston,  the 
purchase,  sale,  offer  of  sale,  storage,  or  transporta- 
tion of: 

(a)  Fuel  oil  Grade  No.  2,  as  classified  by  the 
American  Society  for  Testing  and  Materials, 
which  contains  more  than  1.0  percent  sulfur  by 
weight. 

(b)  Solid  fuel  on  a  dry  basis  which  contains 
more  than  the  following  percentages  of  sulfur 
by  weight: 

(1)  For  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  3.0  percent 

(2)  For  a  period  of  six  months  begin- 
ning ninety  days  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  2.8  percent. 

(3)  For  a  period  of  two  years  beginning 
one  year  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  2.2  percent. 

(c)  Residual  fuel  oil  which  contains  more 
than  the  following  percentages  of  sulfur  by 
weight: 

(1)  For  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  2.0  percent. 

(2)  For  a  period  of  six  months  begin- 
ning ninety  days  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  1.5  percent. 

(3)  For  a  period  of  one  year  beginning 
one  year  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  1.0  percent.

CERTAIN  FUELS 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  18  the 
following  caption  and  section: 


ADDITIONAL  HOUSING  UNDER   SHORT- 
TERM   LEASING  PROGRAM 

Coun.  FOLEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  It  appears  that  there  are  numbers  of 
persons  in  Boston,  particularly  elderly,  who  be- 
cause of  the  continuing  severe  inflation  in  the  cost 
of  living  are  unable  without  extreme  and  unac- 
ceptable deprivation  to  pay  an  economic  rent  for 
private  apartment  accommodations;  and 
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Whereas,  There  are  many  families  as  well  unable 
to  pay  even  a  reasonable  rental  for  private  accom- 
modations; and 

Whereas,  There  exists  a  program,  federally 
subsidized  and  administered  by  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority,  known  as  the  short-term  (one  to 
five  years)  leased  housing  program,  which  has 
shown  substantial  success  in  housing  low-income 
persons  and  families  in  the  three  years  it  has  been 
in  effect;  and 

Whereas,  The  program  has  been  allowing  3,000 
units  by  the  Housing  Assistance  Agency  of  the 
4,000  units  approved  by  the  City  Council:  and 

Whereas,  In  excess  of  1,400  units  are  occupied, 
and  an  additional  600  units  have  been  committed 
to  the  program,  all  units  privately  owned;  and

Whereas,  It  is  physically  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible, to  construct  pubhc  housing  units  for  elderly 
rapidly  enought  to  cope  with  the  situation;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls 
upon  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and 
the  Rental  Housing  Association  in  an  organized 
program  among  its  members  to  provide  the  addi- 
tional 1,000  private  apartment  units  to  the  pro- 
gram within  such  fixed  period  of  time  as  may 
appear  reasonable,  to  the  end  that  the  short-term 
leasing  program  may  be  a  reliable  tool  with  which 
to  deal  with  the  above  stated  situation.

NORTH  HARVARD  STREET  URBAN 

RENEWAL  PLAN 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  December  27,  1962,  the  North 
Harvard  Street  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (R-54)  was 
passed,  designed  to  encompass  9.3  acres;  and 

Whereas,  After  several  years  of  delay  and  local 
opposition  to  this  plan  a  so-called  Blue  Ribbon 
Panel  was  appointed  to  re-evaluate  the  urban 
renewal  plan,  and  it  recommended  on  February  23, 
1966,  a  way  in  which  the  several  then-existing 
homes  could  be  preserved  on  that  site;  and 

Whereas,  After  several  more  years  of  delay  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  decided  to 
develop  the  site  as  one  which  wiU  only  encompass 


6.6  acres  -  2.7  acres  less  than  the  orignal  plan;  and 
Whereas,  The  remaining  homeowners  left  on 
that  site  have  objected  strenuously  to  their  homes 
being  taken  from  them,  in  view  of  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Blue  Ribbon  Panel  that  the  remain-

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  MODEL 
NEIGHBORHOOD  BOARD 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hun^d  and  Sixty -nine. 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Model  Neighborhood 

Board. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  tne  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  which 
shall  be  the  oftlcial  community  representative  of 
the  model  neighborhood.  It  shall  consist  of  eigh- 
teen members  elected  as  follows:  in  the  case  of 
three  members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts  4,  5, 
6,  and  7  in  Ward  11;  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts  5,  6,  7,  8, 
and  9  in  Ward  9  and  Precincts  1  and  2  in  Ward  1 1 ; 
in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by  the 
residents  of  Precincts  3,  4,  5,  and  7  in  Ward  8  and 
Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in  Ward  12;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts 
6,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  8  and  Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in 
Ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by 
the  residents  of  Precinct  6  in  Ward  12,  Precinct  3 
in  Ward  13,  and  Precincts  1,  2,  and  3  in  Ward  14; 
and  in  the  case  of  the  three  remainmg  members,  by 
the  residents  of  Precincts  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  in 
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Ward  14;  provided,  however,  that  the  initial  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  be  the  persons  elected  at 
the  election  held  under  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  April  26,  1967,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  April  27,  1967,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1970.  On  the  first 
Tuesday  in  June,  1970,  and  again  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  June,  1972,  an  election  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners at  which  residents  of  said  precincts  as 
determined  by  the  then  latest  police  hsting  shall 
elect  persons  to  serve  as  members  of  said  board 
from  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  the  year  in  which 
the  election  is  held  until  the  first  Monday  in  July 
in  the  second  year  thereafter.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  member  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  by  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the 
precincts  in  which  vacancy  occurs.  The  members 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  loss  of  compensation  and 
expenses  necessarily  incident  to  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  members  of  said  board  are 
hereby  classified  as  special  municipal  employees 
for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Mayor  may  appoint  a  model 
cities  administrator,  but  only  after  submitting  to 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  the  name  of  his 
nominee  or  nominees  and  after  considering  and 
responding  in  writing  to  any  recommendations 
with  respect  thereto  by  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board.  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  may  at  any 
time  initiate  a  review  of  the  administrator's  per- 
formance. Whenever,  after  such  a  review,  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  recommend  the  removal  of  the  administra- 
tor in  writing,  specifying  the  grounds  and  the 
supporting  evidence,  the  Mayor  shall  accept  or 
reject  such  recommendations  after  providing  the 
board  and  the  administrator  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard.  If  the  Mayor  rejects  such 
recommendations,  he  shall  state  his  reasons  public- 
ly and  in  writing. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  to  mamtain  contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood,  to  review  aU 
plans  and  programs  undertaken  by  the  city  as  part 
of  the  model  cities  program,  and  to  approve  or 
disapprove  them  or  to  approve  them  in  part.  The 
board  may  initiate  and  operate  programs,  and  it 
may  make  recommendations  to  the  model  cities 
administrator  with  regard  to  plans,  programs,  or 
policies;  and  after  considering  the  administrator's 
own  recommendations  and  the  views  of  the  com- 
munity the  board  may  make  conlixmed  recom- 
mendations. Whenever  the  board  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendation  with  regard  to  _plans 
programs,  or  policies,  the  administrator  shall 
follow  such  recommendation  or  he  shall  submit  the 
issue  to  binding  arbitration  before  three  arbitra- 
tors, one  to  be  chosen  by  the  board,  one  to  be 
chosen  by  the  administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen 
by  agreement  between  the  board  and  the  adminis- 
trator.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy 
of  this  order  hereby  is  approved  under  clause  ( 1)  of 
section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  to  the  end  that: 

Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1929, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  St.  1968,  c.  276,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  seventh 
paragraph  thereof  and  inserting  the  following: 

The  commission  may  adopt,  amend,  and  repeal 
rules    and    regulations    establishing    a   residential 
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preferential  parking  plan  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  may: 

(1)  Divide  the  city  into  designated  residential 
parking  districts. 

(2)  Prohibit  any  person  from  parking  any 
vehicle  in  any  such  district  except  as  permitted 
upon  the  issuance  of  a  special  permit. 

(3)  Provide  for  the  issuance,  and  revocation  for 
cause,  of  a  special  permit  to  any  person  who 
resides  in  any  such  district,  allowing  him  to  park 
his  vehicle  in  such  district  if  (a)  he  has  registered 
his  vehicle  under  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  as 
principally  garaged  in  the  City  of  Boston,  (b)  he 
has  paid  a  permit  fee  in  an  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  commission  but  not  to  exceed 
20  dollars  per  annum,  and  (c)  he  has  agreed  to 
abide  by  all  regulations  of  the  commission  applica- 
ble to  parking  in  such  districts. 

(4)  Designate  particular  times  or  particular 
streets  or  portions  of  streets  within  a  particular 
residential  parking  district  when  or  where  persons 
may  park  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they  have 
not  been  issued  special  permits  hereunder  or  when 
or  where  nobody  may  park,  including  persons  who 
have  been  issued  special  permits. 

(5)  Provide  for  exemptions  (a)  for  designated 
persons  or  classes  of  persons  in  emergency  situa- 
tions and  (b)  under  conditions  of  extreme  inclem- 
ent weather  or  other  general  emergency.

An  order  of  the  City  Council,  dated  September 
29,  1969,  concerns  the  initiation  of  a  coordinated 
effort  among  all  appropriate  city  departments  to 
establish  mandatory  emission  control  standards  for 
all  municipal  buildings.  I  wish  to  bring  to  your 
attention  relevant  actions  and  programs  of  this 
commission. 

Coordination  of  air  pollution  control  activities 
of  all  departments  is  a  logical  responsibility  of  this 
commission  and  was  set  forth  as  the  first  objective 
in  its  1969  budget  estimate.  We  believe  that  the 
impact  of  city  facilities  on  the  environment  should 
be  controlled  on  the  basis  of  the  same  principles 
we  apply  to  all  sources.  The  city  should,  in  each 
instance,  avoid  giving  offense  to  or  inconveniencing 
its  neighbors.  Each  city  facility  should  either  be  in 
compliance  with  existing  regulations  or  be  working 
in  an  accepted  manner  to  achieve  compliance.  The 
city  should  proceed  to  further  reduce  emissions, 
from  each  source  under  its  control,  as  much  and  as 
rapidly  as  it  can  in  order  to  assist  in  achieving  air 
quality  goals. 

Instances  where  city  buildings  have  caused,  or 
are  contributin  to,  a  nuisance  condition  are  either 
in  process  of  correction  or  are  under  active  study 
to  develop  a  feasible  program  for  control.  Those 
sources  or  categories  of  sources  which  violate 
existing  Metropolitan  Air  Pollution  Control  Dis- 
trict regulations  receive  our  prompt  attention. 
Each  problem  is  investigated  to  determine  cause 
and  conective  action  required,  and  the  department 
responsible  receives  our  advice  and  guidance. 

Some  situations,  however,  require  extensive 
plarming   due   to   the   number   of  units  involved. 


substantial  system  changes  that  are  required,  or 
both.  For  example,  problems  of  refuse  disposal  at 
Boston  Housing  Authority  projects  and  of  coal- 
fired  boilers  in  public  school  buildings  require 
coordinated  study  and  planning.  The  commission  is 
working  with  several  departments,  with  fuel  sup- 
pliers, anc'  with  equipment  manufacturers  to  effect 
solutions  in  these  instances. 

The  establishment  of  allowable  emissions,  or  of 
standards  for  design  and  construction  of  facilities, 
involves  evaluation  of  the  relationship  between 
factors  such  as  source  strengths,  source  distribu- 
tion, and  meteorology,  and  standards  or  goals  for 
ambient  air  quality.  Technical  and  economic  feasi- 
bility of  controls  must  also  be  considered.  Ad- 
ditional information  on  these  factors  is  needed, 
and  standards  have  not  yet  been  established.  The 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
this  commission  are  both  considering  the  matter  of 
ail  quality  standards  for  sulfur  oxides  and  par- 
ticulate matter.  Both  are  developing  additional 
information  on  sources  of  air  pollution.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Commonwealth  has  engaged  a  consultant 
to  develop  a  "meteorological  model"  of  the  area. 

Sulfur  oxide  control  presents  a  special  case,  as 
the  sources  of  this  pollutant  are  relatively  easy  to 
define  and  enumerate.  Currently,  the  only  feasible 
control  technique  is  the  substitution  of  low-sulfur 
fuels  for  those  fuels  which  are  the  prime  con- 
tributors of  sulfur  oxides  -  residual  fuel  oils  (Nos. 
5  and  6).  The  costs  of  this  technique  are  known. 
The  air  quality  standards  have  been  proposed. 
Therefore,  we  have  proposed  that  city  buildings 
which  burn  residual  oil  shift  to  low-sulfur  fuel  for 
the  next  heating  season,  at  an  annual  cost  of 
$400,000.  We  have  also  recommended  that  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  make 
this  action  mandatory  throughout  the  entire 
region.  In  the  event  that  this  recommendation  is 
not  acted  upon  by  the  state,  this  commission  is 
prepared  to  propose  the  adoption  of  a  suitable 
regulation  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  control  of  particulate  emissions,  which  is  as 
important  as  the  control  of  sulfur  oxides,  is 
considerably  more  complex  and  is  also  likely  to 
prove  more  costly.  Refuse  disposal,  space  heating, 
transportation,  and  industrial  process  emissions 
must  all  b^  considered.  The  commission  believes 
that  efforts  to  reduce  this  form  of  pollution  must 
be  instituted  prompdy,  though  it  is  unlikely  that  a 
comprehensive  program  could  be  developed  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  Your  Honor  is  assured, 
however,  of  a  diligent  effort  towards  this  end. 

'Emission  control  standards"  should  be  im- 
posed not  by  ownership  of  a  source  of  emissions, 
but  by  the  type  of  source,  and  these  controls 
should  be  imposed  on  private  properties  as  and 
when  they  are  imposed  upon  municipal  buildings.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  RE 

FIRE-FIGHTING  SERVICES  FOR 

PROTECTION  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

PORT  AUTHORITY  PROPERTIES 

The  following  was  received:

Finance  Commission,  October  27,  1969. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

This  communication  is  submitted  in  response  to 
the  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
October  20,  1969,  a  copy  of  which  was  received  at 
the  office  of  the  Finance  Commission  on  October 
21,  1969. 

The  resolution  refers  to  (1)  the  pending  matter 
of  the  purchase  of  a  new  fireboat  for  the  Boston 
Fire  Department,  and  (2)  the  question  of  payment 
to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  for  fire-fighting  services  in  the  protec- 
tion of  property  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Author- 
ity. 

The  final  paragraph  of  the  resolution  reads: 
"Be  it  therefore  Resolved,  That  the  City 

Council  calls  upon  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 


mission to  make  immediate  inquiry  into  this 

matter  so  as  to  be  able  to  make  significant 

recommendation  upon  this  matter  to  the  City 

Council  not  later  than  Monday,  October  27, 

1969." 

The  Finance  Commission,  with  respect  to  the 
question  of  the  purchase  of  a  new  fireboat,  quotes 
as  follows  from  the  nineteenth  recommendation 
made  in  the  recent  survey  of  the  Fire  Department 
by  Gage-Babcock :  "One  new  fireboat  should  be 
purchased,  as  proposed,  one  of  the  existing  boats 
should  be  maintained  as  a  reserve  boat,  and  the 
other  should  be  sold." 

While  the  Finance  Commission  is  always  hope- 
ful that  the  city  gives  consideration  in  cases  of 
equipment  purchase  to  the  purchase  of  high- 
quality  used  or  reconditioned  equipment,  and 
notes  that  the  city's  two  present  fireboats  were 
actually  .purchased  as  surplus  naval  vessels  and  have 
given  the  city  lengthy  and  satisfactory  service, 
nevertheless  in  this  particular  case  the  commission 
believes  that  the  purchase  of  a  new  fireboat  is 
justified. 

In  the  matter  of  payment  by  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  for  fire  protection,  the  Commission 
quotes  from  the  seventieth  recommendation  of  the 
Gage-Babcock  report:  "It  is  recommended  that  the 
feasibility  of  having  the  Port  Authority  share  some 
of  the  cost  of  purchasing  the  new  fireboat  be 
investigated." 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  Finance  Commission  thkt 
the  Port  Authority,  as  a  major  user  of  the  city's 
fire-fighting  (and  to  some  extent  police)  services, 
should  make  a  significant  contribution  toward 
their  cost.  The  commission  feels  that  the  Port 
Authority  should  pay  part  of  the  cost  of  a  new 
fireboat  and  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  and 
operating  it.  It  must  be  remembered  that  a 
substantial  majority  of  waterfront  fiies  involve 
Port  Authority  property.  There  is  some  sentiment 
in  the  commission  for  the  presentation  of  a  bill  by 
the  city  to  the  authority  if  the  voluntary  negotia- 
tions prove  again  to  be  fruitless. 

The  Finance  Commission  encloses  a  report 
issued  by  the  commission  on  July  20,  1964,  on  this 
subject  and  a  copy  of  the  statement  made  by  the 
then  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  on 
February  3,  1965,  in  support  of  Senate  Bill  No. 
655,  which  would  "require  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  to  make  certain  annual  payments  to  the 
city  to  defray  the  cost  of  fire-fighting  services  for 
certain  property  of  said  authority."  House  Bill  No. 
2747  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  special 
nonlegislative  commission  to  establish  a  formula 
for  such  payment.  Both  bills  were  referred  to  the 
Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

The  cost  analysis  appearing  on  page  6  of  the 
Finance  Commission  report  of  July  20,  1964,  was 
supplied  by  the  Fire  Department  at  that  time. 
These  figures,  if  accepted,  should  be  revised  up- 
ward to  provide  for  the  increase  in  salaries  paid  to 
fire-fighters  since  that  time.  The  current  figure  for 
personnel  cost  to  operate  the  fireboats  is 
$386,880. 

The   recommendations  of  the   Finance  Com- 
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mission  in  response  to  the  Council's  resolution, 
therefore,  would  be:  (1)  that  a  new  fireboat  be 
purchased;  (2)  that  efforts  be  vigorously  renewed 
to  compel  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to 
compensate  the  city  for  fire  protection  of  its 
properties.

OPINION  RE  CONSTITUTIONALITY  OF 
RENT  CONTROL  ORDINANCE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Reference  is  made  to  a  motion  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  29,  1969,  directing 
me  to  explain  the  constitutional  authority  under 
which  it  is  proposed  that  the  City  Council  enact  an 
ordinance  dealing  with  regulation  of  residential 
rents  referred  by  the  Mayor  on  said  date,  and  to  a 
resolve  adopted  on  October  20,  1969,  requesting 
rrte  to  prepare  an  analysis  of  Judge  Leen's  decision 
in  Putnam  et  al.  v.  Trodden  et  al.^  Middlesex 
Superior  Court  No.  305636. 

I.  The  constitutional  authority  for  the  ordi- 
nance proposed  by  the  Mayor  is  St.  1969,  c.  797,  a 
copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  opinion. 

Reliance  on  chapter  797  as  the  constitutional 
authority  for  the  proposed  ordinance  raises  two 
questions  discussed  below:  (1)  Is  chapter  797 
constitutional  and  (2)  does  the  rent  regulation 
ordinance  referred  by  the  Mayor  conform  in  all 
respects  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  797? 

1.  The  existence  of  legislative  power  to  regu- 
late residential  rents  and  to  delegate  this  function 
to  cities  and  towns  was  settled  conclusively  by  the 
case  of  Russell  v.  Treasurer  &  Receiver  General, 
331  Mass.  501.  In  the  Russell  case,  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  upheld  St.  1953,  c.  434,  which 
authorized  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth 
to  control  rents  in  housing  accommodations  lo- 
cated within  their  boundaries.  The  court  said,  at 
page  507: 

The  instant  act  is  predicated  on  a  finding  by 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  that  an  emer- 
gency now  exists  in  this  Commonwealth  due  to 
a  deficit  or  shortage  in  the  residential  housing. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  decision  we  assume  that 
this  finding  is  justified. ...  In  such  emergency 
it  is  plain  that  the  Legislature  in  the  exercise  of 


It  appears  to  me  unUkely  that  a  court  would 
invalidate  chapter  797  because  of  its  exemption  of 
small  buildings,  since  the  Legislature  could  reason- 
ably have  found  that  the  problem  of  sharply 
increasing  rents  is  most  severe  in  large  apartment 
buildings. 

Chapter  797  is  a  special  act  pertaining  only  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  According  to  section  8  of 
Article  89  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth (the  "Home  Rule  Amendment),  the  Legis- 
lature may  enact  special  legislation  only  upon 
certain  stated  conditions.  The  condition  appUcable 
to  the  present  case  is  set  forth  in  Article  89, 
section  8(1): 

'The  general  court  shall  have  the  power  to 
act  in  relation  to  cities  and  towns  ...  by 
special  laws  enacted  (1)  on  petition  filed  or 
approved  by  the  .  .  .  mayor  and  city  council 
.  .  .  with  respect  to  a  law  relating  to  that  city 
or  town.  .  .  ." 

Chapter  797  was  originally  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  as  H.  4209.  On  June  2, 
1969,  the  Boston  City  Council  passed  an  order 
approving  H.  4209,  reading: 

"Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General 
Court,  accompanied  by  a  bUl  for  a  special  law 
relating  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  confirming 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  impose  a  rent  control  law  in  the  City 
of  Boston  (printed  as  1969  House  Document 
No.  4209)  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
clauseCl)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended, 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts." 
This  order  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June 
4. 

On  July  7,  1969,  H.  4209  wasamendedby  the 
House  Committee  on  Local  Affairs  by  extending 
coverage  to  all  buildings  having  four,  five,  six,  or 
seven  units,  and  by  adding  the  exemption  for 
hotels,  motels,  and  inns. 

On  August  18,  1969,  the  City  Council  passed 
and  the  Mayor  approved  the  following  order: 

"Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General 
Court,  accompanied  by  a  bill.  House  4209,  for 
a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
which  has  been  filed,  and  passed  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  June  2,  1969,  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  is,  hereby  approved 
under  claiuse  1,  section  8,  of  Article  2  as 
amended,  as  follows,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

"(a)  That  a  public  exigency,  emergency,  or 
distress  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"(b)  That  upon  a  decision  by  the  official 
City  of  Boston  agency  concerned  with  the 
regulation  of  the  rents  in  a  housing  accommo- 
dation, after  proper  hearing,  either  party  con- 
cerned may  appeal  to  the  district  court  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  location  of  that  housing 
accommodation." 

On  August  19,  1969,  the  following  amend- 
ments were  adopted  on  the  floor  of  the  House: 
(1)  A  preamble  was  added,  containing  a  legislative 
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finding  of  emergency;  (2)  judicial  review  was 
provided  for;  (3)  the  base  period  to  which  refer- 
ence was  to  be  made  in  determining  rents  was 
changed  from  March  31,  1968,  to  December  1, 
1968. 

This  legislative  history  raises  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  act  is  invalid  because  amended  with- 
out approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Council. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  constitutional  defect 
in  this  respect.  The  first  two  amendments  (made 
on  July  7)  were  implicitly  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  Council  in  their  order  and  petition  of  August 
18.  And  the  fact  that  the  third  amendment  was  not 
either  explicitly  or  implicitly  approved  by  sub- 
sequent home  rule  petition  does  not  render  the  act 
invalid. 

The  rule  governing  this  case  was  recently 
enunciated  for  the  first  time  in  1969  Mass.  Ad.  Sh. 
1171,  1184-85,  where  the  court  said: 

At  least  in  the  absence  of  a  request  by  a  city 
or  town  for  legislation  in  terms  strictly  limited 
by  the  apphcant  city  or  town,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  Legislature,  acting  under  art. 
89,  section  8(1),  may  reasonably  vary  the  form 
and  substance  of  the  requested  legislation  with- 
in the  scope  of  the  general  public  objectives  of 
the  petition." 

Since  the  third  amendment  described  above 
merely  moves  the  base  rental  date  forward  by  eight 
months,  I  cannot  conclude  that  it  alters  the  "scope 
of  the  general  public  objectives  of  the  petition." 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  Legisla- 
ture had  constitutional  authority  to  enact  chapter 
797. 

2.  There  are  four  respects  in  which  some 
question  might  be  raised  as  to  the  conformity  of 
the  ordinance  to  the  enabling  act:  (a)  its  declara- 
tion of  emergency ;  (b)  the  additional  exemptions  it 
contains;  (c)  the  authority  it  assumes  to  reduce 
rents;  and  (d)  its  registration  requirement. 

a.  Declaration  of  emergency:  The  preamble 
to  chapter  797  contains  a  legislative  finding  of 
emergency;  yet  the  body  of  the  act  authorizes 
imposition  of  rent  controls  only  "when"  emer- 
gency exists.  This  appa/ent  inconsistency  can 
be  explained  in  one  of  two  ways:  (1)  The 
preamble,  added  just  prior  to  passage  of  the  act, 
supplies  the  necessary  finding  required  in  the 
body  of  the  act  and  therefore  renders  any 
further  findings  unnecessary;  or  (2)  the  act  in 
effect  requires  a  finding  (that  an  emergency 
exists)  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in 
addition  to  the  legislative  finding  provided  by 
the  preamble.  The  legislative  history  of  chapter 
797  suggests  that  the  former  interpretation  is  in 
fact  the  correct  one;  but  the  second  reading  is 
preferable  from  the  perspective  of  sound  statu- 
tory construction,  since  it  makes  sense  of  the 
entire  act  and  not  just  part  of  it.  In  any  event, 
the  rent  regulation  ordinance  contains  a  pream- 
ble which,  if  enacted,  would  surely  satisfy  any 

'requirement  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
find  an  emergency  to  exist. 

b.  The  ordinance  proposed  by  the  Mayor 
exempts  from  its  coverage  certain  categories  of 


housing  not  specifically  exempted  by  chapter 
797,  namely,  new  construction,  luxury  housing, 
publicly  managed  or  assisted  housing,  monas- 
teries, dormitories,  etc.  1  conclude,  however, 
that  this  deviation  from  the  enabling  act  does 
not  invalidate  the  ordinance.  The  enabling  act  is 
permissive  only;  the  City  Council  "may"  con- 
trol certain  rents  and  "may"  create  a  board 
with  certain  powers.  Though  the  act  sets  outer 
limits  on  the  reach  of  such  regulation,  it  does 
not  purport  to  set  inner  Umits.  The  enabling  act 
clearly  leaves  considerable  discretion  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  in  the  implementation 
of  any  regulatory  scheme;  and  it  is  entirely 
consistent  with  this  discretionary  grant  to  leave 
it  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  to  determine  if 
sound  public  policy  dictates  the  exemption  of 
additional  classes  of  housing. 

c.  The  Mayor's  proposal  would  permit  the 
rent  settling  board  to  reduce  rents  below  the 
December  1,  1968,  level  in  cases  where  there 
has  been  a  reduction  of  dwelling  space  or 
housing  services  or  substantial  deterioration. 
Chapter  797  does  not  specifically  authorize  the 
reduction  of  rents  below  the  base  period  level. 
But  I  do  not  regard  the  proposed  ordinance  as 
inconsistent  with  the  enabling  act  on  this 
account,  since  a  reduction  of  dwelling  space  or 
services  or  substantial  deterioration  amounts  to 
a  change  in  the  conditions  of  "use  or  occu- 
pancy" for  which  rent  may  be  charged. 

d.  There  is  no  explicit  authorization  in  the 
enabling  act  for  rent  registration  requirement 
such  as  that  contained  in  the  Mayor's  proposal. 
I  judge,  however,  that  this  requirement  can 
fairly  be  implied  as  incident  to  the  power 
conferred,  since  knowledge  is  a  precondition  to 
control,  and  registration  is  perhaps  the  most 
systematic  and  complete  manner  in  which  to 
acquire  relevant  knowledge.  Furthenriore,  I 
believe  that  even  in  the  absence  of  chapter  797 
the  city  would  have  power  to  require  the 
registration  of  rents  under  its  inherent  powers. 
Section  6  of»'  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
authorizes  any  city  or  town  to  "exercise  any 
power  or  function  which  the  general  court  has 
power  to  confer  upon  it,  which  is  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  or  laws  enacted  by 
the  genial  court  .  . .  and  which  is  not  denied, 
either  expressly  or  by  clear  implication,  to  the 
city  or  town  by  its  charter."  I  know  of  no 
provision  of  the  City  Charter,  of  any  statute,  or 
of  the  State  or  Federal  Constitutions  with 
which  rent  registration  could  be  said  to  con- 
flict. Since  it  is  clearly  related  to  a  permissible 
public  purpose  (rent  regulation),  it  cannot  be 
said  to  violate  principles  of  due  process  or  equal 
protection;  and  it  is  clearly  not  in  the  category 
of  enactments  expressly  excluded  from  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment's  grant  of  inherent 
powers  by  section  7  of  the  Home  Rule  Amend- 
ment. 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
proposed  ordinance  conforms  to  St.  1969,  c. 
797. 
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II.  Briefly  stated,  an  analysis  of  Judge  Leen's 
opinion  in  the  case  of  Putnam  et  al.  v.  Trodden  et 
al.,  Middlesex  Court  No.  305636,  leads  to  the 
conclusion  that  Judge  Leen  believes  there  is  no 
local  power  to  control  rents  absent  enabling 
Legislation.  You  will  recall  that  1  gave  this  as  my 
opinion  to  your  Committee  on  Legislation  and 
Home  Rule  on  June  11,  1968.  Since  then,  how- 
ever, the  Legislature  has  enacted  St.  1969,  c.  797, 
which  I  have  discussed  above,  authorizing  the  City 
of  Boston  by  ordinance  to  control  rents.  UnMke 
the  situation  in  Cambridge  which  Judge  Leen 
considered,  and  where  no  such  enabUng  legislation 
existed,  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  authorized  by 
the  Legislature  to  impose  rent  control  and  may  in 
my  opinion  constitutionally  do  so  along  the  lines 
proposed  by  the  Mayor.

Whereas,  The  general  court  finds  and  declares 
that  a  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  respect 
to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  the 
citizens  in  the  City  of  Boston,  which  emergency 
has  resulted  in  a  substantial  shortage  of  rental 
housing  accommodations;  that,  unless  residential 
rents  and  eviction  of  tenants  are  regulated  and 
controlled,  such  emergency  and  the  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  said  city;  that  such 
emergency  should  be  met  by  the  Commonwealth 
immediately  and  with  due  regard  for  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  law  to  the 
contrary,  when  public  exigency,  emergency,  or 
distress  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  City 
Council  of  said  City,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  may  by  ordinance  control  the  rent  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  housing  accommodations  in 
structures  having  four  or  more  dwelling  units, 
excluding  motels,  hotels,  or  inns,  and  may  create  a 
rent  board  and  empower  it  to  establish  as  the 
maximum  rent  for  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston  the  rent  in  effect  therefor  on  the 
first  day  of  December,  1968,  or  such  higher 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hardships 
or  correct  inequities.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
official  City  of  Boston  agency  concerned  with  the 
regulation  of  the  rents  in  a  housing  accommo- 
dation after  proper  hearing,  either  party  concerned 
may  appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  location  of  that  housing  accom- 
modation.

City  of  Boston. 
In.the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Whereas,   A    serious   public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations:  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residential  rents 
are  regulated  so  that  rents  will  not  be  increased 
unreasonably  and  landlords  will  receive  a  fair 
return  for  their  efforts  and  investment,  such 
emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures  resulting 
therefrom  will  produce  a  serious  threat  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

(a)  Board.  The  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  estab- 
lished by  section  2  hereof. 

(b)  Capital  expenses.  Interest  expenses  and 
payments  of  principal  on  a  mortgage;  provided, 
however,  that  payments  of  principal  shall  not  be 
included  to  the  extent  that  they  exceed  an  amount 
equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  amor- 
tized on  either  a  straight-line  or  level-payments 
basis;  and  provided,  further,  that  interest  on  first 
and  second  mortgages  obtained  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  included  to  the 
extent  that  it  exceeds  the  prevaUing  market  in- 
terest rate  for  mortgages,  unless  the  board  upon 
determining  all  the  facts  decides  otherwise. 

(c)  Capital  improvement.  Any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which  ap- 
preciably adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance.  The  landlord's 


treatment  of  an  item  on  his  federal  income  tax 
return  shall  constitute  presumptive  evidence  of  its 
proper  treatment  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Executive  Director.  The  executive  director 
of  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation.  Any  building  or 
structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  located  within 
the  city,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  occupied 
or  intended  for  occupancy  by  one  or  more 
individuals  as  a  residence,  but  except  for  purposes 
of  section  8  of  this  ordinance,  not  including  the 
following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  are 
owned,  operated,  or  managed,  or  the  rents  of 
which  are  fixed  or  regulated,  by  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  there- 
of. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  three 
rental  units. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousing  use  or  any  dwelling  unit  sub- 
stantially rehabilitated  and  completed  after 
December  1,  1968. 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
monthly  rent  in  effect  on  December  1,  1968, 
or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that  date, 
the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter,  was  at  least 
$185  in  the  case  of  a  one-bedroom  apartment; 
$235  in  the  case  of  a  two-bedroom  apartment; 
or  $285  in  the  case  of  an  apartment  having 
three  or  more  bedrooms. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  con- 
dominiums and  cooperatives. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  hospital,  convent,  monastery, 
asylum,  college  sorority  or  fraternity  house, 
nonprofit  homes  for  aged,  or  in  any  dormitory 
owned  by  an  accredited  institution  of  higher 
education. 

(f)  Housing  services.  Services  provided  by  a 
landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a 
landlord,  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
including  but  not  necessarily  limited  to  repairs; 
decorating  and  maintenance;  furnishings  and  furni- 
ture; provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and 
laundry  facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls, 
corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard,  and  other 
common  areas;  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitor 
service,  and  removal  of  refuse. 

(g)  Landlord.  An  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation,  or 
an  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(h).  Operating  expenses.  The  reasonable  and 
necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  but  not 
limited  to  property  taxes,  maintenance,  repair, 
management  fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission. 
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insurance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent,  but 
not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization, 
nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Panel.  The  Voluntary  Rental  Housing  Re- 
view Panel  established  by  section  8  hereof. 

(j)  Person.  An  individual,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  or  other  organized  group  of 
individuals,  or  the  legal  successor  or  representative 
of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(k)  Rent.  The  consideration  paid  or  payable, 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agree- 
ment, for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  to 
such  housing  accommodation. 

(1)  Rental  housing  agreement.  An  agreement  — 
verbal,  written,  or  implied  -  between  a  landlord 
and  a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  and  for  housing  services. 

(m)  Tenant.  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person  entitled  under  the  terms  of 
a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Board  of  Rent  Appeals 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
Board  of  Rent  Appeals  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  who  may  own  or 
manage  more  than  five  rental  units  in  the  city. 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled, 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  vacant  term,  by 
the  'Mayor.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairman  to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a 
term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  for  every  day  or  pari  thereof  of  actual 
service  $35;  but  in  no  event  shall  any  member 
receive  in  any  twelve-month  period  more  than 
$2,500  for  services  rendered. 

(c).  Powers  and  duties.  The  board  shall  hear 
and  consider  any  case  or  controversy  referred  by 
the  executive  director  involving  the  rent  charged 
for  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, and  shall  issue  an  order  in  any  such  case  or 
controversy  establishing  a  fair  and  reasonable  rent. 
The  board  may,  at  the  request  of  any  landlord, 
render  a  binding  advisory  opinion  as  to  the 
permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital  improve- 
ment in  the  rents,  provided  that  said  landlord  can 
demonstrate  that  such  advisory  opinion  is  nec- 
essary in  order  to  obtain  necessary  financing  for 
said  improvement. 


(d)  Regulations.  The  board  may  by  regulation 
fix  a  maximum  annual  rate  of  rent  increase.  The 
maximum  rate  of  rent  increase  shall  be  set  at  a 
level  consistent  with  recent  and  projected  rates  of 
increase  of  consumer  prices,  landlord  costs,  and 
personal  incomes  in  and  for  the  City  of  Boston  or, 
if  such  information  is  unavailable,  the  Boston 
metropolitan  region.  In  determining  proper  rent 
increases  the  board  shall  take  into  consideration 
rentals  charged  in  comparable  units  in  the  same 
area. 

The  board  shall  have  power  to  promulgate  such 
other  rules  and  regulations  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance,  including  regulations  estab- 
bshing  schedules  of  typical  cost  items. 

Section  3.  Adjustment  of  Rents 

The  board  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  any  case 
brought  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  tenant  seeking  either 
a  reduction  of  his  presnt  rent  for  reasons  specified 
in  subdivision  (c)  below,  or  relief  from  a  rent 
increase  effective  after  the  date  of  this  ordinance 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  annual  rate  of  rent 
increase  fixed  pursuant  to  section  2  (d)  of  this 
ordinance.  In  any  such  case  the  board  shall  have 
power  to  set  the  rent  at  a  level  equal  to  the  base 
rent,  as  defined  in  subsection  (a)  below,  adjusted 
upward  or  downward  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  subsections  (c)  and  (d)  below,  re- 
spectively. 

(a)  Base  rent.  The  base  rent  shall  be  the  rent  in 
effect  on  December  1,  1968,  or,  if  there  was  no 
rent  in  effect  on  that  date,  then  the  first  rent  in 
effect  thereafter;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
landlord  can  demonstrate  that  said  rent  was  insuf- 
ficient to  yield  a  fair  return  on  the  property  as  of 
said  date,  the  board  shall  set  as  the  base  rent  such 
higher  amount  as  would  have  been  necessary  to 
yield  a  fair  return  to  the  landlord  on  that  date. 

(b)  Upward  adjustment  of  base  rent.  The 
board  shall  adjust  the  base  rent  upward  by  such 
amount  as  it  determines  to  be  necessary  to  remove 
hardships  or  correct  inequities  attributable  to 
justifiable  intervening  cost  increases  since  Decem- 
ber 1,  1968. 

For  purposes  of  this  subsection  a  cost  increase 
shall  be  considered  justifiable  to  the  extent,  and 
only  to  the  extent,  that  it  is  attributable  to: 
(i)  Increases  in  operating  costs, 
(ii)  Increases   in  experises  due  either  to  a 
transfer  of  title  to  the  housing  accommodation 
in  a  bona  fide  arm's-length  sale  or  to  refinanc- 
ing of  an  existing  mortgage,  but  only  to  the 
extent  of  a  mortgage  or  mortgages  in  the  gross 
amount  of  70  percent  of  the  banks's  appraised 
value  of  the  building. 

(iii)  Completion  or  commencement  of  work 
on  a  capital  improvement,  over  and  above  any 
such  improvement  required  to  be  made  by  the 
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terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  or  by  law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  base  rent  shall  not 
be  adjusted  upward  for  this  purpose  by  an 
amount  exceeding  the  cost  of  the  capital 
improvement  amortized  by  the  straight-line  or 
level-payments  method  over  its  projected  life- 
time, plus  an  allowance  for  any  indebtedness 
incurred  in  connection  therewith  computed  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  the  prevailing  market  in- 
terest rate  for  first  mortgages;  or 

(iv)  An  increase  in  housing  services,  other 
than  by  way  of  a  capital  improvement,  over  and 
above  those  services  required  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  or  by  law. 
The  burden  of  proving  cause  for  an  upward 

adjustment    of   the   base   rent   shall   be    on    the 

landlord. 

(c)  Downward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent. 
The  board  shall  adjust  a  maximum  rent  downward 
by  an  amount  equal  to  a  decrease  in  the  rental 
value  of  a  housing  accommodation  since  the  base 
period,  attributable  to: 

(i)  A  reduction  in  housing  services  or  dwell- 
ing space. 

(ii)  Substantial  deterioration  of  said  hous- 
ing not  caused  by  the  tenant's  neglect  or 
misconduct,  including  any  violations  of  the 
Building,  Fire  Prevention,  or  State  Sanitary 
Codes  not  cured  by  the  landlords. 

The  burden  of  proving  the  existence  of  cause 
for  a  downward  adjustment  of  a  maximum  rent 
shall  be  on  the  tenant. 

Section  4.  Executive  Director,  Staff 

The  board  shall  appoint  and  set  the  salaries  of 
an  executive  director  and  investigatory  and  clerical 
staff  to  perform  the  following  functions: 

(a)  Investigate,  at  the  request  of  the  board,  any 
rental  complaint  brought  by  or  on  behalf  of  a 
tenant,  or  any  rent  which  appears  to  be  excessive 
with  reference  to  the  standards  set  forth  in  section 
3  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Refer  any  complaint  or  portion  of  any 
complaint  to  the  Building,  Housing  Inspection, 
Fire,  or  Assessing  Departments  where  appropriate. 

(c)  Seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  written  agreement  of  the  parties. 

(d)  Report  the  results  of  any  investigation 
undertaken  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  to  the  board. 

(e)  Bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a  court  of 
law  to  enforce  any  order  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  Proceedings  Before  the  Board 

(a)  Notice.  A  landlord  shall  notify  a  tenant  of 
a  rent  increase  by  written  notice  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  when  such  increase  shall 
become  effective.  Any  tenant  wishing  to  oppose  a 


rent  increase  shall  register  a  complaint  on  a  form  to 
be  provided  by  the  Executive  Director  within 
fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  notification  of  the 
proposed  rent  increase. 

(b)  Hearing.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  by  a 
tenant,  the  board  shall  send  a  written  notice  to  the 
landlord  and  a  copy  to  the  tenant,  containing  a 
description  of  the  case,  and  informing  either  party 
of  his  right  to  request  a  public  hearing  by  notifying 
the  board  of  such  request  by  certified  mail  within 
ten  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  The  board  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  within  thirty  days  of  receipt  of 
the  original  complaint.  Notice  of  the  time,  place, 
and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be  sent  to  both 
parties,  and,  if  either  party  seasonably  requested  a 
public  hearing,  notice  of  same  shall  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  not 
less  than  ten  day  s  prior  to  the  date  of  such  hearing. 

The  conduct  of  any  public  hearing  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

(c)  Orders.  After  conducting  any  pubUc  hear- 
ing required  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
after  considering  all  relevant  evidence  and  testi- 
mony, the  board  shall  issue  an  order  within  ten 
days  of  the  hearing,  and  such  order  shall  be 
effective  for  a  period  to  be  determined  by  the 
board,  but  not  less  than  one  year  nor  longer  than 
three  years.  No  order  of  the  board  shall  be 
effective  unless  approved  by  at  least  three  mem- 
bers. 

(d)  =  Judicial  review.  Any  person  aggrieved  by 
an  order  of  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  judicial 
review  thereof  in  the  district  court  within  the 
jurisdiction  wherein  the  housing  accommodation  is 
situated  within  twenty-one  days  of  date  of  the 
order  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions  and  Penalties 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  receive  from 
a  tenant,  in  consideration  for  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodation  or  for  the 
transfer  of  a  lease  to  any  housing  accommodation, 
any  money,  goods,  services,  or  other  thing  of  value 
in  excess  of  a  rent  established  by  order  of  the 
board.  Each  such  receipt  and  each  additional  day 
of  retention  of  any  such  overcharge  shall  constitute 
a  separate  violation.  Whoever  violates  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  violation. 

Section  7.  Exemption  of  Disputes  Subject  to 
Binding  Arbitration 
The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply 
to  any  dispute  or  controversy  between  a  tenant 
and  a  landlord  which  is  subject  to  binding  arbitra- 
tion according  to  the  terms  of  a  written  agreement 
between  said  tenant  and  said  landlord  v.  hich  has  be 
approved  by  the  board. 
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The  board  shall  approve  any  arbitration  agree- 
ment which  provides  for  disinterested  arbitration 
according  to  reasonable  and  just  procedures  and  at 
no  cost  to  the  tenant. 

Section  8.  Voluntary  Rental  Housing  Review  Panel 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board  to  be  know  as  the  Voluntary  Rental  Housing 
Review  Panel,  consisting  of  fifteen  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  three  upon  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Rental  Housing  Association  of  Boston, 
two  upon  the  nomination  of  the  president  of  a 
college  or  university  located  in  the  city  and 
designated  by  the  Mayor  for  this  purpose,  and  the 
others  as  the  Mayor  deems  appropriate.  Members 
of  the  panel  shall  serve  for  terms  of  two  years  from 
the  date  of  their  initial  appointment.  Any  vacancy 
shall  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
vacant  term,  in  the  maimer  in  which  the  original 
appointment  was  made.  The  panel  shall  elect  one 
of  its  members  as  chairman  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Members  of  the  panel  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 

(c)  Functions.  The  panel  may  investigate, 
hear,  and  consider  any  case  or  controversy  referred 
by  the  board  or  by  the  executive  director  which 
involves: 

(i)  The  rent  charged  for  use  and  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  specifically 
exempted  from  the  other  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  by  section  1  (e)  of  this  ordinance. 

(ii)  Provision  by  a  landlord  of  housing 
services  required  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  or  by  law. 

(iii)  Return  by  a  landlord  of  a  security 
deposit. 

(iv)  Removal  or  exclusion  of  a  tenant  by  a 
landlord. 

(v)  Relocation  of  a  tenant. 

The  panel  may  convene  from  its  membership  a 
hearing  committee  of  three  persons,  including  one 
landlord  and  one  tenant,  to  consider  any  such  case 
or  controversy. 

The  panel  shall  seek  to  bring  about  a  satisfac- 
tory resolution  of  any  such  case  or  controversy 
either  through  voluntary  settlement  of  the  parties 
or  by  referring  the  case  to  any  private  or  pubUc 
agency  equipped  to  deal  with  the  problem. 

The  panel  may  investigate,  study,  and  propose 
solutions  to  any  problem  relating  to  the  supply, 
pricing,  and  maintenance  of  rental  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  city. 

Section  9. 

Upon  a  complaint  by  a  tenant  to  the  board  due 
to  a  rent  increase  or  reduction  in  housing  services. 


the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive  director 
within  seven  days  all  the  information  pertaining  to 
the  housing  unit  involved  in  the  complaint  on  a 
form  to  be  provided  by  the  executive  director.  The 
information  requirement  of  the  preceding  sentence 
shall  not  apply  if  the  rent  increase  occurs  upon 
subletting  of  a  housing  accommodation  (1)  for  a 
fixed  period  not  to  exceed  four  months,  and  (2)  by 
a  sublessor  who  was  in  continuous  occupancy  of 
the  unit  for  at  least  eight  months  immediately 
preceding  the  effective  date  of  said  rent  increase. 

Whoever  willfully  withholds  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  or  whoever 
gives  false  statements  in  connection  therewith  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  day  for  each 
refusal  or  false  statement. 

Disclosure  by  the  executive  director  or  any 
other  employees  of  the  board  or  of  the  city  of  any 
information  filed  under  this  section  except  to  the 
board  in  connection  with  a  matter  properly  before 
the  board,  or  to  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing 
upon  the  written  consent  of  the  landlord,  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $50. 

Section  10.  Duration 

This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
December  31,  1972,  or  until  a  prior  determination 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  present 
rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  exists.  Termi- 
nation of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  effective  to 
terminate  any  outstanding  order  of  the  board. 

Section  11.  Constitution  Construction 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconsti- 
tutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  is  intended  to 
abrogate  any  existing  contracts  or  agreements 
between  landlord  and  tenant. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted.

Chapter  694  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  entitled  "An 
Act  Increasing  the  Maximum  Allowable  Weight  of 
Certain  Trailers  on  Ways  Within  the  Common- 
wealth Without  a  Permit,"  in  addition  to  increasing 
such  weight,  also  requires  the  permit  to  be  issued 
in  certain  cases  by  the  local  board  or  officer  having 
charge  of  ways  rather  than  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  as  now.

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  order 
which  would  classify  architects,  engmeers,  plan- 
ners, and  construction,  real  estate,  and  traffic 
experts  engaged  by  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission as  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  the  conflict  of  interest  statute.  That 
statute  makes  an  architect,  for  example,  who  is 
engaged  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  to 
design  a  city  building  a  municipal  employee.  As 
such,  he  is  prohibited  under  the  statute  from  doing 
any  work  for  a  private  person  on  any  other  project 
in  which  the  city  has  an  interest,  such  as  designing 
a  building  in  a  renewal  area,  even  though  it  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  work  he  is  doing  for  Public 
FaciUties.  We  have  been  concerned,  therefore,  that 
the  city  might  not  be  able  to  avail  itself  of  the 
highest  talent  among  these  professionals. 

The  Legislature  has  recognized  the  unde- 
sirability  of  such  limitation  in  section  7  of  the  new 
recodification  of  housing  and  urban  renewal  laws, 
G.  L.  c.  12 IB,  which  becomes  effective  on  Novem- 
ber 19.  Accordingly,  I  beUeve  the  city  will  benefit 
if  such  experts  engaged  by  the  Pubhc  Facilities 
Department  are  placed  on  the  same  basis  they 
will  have  with  the  Housing  or  Redevelopment 
Authorities.

PROCEDURES  OF  BOSTON  REDEVELOP- 
MENT AUTHORITY  RE  INFILL 
HOUSING  PROGRAM 

Couns.  TIMILTY  and  LANGONE  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  Council,  in  recognizing  the  criti- 
cal need  for  housing  in  certain  areas  of  the  city, 
endorsed  the  infill  housing  program  after  many 
months  of  public  hearings  involving  local  residents 
and  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  officials; 
and 

Whereas,  At  the  time  the  infiU  housing  program 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council  there  were  no 


reasonable  alternative  solutions  to  the  acute  hous- 
ing shortage;  and 

Whereas,  In  so  endorsing  the  infill  housing 
program  the  City  Council  established  guidelines  for 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  follow, 
the  most  significant  of  which  was  that  the  char- 
acter of  local  neighborhoods  was  to  be  given  the 
highest  consideration  in  the  implementation  of  this 
program;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  ask  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  take  the  following 
steps  with  regard  to  the  infiU  housing  program: 

1.  Postpone  all  activities  under  this  program. 

2.  Follow  the  guidelines  established  by  the 
City  Council  with  special  regard  to  the  following: 

(a)  That  notices  of  intention  to  utilize 
certain  sites  be  forwarded  to  all  public  officials, 
local  civic  associations,  and  abutters. 

(b)  That  the  character  of  the  local  neigh- 
borhood be  given  foremost  attention  as  to 
whether  such  construction  is  warranted  in  that 
particular  locale. 

3.  Conduct  local  hearings  to  clarify  their  plans 
and  to  obtain  the  expression  of  sentiment  of  local 
residents  necessarily  affected  by  these  plans. 

4.  Set  up  local  tenant  selection  boards,  repre- 
sentative of  the  community,  to  ensure  that  eligible 
tenants  are  given  preference,  in  the  event  local 
residents  approve  construction  plans. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  to  amend  para- 
graph 1  of  the  order  so  as  to  add  after  the  word 
"program"  the  words  "until  after  the  Council  has 
had  ample  opportunity  to  consider  a  full  report  of 
the  BRA's  past  activities  and  future  plan  in  regard 
to  the  infill  program,  such  report  to  be  made  to  the 
CouncU  by  the  Mayor  within  two  weeks  hereof 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended."

ORDINANCE  DESIGNATING  MAYOR  AS 
OFFICER  TO  GRANT  LICENSES  TO 
RECEIVE  ALMS  IN  PUBLIC  PLACES

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Chapter  822  of  the  Acts  of  1969  has  amended 
chapter  538  of  the  Acts  of  1909  relative  to  the 
receiving  of  alms  in  public  places  in  the  City  of 
Boston  so  that  section  1  of  said  Chapter  538  now 
reads  as  follows: 

"No  person  shall  receive  contributions  of 
money,  food,  clothing,  or  other  articles  or 
things  in  or  upon  any  part  of  the  streets,  parks, 
public  grounds,  or  other  pubUc  places  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  except  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  and  within  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  a 
license  granted  therefor  by  such  board  or 
officer  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated 
by  ordinance  and  approved  in  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  times  and  places  by  the  police  commissioner 
of  said  city;  and  a  person  so  receiving  without  a 
license  who  is  unknown  to  a  police  officer  in 
whose  presence  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted may  be  arrested  by  such  officer  without 
a  warrant." 


As  originally  enacted,  St.  1909,  c.  538,  had 
designated  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  as  the 
licensing  authority.  St.  1969,  c.  822,  was 
occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  which  had  become  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare,  was  aboUshed  by  St.  1967,  c.  658, 
s.  79.  St.  1969,  c.  822  (which  was  enacted  upon  a 
petition  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body  by 
order  passed  August  4,  1969  and  by  me  on  August 
7,  1969),  now  substitutes  for  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  "such  board  or  officer  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  designated  by  ordinance." 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  designating  the  Mayor  as  the 
officer  to  grant  such  Ucenses.  This  will  enable  such 
licenses  to  be  processed  by  the  chief  of  the 
licensing  division  of  this  office.

AMENDING  ORDINANCE  REGULATING 
CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  RENTS

Gentlemen: 

1  submit  herewith  and  recommend  adoption  of 
an  ordinance  amending  chapter  10  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1969,  "An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain 
Residential  Rents." 

Section  3  of  tlie  proposed  amendments  restores 
the  provision  of  my  original  submission  which 
excluded  college  housing  from  the  operation  of  the 
ordinance.  1  beheve  that  inclusion  of  college 
housing  would  place  an  excessive  burden  on  the 
administration  of  the  ordinance  with  no  real 
benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

Section  7  of  the  proposed  amendments  author- 
izes the  board  to  estabhsh  city-wide  rent  increase 
standards  by  regulation.  This  provision  would  ease 
the  administrative  burden  of  having  to  decide 
every  case  on  its  merits,  and  would  enable  the 
board  to  render  far  more  effective  relief  eventually. 

In  view  of  certain  legal  questions  raised  during 
the   deUberations   of  your  Honorable   Body   and 
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threatened  to  be  raised  in  the  courts  by  landlords,  I 
am  proposing,  in  addition,  a  series  of  perfecting 
amendments  designed  to  render  the  ordinance  less 
vulnerable  to  legal  attack.  Five  amendment  tsee 
sections  1,  4,  5,  8,  and  15)  seek  to  bringfjbfi 
language  of  the  ordinance  more  closely  in  line  with 
the  language  of  the  enabling  act.  Eleven  other 
amendments  (see  sections  2,  6,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13, 
14,  16,  17,  and  19)  are  designed  to  remove  certain 
ambiguities,  inconsistencies,  and  potential  legal 
defects  in  the  language.  Finally,  1  have  proposed 
the  elimination  of  section  9  of  the  enacted 
ordinance  (see  section  18  of  the  accompanying 
proposed  ordinance)  since  it  appears  essentially 
redundant  in  view  of  certain  changes  made  by  your 
Honorable  Body  in  section  5  of  the  enacted 
ordinance. 

1  urge  you  to  take  prompt  action  on  the 
proposed  amendments.

Clause  (b)  of  section  1  of  said 
chapter  10  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "interest  on  first  and  second  mortgages  shall 
not  be  included  to  the  extent  that  it  exceeds  the 
prevailing  market  interest  rate  for  such  first  and 
second  mortgages,  unless  the  board  upon  deter- 
mining all  the  facts  decides  otherewise"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "interest  on 
any  mortgage  shall  not  be  included  to  the  extent 
that  it  exceeds  the  market  interest  rate  prevailing 
for  second  mortgages  at  the  time  it  was  given." 

Section  3.  Subclause  (vi)  of  clause  (e)  of  said 
section  1  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "inn"  the  words  "college  sorority  or  frater- 
nity house,  dormitory  of  any  institution  of  higher 
education."

Whereas,  The  recent  ban  on  cyclamates  resulted 
in  not  only  a  great  monetary  loss  to  the  food  and 
beverage  manufacturers  but  raised  grave  and 
serious  doubts  in  the  minds  of  the  consumers  of 
these  products  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  testing  and 
the  standards  applied  to  products  offered  for 
human  consumption;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare,  Robert  H.  Finch,  is  hereby 
requested  to  appoint  a  panel  of  the  best  medical 
experts  in  the  nation  to  investigate  and  report  their 
findings  immediately  to  the  American  public  in 
order  to  allay  the  fears  and  doubts  that  are 
presently  troubling  the  millions  of  users  of  cycla- 
mate-sweetened products.

OPPOSITION  TO  PURCHASE  BY  MBTA  OF 
PENN  CENTRAL  RAILROAD  LANDS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  has  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  for  the 
purchase  of  twenty-four  acres  of  prime  industrial 
real  estate  near  downtown  Boston,  in  the  vicinityof 
Dover  Street  Bridge  area,  for  $7  million;  and 

Whereas,  The  Penn  Central  owes  the  City  of 
Boston  $14  milUon  in  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  pays  approx- 
imately two-thirds  of  the  annual  deficit  of  the 
MBTA  and  represents  38  percent  of  the  total  vote 
on  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  MBTA;  and 

Whereas,  Approximately  50  percent  of  the 
entire  taxable  property  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  tax 
exempt,  a  good  proportion  of  which  is  owned  and 
occupied  by  the  various  pubUc  authorities  such  as 
the  Port,  Turnpike,  MBTA,  and  Massachusetts 
Parking  Authorities;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  lacks  sufficient 
land  for  relocation  of  essential  business  and  indus- 
trial uses,  such  as  relocation  sites  for  the  garment, 
leather,  fish,  and  other  commercial  uses,  which 
provide  employment  for  many  of  our  residents, 
and  which  are  being  displaced  by  highway  con- 
struction, urban  renewal,  and  other  public  pur- 
poses; and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  already  owns  approxi- 
mately ten  acres  of  land  adjoint  to  this  proposed 
site  and  at  present  the  MBTA  is  only  using  twelve 
acres  for  the  Elliott  Street  Yard  in  Cambridge;  and 
further 

That  the  ten  acres  should  be  adequate  for  the 
relocation  of  the  Elliott  Street  Yard  and  by 
redistribution  of  some  of  the  functions  performed 
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at  the  Elliott  Street  site  to  other  terminals  such  as 
the  Forest  Hills  and  Everett  Yards,  the  present 
ten-acre  site  could  be  adequate;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  use  all  his  power  by  reason 
of  38  percent  of  the  vote  on  the  Advisory  Board  to 
vote  against  the  appropriation  of  funds  by  the 
MBTA  for  the  purchase  of  the  25  acres  of  land  in 
the  area  adjacent  to  the  Dover  Street  Bridge  site; 
and  further 

That  the  City  of  Boston  exert  every  effort  to 
acquire  this  entire  site  of  fifty-three  acres  from  the 
Penn  Central  Railroad  to  be  used  for  industrial 
commercial,  and  other  purposes  which  will  adcf 
more  taxable  revenue  to  a  rapidly  shrinking  Boston 


taxable  property  base  and  provide  employment  to 
improve  the  economy  of  the  city. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

PARTMENT OF  HEALTH  AND  HOSPITALS 
AND  PETITION  FOR  A  SPECIAL  LAW 
AUTHORIZING  CITY  TO  BORROW 
OUTSIDE  DEBT  LIMIT

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  for  consideration  by  your 
Honorable  Body  two  matters  to  further  the  recon- 
struction program  at  Boston  City  Hospital  -  one 
an  appropriation  and  loan  order  for  $25,000,000 
and  the  other  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General 
Court  for  a  bill  authorizing  the  city  at  a  later  date 
to  make  further  appropriation  and  loan  orders 
outside  the  normal  limits  of  indebtedness  up  to  an 
additional  $15,000,000  for  the  program  of  pro- 
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viding  new  hospital  facilities,  in  line  with  the  just 
completed  master  plan  for  Boston  City  Hospital. 

As  I  reported  to  you  on  June  13,  1969,  in 
response  to  the  urging  of  your  Honorable  Body  I 
had  instructed  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  to 
place  in  high  priority  the  replacement  of  medical 
facilities  at  City  Hospital,  so  modifying  the  pre- 
vious program  as  already  funded  by  you  for  the 
South  Department  project,  to  include  medical 
out-patient  facilities  in  addition  to  the  resiaential 
and  school  facilities  originally  intended.  This  has 
been  done,  the  master  plan  reflects  the  new 
priorty  schedule,  and  staging  and  the  South 
Department  architectural  .plans  as  prepared  have 
been  modified  to  include  out-patient  care  facilities 
in  the  first  construction.  This  action  has  of  course 
increased  the  need  for  funds  against  which  to 
encumber  the  contracts  for  the  first  construction 
to  allow  for  the  added  space  and  facilities. 

The  $25,000,000  loan  sought  at  this  time 
would  cover  generally  the  construction  and  design 
of  the  new  out-patient  care  facilities,  the  increase 
in  construction  and  equipping  costs  of  the  revised 
residential,  school,  and  parking  facilities  from  the 
original  program  above  the  funds  already  provided 
by  you  in  1967  and  1968,  and  allow  for  an 
immediate  start  on  the  architectural  design  of  the 
second  construction  stage  as  outlined  in  the  master 
plan,  consisting  of  new  in-patient  care  and  related 
core  and  service  facilities  for  300  new  beds.  We 
intend  certainly  to  work  hard  to  obtain  whatever 
federal  funds  may  be  made  available;  there  are,  of 
course,  no  guarantees.  It  may  well  prove  impossible 
for  the  city  to  finance  this  second  stage  con- 
struction without  substantial  additional  federal  or 
state  aid.  Nonetheless,  I  recommend  commitment 
now  to  construction  by  the  city  of  that  most 
important  out-patient  facility  and  to  investment  in 
architectural  services  for  the  in-patient  facilities 
which  are  needed  in  our  attempts  to  secure  outside 
aid  and  which  could  in  any  event  remain  useful 
even  if  circumstances  force  delay  in  implemen- 
tation. 

Consequently,  I  respectfully  recommend  adop- 
tion of  the  two  accompanying  orders  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  June  12,  1964, 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  pertaining  to  the  Gov- 
ernment Center  Urban  Renewal  Project,  the  city 
agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority 
to  cover  necessary  project  improvements  as  re- 
quired for  the  completion  of  the  Government 
Center  Project.  The  accompanying  letter  from  the 
Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
shows  that  currently  an  additional  $3,600,000  is 
needed  to  meet  this  obligation.

On  May  26,  1964,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Government 
Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation 
agreement  of  June  12,  1964,  between  the  city  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect 
to  the  project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local 
grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary 
project  improvements  as  required  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation,  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issued  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$6,000,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
August  17,  1964.  An  additional  urban  renewal 
bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$2,805,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
May  22,  1967. 

As  the  project  nears  completion,  it  has  become 
evident  that  additional  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$3,600,000  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
necessary  improvements  in  the  Government  Center 
Project  Area.  This  increase  in  cost  is  due  to  rapidly 
rising  construction  costs  as  well  as  changes  in 
design  for  project  improvements.

SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Boston  City  Council, 

Boston,  Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  two  appropriation  and  loan 
orders,  one  for  $90,000,000  and  one  for 
$10,000,000,  to  provide  for  new  school  facilities 
for  the  children  of  Boston.  These  comprise  certain- 
ly a  tremendous  commitment  by  the  city  to  this 
particular  progratn,  one  which  I  doubt  has  been 
approached  ever  in  the  past.  For  far  too  many 
years,  however^  past  circumstances  and  positions 
led  the  city  to  neglect  or  put  aside  its  school  plant 
needs,  both  in  regular  maintenance  and  in  pro- 
vision of  new  buildings,  so  that  we  are  now  facing  a 
backlog  of  large  proportions.  Buildings  which 
might  perhaps  have  been  preserved  through  regular 
upkeep  and  modernization  so  as  to  retain  some 
usefulness  today  have  deteriorated  so  that  they 
must  be  replaced  as  well  as  those  which  are 
functionally  obsolescent.  There  are  also  those  areas 
in  which  new  residential  construction  and  new 
standards  of  instruction  have  strained  the  capaci- 
ties of  even  those  sound,  reasonably  modern 
buildings  which  we  do  have.  Surveys  which  were 
done  of  our  school  needs  in  the  1940's,  1950's, 
and  1960's  were  for  one  reason  or  another  not 
acted  upon  and  implemented,  and  now  we  reach 
the  1970's  with  its  added  demands  -  and  with  an 
apparently  unceasing  increase  in  construction  cost. 

Schools  which  were  not  built  when  recom- 
mended are  no  less  needed  and  may  cost  twice  as 
much  as  when  they  should  have  been  built. 

We  have  of  recent  weeks  been  brought  face  to 
face  with  the  serious  situation  in  the  parochial 
school  system  and  the  far  from  unlikely  necessity 
that  the  city  may  have  to  provide  added  public 
capacity  to  enroll  many  of  the  children  now  in  that 
system,  or  purchase  some  of  their  existing  schools. 
In  the  older  areas  of  the  city  parochial  buildings 
are  functionally  little  if  any  better  that  the  ones  we 
ourselves  already  need  to  replace  although  they 
have  probably  been  better  maintained.  We  are 
attempting  to  anticipate  that  need. 

Furthermore,  we  are  hopeful  that  the  Legisla- 
ture will  provide  state-aid  funds  for  rehabilitation 
of  existing  schools  as  it  now  does  for  construction. 
Again,  we  hope  to  be  prepared  if  that  takes  place. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  some  oppor- 
tunities for  the  city  to  take  advantage  of  in 
meeting  all  these  challenges.  There  are  a  number  of 
innercity  sites  being  provided  under  the  urban 
renewal  program  with  federal  subsidies  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  acquisition  to  the  city,  and  where 
school  construction  costs  can  be  used  to  offset  oui 
obligated  local  share  of  renewal  -  if  the  School 


Committee  can  devise  a  program  to  allow  state 
approval  of  the  use  of  these  sites  in  the  face  of  the 
"imbalance  law."  There  is  the  opportunity  af- 
forded by  this  law  to  receive  65  percent  state  reim- 
bursements for  schools  built  in  compliance  with  it, 
instead  of  receiving  the  state  minimum  under  this 
program  computed  by  the  usual  discriminatory 
state  formula.  There  are  exciting  possibilities  open- 
ing up  under  the  1969  amendment  to  the  state 
condominium  law  and  expanded  powers  given 
cities  to  lease  air  rights  which  can  mean  mean  joint 
use  of  sites  for  schools,  housing,  and  other  pur- 
poses. And  there  is  also  the  existence  of  thePubUc 
Facilities  Commission  now,  which,  contrary  to  the 
situation  in  the  past,  is  able  to  direct  and  expedite 
an  expanded  school  building  program. 

Current  estimates  of  the  total  cost  of  the 
already  proposed  program  as  recommended  by  the 
School  Committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion approach  $215,000,000.  Available  to  carry 
out  this  program  were  appropriations  made  and 
approved  by  our  predecessors  and  ourselves  total- 
ling just  over  $58  million. 

I  am  recommending  for  your  consideration  at 
this  time  not  the  full  $157  million  lacking,  but 
$100  million  in  two  separate  appropriation  orders, 
outside  the  normal  debt  limits.  The  bulk  of  this^ 
$90  million,  1  recommend  be  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  the 
state  aid  statute,  so  that  authorization  to  issue 
bonds  will  be  dependent  in  fact  on  subsequent 
approvals  of  state-aid  grants  for  particular  school 
projects  by  the  Board  of  Education.  If  there  is  no 
state  grant,  this  money  will  not  be  and  cannot  be 
used.  Hence  our  commitment  is  contingent  on 
state  aid,  as  we  can  by  no  means  afford  such  a 
program  without  such  aid. 

The  other  order  is  for  $10  milUon,  under 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966.  This  money  is 
not  tied  to  state  aid  and  would  be  used  for 
acquisition  of  sites  and  preparation  of  plans  neces- 
sary to  obtain  state  aid  and  approval  to  use  the  $90 
million,  as  has  been  the  $12  million  appropriated 
similarly  in  1968. 

Actual  utilization  of  these  fxmds  and  implemen- 
tation of  projects  will  necessarily  be  controUed  by 
the  rate  at  which  state  aid  is  made  available  by 
legislative  appropriations  to  the  program,  and  by 
our  own  debt  management  controls. 

Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  and 
against  this  background,  I  respectfully  recommend 
adoption  of  the  two  accompanying  orders  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

MENTALLY  RETARDED  AT 

33  BEACON  STREET

cater  to  the  needs  of  the  mentally  retarded  as  a  day-

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  owns  a  centrally- 
located  building,  vacant  for  the  past  eleven 
months,  which,  with  appropriate  renovations  "to 
comply  with  federal  safety  standards,  could  be 
converted  into  such  a  facility;  and

and  Welfare  would  channel  funds  through  the  state 
for  this  purpose  on  a  75  percent  participatory 
basis;  be  it

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1.  Issue  a  directive  that  thf  George  F.  Parkman 
mansion,  located  at  33  Beacon  sureet,  be  converted 
into  a  day-care  center  for  the  mentally  retarded, 
and  that  appropriate  applications  for  federal  funds 
be  submitted  for  this  purpose;

An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 

Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

The  revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  lOB,  inserted 
by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  IOC. 
Drug  Abuse  Coordinating  Council. 

Section  L  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse,  consisting  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the  Penal 
Institutions  Commissioner,  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  the  Chairman  of  the  Youth  Activities 
Commission,  ex  officiis,  or  their  respective  des- 
ignees, and  sixteen  persons  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  each  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial  mu- 
nicipal election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  In 
making  the  appointments  to  be  made  by  him,  the 
Mayor  shall  give  consideration  to  the  appointment 
of  persons  associated  with,  or  representative  of,  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs, 
the  Division  of  Food  and  Drugs  in  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health,  the  probation  officers 
of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Boston  Juvenile  Court,  and  the  other  municipal 
and  district  courts  in  the  city,  the  public  and  the 
nonpublic  schools  in  the  city,  the  model  cities  drug 
program,  the  Boston  Teachers  Union,  the  Drug 
Treatment  and  Drug  Addiction  Committee  of  Unit- 
ed Community  Services  of  Metropolitan  Boston, 
and  the  project  currently  coordinated  by  the  Bos- 
ton University  Mental  Health  Center  and  the  Bos- 
ton College-Urban  League  Joint  Center  for  Inter- 
city Change.  At  least  two  of  the  persons  appointed 


by  the  Mayor  shall  be  doctors  or  psychologists  who 
have  dealt  with  the  medical  and  psychological 
problems  of  youth  in  Boston. 

The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  members  of  the  board  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice-chairman.  The  Mayor  shall  desig- 
nate an  executive  secretary  of  the  board.  The 
board  may  appoint  a  clerical  assistant. 

All  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  to  meet  at 
least  once  each  month;  to  coordinate  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent  the  work  of  all  public  and  private 
agencies  dealing  with  drug  abuse;  to  effect  an  on- 
going dialogue  and  exchange  of  views  between  such 
agencies;  to  conduct,  either  independently  or  in 
conjunction  with  the  school  committee  of  the  city, 
such  drug  education  programs  as  said  council 
deems  advisable;  to  conduct  studies,  investigations, 
and  research  into  the  source  and  use  of  harmful 
drugs  and  narcotic  drugs  as  those  terms  are 
respectively  defined  in  section  187 A  and  section 
197  of  chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws,  as  now  or 
hereafter  amended;  to  pursue  a  course  of  action  to 
insure  that  all  laws  governing  the  sale,  possession, 
and  use  of  both  harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are 
duly  enforced;  and,  by  the  use  of  such  media  of 
communication  as  said  council  shall  from  time  to 
time  deem  appropriate,  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  informed  respecting  the  use  of  both  harmful 
and  narcotic  drugs.

Whenever  any  city  officer  or  em- 
ployee is  involved,  or  likely  to  be  involved,  in  any 
criminal  proceeding,  whether  as  a  witness,  prose- 
cuting witness,  or  defendant,  and  such  proceeding 
arises  in  whole  or  in  part  out  of  an  occurrence, 
transaction,  or  event  in  which  such  officer  or 
employee  participated,  or  of  which  he  was  a 
witness,   the   head  of  the  department,  board,  or 
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commission  by  which  such  officer  or  employee  is 
employed  shall  have  discretion  to  reimburse  such 
officer  or  employee  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the 
expense  incurred  by  him  in  connection  with  his 
employment  of  legal  counsel,  provided  that  such 
department  head  is  satisfied  after  appropriate 
investigation,  and  so  certifies  to  the  Mayor,  that  (a) 
the  conduct  of  such  officer  or  employee  in  relation 
to  the  occurrence,  transaction,  or  event  involved 
was  noncriminal  and  not  such  as  to  bring  discredit 
upon  himself  or  the  city,  and  (b)  such  officer  or 
employee  was  acting  at  the  time  within  the  scope 
of  his  official  duties;  and  provided,  further,  that  if 
the  officer  or  employee  involved  pleads  guilty  to  or 
is  found  guilty  of  criminal  conduct  in  relation  to 
the  said  occurrence,  transaction,  or  event,  such  of- 
ficer or  employee  shall  not  be  so  reimbursed.

applications. 

Section  3.  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  106,  as 
amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  106.  For  the  purposes  of  this  code,  the 
words  and  phrases  defined  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  so  defined  except  when  the  context 
clearly  indicates  that  another  meaning  is  intended.

Said  chapter  479  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  121  and  also 
sections  124-132,  inclusive. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  479  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  aU  after  Part  I  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

that  legislation  be  enacted  amending  chapter  474 
of  the  Acts  of  1946  by  inserting  after  section  5C 
the  following  sections: 

Section  5D.  To  provide,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  funds  in  addition  to  the  funds  provided  by 
sections  5,  5A,  5B,  and  5C,  the  city  may  borrow, 
from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
under  this  section  $20,000,000,  and  may  issue  and 
sell  at  public  sale  serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city 
therefor,  which  shall  be  registered  or  with  interest 
coupons  attached  as  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
city  may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words  "City  of  Boston,  Parking 
Facilities  Loan,  Act  of  1970."  Each  issue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be 
paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  their 
dates.  Debt  incurred  from  time  to  time  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the 


hmit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by 
law,  but  shall,  except  as  herein  provided  be  subject 
to  the  provisions,  applicable  to  the  city,  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  exclusive  of  the  limitation 
contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  7 
thereof.  Said  collector-treasurer  may  issue  tempo- 
rary notes  of  the  city  payable  in  not  more  than  one 
year  from  their  dates,  in  anticipation  of  the  issue 
of  serial  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  this  section, 
but  the  time  within  which  such  serial  bonds  or 
notes  shall  become  due  and  payable  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  such  temporary  notes,  be  extended 
beyond  the  time  fixed  by  this  section.  All  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  such  serial 
bonds  or  notes  shaU  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
thereof. 

Section  5E.  To  insure  that  the  maximum 
amount  of  land  in  the  city  of  Boston  is  devoted  to 
its  highest  and  best  use,  if  said  city  acting  by  its 
Pubhc  Facilities  Commission  determines  that  the 
highest  and  best  use  of  land  in  said  city  needed  for 
public  off-street  parking  purposes  other  than  a

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  petition  for  legisla- 
tion submitted  to  you  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  which  would  establish  a  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  in  place  of  the  existing 
Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking. 

The  purpose  of  the  legislation  is  to  consolidate 
all  of  the  transportation  functions  now  being 
exercised  by  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  and  to  give  recognition  to  the  broader 
aspect  of  these  duties  by  renaming  the  department 
and  designating  a  broader  sphere  of  activity  in  this 
field. 

I  urge  your  early  approval  of  the  attached 
petition.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be.  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Conslitution 
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of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  that: 

1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
hereinafter  called  the  city,  a  department,  known  as 
the  transportation  department,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  transportation  depart- 
ment a  board,  known  as  the  transportation  com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  four  other  officers,  known  as  associate 
commissioners  of  transportation.  The  police  com- 
missioner, the  fire  commissioner,  the  commissioner 
of  public  works,  and  the  commissioner  of  real 
property  of  the  city  shall  be,  ex  officiis,  the 
associate  commissioners  of  transportation. 

The  commissioner  of  transportation,  shall  re- 
ceive such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor.  The  associate  commissioners  of  trans- 
portation shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  as  associate  commissioners  of  transporta- 
tion. 

2.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
exclusively  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the  making 
of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
engineers,  experts,  assistants,  and  other  employees 
for  the  transportation  department;  but  in  the 
exercise  of  such  powers  and  the  performance  of 
such  duties  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  statutes  and 
ordinances  applicable  generally  to  departments  of 
the  city. 

The  commissioner  of  transportation  may  from 
time  to  time  establish  not  exceeding  five  ranks 
below  that  of  commissioner  and  fix  the  number  of 
persons  to  be  respectively  employed  therein,  which 
shall  not  exceed  five  in  the  aggregate.  The  incum- 
bents of  these  ranks  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  and  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
commissioner.  The  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall 
not  apply  to  any  said  ranks;  provided,  however, 
that  if  a  person  appointed  to  any  of  said  ranks 
holds,  immediately  prior  to  such  appointment,  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  said  laws  and  rules, 
upon  removal  from  any  of  said  ranks  he  shall 
forthwith  be  reinstated  without  loss  of  seniority  in 
such  office  or  position  or,  it,  while  he  was  holding 
any  of  said  ranks  he  was  promoted  to  a  higher 
office  or  position  subject  to  said  law  and  rules,  he 
shall  forthwith  be  installed  in  such  higher  office  or 
position  likewise  without  loss  of  seniority.  The 
exemption  from  the  civil  service  law  and  rules 
provided  by  this  paragraph  shall  be  in  addition  to 
any  and  all  other  exemptions  from  such  law  and 
rules.  The  incumbents  of  the  ranks  established 
under  this  paragraph  shall  have  such  powers  and 
duties  as  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
from  time  to  time  respectively  designate  for  them, 


including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  power  to  exercise 
his  powers  in  the  event  of  his  absence  or  disability. 

3.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
divide  the  transportation  department  into  such 
divisions  as  said  commissioner  shall  adjudge  neces- 
sary for  the  conduct  of  the  business  and  operation 
of  the  department. 

4.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
serve  as  technical  advisor  to  the  mayor  and  to  such 
other  departments  as  the  mayor  may  designate  in 
all  matters  related  to  transportation.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  transportation  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to,  the  use  of  public  ways 
by  persons  and  vehicles,  parking,  and  public  trans- 
portation including  transportation  by  bus,  taxi, 
raikoad,  rapid  transit,  and  airplane.  The  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  shall  also  represent  the 
city  in  intergovernmental  activities  related  to  trans- 
portation unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  or 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  mayor. 

5.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  power  to  make,  erect,  and  maintain,  or  cause 
to  be  made,  erected,  and  maintained,  traffic  signs 
signals,  markings,  and  other  devices  in  the  public 
right  of  way  for  the  control  of  street  traffic  in  the 
city  and  for  informing  and  warning  the  public  as  to 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  or  promulgated 
under  this  act,  subject,  however,  to  section  2  of 
chapter  85,  and  sections  8  and  9  of  chapter  89  of 
the  General  Laws.  He  shall  further  have  the  power 
to  specify  traffic  channeling  and  other  directive 
devices  to  be  constructed  by  the  public  works 
department  of  the  city  in  the  public  right  of  way 
for  control  and  guidance  of  traffic. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  public 
convenience  in  the  use  of  the  streets,  ways, 
highways,  roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control 
of  the  city,  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
shall  have  exclusive  authority  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter,  and  repeal  rules,  which  shall  be  reasonable 
and  not  repugnant  to  law,  regulating  the  time, 
place,  and  manner  of  parades,  processions,  and 
other  organized  formations  of  persons  or  vehicles, 
other  than  funeral  processions  and  picket  lines,  in 
or  upon  all  or  any  such  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways,  and  prescribing  that  no 
person  shall  take  part  in  any  parade,  procession,  or 
other  organized  formation  of  persons  or  vehicles, 
other  than  a  funeral  procession  or  a  picket  line,  in 
or  upon  any  such  street,  way,  highway,  road,  or 
parkway  unless  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
has  granted  a  permit  for  such  parade,  procession, 
or  formation.  No  rule  prescribing  a  permit  shall  be 
valid  unless  it  also  requires  the  issuance  of  the 
permit  in  all  cases  except  where  the  time,  place, 
and  manner  are  not  in  conformity  with  rules 
adopted  hereunder  and  except  where  the  permit 
would  conflict  as  to  time  or  place  with  a  permit 
previously  issued;  and  provided,  further,  that, 
notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  chap- 
ter 222  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  no  fee  shall  be 
charged  for  any  such  permit. 

7.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
also  have  exclusive  authority  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal 
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rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general 
law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular 
street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping  or  standing  of  vehicles  en,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
including  rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way 
or  part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through  way 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of 
chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws. 

8.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
further  have  exclusive  authority,  except  as  other- 
wise herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  prohibiting  or 
regulating  the  leaving  of  vehicles  unattended  within 
the  limits  of  private  ways  furnishing  means  of 
access  for  fire  apparatus  to  any  building. 

9.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
adopt,  amend,  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not 
repugnant  to  law,  prescribing  "  penalty,  not  ex- 
ceeding $50,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or 
regulation  adopted  under  this  act  which  is  not 
disposed  of  under  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws;  provided  that  no  penalty  shall  be 
imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran  whose  vehicle 
bears  the  distinctive  number  plates  authorized  by 
section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the  Gneral  Laws,  or 
upon  any  handicapped  person  whose  vehicle  dis- 
plays in  the  rear  window  the  distinctive  sticker 
authorized  by  said  section  2,  for  parking  such 
vehicle  on  any  way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
is  then  permitted  by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  act. 

10.  By  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under 
this  act,  the  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
authorize,  with  such  limitations,  if  any,  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  may  think  proper, 
the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  or  such 
sergeants  or  officers  of  higher  rank  in  the  police 
department  of  the  city  as  the  police  commissioner 
may  from  time  to  time  designate,  to  remove 
through  the  agency  of  a  person  or  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  transportation  department,  or  by  an 
independent  contractor  selected  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  bids  invited  by  advertisement  in  the 
City  Record,  as  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  any  vehicle 
parked  or  standing  on  any  part  of  any  such  street, 
way,  highway,  road,  or  parkway  in  such  manner  as 
to  impede  in  any  way  the  plowing  or  removal  of 
snow  or  ice  or  in  violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation 
which  prohibits  the  parking  or  standing  or  stopping 
of  all  vehicles  on  such  part  at  such  time  and  recites 
that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine,  and  may  impose 
liability  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal, 
and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting 
therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such  vehicle;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  liability  so  imposed  for 
removal  and  storage  shall  be  within  limits  stated  in 
such  rule  or  regulation,  and  that  neither  such 
removal  nor  such  storage  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
services  rendered  or  work  performed  by  the  city  or 


any  department  thereof  within  the  meaning  of 
chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  liable  to 
the  owner  of  such  vehicle  for  any  damage  caused 
to  it  arising  out  of  negligence  in  the  course  of  such 
removal  and  storage.  No  rule  or  regulation  reciting 
that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine  shall  be  valid  unless, 
in  a  writing  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
transportation  commission  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  such  rule  or  regulation,  the  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  certified  that  after  taking 
into  account  the  pubUc  safety  and  convenience, 
the  reasonable  free  circulation  of  vehicular  traffic 
and  the  need  for  providing  in  the  streets,  ways, 
highways,  roads  and  parkways  of  the  city  the 
maximum  number  of  parking  spaces  at  all  times,  he 
is  of  opinion  that  such  rule  or  regulation  is 
required  by  urgent  public  necessity. 

11.  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
act,  prohibiting  for  any  period  of  time  between  a 
specified  hour  of  one  day  and  a  specified  hour  of 
the  next  day  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles  on 
the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  may  provide  that  it  shall 
apply  to  the  alternate  sides  thereof  on  specified 
days.  No  warning  sign  need  be  maintained  in 
connection  with  any  rule  or  regulation  so  pro- 
viding; nor  shall  any  such  rule  or  regulation  be 
subject  to  section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General 
Laws. 

12.  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
act,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles 
on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways,  under 
the  control  of  the  city,  may  provide  that  it  shall 
not  apply  at  such  times  as  shall  be  prescribed  in 
such  rule  or  regulation  to  any  motor  vehicle 
registered  under  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  at 
an  address  within  the  district  in  which  the  exclu- 
sion is  to  apply.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  shall  prescribe 
from  time  to  time  the  boundaries  of  each  district 
within  which  the  exclusion  shall  apply.  He  shall 
adopt  regulations  and  establish  a  service  fee  for 
issuance  of  a  permit  and  identification  device  to 
qualified  applicants  and  shall  issue  such  permits  to 
all  qualified  applicants  who  have  paid  the  service 
fee. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act  and  of  section  20C 
of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  such  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities  operated  by  the  city  as 
the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  during  such  periods  of  time 
as  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

13.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  exclusive  authority  to  designate  parts  of 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  as  loading  zones.  Every 
designation  of  a  loading  zone  under  this  section 
shall  take  effect  on  such  date  as  the  commissioner 
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of  transportation  shall  determine  and  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked  by  the  commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation if  he  deems  the  continuation  of  such  zone  to 
be  inconsistent  with  the  pubHc  interest.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  any  loading  zone  designated 
under  this  section. 

14.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  with  the 
secretary  of  the  commissioner  of  transportation  by 
fifty  registered  voters  of  the  city  a  petition  for  a 
pubUc  hearing  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation 
adopted,  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  by  the 
commissioner  of  transportation,  the  transportation 
commission  shall  hold  such  a  hearing  on  such  rule 
or  regulation:  and  final  action  on  such  rule  or 
regulation  shall  be  determined  only  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  entire  membership  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

15.  No  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended, 
altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation or  by  the  transportation  commission 
shall  take  effect  until  published  in  the  City  Record. 

16.  Neither  section  14  or  15  of  this  act,  nor 
section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended, 

.altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation which,  by  its  terms,  is  to  be  operative  for 
less  than  sixty-one  days. 

17.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  commissioner  of  transportation  or 
the  transportation  commission  to  adopt  any  rule  or 
regulation  excluding  the  street  railway  cars  or 
trackless  trolley  vehicles  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  from  any  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  cti  parkway,  or  any  part  of  any 
thereof,  in  which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify  or 
limit  any  power  or  authority  of  the  metropolitan 
district  commission,  the  state  department  of  public 
works,  or  the  state  department  of  public  utilities, 
or  to  modify  or  limit  any  power  or  authority  of 
the  police  commissioner  to  regulate  street  uses 
under  any  license  or  permit  granted  by  him. 

18.  Section  1  of  chapter  140  of  the  Acts  of 
1934,  as  amended  by  section  9  of  chapter  338  of 
the  Acts  of  1962,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  line  1,  the  words  "traffic  and  parking 
commissioner"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "commissioner  of  transportation." 

19.  Section  1  of  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of 
1959,  as  amended  by  section  14  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
line  8,  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

20.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  203  of  the  Acts 
of  1959,  as  amended  by  section  15  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
line  4,  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

21.  The  first  sentence  of  section  22A  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by 
section  16  of  said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  fuither 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and 
parking  commission  or  promulgated  by  its  commis- 


sioner of  traffic  and  parking."  inserted  by  said 
section  16,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation"  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  paiking  commission"  so 
inserted  and  b''  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  v.'ords 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

22.  Section  17A  of  chapter  45  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  17  of 
said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and  parking," 
inserted  by  said  section  17,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "transportation." 

23.  The  first  sentence  of  section  18  of  chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  chapter  76 
of  the  Acts  of  1969,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  and  paiking  commission" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "ccTimis- 
sioner  of  transportation." 

24.  The  first  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph  of 
said  section  18  of  said  chapter  90,  as  amended  by 
section  19  of  chapter  338  of  the  Acts  of  1968.  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  wherever 
they  appear,  the  words  "traffic  and  parking  com- 
mission" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  in  each 
instance  the  words  "commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation." 

25.  The  second  sentence  of  the  second  para- 
graph of  section  20A  of  said  chapter  90,  as 
amended  by  section  20  of  said  chapter  338,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"traffic  and  parking  commission"  and  mserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of  trans- 
portation." 

26.  The  first  sentence  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of 
section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
appearing  in  chapter  119  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "traffic 
and  parking  commission"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation." 

27.  Section  56  of  chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first 
sentence,  as  appearing  in  section  22  of  said  chapter 
338,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sentence:  "In  any  city  or  town  which  accepts  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  no  person  shall  engage  in 
the  business  of  conducting  or  maintaining  an 
open-air  parking  space  without  a  Ucense  therefor 
granted,  in  the  city  of  Boston  by  its  commissioner 
of  transportation,  and  in  any  other  city  or  town  by 
the  local  licensing  authority,  approved  in  every  city 
or  town,  except  Boston,  by  the  head  of  the  fire 
department. 

Section  28.  Section  1  of  chapter  474  of  the 
Acts  of  1946  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "traffic  and  parking."  inserted  by 
section  10  of  chapter  338  of  the  Acts  of  1962,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "transpor- 
tation." 

29.  Clause  (a)  of  section  1  of  said  chapter  474, 
as  appearing  in  section  11  of  said  chapter  338,  is 
here  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  10  the  words 
"traffic  and  parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "transportation." 
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30.  Section  1  of  chapter  392  of  the  Acts  of 
1930  is  here  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  5  the 
words  "and  hackney  stands,  both." 

31.  Said  chapter  392  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  sectiom  8  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

"Section  8.  The  commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation of  said  city  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
designate  certain  portions,  other  than  sidewalks,  of 
public  ways  in  said  city  to  be  used  and  known  as 
public  hackney  stands,  and  shaO  have  exclusive 
authority  to  make  rules  and  orders  for  the  regula- 
tion of  such  stands  with  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof  not  exceeding  S20  for  each  offense.  Jjuch 
stands  shall  be  equally  free  and  open  of  access  to 
all  vehicles  whose  owners  are  licensed  under 
section  4,  who  have  complied  with  all  provisions  of 
sections  2  to  8,  inclusive,  of  this  net,  relative  to 
such  stands,  and  with  all  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  commissioner  of  transportation  relative  there- 
to. Within  the  downtown  area  of  the  city,  as  those 
words  are  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  233  of 
the  Acts  of  1961,  the  commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  establish  such 
stands  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  quarter  of 
a  mile.  All  such  stands  shall  be  plainly  marked  as 
public  hackney  stands.  No  motor  vehicles  other 
than  a  hackney  carriage  licensed  under  section  4 
shall  make  use  of  any  such  public  hackeny  stand." 

32.  Chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as 
amended,  is  repealed,  provided,  however,  that  all 
rules,  regulations,  and  designations  in  force  under 
that  act  shall  remain  in  effect  until  amended  or 
repealed  under  this  act. 

33.  Any  person  holding  immediately  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  an  office  or  position 
in  the  service  of  the  traffic  and  parking  department 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  under  a  permanent  appoint- 
ment as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws,  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  service 
of  the  department  of  transportation  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  connection 
with  such  transfer  a  change  of  title  and  duties  but 
not  any  diminution  of  the  salary  grade,  of  such 
position  may  be  made;  provided,  however,  that 
there  shall  be  no  impairment  of  his  seniority  or 
retirement  rights.

and  any  other  agency  involved  in  the  future  land 
disposition  use  in  the  Fort  Point  Channel-Dover

in  passing  the  same. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
July  1,  1970;  provided,  however,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938  as  in 
effect  immediately  prior  to  said  date  shall  continue 
in  effect  and  shall,  if  the  applicant  so  elects,  apply 
to  applications  filed  under  said  chapter  479  on  or 
before  June  30,  1971,  and  all  work  under  such 
applications. 

Section  3.  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  106,  as 
amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  106.  For  the  purposes  of  this  code,  the 
words  and  phrases  defined  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  so  defined  except  when  the  context 
clearly  indicates  that  another  meaning  is  intended.

Said  chapter  479  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  121  and  also 
sections  124-132,  inclusive. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  479  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  aU  after  Part  I  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following.

of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  amending  chapter  474 
of  the  Acts  of  1946  by  inserting  after  section  5C 
the  following  sections: 

Section  5D.  To  provide,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  funds  in  addition  to  the  funds  provided  by 
sections  5,  5A,  5B,  and  5C,  the  city  may  borrow, 
from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
under  this  section  $20,000,000,  and  may  issue  and 
sell  at  public  sale  serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city 
therefor,  which  shall  be  registered  or  with  interest 
coupons  attached  as  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
city  may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words  "City  of  Boston,  Parking 
Facilities  Loan,  Act  of  1970."  Each  issue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be 
paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  their 
dates.  Debt  incurred  from  time  to  time  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the 


limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by 
law,  but  shall,  except  as  herein  provided  be  subject 
to  the  provisions,  applicable  to  the  city,  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  exclusive  of  the  limitation 
contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  7 
thereof.  Said  collector-treasurer  may  issue  tempo- 
rary notes  of  the  city  payable  in  not  more  than  one 
year  from  their  dates,  in  anticipation  of  the  issue 
of  serial  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  this  section, 
but  the  time  within  which  such  serial  bonds  or 
notes  shall  become  due  and  payable  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  such  temporary  notes,  be  extended 
beyond  the  time  fixed  by  this  section.  All  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  such  serial 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
thereof. 

Section  5E.  To  insure  that  the  maximum 
amount  of  land  in  the  city  of  Boston  is  devoted  to 
its  highest  and  best  use,  if  said  city  acting  by  its 
PubUc  Facilities  Commission  determines  that  the 
highest  and  best  use  of  land  in  said  city  needed  for 
public  off-street  parking  purposes  other  than  a 
park,  playground,  or  similar  purpose  is  residential, 
commercial,  or  industrial,  or  any  combination 
thereof,  and  that  such  use  is  neither  incompatible 
nor  inconsistent  with  the  public  purpose,  said  city, 
acting  as  aforesaid,  may  so  design  and  construct 
any  facihty  to  be  erected  thereon  as  to  meet  the 
public  purpose  and  al,so  to  accommodate  the  other 
purpose. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  that  section  2 
of  chapter  274  of  the  Acts  of  1914  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  sentence,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  27  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence:

sentence  of  section  6  of  chapter  418  of  the  Acts  of 
1890,  as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  60  of 
the  Acts  of  1955,  by  striking  out  in  line  6  the  word 
"two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"five,"  and  amending  also  the  first  sentence  of 
section  30  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter  60,  by 
striking  out  in  line  13  the  word  "two"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "five."

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  petition  for  legisla- 
tion submitted  to  you  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  which  would  establish  a  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  in  place  of  the  existing 
Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking. 

The  purpose  of  the  legislation  is  to  consolidate 
all  of  the  transportation  functions  now  being 
exercised  by  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  and  to  give  recognition  to  the  broader 
aspect  of  these  duties  by  renaming  the  department 
and  designating  a  broader  sphere  of  activity  in  this 
field. 

I  urge  your  early  approval  of  the  attached 
petition.

that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  that: 

1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
hereinafter  called  the  city,  a  department,  known  as 
the  transportation  department,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  transportation  depart- 
ment a  board,  known  as  the  transportation  com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  four  other  officers,  known  as  associate 
commissioners  of  transportation.  The  police  com- 
missioner, the  fire  commissioner,  the  commissioner 
of  public  works,  and  the  commissioner  of  real 
property  of  the  city  shall  be,  ex  officiis,  the 
associate  commissioners  of  transportation. 

The  commissioner  of  transportation,  shall  re- 
ceive such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor.  The  associate  commissioners  of  trans- 
portation shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  as  associate  commissioners  of  transporta- 
tion. 

2.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
exclusively  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the  making 
of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
engineers,  experts,  assistants,  and  other  employees 
for  the  transportation  department;  but  in  the 
exercise  of  such  powers  and  the  performance  of 
such  duties  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  statutes  and 
ordinances  applicable  generally  to  departments  of 
the  city. 

The  commissioner  of  transportation  may  from 
time  to  time  estabhsh  not  exceeding  five  ranks 
below  that  of  commissioner  and  fix  the  number  of 
persons  to  be  respectively  employed  therein,  which 
shall  not  exceed  five  in  the  aggregate.  The  incum- 
bents of  these  ranks  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  and  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
commissioner.  The  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall 
not  apply  to  any  said  ranks;  provided,  however, 
that  if  a  person  appointed  to  any  of  said  ranks 
holds,  immediately  prior  to  such  appointment,  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  said  laws  and  rules, 
upon  removal  from  any  of  said  ranks  he  shall 
forthwith  be  reinstated  without  loss  of  seniority  in 
such  office  or  position  or,  it,  whUe  he  was  holding 
any  of  said  ranks  he  was  promoted  to  a  higher 
office  or  position  subject  to  said  law  and  rules,  he 
shall  forthwith  be  installed  in  such  higher  office  or 
position  likewise  without  loss  of  seniority.  The 
exemption  from  the  civil  service  law  and  rules 
provided  by  this  paragraph  shall  be  in  addition  to 
any  and  all  other  exemptions  from  such  law  and 
rules.  The  incumbents  of  the  ranks  established 
under  this  paragraph  shall  have  such  powers  and 
duties  as  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
from  time  to  time  respectively  designate  for  them, 


including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  power  to  exercise 
his  powers  in  the  event  of  his  absence  or  disability. 

3.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
divide  the  transportation  department  into  such 
divisions  as  said  commissioner  shall  adjudge  neces- 
sary for  the  conduct  of  the  business  and  operation 
of  the  department. 

4.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
serve  as  technical  advisor  to  the  mayor  and  to  such 
other  departments  as  the  mayor  may  designate  in 
all  matters  related  to  transportation.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  transportation  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to.  the  use  of  public  ways 
by  persons  and  vehicles,  parking, and  public  trans- 
portation including  transportation  by  bus,  taxi, 
railroad,  rapid  transit,  and  airplane.  The  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  shall  also  represent  the 
city  in  intergovernmental  activities  related  to  trans- 
portation unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  or 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  mayor. 

5.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  power  to  make,  erect, and  maintain,  or  cause 
to  be  made,  erected,  and  maintained,  traffic  signs 
signals,  markings,  and  other  devices  in  the  public 
right  of  way  for  the  control  of  street  traffic  in  the 
city  and  for  informing  and  warning  the  pubhc  as  to 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  or  promulgated 
under  this  act,  subject,  however,  to  section  2  of 
chapter  85,  and  sections  8  and  9  of  chapter  89  of 
the  General  Laws.  He  shall  further  have  the  power 
to  specify  traffic  channeling  and  other  directive 
devices  to  be  constructed  by  the  public  works 
department  of  the  city  in  the  public  right  of  way 
for  control  and  guidance  of  traffic. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  public 
convenience  in  the  use  of  the  streets,  ways, 
highways,  roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control 
of  the  city,  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
shall  have  exclusive  authority  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter,  and  repeal  rules,  which  shall  be  reasonable 
and  not  repugnant  to  law,  regulating  the  time, 
place,  and  manner  of  parades,  processions,  and 
other  organized  formations  of  persons  or  vehicles, 
other  than  funeral  processions  and  picket  lines,  in 
or  upon  all  or  any  such  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways,  and  prescribing  that  no 
person  shall  take  part  in  any  parade,  procession,  or 
other  organized  formation  of  persons  or  vehicles, 
other  than  a  funeral  procession  or  a  picket  line,  in 
or  upon  any  such  street,  way,  highway,  road,  or 
parkway  unless  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
has  granted  a  permit  for  such  parade,  procession, 
or  formation.  No  rule  prescribing  a  permit  shall  be 
valid  unless  it  also 'requires  the  issuance  of  the 
permit  in  all  cases  except  where  the  time,  place, 
and  manner  are  not  in  conformity  with  rules 
adopted  hereunder  and  except  where  the  permit 
would  conflict  as  to  time  or  place  with  a  permit 
previously  issued;  and  provided,  further,  that, 
notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  chap- 
ter 222  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  no  fee  shall  be 
charged  for  any  such  permit. 

7.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
also  have  exclusive  authority  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal 
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rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general 
law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular 
street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping  or  standing  of  vehicles  on,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
including  rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way 
or  part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through  way 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of 
chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws. 

8.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
further  have  exclusive  authority,  except  as  other- 
wise herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  prohibiting  or 
regulating  the  leaving  of  vehicles  unattended  within 
the  limits  of  private  ways  furnishing  means  of 
access  for  fire  apparatus  to  any  building. 

9.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
adopt,  amend,  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not 
repugnant  to  law,  prescribing  "  penalty,  not  ex- 
ceeding $50,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or 
regulation  adopted  under  this  act  which  is  not 
disposed  of  under  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws;  provided  that  no  penalty  shall  be 
imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran  whose  vehicle 
bears  the  distinctive  number  plates  authorized  by 
section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the  Gneral  Laws,  or 
upon  any  handicapped  person  whose  vehicle  dis- 
plays in  the  rear  window  the  distinctive  sticker 
authorized  by  said  section  2,  for  parking  such 
vehicle  on  any  way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
is  then  permitted  by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  act. 

10.  By  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under 
this  act,  the  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
authorize,  with  such  Limitations,  if  any,  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  may  think  proper, 
the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  or  such 
sergeants  or  officers  of  higher  rank  in  the  police 
department  of  the  city  as  the  police  commissioner 
may  from  time  to  time  designate,  to  remove 
through  the  agency  of  a  person  or  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  transportation  department,  or  by  an 
independent  contractor  selected  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  bids  invited  by  advertisement  in  the 
City  Record,  as  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  any  vehicle 
parked  or  standing  on  any  part  of  any  such  street, 
way,  highway,  road,  or  parkway  in  such  manner  as 
to  impede  in  any  way  the  plowing  or  removal  of 
snow  or  ice  or  in  violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation 
which  prohibits  the  parking  or  standing  or  stopping 
of  all  vehicles  on  such  part  at  such  time  and  recites 
that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine,  and  may  impose 
liability  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal, 
and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting 
therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such  vehicle;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  liability  so  imposed  for 
removal  and  storage  shaU  be  within  limits  stated  in 
such  rule  or  regulation,  and  that  neither  such 
removal  nor  such  storage  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
services  rendered  or  work  performed  by  the  city  or 


any  departmerit  thereof  within  the  meaning  of 
chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949:  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  liable  to 
the  owner  of  such  vehicle  for  any  damage  caused 
to  it  arising  out  of  negligence  in  the  course  of  such 
removal  and  storage.  No  rule  or  regulation  reciting 
that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine  shall  be  valid  unless, 
in  a  writing  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
transportation  commission  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  such  rule  or  regulation,  the  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  certified  that  after  taking 
into  account  the  public  safety  and  convenience, 
the  reasonable  free  circulation  of  vehicular  traffic 
and  the  need  for  providing  in  the  streets,  ways, 
highways,  roads  and  parkways  of  the  city  the 
maximum  number  of  parking  spaces  at  all  times,  he 
is  of  opinion  that  such  rule  or  regulation  is 
required  by  urgent  public  necessity. 

IL  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
act,  prohibiting  for  any  period  of  time  between  a 
specified  hour  of  one  day  and  a  specified  hour  of 
the  next  day  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles  on 
the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  may  provide  that  it  shall 
apply  to  the  alternate  sides  thereof  on  specified 
days.  No  warning  sign  need  be  maintained  in 
cormection  with  any  rule  or  regulation  so  pro- 
viding; nor  shall  any  such  rule  or  regulation  be 
subject  to  section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General 
Laws. 

12.  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
act,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles 
on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways,  under 
the  control  of  the  city,  may  provide  that  it  shall 
not  apply  at  such  times  as  shall  be  prescribed  in 
such  rule  or  regulation  to  any  motor  vehicle 
registered  under  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  at 
an  address  within  the  district  in  which  the  exclu- 
sion is  to  apply.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  shall  prescribe 
from  time  to  time  the  boundaries  of  each  district 
within  which  the  exclusion  shall  apply.  He  shall 
adopt  regulations  and  establish  a  service  fee  for 
issuance  of  a  permit  and  identification  device  to 
qualified  applicants  and  shall  issue  such  permits  to 
all  qualified  applicants  who  have  paid  the  service 
fee. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act  and  of  section  20C 
of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  such  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities  operated  by  the  city  as 
the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  during  such  periods  of  time 
as  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

13.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  exclusive  authority  to  designate  parts  of 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  as  loading  zones.  Every 
designation  of  a  loading  zone  under  this  section 
shall  take  effect  on  such  date  as  the  commissioner 
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of  transportation  shall  determine  and  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked  by  the  commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation if  he  deems  the  continuation  of  such  zone  to 
be  inconsistent  with  the  public  interest.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  any  loading  zone  designated 
under  this  section. 

14.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  with  the 
secretary  of  the  commissioner  of  transportation  by 
fifty  registered  voters  of  the  city  a  petition  for  a 
public  hearing  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation 
adopted,  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  by  the 
commissioner  of  transportation,  the  transportation 
commission  shall  hold  such  a  hearing  on  such  rule 
or  regulation:  and  final  action  on  such  rule  or 
regulation  shall  be  determined  only  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  entire  membership  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

15.  No  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended, 
altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation or  by  the  transportation  commission 
shall  take  effect  until  published  in  the  City  Record. 

16.  Neither  section  14  or  15  of  this  act,  nor 
section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended, 

.altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation which,  by  its  terms,  is  to  be  operative  for 
less  than  sixty -one  days. 

17.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  commissioner  of  transportation  or 
the  transportation  commission  to  adopt  any  rule  or 
regulation  e.xcluding  the  street  railway  cars  or 
trackless  troDey  vehicles  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  from  any  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  cJr  parkway,  or  any  part  of  any 
thereof,  in  which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify  or 
limit  any  power  or  authority  of  the  metropoUtan 
district  commission,  the  state  department  of  public 
works,  or  the  state  department  of  public  utilities, 
or  to  modify  or  limit  any  power  or  authority  of 
the  police  commissioner  to  regulate  street  uses 
under  any  license  or  permit  granted  by  him. 

18.  Section  1  of  chapter  140  of  the  Acts  of 
1934,  as  amended  by  section  9  of  chapter  338  of 
the  Acts  of  1962,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  line  1,  the  words  "traffic  and  parking 
commissioner"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "commissioner  of  transportation." 

19.  Section  1  of  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of 
1959,  as  amended  by  section  14  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
line  8,  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

20.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  203  of  the  Acts 
of  1959,  as  amended  by  section  15  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
line  4,  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

21.  The  first  sentence  of  section  22 A  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by 
section  16  of  said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  fuxlher 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and 
parking  commission  or  promuleated  by  its  commis- 


sioner of  traffic  and  parking."  inserted  by  said 
section  16,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation"  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  parking  cominission"  so 
inserted  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

22.  Section  17 A  of  chapter  45  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  17  of 
said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and  parking," 
inserted  by  said  section  17,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "transportation." 

23.  The  first  sentence  of  section  18  of  chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  chapter  76 
of  the  Acts  of  1969,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  and  parking  commission" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "co.Timis- 
sioner  of  transportation."

"traffic  and  parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "transportation." 
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30.  Section  1  of  chapter  392  of  the  Acts  of 
1930  is  here  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  5  the 
words  "and  hackney  stands,  both."

Within  the  downtown  area  of  the  city,  as  those 
words  are  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  233  of 
the  Acts  of  1961,  the  commissioner  of  transpor- 
tation shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  establish  such 
stands  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  quarter  of 
a  mile.  All  such  stands  shall  be  plainly  marked  as 
public  hackney  stands.  No  motor  vehicles  other 
than  a  hackney  carriage  licensed  under  section  4 
shall  make  use  of  any  such  public  hackeny  stand." 

32.  Chapter  Z63  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as 
amended,  is  repealed,  provided,  however,  that  all 
rules,  regulations,  and  designations  in  force  under 
that  act  shall  remain  in  effect  until  amended  or 
repealed  under  this  act. 

33.  Any  person  holding  immediately  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  an  office  or  position 
in  the  service  of  the  traffic  and  parking  department 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  under  a  permanent  appoint- 
ment as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws,  is  hereby  transferred  lo  the  service 
of  the  department  of  transportation  estabhshed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  connection 
with  such  transfer  a  change  of  title  and  duties  but 
not  any  diminution  of  the  salary  grade,  of  such 
position  may  be  made;  provided,  however,  that 
there  shall  be  no  impairment  of  his  seniority  or 
retirement  rights.

SEVENTY-FIVE  ELDERLY  HOUSING  UNITS 
IN  EACH  WARD  OF  THE  CITY 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  Among  the  many  complex  and  diffi- 
cult problems  affecting  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
acute  shortage  of  housing;  and 

Whereas,  This  problem  is  more  pronounced  in 
the  field  of  housing  for  the  elderly  than  in  any 
other  area;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  universally  agreed  that  our  senior 
citizens  are  entitled  to  adequate,  comfortable 
housing  facilities  in  the  twilight  of  their  lives;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 


Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  calls  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to  immediately 
formulate  plans  for  the  erection  of  seventy-five 
elderly  housing  units  in  every  ward  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  to  take  all  steps  possible  to  enlist  the 
aid  of  the  state  and  federal  governments  in  order  to 
achieve  this  desirable  goal;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved.  That  the  Committee  on  Pubhc  Hous- 
ing be  instructed  to  include  in  its  report  concerning 
Boston  public  housing  program  specific  recommen- 
dations as  to  how  the  spirit  of  this  resolution  may 
be  implemented. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Atkins  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  resolution  was  adopted. 


CONFERENCE  RE  LAND  DISPOSITION  IN 

FORT  POINT  CHANNEL-DOVER  STREET 

BRIDGE  AREA 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  foOowing: 

Whereas,  There  has  been  announced  a  plan 
whereby  the  M.B.T.A.  is  purchasing  twenty-four 
acres  of  railroad  land  from  the  Penn  Central  for  the 
relocation  of  its  Bennett  Street-Cambridge  yards 
for  storage  of  transportation  equipment; and 

Whereas,  Theie  is  also  in  the  area  of  the  Dover 
Street-Fort  Point  Channel  some  ten  acres  of  land 
owned  by  the  M.B.T.A.  and  unfilled  tidelands 
owned  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works; 
and 

Whereas,  A  controversy  is  now  pending  involv- 
ing the  use  of  this  land  for  nontaxable  purposes; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  additional  acreage  owned  by 
the  Penn  Central  Railroad  which  could  be  used  for 
industrial  redevelopment  to  attract  displaced  busi- 
ness firms  which  have  to  be  relocated  for  road 
building  and  other  public  eminent  domain  pur- 
poses; and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  does  not 
have  information  on  the  general  land  disposition  of 
parcels  of  railroad  and  other  land  owned  by  public 
authorities  in  the  area;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
set  up  a  conference  with  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority,  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority,  Penn  Central  Railroad,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority,  Massachusetts  Port  Authority, 
and  any  other  agency  involved  in  the  future  land 
disposition  use  in  the  Fort  Point  Channel-Dover 
Street  Bridge  area  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
master  plan  for  the  best  land  use  in  this  area;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  notify  the 
Boston  City  Council  of  such  a  conference  and 
inform  the  said  Council  of  the  progress  of  any 
negotiations  for  the  future  use  of  any  land  in  this 
general  area  with  'the  purpose  of  acquiring  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  much  of  this 
proposed  site  as  possible  for  industrial  redevelop- 
ment for  taxable  uses  and  relocation  of  displaced 
businesses  which  are  now  threatened  with  eviction 
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from  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  lack  of 
suitable  relocation  sites. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  the  resolu- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


"COMBAT  ZONE"  INCLUDED  IN  BOYLSTON- 
ESSEX  URBAN  RENEWAL 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  foUowing: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  order  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  including  in  the  Boylston-Essex 
Street  "Mini"  Central  Business  District  Project  that 
area  on  Essex  street  known  as  the  "Combat  Zone" 
in  this  project;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  project  area  could  then 
be  utilized  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
originally  intended  under  the  Central  District 
Business  Plan  which  was  originally  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  in  1966.

Whenever  any  city  officer  or  em- 
ployee becomes  a  defendant  in  any  criminal 
proceeding  arising  out  of  an  occurrence,  trans- 
action, or  event  directly  relating  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  the  position  of  the  said 
officer  or  employee,  said  officer  or  employee  may 
be  reijnbursed  upon  the  conclusion  of  the  criminal 
proceeding  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  legal  repre- 
sentation, or,  should  such  reasonable  costs  of  legal 
representation  be  provided  by  the  collective  bar- 
gaining agent  of  the  employee  or  officer,  reim- 
bursement may  be  made  to  said  collective  bargain- 
ing agent,  provided  that,  a  board  composed  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  or  his  designee,  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  or  his  designee,  and  a 
representative  of  organized  labor  determines  that 
(1)  the  incident  directly  related  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  the  position  of  the  said 
employee  or  officer;  (2)  the  behavior  of  the 
employee  or  officer  was  not  such  as  to  bring 
discredit  upon  himself  or  the  city.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
Compensation  and  Classification  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel,  whenever  a  new  position 
is  established,  is  required,  after  an  investigation  of 
the  actual  and  proposed  duties  and  responsibihties 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  to  classify  the  position  by  allocating  it  to 
its  appropriate  class. 

Section  62  of  chapter  218  of  the  General  Laws 
currently  provides  for  a  Chief  Court  Officer  in  the 
Municipal  Court  of  Roxbury  District,  the  Munici- 
pal Court  of  Dorchester  District,  the  Municipal 
Court  of  West  Roxbury  District,  and  the  East 
Boston  District  Court,  and  for  Assistant  Chief 
Court  Officer  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  Roxbury 
District  and  the  Municipal  Court  of  Dorchester 
District. 

The  current  plan  does  not  provide  for  a  Chief 
Court  Officer  in  the  East  Boston  District  Court  or 
for  an  Assistant  Chief  Court  Officer  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court  of  Roxbury  District  or  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Dorchester  District. 


Therefore,  in  order  to  include  these  additional

successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  model 
city  administrator  shall  receive  such  aimual  salary 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  mayor. 
The  model  city  admijiistrator  shall  have  fuU  power 
and  responsibility  to  administer  and  carry  out  in 
this  city  the  comprehensive  city  demonstration 
program   under  the  federal  Demonstration  Cities 
and  Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1906  as 
heretofore  or  hereafter  supplemented  or  amended. 
The  mayor  may  also  appoint  for  a  like  term  a 
deputy  model  city  administrator,  who  shall,  if  the 
model  city  administrator  is  temporarily  unable  to 
perform  his  duties  by  reason  of  absence,  illness,  or 
other  cause,  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  such  administrator  until  such  disability 
ceases.  The  deputy  model  city  administrator  shall 
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receive  such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  fixed  by  the  mayor,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  model  city  administrator  shall 
from  time  to  time  assign. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  until  said  July  1, 
1974,  a  board  known  as  the  model  neighborhood 
board,  which  shall  be  the  official  community 
representative  of  the  model  neighborhood.

residents  of  Precincts  3,  4,  5,  and  7  in  Ward  8  and 
Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in  Ward  12;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts 
6,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  8  and  Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in 
Ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by 
the  residents  of  Precinct  6  in  Ward  12,  Precinct  3 
in  Ward  13,  and  Precincts  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  in 
Ward  14;  and  in  the  case  of  the  three  remaining 
members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts  4,5,6,  7,  8, 
and  9  in  Ward  14;  provided,  however,  that  the 
initial  members  of  said  board  shall  be  the  persons 
elected  at  the  election  held  under  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  city  council  on  April  26,  1967,  and 
approved  by  the  mayor  on  April  27,  1967,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1970.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  1970,  an 
election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  at  which  residents  of  said 
precincts  as  determined  by  the  then  latest  listing  of 
the  listing  board  shall  elect  persons  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  model  neighborhood  board  from 
the  first  Monday  in  May,  1970,  until  the  first 
Monday  in  July,  1972.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in 
June,  1972,  another  election  shall  be  so  conducted 
at  which  residents  of  said  precincts  as  determined 
by  the  then  latest  listing  of  the  listing  board  shall 
elect  persons  to  serve  as  members  of  the  model 
neighborhood  board  from  the  first  Monday  in  July, 
1972,  until  July  1, 1974.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term 
by  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  precincts  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs.  The  members  of  the 
model  neighborhood  board  shall  be  reimbursed 
from  model  city  program  funds  for  loss  of  compen- 
sation and  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  members  of  said 
board  are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Before  appointing  a  model  city  administrator, 
the  mayor  shall  submit  the  name  of  his  proposed 
appointee  to  the  model  neighborhood  board.  Said 
board  may  within  ten  days  after  the  submission  of 
such  name  make  such  recommendation  with  re- 
spect to  such  appointment  as  said  board  may  see 
fit;  and  the  mayor  shall  consider  such  recom- 
mendation before  making  such  appointment. 

The  model  neighborhood  board  may  at  any  time 
initiate  a  review  of  the  administrator's  perform- 
ance. Whenever,  after  such  a  review,  a  majority  of 


the  members  of  said  board  recommend  the  removal 
of  the  administrator  in  writing,  specifying  the 
grounds  and  the  supporting  evidence,  the  mayor 
shall  accept  or  reject  such  recommendation  after 
providing  the  board  and  the  administrator  notice 
and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.

Subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  Staff  Director,  the  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees shall: 

a.  Make  arrangements  at  the  request  of  the 
appropriate  committee  chairman  for  each  com- 
mittee meeting  and  hearing. 

b.  Provide  for  the  preparation  of  minutes 
and  stenographic  transcripts  of  committee 
meetings  and  hearings. 

c.  Assist  CounciQors  in  preparing  original 
and  amended  orders,  resolutions,  and  commit- 
tee reports. 

d.  Supervise  the  activities  of  the  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Committees. 

e.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  Staff 
Director. 

3.  Chief  of  Research.  Subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  Staff  Director,  the  Chief  of  Research 
shall: 

a.  Undertake  or  direct  research  in  regard  to 
problems  and  projects  submitted  to  him  by 
Council  committees  or  individual  Councillors. 

b.  Supervise  the  work  of  research  analysts 
and  assist  in  the  indoctrination  and  supervision 
of  summer  interns. 

c.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  Staff 
Director. 

4.  Chief  of  Administrative  Services.  Subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Staff  Director,  the  Chief  of 
Administrative  Services  shall: 

a.  Keep  the  accounts  and  prepare  the  bud- 
get and  financial  reports  of  the  Council. 

b.  Furnish  and  maintain  an  appropriate 
stock  of  stationery,  stamps  business  equipment, 
and  office  supplies,  and  supervise  the  distri- 
bution of  same. 

c.  Supervise  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  Council  facilities;,  furnishings,  and  equip- 
ment. 

d.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  Staff 
Director.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  RE  HITCHHIKING 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  24,  1969. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved  the  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  December  8,  1969,  entitled 


"An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Hitchhiking  on  the 
Streets  of  the  City  of  Boston,"  which  was  pre- 
sented to  me  for  approval  on  December  9,  1969. 
My  objections  thereto  are  as  follows,. 

G.  L.,  c.  90,  s.  18A,  which  in  July,  1964,  was 
accepted  by  the  then  City  Council  with  the 
approval  of  the  then  Mayor,  vests  the  power  to 
regulate  the  use  by  pedestrians  of  ways  within  the 
control  of  the  city  in  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission,  fixing  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of 
any  rule  adopted  under  that  power  at  $1  for  the 
first,  second,  and  third  offenses  committed  in  a 
particular  judicial  district  in  a  particular  calendar 
year.  I  am  advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that 
the  acceptance  of  the  statute  just  cited  has 
precluded  the  City  Council  from  passing  the 
ordinance  returned  herewith. 

In  this  connection  it  is  noteworthy  that  in 
October,  1964,  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commis- 
sion with  the  approval  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  adopted  pedestrian  control  rules  as 
authorized  by  the  statute  just  mentioned.  Para- 
graph (c)  in  Rule  6  of  those  rules  expressly 
precludes  any  pedestrian  from  standing  in  any 
roadway  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  a  ride,  so  that 
hitchhiking  is  already  regulated. 

I  recognized  that  the  ordinance  returned  here- 
with not  only  prohibits  hitchhiking  but  further 
provides:  "nor  shall  any  person  operating  a  motor 
vehicle  upon  any  street  stop  said  vehicle  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  such  transportation,"  i.e., 
free  transportation.  Under  this  provision  one  could 
no  longer  voluntarily  pick  up  a  neighbor  and  drive 
him  to  an  MBTA  stop  or  station  on  a  stormy  day 
or  at  any  other  time  without  violating  the  ordi- 
nance. Neighborly  acts  of  this  kind  are,  in  my 
opinion,  to  be  encouraged  rather  than  forbidden.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 

Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  lOB,  inserted 
by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  IOC. 
Drug  Abuse  Coordinating  Council. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  coordinating  council  on  drug  abuse, 
consisting  of  the  corporation  counsel,  the  commis- 
sioner of  health  and  hospitals,  the  penal  institu- 
tions commissioner,  the  police  commissioner,  and 
the  chairman  of  the  youth  activities  commission, 
ex  officiis,  or  their  respective  designees,  and 
sixteen  persons  appointed  by  the  Mayor  each  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  In  making  the 
appointments  to  be  made  by  him  the  mayor  shall 
give  consideration  to  the  appointment  of  persons 
associated  with,  or  representative  of,  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs,  the 
Division  of  Food  and  Drugs  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  the  probation  officers  of 
the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Boston  Juvenile  Court,  and  the  other  municipal 
and  district  courts  in  the  city,  the  public,  and  the 
nonpublic,  schools  in  the  city,  the  model  cities 
drug  program,  the  Boston  Teachers  Union,  the 
Drug  Treatment  and  Drug  Education  Committee  of 
United  Community  Services  of  Metropolitan  Bos- 
ton, and  the  project  currently  coordinated  by  the 
Boston  University  Mental  Health  Center  and  the 
Boston  College-Urban  League  Joint  Center  for 
Intercity  Change.  At  least  two  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  doctors  or 
psychologists  who  have  dealt  with  the  medical  and 
psychological  problems  of  youth  in  Boston. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  members  of  the  board  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice-chairman.  The  mayor  shall  appoint 
a  full-time  executive  secretary  of  the  board.  The 
board  may  appoint  clerical  assistance. 

All  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

Section  2.  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  coordi- 
nating council  on  drug  abuse  to  meet  at  least  once 
a   month;  to  coordinate  to  the  fullest  possible 


extent  the  work  of  all  public  and  private  agencies 
dealing  with  drug  abuse;  to  effect  an  ongoing 
dialogue  and  exchange  of  views  between  such 
agencies;  to  conduct,  either  independently  or  in 
conjunction  with  the  school  committee  of  the  city, 
such  drug  education  programs  as  said  council 
deems  advisable;  to  conduct  studies,  investigations, 
and  research  into  the  source  and  use  of  harmful 
drugs  and  narcotic  drugs  as  those  terms  are 
respectively  defined  in  section  187 A  and  section 
197  of  chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws,  as  now  or 
hereafter  amended;  to  pursue  a  course  of  action  to 
insure  that  all  laws  governing  the  sale,  possession, 
and  use  of  both  harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are 
duly  enforced;  and,  by  the  use  of  such  media  of 
communication  as  said  council  shall  from  time  to 
time  deem  appropriate,  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  informed  respecting  the  use  of  both  harmful 
and  narcotic  drugs. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  TIMILTY,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Final  Report:  Penal  Committee,  Boston  City 
Council. 
Subject:  Suffolk  County  Jail,  Charles  Street^  and 
Deer  Island  House  of  Conection 

In  accordance  with  section  1  of  chapter  126  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Penal  Matters,  on  the  second  of 
December  I  toured  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  at 
Charles  street  and  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island  for  purposes  of  inspecting  said  facilities.  The 
following  observations  and  recommendations  are 
based  upon  that  inspection. 
Charles  Street  JaU 

As  was  indicated  in  the  interim  report  sub- 
mitted on  August  25,  the  structure  is  archaic,  and 
its  physical  condition  is  deteriorating.  Since  the 
June  inspection,  however,  substantial  improve- 
ments have  been  made.  For  purposes  of  additional 
security  the  wall  abutting  on  Fruit  street  was 
elevated  eight  feet,  and  a  new  rear  gate  was 
installed.  New  roofs  were  installed  on  the  west 
wing,  the  kitchen,  and  the  laundry,  thereby  elimi- 
nating the  skylights  on  the  latter  section.  The 
falling  plaster  in  the  kitchen  was  eliminated  by  the 
installation  of  a  new  ceiling.  New  lighting,  stoves, 
and  other  cooking  facilities  were  also  added. 
Finally,  three  coal  furnaces  were  replaced  by  gas 
boilers,  and  the  chimney  near  the  boiler  room  was 
lowered  four  and  one-half  feet  as  a  safety  pre- 
caution. 

Because  the  status  of  the  majority  of  inmates 
at  Charles  street  prohibits  their  employment  within 
the  facility  as  maintenance  workers,  and  because 
the  physical  plant  requires  constant  cleaning  and 
repair  work,  it  is  advised  that  inmates  from  Deer 
Island  be  used  for  this  purpose  and  that  daily 
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transportation  between   the  two   institutions  be 
provided  by  the  county. 

The  improvements  in  the  physical  plant,  which 
for  the  most  part  correct  the  outstanding  defects 
noted  in  the  semiarmual  report,  facilitate  better 
supervision  and  rehabilitation.  It  is  to  be  noted 
once  again,  however,  that  despite  the  com- 
mendable efforts  of  the  staff  and  employees,  and 
despite  the  utilization  of  improved  vocational 
training  programs,  it  is  unrealistic  to  expect  that 
this  facility,  because  of  its  generally  deteriorating 
condition,  can  ever  provide  a  progressive  detention 
center  for  Suffolk  County. 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correction 

Evidence  of  progress  made  in  the  past  year  can 
best  be  summarized  as  the  implementation  of 
programs  proposed  in  1968  and  the  successful 
results  produced. 

The  Work  Release  Program,  under  the  direction 
of  John  Gurry,  was  inaugurated  early  this  year.  At 
the  present  time  eight  men,  selected  on  a  good 
behavior-minimum  risk  basis,  are  working  daily  at 
the  American  Biltrite  Rubber  Company  in  Chelsea. 
These  men  are  segregated  from  the  main  complex, 
living  in  a  building  recently  secured  from  the 
M.D.C.  Out  if  his  salary  each  man  is  required  to 
pay  $3.50  board  and  room  to  the  institution,  as 
well  as  his  carfare  to  and  from  the  place  of 
employment. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  separate  living  quarters, 
the  program  has  been  limited  in  number,  although 
nearly  one-fifth  of  the  total  population  applied.  It 
is  hoped  that  a  recently  converted  dormitory  can 
be  used  for  housing  additional  participants  in  this 
program . 

As  a  result  of  a  $47,000  federal  grant  to  the 
State  Division  of  Employment  Security  under  the 
Manpower  Development  Training  Act,  of  which 
the  House  of  Correction  was  awarded  $25,000, 
thirty  inmates  are  being  trained  in  either  of  two 
categories  -  accounting  or  draftsmanship. 

The  32-week  classroom  course,  under  the  joint 
direction  of  the  Division  of  Employment  Security 
and  the  Boston  School  Department,  provides  inten- 
sive training  in  these  two  practical  fields,  and 
represents  an  even  more  advanced  means  of  prepar- 
ing inmates  for  their  return  to  society.  Upon  their 
release,  those  inmates  who  have  completed  the 
course  will  be  recruited  and  interviewed  by  indus- 
try representatives. 

Finally,  with  the  cooperation  of  various  non- 
profit service  organizations,  secondary  school  train- 
ing is  offered,  special  attention  is  given  to  the 
problem  of  the  Spanish-speaking  and  other  minori- 
ty groups,  and,  in  general,  a  new  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  the  individual  inmate,  his  problems,  and 
his  needs  for  eventual  rehab Uitation.  All  of  these 
programs  are  consistent  with  and  compare  favor- 
ably with  the  modem  trend  in  penology  through- 
out the  country. 

As  was  the  committee's  conclusion  earlier  this 
year,  however,  because  a  major  portion  of  the 
physical  plant  is  antiquated,  progress  that  can  be 
made    in    the   administration   of   this   institution, 


beyond   that  which  has  already  been  noted,  is 

limited. 

Recommendations 

During  the  past  twenty  years  City  Council 
committees,  various  city  departments,  and  inde- 
pendent advisory  agencies  have  produced  countless 
pages  of  detailed  recommendations  for  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  for  the  redistribu- 
tion of  inmates  therein,  and  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  pretrial  detention  center  and  the  renovation 
of  the  existing  House  of  Correction.  Yet  today, 
despite  the  efforts  of  these  groups,  Suffolk  County 
stiU  maintains  a  121-year-old  facility  as  its  princi- 
pal detention  center.  Despite  advice  to  the  con- 
trary, appropriations  are  made  annually  for  short- 
term  renovations,  while  insufficient  priorities  are 
placed  on  remedying  the  entire  situation.  With  the 
Charles  Street  institution  and  several  structures  at 
the  House  of  Correction  approaching  the  expira- 
tion date  of  their  life  expectancy,  and  with  the 
realistic  threat  that  continued  progress  in  adopting 
new  rehabilitation  techniques  will  cease,  the  com- 
mittee urges  that  all  pertii.ant  reports  and  recom- 
mendations be  reviewed  during  this  coming  year. 
Because  of  the  scope  and  detail  encompassed  in 
these  reports,  especially  with  regard  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  1964  treatise  pro- 
duced by  the  Planning  Department,  and  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau's  1965  report,  no 
further  studies  should  ensue  except  to  extract  a 
feasible  reconstruction  plan. 

Both  of  these  studies  enumerate  various  site 
locations  for  the  construction  of  a  new  pretrial 
detention  center.  Theses  sites  are  assessed  on  the 
basis  of  accessibility,  area  and  shape,  topography 
utilities,  and  cost.  Although  recent  development 
has  eliminated  some  of  the  most  favorable  sites 
from  further  consideration,  the  remaining  pro- 
posed locations  must  be  reexamined.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  accessibility  factor  could  be  substantially 
deemphasized  if,  as  recommended  by  this  com- 
mittee in  August,  a  plan  were  developed  for  the 
incorporation  of  a  new  county  court  house  as  part 
of  or  adjacent  to  the  detention  center.  Of  the  eight 
sites  originally  proposed,  this  committee  feels  that 
the  plot  of  land  northwest  of  North  Station, 
fronting  on  Nashua  street,  should  be  first  to  be 
examined. 

As  has  been  noted  here  above,  the  type  of 
facility  used  and  the  success  of  rehabilitation 
programs  are  interdependent.  Architectual  design, 
therefore,  of  any  new  pretrial  detention  center,  as 
well  as  any  new  structures  at  Deer  Island,  is  an 
important  factor  to  be  considered. 

Recent  studies  in  the  field  of  penology,  for 
instance,  favor  the  use  of  security  glass  rather  than 
iron  bars,  the  general  classification  of  prisoners  as 
in  need  of  maximum,  medium,  and  minimum 
security,  the  use  of  small-group  living  facilities  over 
the  individual  cell  unit,  and  the  creation  of 
workshops  within  these  facilities  to  better  enhance 
rehabilitation.  Such  architectural  innovations,  it  is 
noted,  would  solve  many  current  security  problems 
and  would  reduce  estimated  construction  costs. 
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In  August  of  1969  a  detailed  study  of  this 
subject,  entitled  "An  Activity  Book  for  New 
Suffolk  County  Detention  Center,"  was  prepared 
by  Allen  M.  Lieb,  a  student  at  Boston  Architectual 
School.  It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  com- 
mittee that  this  treatise  be  incorporated  into  the 
materials  studied  in  the  preliminary  planning  of 
this  facility. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Re:   Docket  No.  653 

This  order  seeks  legislation  amending  the  Public 
Off-street  Parking  Facilities  Act  of  1946  in  two 
respects. 

First,  a  new  section  5D  would  enable  Boston  to 
borrow  an  additional  $20,000,000  outside  the  debt 
limit  for  pubUc  off-street  parking  facilities.  The 
original  act  authorized  $5,000,000;  St.  1951,  c. 
625,  an  additional  $5,000,000;  St.  1955,  c.  450,  a 
further  $10,000,000;  and  St.  1964,  c.  567, 
$20,000,000  more.  The  latter  amount  is  currently 
being  drawn  down,  so  that  further  authorization 
should  be  obtained. 

The  second  amendment  sought  by  the  order  is 
to  enable  land  devoted  to  public  off-street  parking 
purposes  to  be  used  to  the  fullest  possible  extent 
for  residential,  commercial,  or  industrial  purposes 
not  incompatible  with  the  public  use,  and  thus 
make  the  highest  and  best  use  of  land. 

Your  committee  might  well  recommend  two 
perfecting  amendments.  The  Collector-Treasurer  is 
concerned  about  the  words  "at  public  sale"  in  line 
5  of  section  5D  as  being  more  restrictive  than  the 
General  Laws  and  possibly  troublesome  in  the 
current  tight  money  market.  In  Unes  5  and  6  of  5E 
appear  the  words  "other  than  a  park,  playground, 
or  similar  purpose".  These  words  would  have  been 


apt  if  the  preceding  phrase  had  been  "public 
purposes"  but  not  when  it  is  "pubUc  off-street 
parking  purposes."  Accordingly,  I  suggest  that 
your  committee  report  that  Docket  No.  653  ought 
to  pass  with  amendments  as  follows:  (1)  by 
striking  out,  in  line  5  of  section  5D,  the  words  "at 
public  sale,"  and  (2)  by  striking  out,  in  lines  5  and 
6  of  section  5E,  the  words  "other  than  a  park, 
playground,  or  similar  purpose."

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  December  8)  approving  petition  for 
special  law  to  establish  a  Transportation  Depart- 
ment -  recommending  that  the  order  ought  to  pass 
in  the  following  new  draft : 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
and  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  that: 

1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
hereinafter  called  the  city,  a  department,  known  as 
the  transportation  department,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  transportation  depart- 
ment a  board,  known  as  the  transportation  com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission, and  four  other  officers,  known  as  asso- 
ciate commissioners  of  transportation.  The  poUce 
commissioner,  the  fire  commissioner,  the  commis- 
sioner of  pubUc  works,  and  the  commissioner  of 
real  property  of  the  city  shall  be,  ex  officiis,  the 
associate  commissioners  of  transportation. 

The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  re- 
ceive such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor.  The  associate  commissioners  of  trans- 
portation shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  as  associate  commissioners  of  trans- 
portation. 
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2.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
exclusively  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the  making 
of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
engineers,  experts,  assistants,  and  other  employees 
for  the  transportation  department;  but  in  the 
exercise  of  such  powers  and  the  performance  of 
such  duties  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  statutes  and 
ordinances  applicable  generally  to  departments  of 
the  city. 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  transportation  depart- 
ment an  officer  known  as  the  deputy  commissioner 
of  transportation  and  not  exceeding  four  other 
officers,  known  as  assistant  commissioners  of 
transportation.  The  deputy  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation and  the  assistant  commissioners  of  trans- 
portation shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner 
of  transportation  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commissioner,  and 
shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as 
the  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  respec- 
tively designate  for  them.  In  case  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  commissioner  or  of  vacancy  in  the 
pffice  of  commissioner,  the  deputy  commissioner 
of  transportation  shall  act  as  commissioner  of 
transportation.  The  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall 
not  apply  to  any  of  said  offices;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  a  person  appointed  to  any  of  said 
offices  holds,  immediately  prior  to  such  appoint- 
ment, an  office  or  position  subject  to  said  law  and 
rules,  such  person, upon  ceasing  to  serve  under  such 
appointment,  shall  forthwith  and  without  loss  of 
seniority  be  reinstated  in  such  office  or  position  or, 
if,  while  he  was  holding  it  under  such  appointment, 
he  was  promoted  to  a  higher  office  or  position 
subject  to  said  law  and  rules,  he  shall  forthwith  be 
installed  in  such  higher  office  or  position  without 
loss  of  seniority. 

3.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
from  time  to  time,  in  each  instance  with  the 
approval  of  the  transportation  commission,  divide 
the  transportation  department  into  such  divisions 
as  he  shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the 
business  and  operation  of  the  department. 

4.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
serve  as  technical  advisor  to  the  mayor  and  to  such 
other  departments  as  the  mayor  may  designate  in 
all  matters  related  to  transportation.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  transportation  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to,  the  use  of  public  ways 
by  persons  and  vehicles,  parking  and  pubUc  trans- 
portation including  transportation  by  bus,  taxi, 
railroad,  rapid  transit,  and  airplane.  The  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  shall  also  represent  the 
city  in  intergovernmental  activities  related  to  trans- 
portation unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  or 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  mayor. 

5.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  power  to  make,  erect,  and  maintain,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  erected,  and  maintained,  traffic 
signs,  signals,  markings,  and  other  devices  in  the 
pubUc  right  of  way  for  the  control  of  street  traffic 
in  the  city  and  for  informing  and  warning  the 
public   as   to   rules  and   regulations  adopted  or 


promulgated  under  this  act,  subject,  however,  to 
section  2  of  chapter  85  and  sections  8  and  9  of 
chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws.  He  shall  further 
have  the  powers  to  specify  traffic  channeling  and 
other  directive  devices  to  be  constructed  by  the 
public  works  department  of  the  city  in  the  public 
right  of  way  for  control  and  guidance  of  traffic. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  public 
convenience  in  the  use  of  the  streets,  ways,  high- 
ways, roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control  of  the 
city,  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  have 
exclusive  authority  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and 
repeal  rules,  which  shall  be  reasonable  and  not 
repugnant  to  law,  regulating  the  time,  place,  and 
manner  of  parades,  processions,  and  other  orga- 
nized formations  of  persons  or  vehicles,  other  than 
funeral  processions  and  picket  lines,  in  or  upon  all 
or  any  such  streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  and 
parkways,  and  prescribing  that  no  person  shaU  take 
part  in  any  parade,  procession,  or  other  organized 
formation  of  persons  or  vehicles,  other  than  a 
funeral  procession  or  a  picket  line,  in  or  upon  any 
such  street,  way,  highway,  road,  or  parkway  unless 
the  commissioner  of  transportation  has  granted  a 
permit  for  such  parade,  procession,  or  formation. 
No  rule  prescribing  a  perrnit  shall  be  valid  unless  it 
also  requires  the  issuance  of  the  permit  in  all  cases 
except  where  the  time,  place,  and  manner  are  not 
in  conformity  with  rules  adopted  hereunder  and 
except  where  the  permit  would  conflict  as  to  time 
or  place  with  a  permit  previously  issued;  and 
provided,  further,  that,  notwithstanding  anything 
to  the  contrary  in  chapter  222  of  the  acts  of  1949, 
no  fee  shall  be  charged  for  any  such  permit. 

7.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
also  have  exclusive  authority,  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal 
rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general 
law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular 
street  traffic  in  the  city  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  or  standing  of  vehicles  on,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
including  rules  and  regulations  designating  any 
way  or  part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through 
way  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
9  of  chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws. 

8.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
further  have  exclusive  authority,  except  as  other- 
wise herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  prohibiting  or 
regulating  the  leaving  of  vehicles  unattended  within 
the  limits  of  private  ways  furnishing  means  of 
access  for  fire  apparatus  to  any  building. 

9.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
adopt,  amend,  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not 
repugnant  to  law,  prescribing  a  penalty,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or 
regulation  adopted  under  this  act  which  is  not 
disposed  of  under  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws;  provided  that  no  penalty  shall  be 
imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran  whose  vehicle 
bears  the  distinctive  number  plates  authorized  by 
section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
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upon  any  handicapped  person  whose  vehicle  dis- 
plays in  the  rear  window  the  distinctive  sticker 
authorized  by  said  section  2,  for  parking  such 
vehicle  on  any  way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
is  then  permitted  by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  act. 

10.  By  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under 
this  act,  the  commissioner  of  transportation  may 
authorize,  with  such  limitations,  if  any,  as  the 
commissioner  of  transportation  may  think  proper, 
the  poUce  commissioner  of  the  city  or  such 
sergeants  or  officers  of  higher  rank  in  the  police 
department  of  the  city  as  the  poUce  commissioner 
may  from  time  to  time  designate,  to  remove, 
through  the  agency  of  a  person  or  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  transportation  department,  or  by  an 
independent  contractor  selected  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  bids  invited  by  advertisement  in  the 
City  Record,  as  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  any  vehicle 
parked  or  standing  in  any  part  of  any  such  street, 
way,  highway,  road,  or  parkway  in  such  manner  as 
to  impede  in  any  way  the  plowing  or  removal  of 
snow  or  ice  or  in  violation  of  any  rule  or 
regulation  which  prohibits  the  parking  or  standing 
or  stopping  of  all  vehicles  on  such  part  at  such 
time  and  recites  that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be 
liable  to  charge  for  the  removal  and  storage  of 
the  vehicle  as  well  as  subject  to  punishment  by 
fine,  and  may  impose  liability  for  the  reasonable 
cost  of  such  removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if 
any,  resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle;  provided,  however,  that  the  liability  so 
imposed  for  reflioval  and  storage  shall  be  within 
limits  stated  in  such  rule  or  regulation,  and  that 
neither  such  removal  nor  such  storage  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  services  rendered  or  work  performed 
by  the  city  or  any  department  thereof  within  the 
meaning  of  chapter  222  of  the  acts  of  1949",  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be 
liable  to  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  for  any  damage 
caused  to  it  arising  out  of  negligence  in  the  course 
of  such  removal  and  storage.  No  rule  or  regulation 
reciting  that  whoever  violates  it  shall  be  Uable  to 
charge  for  the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as 
well  as  subject  to  punishment  by  fine  shall  be  valid 
unless,  in  a  writing  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
the  transportation  commission  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  such  rule  or  regulation,  the  commis- 
sioner of  transportation  certifies  that,  after  taking 
into  account  the  public  safety  and  convenience, 
the  reasonable  free  circulation  of  vehicular  traffic 
and  the  need  for  providing  in  the  streets,  ways, 
highways,  roads,  and  parkways  of  the  city  the 
maximum  number  of  parking  spaces  at  aU  times,  he 
is  of  the  opinion  that  such  rule  or  regulation  is 
required  by  urgent  public  necessity. 

11.  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  that 
act,  prohibiting  for  any  period  of  time  between  a 
specified  hour  of  one  day  and  a  specified  hour  of 
the  next  day  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles  on 
the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  may  provide  that  it  shall 
apply  to  the  alternate  sides  thereof  on  specified 


days.  No  warning  sign  need  be  maintained  in 
connection  with  any  rule  or  regulation  so  pro- 
viding; nor  shall  any  such  rule  or  regulation  be 
subject  to  section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General 
Laws. 

12.  Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
act,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing  of  vehicles 
on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or  more 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  may  provide  that  it  shall  not 
apply  at  such  times  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  such 
rule  or  regulation  to  any  motor  vehicle  registered 
under  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  and  owned 
or  used  by  a  person  residing  on  an  estate  abutting 
in  whole  or  in  part  the  portion  of  the  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway  where  such  vehicle  is 
parked,  who,  in  the  year  in  which  such  vehicle  is 
parked  or  in  the  preceding  December  for  such  year, 
shall  have  given,  by  a  writing  executed  in  such 
form  and  detail  as  such  rule  or  regulation  shall 
prescribe  and  fUed  with  the  officer  in  command  of 
the  police  division  in  which  such  vehicle  is  parked, 
notice  of  intention  to  park  at  such  estate  and  shall 
display  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  such  vehicle, 
while  parked,  such  visible  evidence  of  the  giving  of 
such  notice  as  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  pre- 
scribe; but  neither  the  giving  of  such  notice  nor  the 
issuance  of  visible  evidence  of  the  giving  thereof 
shall  be  construed  to  assign  any  specific  space  to 
any  person  or  vehicle. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act  and  of  section  20C 
of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  such  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities  operated  by  the  city  as 
the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  during  such  periods  of  time 
as  the  commissioner  of  transportation  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

13.  The  commissioner  of  transportation  shall 
have  exclusive  authority  to  designate  parts  of 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways  under 
the  control  of  the  city  as  loading  zones.  Every 
designation  of  a  loading  zone  under  this  section 
shall  take  effect  on  such  date  as  the  commissioner 
of  transportation  shall  determine  and  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation if  he  deems  the  continuation  of  such 
zone  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  public  interest. 

14.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  fUing  with  the 
secretary  of  the  transportation  commission  by  fifty 
registered  voters  of  the  city  a  petition  for  a  public 
hearing  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted, 
amended,  altered,  or.  repealed  by  the  commissioner 
of  transportation,  the  transportation  commission 
shall  hold  such  a  hearing  on  such  rule  or  regulation; 
and  final  action  on  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be 
determined  only  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire 
membership  of  the  commission. 

15.  No  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended, 
altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation or  by  the  transportation  commission 
shall  take  effect  until  published  in  the  City  Record- 

16.  Neither  section  14  nor  15  of  this  act  nor 
section  2  of  chapter  85  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted,  amended. 
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altered,  or  repealed  by  the  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation which,  by  its  terms,  is  to  be  operative  for 
less  than  sixty -one  days. 

17.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  commissioner  of  transportation  or 
the  transportation  commission  to  adopt  any  rule  or 
regulation  excluding  the  street  railway  cars  or 
trackless  trolley  vehicles  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  from  any  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway,  or  any  part  of  any 
thereof,  in  which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify  or 
limit  any  power  or  authority  of  the  metropolitan 
district  commission,  the  state  department  of  public 
works,  or  the  state  department  of  public  utilities, 
or  to  modify  or  limit  any  power  or  authority  of 
the  police  commissioner  to  regulate  street  uses 
under  any  license  or  permit  granted  by  him. 

18.  Section  1  of  chapter  140  of  the  acts  of 
1934,  as  amended  by  section  9  of  chapter  338  of 
the  acts  of  1962,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  line  1  the  words  "traffic  and  parking 
commissioner"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "commissioner  of  transportation." 

19.  Section  1  of  chapter  203  of  the  acts  of 
1959,  as  amended  by  section  14  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  8  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

20.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  203  of  the  acts  of 
1959,  as  amended  by  section  15  of  said  chapter 
338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  4  the  words  "commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

21.  The  first  sentence  of  section  22A  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by 
section  16  of  said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and 
parking  commission  or  promulgated  by  its  commis- 
sioner of  traffic  and  parking,"  inserted  by  said 
section  16,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation,"  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  parking  commission"  so 
inserted  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"commissioner  of  transportation." 

22.  Section  17A  of  chapter  45  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  17  of 
said  chapter  338,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "traffic  and  parking," 
inserted  by  said  section  17,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "transportation." 

23.  The  first  sentence  of  section  18  of  chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  chapter  76 
of  the  acts  of  1969,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "traffic  and  parking  commission" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  transportation." 

24.  The  first  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph  of 
said  section  18  of  said  chapter  90,  as  amended  by 
section  19  of  chapter  338  of  the  acts  of  1968,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  wherever 
they  appear,  the  words  "traffic  and  parking  com- 
mission" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  in  each 


instance  the  words  "commissioner  of  transporta- 
tion." 

25.  The  second  sentence  of  the  second  para- 
graph of  section  20A  of  said  chapter  90,  as 
amended  by  section  20  of  said  chapter  338,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"traffic  and  parking  commission"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of  trans- 
portation." 

26.  The  first  sentence  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of 
section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
appearing  in  chapter  119  of  the  acts  of  1966,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "traffic 
and  parking  commission"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of  transporta- 
tion." 

27.  Section  56  of  chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first 
sentence,  as  appearing  in  section  22  of  said  chapter 
338,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sentence:  "In  any  city  or  town  which  accepts  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  no  person  shall  engage  in 
the  business  of  conducting  or  maintaining  an 
open-air  parking  space  without  a  license  therefor 
granted  in  the  city  of  Boston  by  its  commissioner 
of  transportation,  and  in  any  other  city  or  town  by 
the  local  licensing  authority,  and  approved  in  every 
city  or  town,  except  Boston,  by  the  head  of  the 
fire  department. 

28.  Section  1  of  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of 
1946  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words

29.  Clause  (a)  of  section  1  of  said  chapter  474, 
as  appearing  in  section  11  of  said  chapter  338,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  10  the 
words  "traffic  and  parking"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "transportation." 

30.  Section  1  of  chapter  392  of  the  acts  of 
1930  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  5 
the  words  "and  hackney  stands,  both." 

31.  Said  chapter  392  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  8  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  section : 

"Section  8.  The  commissioner  of  trans- 
portation of  said  city  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
designate  certain  portions,  other  than  sidewalks,  of 
public  ways  in  said  city,  to  be  used  and  known  as 
public  hackney  stands,  and  shall  have  exclusive 
authority  to  make  rules  and  orders  for  the  regula- 
tion of  such  stands,  with  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  Such  stands  shall  be  equally  free  and  open 
of  access  to  all  vehicles  whose  owners  are  licensed 
under  section  4,  who  have  compUed  with  all 
provisions  of  sections  2  to  8,  inclusive,  of  this  act, 
relative  to  such  stands,  and  with  all  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  commissioner  of  transportation 
relative  thereto.  Within  the  downtown  area  of  the 
city,  as  those  words  are  defined  in  section  5  of 
chapter  233  of  the  acts  of  1961,  the  commissioner 
of  transportation  shall,  so  far  as  practicable, 
establish  such  stands  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
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one  quarter  of  a  mile.  All  such  stands  shall  be 
plainly  marked  as  public  hackney  stands.  No  motor 
vehicles  other  than  a  hackney  carriage  licensed 
under  section  4  shall  make  use  of  any  such  public 
hackney  stand." 

32.  Chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  repealed;  provided,  however, 
that  all  rules,  regulations,  and  designations  in  force 
under  that  act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
adopted  or  made  under  this  act  and  shall  remain  in 
effect  until  they  lapse  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  are  amended  or  repealed  under  this  act. 
The  traffic  and  parking  department  existing  by 
virtue  of  that  act  is  hereby  abolished,  and  its 
appropriations  transferred  to  the  transportation 
department  created  by  this  act.  For  the  purposes, 
however,  of  sections  178G  to  178N,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws,  the  transpor- 
tation department  created  by  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  a  continuation  of  said  traffic  and  parking 
department;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  affect  in  any  way  any  collective 
bargaining  unit  or  the  exclusive  bargaining  agent 
therefor  or  any  existing  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment made  pursuant  to  said  sections  or  any  right 
of  any  employee  under  any  such  agreement.  Every 
person  holding  immediately  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  in  said  traffic  and  parking 
department  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  law  and  rules  shall  be  transferred 
without  civil  service  examination  or  registration  to 
a  similar  office  or  position  with  similar  status  in 
the  transportation  department  created  by  this  act 
without  impairnjent  of  his  civil  service  rights;  and 
every  person  holding  immediately  prior  to  said 
date  in  said  department  an  office  or  position  not 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  but 
covered  by  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  made 
pursuant  to  said  sections  shall  likewise  be  trans- 
ferred to  a  similar  office  or  position  with  similar 
status  in  the  transportation  department.  Transfer 
under  either  of  the  preceding  provisions  shaU  not 
impair  the  person's  retirement,  seniority,  vacation, 
or  sick  leave  rights;  and  his  service  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if 
such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  Committee 
on  Penal  Matters  has  issued  a  report  on  conditions 
at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  and  its  physical  plant  and 
facilities;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  confined  at  Charles  street 
prisoners  awaiting  trial  for  a  long  period  of  time, 
costing  the  City  of  Boston  tax  dollars  for  which  it 
pays  the  sole  cost  of  Suffolk  County;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  sitting 
in  its  capacity  as  Suffolk  County  Commissioners, 
requests  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  to  make  a 
report  to  the  City  Council  on  the  numbers  of 
prisoners  annually  confined,  the  average  length  of 
confinement,  and  the  reason  for  any  delay  in  the 
trial  and  disposition  of  the  cases  for  which  they  are 
confined;  and  further 

That  a  conference  be  held  after  the  Sheriff's 
report  dealing  with  Charles  Street  Jail  problems;  at 
the  conference,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Suffolk 
Superior  Court,  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  Coun- 
ty, the  Chief  Probation  Officers  of  these  courts, 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  sitting  as  County 
Commissioners  of  Suffolk  County,  to  discuss  ways 
and  means  of  reducing  length  of  confinement  by 
persons  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  and  improve  the 
length  of  time  for  disposing  of  these  cases.
